Hunting is now over for the sea- 
son in this, fine country, and Mel- 
ton Mowbray looks deserted and 
m&lancholy. 

The MosTYN HuiiT races this 
year afforded but little sport, and 
'the company by no means nume- 
rous. The Mostyn Hunt Stake 
was won by a mare of Sir Henry 
Peyton's, rode in very good style 
by his son. The Thorough-bred 
Stake was won by Mr. Day's Swin- 
don, and the Farmer*s Stake by 
Mr. Foster. One of their best 
performers at this Meeting (Mr. 
Harrison) was absent, from in- 
disposition. 

The H. H. races took place on 
Wednesday, the 23d instant, on 
Winchester race-course; and al- 
though the day was very unfavour- 
able, the sport was good. Pour 
horses started for the Cup, which 
was won at four heats by Mr.

yon some thoughts on the sab* 
ject ofsnch " grand iporting' meet' 
inge,^* by some so called, as in for* 
mer days were not known in Eng- 
land, and which, from their resem- 
blance to what often took place on 
the Continent prior to the Revolo- 
tion, have their origin in foreign 
toggestion.

This, however, is by no means 
equal to what has been effected by 
individuals of parties, who have 
rivalled each other in slaaghtjer> 
where the game had been preserved 
in mnltitudinoos abandance for this 
express purpose. Now, with all 
doe deference to my betters — ^and 
I would rather add to than take from 
their respectability — not to speak 
a word yet of " sporting^* in these 
doings, 1 do not see any groands, 
on the part of the shooter, for boast* 
ing. So tame are game of all de- 
scriptions in many modem *' home 
pfeservee,** so unaccustomed are 
they to annoyance, that fear is « 
stranger to them. Their qualities 
as " ferae naturse,*' seem at least 
suspended 5 and to shoot them bv 
wholesale requires no puns, ana 
but little art or sldll — certunly not 
such as merits commendation or 
comment. 

Doubtless itilronld be interpreted 
prestimption to attempt intrusion 
on the free agency of any one who • 
is possessed of game i but we may 
be allowed to observe, that the 
manner in which the pursuit of it 
is conducted — ^if pursuit it may be 
called — is, in many instances, to- 
tally inconsistent with the charac- 
ter of " sporting y When we se- 
parate the ardour, the uncertainty, 
the occasional inclemency of -the 
weather, the numberless disappoint- 
ments, and, in short, all the ** hard" 
ships,** as they inay be termed, an- 
nexed to the chase — when, in order 
to compass the object, we frustrate 
all need of exertion in fathoming its 
resources, and. placing our reason 
and experience, however unavailing 
ifi times, against the instinct of the

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aiuinal-"*we tak« away the meaof 
to that exqiiUUe sensation c^se- 
qnenfc on victory dearly purchased, 
fiport, to be rightly understood, 
sboold h» ^' seen :" it loses by de*- 
scripdoo. To have a spirit of ^en- 
terprise in the field, wbieh nothing 
can qnell — to be patieni and per* 
severing ander difficulties, however 
complicated $ to feel interest with^ 
ouL relaxation in what is going on ; 
to. entertain hope, under all extre- 
mities — this is to have a temper 
for sporting. To feel yonr surmises 
w«r^ right, though opposed by an 
host, as it were-*-*to succeed through 
^cb disheartening prospects as 
would have intimidated the less ex- 
perienced ', to attain the object or 
oliQ^ects through such means as un- 
questionably do credit to the agent 
-^tbis is to do and feel as a sports-r 
man. 

Did any one wish to libel and 
sativiae sporting, he would do it 
effectually by advocating the post* 
meridian proceedings of such as are 
doubtful between picking their nails 

and taking the field. 

^ Sweet is £e breath of inon^ her riaing 

sweet,*' 
Says the poet : ;so says the sports- 
man,' especially of the old school. 
Our forefathers, after a hasty meal, 
taken commonly at day-break, hur- 
ried to the field, where they ex- 
plored wilds and wastes in the true 
character of the thing— their pa- 
tience and perseverance betokening 
their ardour, and their efforts con- 
tinuing often till the period of the 
setting son 3 and though their sub- 
sequent conviviality was commonly 
carried to excess, recourse was not 
so often had to the physician as 
now-a-day. Toil strung their nerves, 
and habitual exposure "steeled*' 
thejr constitutions. What a contrast 
in the present conduct and termi- 
nation of things, when a waggon- 
^ load of gam^ is compassed with 



less exertion than is adequate, even 
for the time, to throw off that 
" ennui" so troublesome to certain 
persons of a certain rank in the 
world ! 

Much has been said of the 8(>orts 
of the field, as inducing those of 
large landed properly to reside on 
their estates. From the present 
requisition, Noah*s ark would 
hardly contsdn game enough fov 
a shooting party during a season. 
The mighty preparations, the won- 
derful execution, constitute what 
many admire as the '* style" of 
the things and, indeed, they may 
remind one of the pageantry of an 
*' Aurengezebe" going forth, not 
bent so much on sport, as, accord- 
ing to the eastern notion, on slangh-. 
ter. With all this ostentation, how- 
eiMsr, to a real sportsman there is 
morQ of wliat is worthy of notice 
and comment in the hunting prowl- 
ings of the savages of Northern 
America-^vigilance; patience, per- 
severance, and all that is required 
in true sporting, being indispensably 
necessary to the inhabitants of the 
wilderness on these occasions, how* 
ever hebetated their senses may b6 
on others^ As to the asylums or 
'* preserves'^ in which such multi- 
tudes of game are kept for the • 
short-lived purpose before men- 
tioned, they are nurseries of temp- 
tation : they lure the idle and the 
profligate of the lower orders, t» 
their utter ruin ; and more victiraa 
to the laws are annually made 
through them, than all the game is 
worth in all the world* Senex 

ON GLANDERS. 
(Condudfdftom Vol. XI. N. S. p. 309.) 

To the Editor of ^he Sporting Magazine* 

SIR, 

T^HE French veterinary writers 
have recorded aomo cases of 
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glanders^ witli tbe mode" of treats 
tncDt adopfted ; but it does^not ap- 
pear that atiy of them were ulti- 
mately successful. Amongst these 
practitioners^ Mf. St. Bel, the ori- 
ginal Professor of the Veterinary 
College in England, published an 
account of some experiments made 
by him when at the Veterinary Col- 
lege at Lyons. The first case is 
detailed as follows: — " Three 
horses, affected with' the glanders, 
dfscfaarging copiously at the nos- 
trils, one seven years old, another 
eiglit, and thie third eleven, were 
ait put into the same stable, and 
subjected to the following treat- 
ment : — Bach was bled from the 
jugular vein. Their nostrils were 
injected with lime-water, in which 
was some vinegar and common 
salt. Their food was reduced oHie 
third. Each took six drachms of 
Kerme*s mineral, and three of 
camphor, made into a ball v^ith 
flour and honey. The iojcctioB 
was used twice a day j and the ball 
was adffiiuistered on the fourth, 
fifth, srxth, and seventh days. On 
the eighth, in the morning, ^sting, A 
quart of te6 wine, saturated with 
regulu« of antimony, was given. 
One of the horses began to purge 
on the ninth day ; the secoud was 
aflfected in hi« bowels, in a trifling 
degree ; and the third seemed to he 
wholty unmoved by the medicine. 
On the twelfth, the runuing from 
^ nose had rather abated iu all, 
but the pHtuiVairy membr$me seemed 
mone inftamed. The Kermefs ball 
was giveu. On the f6«irteenth, the 
fed wine, With rega^os 6f aotimony, 
was given. Sixteenth and seven- 
teenth, the ii^eeflioB up the nos- 
ti^s was repeated. From this pe- 
riod to the twenty-^fourth, the in- 
jection and the b^ were used. 
The (^charge' wasi mudi diminish- 
ed iU' the hrni and second horses. 



but was still ahiindant in fhe ilM. 
The Ijrmphatic glands were much 
enlarged. On the thirty-second 
day the ball was continued. In- 
jections were made with alum and 
vHrrolated zinc dissolved in lime- 
water^ to which was added a small 
quantity of vinegar. The reme- 
dies were continued tilt the thirty- 
fifth, when jthe running disappeared 
' iu one of the horses. In less than 
a week after^ards> the rniining 
ceased in the seeond. The bolus 
and injections were now continued 
every other day only. The gene- 
ral treatment was continued witK 
the third horse till the fifty-fifth 
day : the discharge ceased in hiuk 
also, after a treatment of two^' 
months from the first. A stop watf . 
now put to all medicines The en-' . 
largement of the gland was re- 
moved also in one of the horses, . 
and remained very little in the 
other two. Every thing seemed to 
promise a complete' cure till the 
i^eventy-second day, when the run- 
ning Appeared again in one, aud 
shewed itself, at the end of three 
weeks, in the second. About 
three months, however, elapsed 
before it returned in the third 
horse, but in all of them it was as 
violent as ever. The two former 
were first killed for investigatioui 
when it appeared that the frontal 
and maxillary sinuses were filled 
with a purulent discharge in both j 
the pituitary membrane was also^ 
ulcerated in many places^ but aH^ 
the other parts appeared in their 
natural state. The third horse ^ia 
afterwards killed and opened : in 
him, the frontal^ maxillary, and 
zygomatic sinuses coutained much 
bloody mutter, the membrane was 
ulcerated to a great degree, the . 
bones carious in many partis, and 
the lymphatic gland on the right 
side WAS became schlrroutf. In the 
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i%ht loba of the kugs five Tomioes 
were foand, of the siase of a pigeon's 
tgg. No other part seemed to be 
morbidly affeeteo.*'— ^There are se- 
veral other cases recorded by Mr. 
Bt Bd, together with the mode of 
treatment) but as none of them 
were soocessfal, it woold only 
waste the time of the reader to pre- 
sent them to his notice. One of 
them» it is worthy of remark, un- 
derwent' a complete course of mer- 
corial friction, which produced 
saliration, but without any good 
effect. Mr. St. Bel states that he 
restored many horses that were 
thouffht to be glandered by persons 
who had not sufficient judgment to 
distinguish the true glanders ; but 
he confesses that he never suc- 
ceeded, except in one instance, in 
effecting a complete cure of that 
disease.— Mr. St. Bel was induced 
lit that period to ascertain the ef- . 
ifect of inoculation of the Virus of 
the fflanders into the bodies of 
sound animals> as well as the pro- 
duction of the first disease by con- 
tact ; and if the following state- 
ment is founded iu fact, the result 
was extraordinary, and certainly 
contradictory to experiments at 
the College of a later date. The 
account is as follows ^ — " Two 
sound horses-— the one fresh from 
grass, aged six years, and the 
other nine years, just taken from 
work — ^were placed near a horse 
that had the glanders. The for- 
mer caught the infection, and had 
a discharge from the nostrils two 
days afterwards ^ the second 
caught the infection at the end of 
three months. A horse, thirteen 
years old, was made to drink the 
same water out of the same pail 
with a glandered horse, and conti- 
nued to do so for two months, but 
he was kept apart from the dis- 
used ani|nal during that .time. 



and the result w^, that he did not 
catch the glanders. A horse nine 
years old, in tolerable condition, 

{^aced by a horse that was in the 
ast stage of the ghinders, caught 
it at the end of forty-three days. 
Three old horses, destined for ana- 
tomical dissection^ haring been 
inoculated with the virus in the 
neck, did not catch the disease. 
The experiment was repeated on 
various hotses, without producing 
any effect. It was also performed 
on an ox, a sheep, and a dog, 
without in the least affecting the 
health of those animals. The 
clothes and saddles that had been 
used on glandered horses were 
placed on several horses in healthy 
and during the heat of summer, 
without producing any effect." The 
foregoing is Mr. St. Bel's statement 
of the experiments which he made 
on this important subjects bat 
there ai^e several which have been 
made at the Veterinary CoUego at 
St. Pancras, which are in direct 
contradiction to those just men- 
tioned. Inoculation with the virus 
of the glanders has been there per- 
formed, both on the horse and the 
ass, and infection has invariably 
been the result. Moreover, there 
are two or thriee lamentable in- 
stances where the human being has 
been infected by accidental inocu- 
lation, in dissecting the diseased 
parts, and has fallen a sacrifice to 
its virulence. In regard to the 
circudistance of some horses ea- 
caping the contagion, though stand* 
ing in an infected stable and in 
close approximation With glandered 
subjects, nothing more can be 
drawn from it, than from analagona 
instances of several persons enter- 
ing a chamber where there is a pu- 
trid fever, and some catching it, 
while others escape it. This may 
depend on some pecnliarity of con<^ 
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•titatlon> wUch the most ski) fill 
physiologist can neither discover 
nor explain. 

There is one great impediment 
to the making of experiments in 
. thetreatment of this disease— name- 
ly, that few persons are willing to 
keep a glandered horse on their 
premises^ when they 'have once 
ascertained that he is infected be- 
yond a doubt. Bot in barrack sta- 
bles, where they have detached 
boxes for diseased horses, a course 
of experiments might be carried on 
by regimental veterinary surgeons, 
without any expence to themselves, 
and without much trouble. Still 
there is always more or less danger 
in keeping them on the premises, 
in consequence of negligence or in* 
advertence on the part of those who 
look after them, whereby the dis- 
ease may be propagated 5 and while 
one horse was under process of 
cure, a dozen fresh ones might be- 
come infected, l^he best course, 
therefore, is to destroy them with- 
out loss of time. 

The farcy, as I have before ob- 
served, is. very nearly allied' to 
the glanders, and would appear, 
by the experiments which have 
been made by inoculation, to pro^ 
dnce the same disease, and so 
vice versa: thus matter taken from 
a farcy ulcer, and inoculated on 
the pituitary membrane of another 
horse, has produced glanders *, while 
the matter from the glanders intro- 
duced into the skin, on any part of 
the body or extremities, has pro- 
duced farcy. At all events, it is 
a disease of a vef y malignant na- 
ture, and not very easily cured. 
The distinction between the farcy 
and the glanders consists chiefly in 
this — namely, that the first is a dis- 
ease which pervades the whole 
system, while the latter is gene- 
rally confined to the head. The 



old farriers had an idea that the 
veins were the parts principally af- 
fected: but such an idea is com- 
pletely erroneous, and arose from 
a total ignorance of anatomy. It 
is, in reality, a disease of the lym<- 
phatic or absorbent vessels, which 
generally run along in the same 
direction' as the veins, and hence 
the mistake most probably arose. 
There are two sets of these vessels, 
the one set deep seated, and the 
other superiicial. These last run 
up on the insides of the legs, and 
are furnished at certain distances 
with small glands, which iEire not 
very perceptible when in a heal- 
thy state, but become enlarged and 
knotted when diseased. The chief 
cause of the farcy is supposed to 
be debility, brought on by a want 
of proper exercise, or by over- 
feeding, especially upon food of a 
bad quality. But it arises, more 
probably, from a defective action 
in the insensible perspiration, as, 
well as from hot and crowded sta- 
bles, and not being thoroughly cur- 
ried and brushed : hence it prevails 
more among waggon horses and 
post horses, than any others. 

It is a too common and villainous 
practice with stable men to ride 
th^se horses, when hot, into a pond, 
almost up to their backs, or to wash 
them all over with cold water, and 
to suffer them to stand in the open 
air to draw. If the poor animal 
has the good fortune to escape an 
inflammatory attack on his, lungs 
or his bowels, he is nevertheless 
liable to all the bad consequences 
of suppressed perspiration, by in- 
curring some chronic disease, such 
as the grease, or farcy. When the 
horse is first attacked by the farcy, 
he looks dull, his skin feels tight 
and dry, and there is generally 
some degree of swelling in his legs^ 
particularly the hind ones. This

REMARKS ON FOX-HUNTINQ 
IN KENT. 



To the Editor of the Sporting Magazime. 
BIB, 

^LTHOUGH I bad reason not 
very highly to estimate the 
sporting remarks of A Constant 
READER in your Magazines, yet I 
was not prepared f6r the extreme 
degradation to which that person- 
age has been contented to sink. I 
once before had occasion to remark 
on the lucubrations of another of 
vour contributors; but the letter 
m your last Magazine (February) 
is evidently by an inferior hand^ 
who, without the slightest preten- 
sion to the strength of the serpent, 
can exhibit only the slime of the 
venom. Under this impression^^it

I 
shall therefore reserve myself pntil 
another time> confining myself at 
present to A Constant Readi^b^s 
lemarks on Mr. Oxenden's hunt. 

Yoor correspondent savs, with 
imich truth, that Mr. Oxendeki pays 
gre^ attention to the pretervation 
of foxes, but blames him for depart- 
ing from the old blood, and trying 
experiments in breeding from 
hoonds which he knows bot little 
of, and that he seems to consider 
liorses and hounds good in propor- 
tion as they are large. 

It is evident Your Constant 
Reabisb i&i» nev^ seen J^r, Ojpen^ 
defts hounds or horses, nor the 
packs of Leicestershire, Northamp- 
tonshire, Oxfordshire, or War- 
wickshire, or he wonld never make 
^so false and ridiculous an asser- 
tion, as '' that the hounds of Mr. 
Oxendeh are too large, and that he 
is wrong in departing from the old 
Uood." If he is only a bit of a 
sportsman, he must admit, that you 
may pursue a favourite system too 
far, and that it has proved so in 
several instances, by which many 
a gentleman, who has adhered too 
^trictly to the old blood, has injured 
most materially bis pack. Ques- 
tion any sportsman on this point, 
and he will answer you directly, 
diat the old sort had no dash, and 
that the blood has degenerated, al- 
though they were remarkable for 
^ stoutness. If you see any pack of 
the old blood (and there are some 
I make no doubt), you will see them 
(to borrow the language of NiMRoi>) 
meusemg a hedge, or creeping 
Buder the bars of a gate ; on the 
other hand, the pack at present 
possessed by Mr. Oxenden will be 
found topping both the one and the 
ether. These defects in the old

pa;ck have ^en in a great tiveaftare 
remedied t>y Mr. Oxendeuy by ju- > 
dipious crosses from kennels of the 
first-rate packs : indeed, the judg- 
ment Mr. Oxenden has shewn in 
breeding and drafting houndls, 
would reflect the highest credit oa 
the most experienced sportsmen* 

I really, when hunting with Mr. 
Oxenden's pack — although no sub- 
scriber, a perfect stranger to him, 
and no pretended Kentish man-^ 
fancy myself with the Pytchley or 
Cotsmore hounds, as I see not a pin 
to choose, either for symmetry, 
speed, or bottom, between Mr. Ox- 
enden*s hounds, and these two 
crack packs. They all run hard 
enough to kill the best fox that 
ever was unkennelled 5 and, with a 
good scent, will keep all light 
weights at their best, when mounted 
on cattle equal to any hunt ; and 
they very seldom mids killing. They 
are held in such estimation, that I 
would not advise A Constant 
RsADSR, ot any Leicestershire 
gentleman, to try Mr. Oxenden's 
pack, unless he comes mounted on 
a horse that can do the trick, and 
then he will be sure, to find Mr. 
Oxenden mounted on a bit of blood 
in a right place. 

Your Constant' Reader's re- 
marks on the country are completely 
erroneous, as that part of the country 
lying to the east of the Dover road 
(about two days* draw) is as fine as 
any ploughed country can be, being 
interspersed with a few small co- 
vers, rides light, and is at present 
uncommonly wdl stocked wlt^ 
foxes. 

In short, this pack has had a 
succession of almost unequalled 
sport, considering that the season 
throughout has been most unfa- 
vourable, and given complete satis-

Nobleman, now advanced in years, 
who keeps fox-hounds south of the 
Humber, has generally as large ^n 
establishment of horses in as good 
condition as the master of any 
hounds in England ^ but it has 
generally happened that he has had 
some whose legs would not stand 
in the stalls, and this description 
of horse be has been in the habit 
of keeping in the rough way, just 
such as your correspondent, the 
Old Sportsman, would be tickled 
with) and the Noble Peer's ser- 
vants have always been carried 
by these rough horses to their own 
satisfaction, as well as. their mas- 
ter's. 

Now, Mr. Editor, my question 
is — How these horses should be 
treated after a day's work, both 
that night and the next morning ?

^ P. S. Perhaps, if your corre- 
spondent is inclined to becommuni- 
cative, he will inform you what his 
plan of exercising is, to get his 
horses into such extraordinary wind.

SIR, 

T Promised, in the Magazine for 
February last, that I would give 
an account of the sport each pack 
of liounds had had through the sea- 
son. It is nearly as follows, up^to 
this time, the sixth of April. The 
East Kent (id est, Mr. Oxbn- 
den's) hounds have killed 25 brace 
of foxes; the little hounds 12 
brace; and Mr. Ladd's, Mr. 
Wilkes's, and Sir T. Dyke's, 
have together killed somewhere 
about 10 brace, including bagmen, 
and cripples. 

Although I do not agree with Mr. 
OxENDEN in his breeding, I must 
do him the justice to say lie does 
' the thing very well ; and his whip- 
per-in, Tom, is a dever fellow, and 
knows well what he's aboat, both 
m the field and in the .kennel. 
When I made^ the comparison be- 
tween the hounds as they now are, 
and the hounds as they were in 
Petitt's time, it would have been 
no more than fair in me to have 
mentioned, at the same time, how 
great an improvement has been 
made in them since they have been 
under the management of Mr. Ox- 
enden, for the which much credit 
is due to him. Their sport has not 
been so generally good this year 
as in most seasons, principally on 
account of the weather 3 and the 
foxes have not in general shewn so 
good a country. The little hounds 
did not begin to hunt regularly till 
November, and, when their coun- 
try is considered, their achieve- 
ments do them much credit. Of 
their master, and of their hunts- 
man, Mr. Willes, my opinion has 
been before gi ven . 

There seems to have been, iu 
all ages, so natural a disposition 
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anongst men towards detraction^ 
that one mast consider it in some 
manner essential to the happiness 
of tbe human race. If it were ne- 
cessary to prove this general fond- 
ness for defamation, we need only 
remark, with l^ow great an avidity 
all satirical and other writings, 
conveying censure and abuse, are 
bonght up. Publish a book which 
takes to pieces the characters of 
those who have character!^ to lose, 
and publish one full of the best sen- 
timents, beai'ing instruction in each 
line, and mark the sale of each : 
it will shew, in a very short time, 
the tendency in the disposition of 
man to hear and read, with plea- 
sare, revilings and sarcasms. We 
may remark with what eagerness 
we listen to the tale which brings 
the little oddities, eccentricities, 
and errors of our acquaintance, 
sometimes our friends even, to 
light ; and we may remark, on the 
other hand, with what apathy, in- 
difference, and inattention, we lis* 
ten to the tale of praise— though, 
by the bye^ our patience (Heaven 
knows) is but seldom tried that way. 
Nor 18 this so much to be won- 
dered at, when we consider the vast 
importance of self : for as things are 
raised or depressed in estimation 
by comparison, so detraction from 
the merits of others, I suppose, is 
considered advantageous to the idea 
of self. Now sportsmen are more 
exempt, I think, from this vice, 
than most other classes ; but there 
does exist in many of them the dis- 
position — though theii:ill speaking 
amounts generally to no more than 
the abuse of a man's hounds or 
horses, or the manner in which 
they may be ridden or hunted. 

Every man, when he goes out 
with hounds, goes out, of course, for 
his own pleasure : he ought, there- 
fore, to consider himself a little 



obliged to him who is at the troo** 
ble and expence of managing a 
hunting concern^ He should consi- ^ 
der what an easy thing it is to find 
fault and to be dissatisiied -, and 
should consider, at the same time, 
that it does not shew the best of 
dispositions to sneer at the exer- 
tions of one who has been doing all 
he could to contribute to his amuse- 
ment. I never think the sitpation 
of one who keeps hounds at all 
enviable. He is subject to many 
mortifications. He must do things 
that he could never so much as 
think of doing, as far as his own 
amusement was concerned, lest he 
should be thought to do the thing 
shabbily, an^ gentlemen would not 
disgrace themselves by going out 
with one whose concern and turn- 
out were not neat. He must hear 
with patience his huntsman, whip- " 
per-in, and himself, abused for be- 
ing at covert too late, too soon, 
wrong casts, bad scents, foxes run- 
ning a bad country, and innumera- *' 
ble other misfortunes to which all 
sportsmen are. liable — all this he 
must hear, and bear with patience, 
and be content with the pleasure 
of thinking he spends a consider- 
able sum of money a year, to be. 
called master of the hunt 5 1)ut, in 
my opinion,, nine times in ten he 
would much more properly be 
called the slave of the hunt. 

Having said something of detrac- 
tion, it may be supposed that what 
I have written on the Kentish hunt- 
ing, has been written by me for 
the purpose of gratifying some evil 
pacision ; but I can declare that I 
really have been actuated by no 
malicious motive whatever. I have 
given my advice, if it be worthy of. 
the name, that each pack of hounds 
may be less exposed to the cen- 
sures of those who go oat with 
them ; and I hope the Farningham

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gefttlemei wittsaellieivoiirniDterett 
in establishing a pat:k of foK-hoands 
there, and that Sir T.Byke and Mr. 
Wiflke» will do their, bast to pro- 
mote it. I hope Mr. Qxendea will 
dolf "estimate the bked of sncb 
hoands as Tainerlaiie} and I hope 
Mr ¥Hiitta1cer willnot, for the sake 
of number, keep hounds that spoil 
the appearance of his pack — ^for of 
coarse he mast know that strength 
Gonsfsteth not in nnmbers : and, 
lastly, I hope that Mi*. Ladd, as ho 
seems food of banting, will have the 
good sense to get his honnds a help 
ter huntsman. 

I will say something, in yoor 
next Magazine, of the encourage- 
ment given to hunting by the gen- 
tlemen of our sporting county.

do indeed difier in more things 
than religion and politics.

From the stories which we MC9t 
in old books, we am sometiaMa led 
to believe that there were more 
skiUnl riders in ancient days than 
we have at present | bat wm may 
well doubt some of these stories, 
particularly wbeft we find th^a 
united with the most improbable 
and unnatural descriptioiis of the 
steeds themselves. Thus we ava 
told, that the famous horse of Alex- 
ander bod a head inclining to the 
shape of a bull $ and that one of 
Oesar's horses had fore-feiet Mke 
the hands of a man, his hoof beii^ 
divided in the form of fingers. 
These animals were, doubtleaa, 
highly and deservedly celebrated 
in their day; and perhaps the old 
writers bought the only way of 
distinguishing them above' their 
species was by giving thema form 
which their fellows hm not. How 
honoured these two steeds were by 
their illustrious owners> wilt ap^ 
pear, when we reroeoMlier that Bo^ 
cephalus had- a city erected to hie 
name ; and that the Imperial R^ 
man dedicated the statue of his 
horse to f^enus. One reason for 
the excellence of ancient horse- 
men may be given, by noticing 
the fact, that in many States the 
gentry were- compelled to ride^ 
whether they liked it or not.*— 
Thus we find In Xenophon a law 
forbidding any man<, who could af* 
ford to maintain a horse, from tra- 
velling on foot. The wise lawgiver 
of that day knew very well that rid- 
ing on horseback would prevent 
the chief- men of the State fr6m be- 
coming effeminate and cowardty—- > 
an evil which was guarded against 
in early times with much care and 
solicitude. It woold be well if in 
the present day something were 
devised to maintain (or indeed re- 
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sfcaf e) the manljr dnracter of the 
saperior orders of tiie peo^e. 
Kiag Cytrng, we fmd, mtde a r^jgn- 
lation ammig tbe Partkims, that 
the froMwii skoiiM vide od liorse- 
back, wlalediestwretwettton foot; 
and the men thus prmleged to ride 
pcrferaed ail their ofiees and eere- 
moniet^ Mb in war awi peace; 
w*et*er paUkor private, heldcoi»- 
ference^ made bargahis, mid took 
tho air; ail on hors^badi. 

Among the Saxons, gooddding^ 
waa much esteemed j and we find 
that a £aim«s comniander CBar$a, 
wk& was brother to Het^lst), took 
hift Bane fipom the figure of a horse 
which he had on his coat of arms, 
the. adoption ol which heraldic ho- 
nonr was ^oabtless occasioned by 
Hio) great skili m horsemanship. 

Tboogb w« are tdd that the an- 
cient» were extremeiy carefb! and 
fond ol their steeds, yef, as* tn our 
ow» time> it was necessary now 
and then to inouleato the doetrihe 
of hnmanily and justice towards the 
n*We hovse. Phttarch's observa- 
tions vpon tlie claims^^w^ich an old 
steed has npoD his master when 
hia services are done, prove that 
it was noe al wAys the custom among 
his oonntrymen to bejnst and meiu 
cifuK Still I cannot help thinking 
that in those k^aihemih days the 
howe fiwied better than he does in 
theso rel^iow ones-. Truly, what 
can be more repulsive to* good feel- 
iJ^^ than to look upon Che animal in 
hw decay, given over to the care of 
a &r greater brute than hitaself, 
who inhumanly flogs the last pace 
ont of him. At such a sight it io 
aimost impossible not to think of 
t^ pride of hre younger days, 
when the diescription of the poet 
might have applied to him, though 
perhaps the verse is not altogether 
i%ht in stating what a horse 
should be: —

And with a sood rlder^ it may be 
safely affirmed that there is nothing; 
under the sun so sure«footed and 
safe in his jonraey through this 
world, as a weil-managed and 
heahby steed. There ia an old 
English proverb*—'' It is a good 
horse that never stumbles >** and 
a similar one. among the French^ 
" // n'y a ion chevalj gjue ne 
broHchf" Here our favonnte anU 
mai is duly esteemed; and in no- 
ticing that even he someUmeM stum- 
bles, this proverbs intimate to us 
that there is no creatnre. that ever 
went upon fonr legs bat. has made 
some fiuse step or other 5 and that 
every mother's, son of us,, wtio goes 
npon twoy has his slips and im- 
perfections — a fine moralin all this, 
against a want of charity in judg- 
ing the actions of onr brethren ! 

NiMROD (and he may now be 
quoted, as ot^er eeiMufhed ckmtes 
are, by his name alone, without the 
introduction of '' your correspon- 
dent," &e.) very justly observes, 
in one of his late spicy descriptionsv 
that a man ^can never be a good 
horseman, witSiout he is in posses- 
sion of l^at rare quality^— courage* 
There can be no doubt of this; 
for, after all the training and' in-* 
stmction of the best riding masters, 
some there are who could never be 
carried safely over a brook, or a 
rasper, unless their breeches were 
j^ned to the saddle. An old French 
writer, speaking of riders, insists 
upon the great requisite of courage 
towards making a good one. He 
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says^ ** I do not tbipk that, for 
gracefal riding, any nation in the 
world excels the French: though 
a good horseman^ aeoordiog to our * 
way of speaking, . seems rather to 
respect the courage of the man, 
than his address in riding.'* The 
same author, noticing, the great, 
respect anciently paid to horses, 
observes, that when the Spaniards 
first landed in the Indies, the inha- 
bitants had so higti an opinion both^ 
' of the men and horses, that they ' 
looked upon the first as gods, and 
the * other as animals ennobled * 
above their nature^ so that, after 
they were subdued, coming to sue 
for peace, and to bring them gold 
and provisions, they failed not to 
present the same to the horses, 
with the same kind of harangue to 
them they had made to the other, 
interpreting their neighing for a 
language of truce and friendship. 
Weare likewise told that the Duke 
of Muscovy was anciently obliged 
to pay this ' reverence to the Tar- 
tars — ^that when they sent any one 
embassy to him, he went out to 
meet them on foot, and presented 
them with a mazer, or goblet of 
mare's milk (i^ beverage of great-- 
est esteem amongst them), and if 
in drinking a drop fell by chance 
upon the horse's mane, they thought 
themselves indispensably bound to 
lick it off with their tongue. 

It is quite unnecessary to speak 
more of the skill in horsemanship 
of the ancient nations. As I no- 
ticed before, it was encouraged 
amongst them for national pur- 
poses — that men might keep their 
vigour, and be better able to defend 
their country. Plato, we find, re- 
commends riding on horseback for 
the promotion of health ; and Pliny 
says it is good, for the stomach and 
the joints. Another lover of this 
exercise observes, " I do not wil- 



lingly 'alight when I am once on 
horseback; for it is the place where, 
whether well or aick, I find myself 
most at ease." And now let me, 
Mr. Editor, aeriously recommend 
all your readers who can afford it • 
to keep a horse, and ride it often. 
Ten to one that it does not add a 
little to their lives : at any rate, it 
will contribute to their stock of 
health and good humour,- and that 
will be no small blessing to them- 
selves, and comfort to those who 
have to do with them ; for it may 
be safely said that no men in the 
world are such cheerful companions * 
as those who are often on horse- ■ 
back. The ill-will and the morose- * 
ness exhibited by those who are* 
pent up in clo^e cities, do not, ge- 
nerally speaking, belong to the . 
horai^emen. A parcel of evils wait 
upon the sedentary man, which a 
pleasant canter wopld frequently 
shake off. An old friend of mine^ 
often says, that when he has found • 
himself crabbed and crusty in the; 
morning, a ride has done more than 
any thinff else to correct his ill- 
tempered vice. 

For a specimen of the different 
f^rts of riders, I cannot do better 
than point the reader's attention to 
the turn-outs which the Metropolis 
so abundantly furnishes. Hyde- 
park, on a fine Sunday, will give 
the observer a plentiful sprinkling 
of the queer sort, mixed with a few^ 
whom it may be well to look at for 
their grace and skill. An old joc- 
key, who is now laid up in ordinary, 
but whose love for riding is as great 
as ever, often delights me with his 
descriptions of cockney and other 
horsemen. *' Twas as good as a play 
to roe (says the old man), to see 
Epsom on a race day — some of 
the queerest blades on the ugliest 
hacks that ever stood on four 
legs.*' The old one, f may re- 
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mark, aivi^ays g^ye the. reverse <]^ 
the pictpre, and proves to me yet 
that he will *^ feel. the ruling pas- 
sion strong in death/'-r: Yours, Mr.

You have 
many men amongst your ranks, 
who in their early days have been 
brought up surgeons — Who so 
well calculated for the practice, 
whose bent of genius calls them 
from the study of man, to that no- 
ble animal, the horse > To keep 
your list of members respectable, 
you should never take shopmen 
from behind the counter, whose 
abilities. extend to selling stay-tape 
and buckram, and dub them mem- 
bers of your order. .

To the Editor of the Sporting Magazine. 
. SIR, 

F Am sorry to find your spirited 
and intelligent co.rresppnaent> 
A,N Amateur of the Cockpit 
(last Number, page 298), declar- 
ing himself " a sportsman of the 
old school,'* because, as I have 
proved by numerous , examples, in 
these pages and elsewhere, during 
a course of many years, the ola 
school was savage, unfeeling, un- 
reflecting, barbarous, unfair — and 
because, as the new school has 
clearly evinced, this vicious cha-' 
racter of sport is utterly unneces- 
sary, and, rightly considered, even 
destructive of enjoyment — and be- 
cause a line may be, and Has been 
flrawn, by which a due compro- 
mise may be made between sport 
and fairness, or justice, and our 
sports be rendered morally lawful. 
I beg also. Sir, to caution your 
correspondent from mistaking me 
for a straight-laced Methodist^ for 
t was bred a Church of England 
man of the old school, and im- 



bil2<ed early a full portion of the 
freedom and heartiness which have 
ever distinguished that persuasion. 

I must take leave further to dif- 
fer from the cocker, on the merit* 
of Mr. , Martin*s late Act. On 
what kind of ground does he at- 
tempt to fix the character of Me- 
thodism particularly, on that juat 
and humane law } Are Erskine; 
Burdett, Hume, Fergusson, Mack- 
intosh, Hobhouse, and the majo- 
rity of the just and feeling sup- 
porters of the Bill in Parliament, 
Methodists } An opponent of th^ 
Bill, indeed, and seemingly a very 
determined one, Lord Eldon, may, 
in all probability, be of the Metho- 
distic Church. With respect to 
Mr. Martin, the father of this most 
expedient and truly-merciful mea« 
sure, and its practical supporter, 
I will not retract a syllable of what, 
I have said, in his commendation, 
feeling more and more convinced 
that he has deserved well of hu- 
manity and his country, and that 
his name will descend to posterity 
among those wl|o have done ho- 
nour to human nature. 

Your correspondent ventures to 
state — "' the ignorant have takea 
the alarm, and an Act has passed, 
to restrain the lower classes of so- 
ciety from the enjoyment of their 
fi^A(/w/ diversions." Are, then, the 
cold-blooded and deliberate tor*- 
tures of animals, commonly called 
baiting them, rightful diversions, 
for either the higher, or the lower 
classes? Or ought not that .nnnatu^ 
ral and vicious State of the human 
mind,- in which the infliction of th^ 
most ingenious anjd , excruciating 
agonies affords a pleasing gratifi- 
cation, to be purified by instruc- 
tions, and restrained.by law? I 
trust, indeed, as the cocker says, 
*' the . ignorant have taken the 
alarqa," and will be both intimi- 
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dated and instradted by Mr. Mar- 
tin's B^\, which, in troth', has left 
all fair and legitimate sjtorts un- 
toached and unrestrained, as. he 
found them 5 and no otherwise in- , 
terfered with the treatment or ma- 
nagement of animals, thandnly to 
protect them from wanton or op- 
pressive barbarity. In fafct, it is 
only from the defect of a cool, de- 
liberate, and impartial view of the 
question, that any man of sense 
and homan feeling can for a. mo- 
ment dispnte the rectitude and ne- 
cessity of a law for the protection 
of '■ oor domestic animals — indeed, 
for the prevention and punishment, 
when possible, of brutal cruelty in 
any shape. 

I have professed to be of the 
" new school ;" and the public of 
' England, of Germany, of the iBast 
and West Indies, and of New South 
Wales, have long known this school 
in the pages of the Sporting' Maga~ 
zine, which, during nearly thirty 
years, has, on every needful occa- 
sion, both perse veringly and suc- 
cessfully advocated the important. 
duty of fairness and mercy to brute 
animals. And can any man say, 
that hypocrisy, pretence, or fasti- 
dious^ weak and sickly sympathies, 
are to be found here ? Are such 
implicated in racing, hunting, 

OOUaSING, SHOOTING, COCKING, 
FISHING, PUGILISM, FIVES^ SINGLE 
STICK, FOOTBALL, and CRICKET.? 

If there be Methodism in all, or 
any of them, we of the new school 
are the staunchest Methodists, and 
beg to pay our most humble devoirs 
to Mrs. Hannah More, assuring 
that good lady of pur orthodoxy. 
Our golden and absolute rule, how- 
ever, must not t)e omitted — the in- 
dispensable duty of rendering all 
sports as free as the nature of the 
case will admit, of cruelty, and wan- 
ton infliction in the exercise.

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^SpwJtif^ Magazine, Ihad iDtended 
to have written a «mall treatise on 
these subjects. The latter woald 
have given me room to e^plarn 
myself better on matters of this 
natore^ whereas the former, on 
account of the narrow limits of the 
work/ cramp me much in detail. I 
most not, however/ neglect to find 
space for one observation/ and that 
is— 'that I have ever been sparing of 
punishment to horses, when it could 
be avoided, not only on the score 
of humanity, but from a natural re- 
gard which I have always had for 
so noble an animal. I must take 
heed, therefore, how I speak of 
firing a horse being a *' favourite 
remedy*' with me, or I may have 
some canting moralist on my back, 
and be set down for the greater 
brnte of the two. 

Perhaps there are few sports* 
nen who arrive at a good old age, 
without having, themselves expe" 
rienced the)9o^en^ia/ cautery. WfaeA 
applied to a horse*s leg, it is called 
the actual cautery, -being adminis- 
tered in the form of a red-hot iron. 
In both cases, the operation is se- 
vere ^ but the impression on my 
mind is, that horses suffer more by 
severe blistering, than they do by 
firing. In the first place — when 
-fired — they are unconscious of what 
is being done to tliem ; and in t^e 
next, they are so alarmed by being 
thrown down and confined, and are 
so exhausted by struggling, that I 
do not think they feel nearly &io 
aiadi as might be apprehended, i 
will not, unless further called upon ' 
by any observations on what I have 
asserted, state my reasons for this 
opinion, but I will endeavour to 
support it by othef examples in 
ray own stable. 

Just about this time twelve 
months, I had a hunter of mine 
fired in both his fore legs. PriCvioiis

to the operation, he was iilistered, 
as I wished— r besides, strength- 
ening his legs, which appeared 
about to give way — to reduce a 
callous substance that had formed 
on one of his tendons, being- of 
an irritable temper in the stable, he . 
suffered much by tha bHstering, 
and was so uneasy, that I was 
obliged to have a man to stand at 
his head, with a small switch in his ^ 
hand, for six hours, to prevent his . 
rubbing one 1^ against the other, 
by which he would have blemished 
himself. When ready for the ope- 
ration, I sent him to be fired, with- 
orders to my servant to lead him 
gently home afterwards. Being a 
resolute horse,, he struggled mucK 
on being thrown ; but when down, 
and secured, he did not appear to 
feel any thing. When ihe got up, 
and his head turned .towards home, 
he was so full of play, that the ser- 
vant was obliged to ride him, or 
he would have broken away fro|n 
him on the road. The same ope- 
rator fired another hunter for me 
the following week, for a young 
ringbone. Me merely put a twitch 
on his nose, and he never stirred a 
foot from the ground. The conse- 
quences of these operations, were, 
that the ringbone on one horse was 
stopped in its progress to lame- 
ness; and the enlargement on the 
tendon of the other, although of 
more than twelve months* stand- 
ing, has quite disappeared, and 
bis legs are all in place again. 
Now all the blistering ointment 
that ever was made would not have 
effected one of those cures, if it had 
the other; and with respect to 
what I have said of the relative 
suffering caused by the operations 
of blistering and firing, I have only 
to observe, that the effect of firing 
is merely local, whereas the angnish 
of a severe blister deranges the 

E 
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whole system, and often produces 
stranguary, and other spasmodic 
afifecttons. I shall conclude this 
part of ifay subject by observing, 
that I have never fired a horse, 
when I thought other means 
would answer the end 5 but I would 
do it on the principle that I would 
go to a dentist, and have a tooth 
drawn^ rather tlian suffer protracted 
pain and illness from temporary or 
palliative measures. The operation, 
in both cases, is severe, but soon 
over ; and I shall never think we 
are debarred of inflicting a certain 
degree of pain on animals given to 
us for their services, if those ser- 
vices cannot be available on other 
terms. 

Your correspondent " H.'* will 
now be able to glean, from what I 
have said, all that is necessary to 
be known respecting the treatment 
of a hunter s legs, at the conclusion 
of a season. Having given him his 
physic, and the liberty of a loose 
box, his legs will be reduced as 
nearly to a state of nature as can 
be expected, after what they have 
gone through, or after the injuries 
they may have received. He must 
then exercise his reason, and use 
his own judgment 3 or if he doubts 
it,, which it may be wise in him to 
do, he should call in professional 
aid. If no ligamentary enlarge- 
ments, or callous substances on the 
sinews, or on the tendons, should 
appear, he may congratulate him- 
self that his horse has been so for- 
tunate to escape them, and bis legs 
may go on for another year ; but 
they should bcminutely inspected, 
and by one who knows the evils 
when he sees them (no mean ac- 
complishment), and, having found 
them, circumstances alone must di- 
rect as to which of the two reme- 
dies must be applied. If blistering 
will reach the cause, it has, cer- 



tainly, the reputation of being the 
milder operation of the two ; but if 
the injury is considerable, the parts 
where it exists material, and of 
more than one or two months* 
standing, nothing but the actual 
cautery can be depended on. With 
those horses which carry high 
weights, firing is too often a sine 
qua non ; for when once nature 
gives way under such circum- 
stances, nothing short of so violent 
.H, remedy w\\\ restore the injured 
parts. Curbs, splints, and, above 
all, blows on the legs, are frequently 
very obstinate to deal with, often 
requiring repeated blisters, followed 
by firing, to get rid of them. 

As to the diet of a hunter in the 
summer, I think I have little to 
add on that head, to what I have 
already said. Let your corre-, 
spondent only observe the golden 
rule, and he will be right. Having 
once gotten his horse into good 
condition, let him keep him so. 
He may give him some vetches, 
mixed with hay, in his loose house, 
and some grass, if he likes, by turn- 
ing him out at night into his' dry 
paddock : but let him give him 
two good feeds of oats every day, 
and nothing else, so as to prevent 
his accumulating a load of bad 
flesh, which must be got rid of 
again at the expence of his legs. 
Let him keep him, tp use his own 
words, '' sound and up to his 
mark ;** paying constant attention 
to his legs and feet, having them 
often examined, that he may be 
aware of incipient disease. 

With respect to horses* feet in 
the summer, there are two opi- 
nions amongst good judges as to 
whether the fore shoes should be 
on or not — the hoofs, in the latter 
case, being often rasped around the 
toe, to prevent them chipping or 
splitting.. For my own part, I pre- 
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ler the tip, or half shoe, leaving the 
frog to press oii the ground. A 
{ew nails around the front of the 
hoof cannot'be injurious, provided 
the heel be left free from thein. If 
a horse's foot is inclined to become 
convex, or pumice, then he should 
go withont his shoes, on the same 
principle as the inside of the 
blacksmith's hand becomes hard by 
the constanjt use of his hammer. I 
had a fine hunter with this sort of 
feet, which I restored to their pro- 
per form by making him stand on 
flags all day for three months iYi 
succession. The internal part of 
the foot, , which had, as it were, 
dropped from its proper place, was 
forced back to it again, and the dis- 
ease, if I may call it such, did not 
return. I shall now conclude this 
subject for the present 3 but, as the 
*' dead months'* will soon be here, 
when I shall have more leisure, I 
may return to it again. 

I must say a word or two, in my 
turn, to the Old Sportsman, who 
has favoured us with by no means an 
uoamusing letter, in your February 
Number, which has also been noticed 
by 5»onr Parisian friend. Vagus. 
Supposing it to be a bond fide 
description (which I see no reasou 
to doubt) of the old gentleman s 
hunting establishment, I take him 
to be one of the old school — a 
master of a pack of harriers, which 
he has dignified with the appella- 
tion of dwarf fox-hounds, a term I 
could never rightly define. If it 
means fox-hounds which do not 
" come up,** as the term is, to the • 
size of' the pack they are bred for, 
I have one of them now in my eye 
which I have walked for a neigh- 
bour of mine j but as young hounds 
seldom grow much after the month 
of April, I doubt her ever being 
big enough to be entered. Never- 
theless, a pack such as herself 



would make mince-meat of a hare, 
though they might come under the 
denomination of dwarf fox-hounds. 
If, however, by dwarf fox-hounds, 
the Old Sportsman means well^ 
bred harriers, with some cross of 
fox-hound blood in their veins, let 
him call them such, and draw his 
pen through the other words. The 
poles themselves are not more wide, 
than is the difference between a 
pack of harriers and a pack of fox- 
hounds ; and for God*s fi(ake let 
them never be confounded in the 
same breath ! 

Despite of steamed potatoes, 
Swedish turnips, birch besoms, and 
open sheds, with a belly-fDll of- 
water, that horse must be foaled 
for the purpose, that could carry a 
huntsman well up with such a pack' 
as he describes (^' remarkable for 
their speed*'), through every chase, 
for four seasons. I must conclude, 
then, that these " dwarf fox- 
hounds*' are a regular pack of 
psalm-singing harriers, to follow 
which I dare say it is not necessary 
to have a horse in condition ; for 
as puss is pretty sure to come home 
to die, and, at all events, there is 
no fear of her going out of the pa- 
rish, his rider can always give him 
a pull. Humanity, however, could 
forbid the Old Sportsman from 
turning out a hunter that had fol- 
lowed a pack of fox-hounds through 
the fatigue of a good day's spol't, 
into a cold shed, to fill himself with 
cold water, and nothing more done 
to him to make him comfortable, 
than brushing off the dirt with a 
besom. 

The Old Sportsman makes a 
comparison between his horsey and 
his dairy-maid. The rude health 
of a dairy-maid is proverbial 3 and 
I dare say the old gentleqaan likes 
the look of a bit of good flesh and 
blood ; but the comparison is not

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a> good one. Vagus is dlso Isoer 
tiovs OD this subject^ and wishes to 
know how I manage a filly of this 
descriplioo^ if I keep one. I can 
inform him that I keep two > but 
never having* handled them, I am 
DO jndtfe. of their condition: 

As I respect an old sportsman, 
thovgh he may be. bat a thistle- 
whipper, I hope he will take in 
good part what 1 say. He may 
foUow his own plan 5 bat he mast 
eo&eose my robbing my pigs and 
cattle of food so proper for them as 
Swedish tamips. I have been al- 
ways used to see hunters fed apon 
bay, oats, and beans $ and ceneral 
Custom is common law. I never 
admired paradoxes, but always ac- 

. knowledge the respect due to gene- 
ral bpipion. 

Another of your correspondents 
('^ G. S.'*) demands a. word from 
me. He says that i assert that nine 
horses oat of ten are short of qaick 
Work, and that I recommend train- 
ing for banters. That my first 
assertion is true, the experience of 
my own stable has convinced me 3 

. but if '' G. S." will read my last essay 
on tke condition of hunters, he will 
find that I only recommend training 
with proper aUowance for the rela«> 
tive nature of the work the horses 
have to perform, &c. How many 
horses ** G. S/* has seen out with 
hounds, that have been trained, 
and have, according to his account, 
invariablytired when all other horses 
have been quite fresh, J cannot 
pretend to say 5 but I do not ex- 
actly approve of such sweeping 
clauses. For my own part, I never 
rode but one hunter which was 
aetually in training, and he shall 
hear the result. I won some hun- 
ters* stakes with him in October, 
and kept him on in his work for 
another at Tarporley in November, 
wfiicb did not' fill. The copse* 



quence was, he came from Hedge- 
ford stables into Warwickshire, and 
the third day after his arrival, I 
rode him with hounds. We had a 
remarkably sharp burst for five 
miles over a fine part of tlie vale, 
when we came to ^ a steep hill, 
called Magna Hill. My horse went 
up it with the hounds, bat all the 
rest of the field either walked their 
horses, or led them in their hands. 
When at the top, I came to a fence, 
the only part of which that could 
be l6a|)ed was the gate into a road. 
Seeing it was chained, I called to 
A waggoner who was passing to 
open It, but he could not, and my 
horse took it in his stroke. I sooa 
found myself alone with the hoondsj. 
but a check presently ensued. When 
Mr. Robert Canniog came up, he 
exclaimed, ''So much for train- 
ing ! ** Perhaps this one anecdote 
is sufficient to prove that there is 
no rule without an exception. He 
also tells us he does not think 
hounds go faster now than they did 
thirty years ago. Will he have 
the kindness to inform us with 
What hounds he hunted at thai 
period, and what pack he now 
attends ? We can then j udge a little 
for ourselves. ^^^^^

THE PUGILISTIC RING. 

COOPBR (TilB GYPSEY) AND CABBAGB. 

T^HIS battle was fought, for fifty 
sovereigns aside, in a field near 
Twickenham Common, on Wednes* 
day,, the 26th.orMarcb.-^abbage 
was defeated by the Master oftke 
Rolhf three years ago ; but not till 
75 rounds had occurred, occupyii^ 
one hour, eleven minstes and a 
half. The Bristol hero^ howeverj 
defeated Parish a few months since» 
which circumstance, added to th<| 
Gypsey*s paying forfeit of 25L to 
him, tended to place Cabbage ra- 
ther in a prominent point of ^iew 
with tbe amateurs, TbeGypsey 
was, the favourite at 5 to 4. At 
one o'clock. Cooper, attended bj^ 
Spring and Shelton, threw np his 
bat in the ring, and, in a few mi-* 
nutes afterwards. Cabbage, waited 
upon by Belcher and Harry Har- 
mer. Cabbage went up to Cooper> 
laughing, shook hands with him^ 
and hoped he was well. 

ROUNDS. 

I. Both of the men on stripping- 
appeared in fine condition; and, 
generally speaking, it was consi<>> 
dered hn equal matcii. — Some little 
sparring occurred before any hits, 
passed. Cabbage hit short with 
his right hand. Cooper got^away 
A*om another well-aimed blow 3 but 
some exchanges took place, and the 
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Oypsey received a severe hit in 
the tnroat> and went down.— 
** Well done. Cabbage, that's the 
way to win It !" 

2. Some sharp work ; the Gyp* 
sey napt pe^i^fer, and in a close 
received a tremendous cross-but* 
tocker. 

3. The Gypsey came up to the 
scratch bleeding at the nose. MUl' 
mg on both sides till Cooper went 
down from another cross-buttock. 

4. Cabbage had also the best of 
this round, and fibbed the' Gypsey 
down. " Ifs poundable/* was the 
cry ; and several persons offered 2 
and 3 to 1 against Cooper. 

5. Both of the combatants were 
not exactly Heady enough to do 
severe execution : they ran at each 
other, when Cabbage missed a hit 
at his opponents nob, and the 
Gypsey was equally atfauit in re- 
turn. In closing, (Jablnige had the 
best of the throw, and Cooper re- 
ceived a rare hoist before he came 
to the sround. 

6. The Gypsey now seemed ea- 
ffer to go to work ; and with his 
kft hand he planted so tremendous 
a blow on Cabbage's forehead, that 
it was distinctly heard all over 
the ring. The Bristol boy soon 
shook it off; when he rushed in 
and jgave Cooper another cross- 
buttock. 

7 to 20. Nothing could exceed 
the fighting in these rounds, for 
punishment and valour on both 
sides; but Cabbage hitherto bad 
the best, nobbiug his adversary re- 
peatedly. 

21; The Gypsey had decidedly 
the best of this round : both down. 

22. The face of Cabbage looked 
confident in the extreme. He gave 
the Gypsey a/ac^r; and also had 
the best at close quatlers, till both 
down. 

23. The Gypsey went down, 
from a hit. 



24. This was a severe round : 
bit for hit. 

25. Ditto, repeated on both 
sides. 'Cabbage, in going down, hit 
the Gypsey on his nose, who was 
likewise in the act of falling down, 
and produced lots of claret. — 
*' Brave, good little men !" from all 
parts of the ring. 

26. Both sides of the question 
had previously anticipated, from 
the smashing qualities possessed 
by the combatants, that the fight 
would not last above thirty-five 
minutes 3 and it must have been 
over in that time if the pugilists 
had fought at points. It is true 
both were determined enough ; but 
in their haste, numerous blows 
were thrown away. This feature 
was prominent in this round, till 
both were down. 

27. Cabbage, very gay, soon 
sent his opponent down. — Loud 
shouting (ot the Bristol hero, and 
high odds betted on him. 

28. The Gypsey hit down by a 
blow on the temple. The backers 
of Cooper looked very biue, and 
had almost made up their minds 
that the transfer suit must be their 
portion. 

29. In this round Cabbage re- 
ceived an ugly blow, and fell on his 
head so hard, as to leave an im- 
pression on the ground. 

30 to 34. All hard fighting, with 
alternate success. 

35. This was a good round; but 
at the close of it, in struggling to 
obtain the throw, the Gypsey chal- 
lenged Cabbage with acting an- 
fairly towards him, endeavouring to 
take hold of his thigh ; and "foul, 
foul;* "fair, fair," loudly re- 
sounded from all parts of the ring, 
and Spring immediately went up 
and appealed to the umpires upon 
the subject. 

36. Hard blows. Cabbage down. 

37. The Gypsey had not reco- 
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vered his weakness ; and the g^ 
neral observations were, " It*8 any 
body's battle." Cabbage received 
a tremendons blow just above the 
temple^and he went down: the ciaret 
profusely followed the blow. A 
tremendous shout from the backers, 
of Cooper. 

38 to 42. Both contested the 
matter gallantly, but the Gypsey 
now shewed best, and 3 to 1 was 
offered. 

43. The Gypsey was fast reco- 
Tcring his wind. Cabbaee was hit 
down from a severe hit on his 
listener. 

44. The game of ' Cabbage was 
as good as when he commenced the 
battle 5 but his right hand was 
gone. He also betrayed symptoms 
of distress : nevertheless he threw 
the Gypsey. 

45. In this round the Gypsey 
was applauded from all parts of the 
ring, on account of his manly con- 
duct. After some sharp fighting 
oa both sides. Cabbage staggereo, 
and being on the ropes in . a de- 
fenceless state. Cooper walked to 
his seconds without administering 
a hit. 

46. The great fault of Cabbage 
appeared to be in leaning too far 
back, by which means he often 
missed his opponent. He was also 
wrong by endeavouring to out-fight 
Cooper, when he might have done 
so much executioji if he had pre- 
ferred close quarters. 

47. Cabbage came smiling to the 
tcratch, and his confidence never 
left him. The Gypsey hit him 
down again by a blow near the ear. 
5 to 1 . . The Cabbages now began 
to droop. 

48. This round wasa scrambling 
one, but completely to the disad- 
vantage of Cabbage. 

49. The Gypsey was more able 
to fight than when he commenced 



the battle. Cooper was deter- 
mined not to. lose any time, and 
as soon as Cabbage appeared at the 
scratch. He attacked him right and 
left, antil he got the Bristol boy 
down. 

$0. Cabbage again came to the 
mark with the most determined re- 
solution .to win it. He, however, 
had no chance, 

51 and last. Cabbage again 
fought like a man -, but when in 
close quarters, he received a sort 
of choaking hit across his throat 
from the inner part of the Gypsey's 
right arm, from which he went 
down quite stupified. When time 
was called, he got upon his legs.^ 
but in so distressed a state, that 
Belcher said he should not fight 
any more. The Gypsey, with much 
generosity, went to Cabbage* and, 
taking hold of his hand, said— - 
'* You are a brave man. Cabbage, 
and I will give you 1 01. out of my 
money." It was over in an hour, 
all but a few seconds. 

Obsbbvations.— Cabbage was 
full of grief at losing. To his 
hands, alone, he attributes his 
defeat: " If they had not given 
tca^" says he, " I could not have 
lost the battle.'* The youth and 
strength of the Gypsey brought him 
through the piece, tt was a truly 
brave light, and the Gypsey did not 
win it without receiving some se- 
vere punishment, 

A. BELASCO AND PAT. HALTON. 

Tbe match between these pugi- 
lists was fought at Arpenden Com- 
mon, near St. Alban*s, for fifty so- 
vereigns aside, on Tuesday, April 8. 
— Halton, according to report, 
had defeated his numerous oppo- 
nents in Ireland in first-rate style. 
He is in height five feet eleven, 
inches, and under eleven stone in 
weight. 
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Aby. Belaso arrived on the 
ground in a barouche and f6ar, 
supported by some swells of his 
tribe ; and at one o'clock his se- 
conds^ Richmond and Ben. Byrne^ 
threw up his topper. In a few mi- 
nutes, Pat Haiton^ arm-in-arm 
with his backer, a 9porting Irish 
Captain, followed by Randall and 
Josh Hudson, repeated the tpken 
of defiance. The odds were gui- 
neas to pounds on Belasco. The 
colours, yellow for the Jew, aqd 
green (^ la, Randall) for Halton, 
were tied to the stakes. 

ROUNDS. 

1. On stripping, the skeleton 
appearance of Paddy astonished 
bis backers beyond description: 
his ribs were bare, bis legs and 
a^8 were thin, his countenance 
pale, his iips white, and> in fact, 
he was as light as a cork: his frame 
possessed no milltng points what- 
ever, and, as before stated, he was 
under 1 1 stone. The Jew> on the 
contrary, wa.s never before in such 
prime trim. Some little squaring 
at each other occurred, when the 
Jew gave his opponent a tap on 
the (£eek : Paddy returned with- 
out e0ect. Hahon again missed. 
A long pause. Belasco planted 
another /ace}«> without any retuiii. 
Halton*s right hand missed the 
Jew. At length some exchanges 
took place, and Belasco hit Halton 
as he was going down. — Murmurs 
from the Patlanders, " Foul," &c. 

2. The Irishman shewed the 
first blood, as he had napt a clumsy 
thump on his left ear. After a few 
exchanges, in a close, the Jew fib- 
bed his opponent ; but Halton got 
the thrbw, and Belasco was under- 
most 

S. The Jews were in raptures, . 
and the judges of mUHng had made 
lip their minds as to the result 
Belasco hit his opponent on the 



body without any return : a facer, 
ditto. This conduct made Halton 
apgry, and he missed the Jew. 
Belasco gave another bodier with- 
out return : also a nobber. Hal- 
ton missea: in fact, he did not, 
come near enough to hit his oppo- 
nent. Belasco again fibbed his op- 
ponent at the roped ) but Halton 
got the throw. Six to 4 on the Jew.

6. It was evident the Irishman 
had not a chance. , He went down 
from a hit. 

7. Belasco received a severe 
lunging hit on the side of his head. 
The leariness of the Jew was pecu- 
liarly striking' in this round. Be- 
lasco gave Halton a body blow, and 
got away cleverly; repeated this 
liberty; tried it on a third time 
with equal success, when Aby, 
burst out into a loud laugh. Hai« 
ton endeavoured to return, bat iiis 
hits were all ont of distance— nay, 
a yard off the intended place. 

8. Halton missed numerous hits. 
A $faort rally took place, and the 
irishman's head was sent out of the 
ropes, but he got it in the ring 
again, when his left eye was nearly 
hit up. A pause. Halton missed 
his adversary, when the Jew ^rave 
him cleanly a knock-down blow. 

9. This was a sharp ronnd -, and 
Belasco received two or three hits 
on his body and arms. Some ex- 
changes took place, and as the Jew 
was endeavouring to get away, he 
received a hit on the chest that 
floored him, but he jumped on his 
knees uistantly. A rare shout for 
Halton. 
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10. The Irishman's face was 
ciareted, and he Jiad napped pep^ 
P^'\ he never had a chance of 
winning. ISome exchanges took 
l^ace, but to the disadviintage of 
Haltoa, although the Jew went 
down. Murmurs from Helton's 
party } and exclamations, **The 
Jew went down without a hitl" 

11 4 and last. On appearing at 
the scratch, Halton's nod was ma- 
terially altered, from the pumsh- 
ment m the last round ; and Be- 
lasco made an attempt at jCnMAin^ 
kU work. Some sharp blows passed 
between the combatants, and the 
Irishman went down. Delasco, in 
foiling, touched the face of his op- 
ponent with one of bis knees. 
Randall called out " foul !" and - 
said he would take his man out of 
the ring. Halton said to the um- 
pires, " It IS foul !" The latter 
replied, they saw nothing unfair j 
and desired the fight to proceed, 
Randall, however, took his man 
ottt of the ring, regardless of their 
decision j and when time was called, 
Belasoo appeared at the scratch. 
Hndson/ who had not left his post, 
and in the bustle had lost sight of 
Randall and Halton, was looking 
after them 5 but the Jew, having 
no opponent to meet him, was 
declared by the umpires as the 
winner. Considerable confusion 
ensued | and a most comical scene 
tied up the matter, produdng roars 
of laughter from the spectators in 
the waggons. The roped ring was 
instantly filled with persons of 
every description, all eager to learn 
the event ^ and a Babel tow com- 
menced, followed by a general 
fight; and msLny^blotps were, given 
and received,

Not 
a sleek coat; fok* a horse may 
iiave a verv sleek coat, and not be 
able to gaJlop a mile : but condi- 
tion is that state of body, iiH which 
the animal is capable of exerting 
his muscular powers with the great- 
est effect, for the largest possible 
space of time that the most im- 
proved constitution will admit of, 
without injury to his health -, and 
it is usually the result of invigo- 
rating diet, and regular exercise. 
Now, let me ask Vaous whether 
my definition of condition be cor- 
rect } ,and, if so, whether such 
diet, and sudi exercise, cannot as 
well be given to horses kept in 
open sheds as in confined stables ? 

It is not worth my while to no- 
tice the witticism of VAors about 
alow foxes. My hounds are not 
suffered to run fox : I confine them 
to hare. I hunt a down country. 



where the hares run unusually 
strong, and where there is a great 
plenty of game. The consequence 
IS, that we have fi-equently a suc- 
cession of three or four runs, with 
an interval of a few minutes onlv 
between each, every one of which 
would make the tail shake of any 
hunter taken out of the stable of 
Melton Mowbray. It has been 
during these runs that I have had 
an opportunity of making my ob- 
servations upon the performances 
of horses subjected to cold quar- 
ters and birch-besoms, and those 
taken oat of hot stables, with all 
the advantages of modern stable- 
discipline. When Vagus shall 
have tried both ways of kee{Nng 
horses, as I have done, then he 
will be qualified to give an opinion 
as to which a preference ought to 
be given, and 1 shall be happy to 
hear his admission of his errors 
through your Magazine ; but, in 
the mean time, I strongly recom- 
mend him to extend his sporting 
excursions beyond the precincts 
of Northamptonshire, when be will 
probably see the system I have 
recommended adopted by as good 
sportsmen, and as hard riders, as 
himself.

About half- 
past ten one of the whippers-in ar- 
rived, and immediatelv a fine deer 
(known by the name ot Hempstead, 
from his having been tiiken close 
to Hemel Hempstead last season) 
leaped from the cart, and proceeded 
at an easy rate across the Common 
for Hedgeherley, followed by a 
considerable body of horsemen, 
who did not wait, for the hounds 
coming up. He proceeded through 
Mr. Shord*s erounds to the back of 
the Duke of Somerset's paric, and up 
to Gerrard's Cross Common, where 
the hounds came in view, and were 
whipped off. He went very leisurely 
across the Common and down into the 
Aylesbury road, just byMr.Hibbert's 
Lodge, when he began to mend his 
pace, and proceeded rapidly along 
the turnpike road, near to Chalfont ; 
crossed the fields to Horn Hill, and 
nearly on to Chorley wood Common -, 
turned to the left, and crossed the 
Rickmansworth road, about three 
miles from Amersham, and down to 
Latimer's, through Lord George Ca- 
vendish's park to Mr. Elliott's mill, 
where he lav down in the pleasure- 
ffrounds. Tne horsemen were ob- 
liged to go up by the house to get 
access to the park ; and it was curious 
to observe a nerd of fallow deer run 
all round in front of the hounds, 
without their taking the least notice 
of them. Immediately that the 
hounds went into Mr. ElUott^s 
grounds, he leaped from his hiding 
place, and broke away in fine style, 

}>as8ing along Chesham water side, 
eaviag Chesham on the left, into 
Chesham bottom, up which he ran 
with great speed to Rothway, the seat 
of — Sutton, Esq. High Sheriff for 
Herts, who, with the greatest hospi- 
tality, offered the gentlemen any re- 
freshment his house afforded. There 
were but few who would venture to 
accept it, as the hounds were running, 
and the deer considerably a-head . He 
crossed from Rothway down to 
Northchurcfa, where he ran along the 
towing path a mile, then crossed the 
canal opposite BerkhampsteadCastle, 



and up the hill into the pleasure 
grounds, where he again lay down, 
but was soon dislodged, and obliged 
to make the best of hb way across 
Berkhampstead Common, where the 
hounds were again whipped off, more 
in c*onsideration of the horses than 
to give anv relief to the deer. There 
were only eighty-seven mustered 
here out of two hundred, which it is 
supposed had stated. After waitine 
a tew minutes, the hounds being laid 
on, took across to Friezeden and 
Nettleden, where he was again view- 
ed, and ran into a cover. Tiere the 
hounds unkennelled a fox, and nut 
him within three miles of Dunstable, 
before the mistake was discovered, 
when the hounds were beat back to 
the cover, where the stag had beea 
resting himself: he then broke away 
to GsMdesden Row and Gaddesdea 
Bottom to Eastbrook Hay, about four 
miles from Hempstead, and three 
from Market Street, where he was 
ran into in h^h style, only one hunts- 
man, one whipper-in, and about 
eighteen gentlemen, who left Fam- 
ham Common, heing present. The 
aeer ran four hours and thirty-five 
minutes ; and the distance was com- 
puted at upwards of fifty miles from 
where he was turned out. The hunts- 
men with the hounds did not get 
farther than Rickmansworth in their 
way home ; and the (greater part of 
the hunt were distributed at the 
different inns in the country which, 
they had passed through ; and it is 
feared some valuable horses have 
been lost. 

fFrom a Correspondent.J — On 
Friday, April the 4tti, being the last 
day of the season, the Kino's hounds 
turned out at Bedford's, Longford, 
and a^er giving the deer the usual 
law, the dogs were laid on. The day 
being showery, the scent was gooa, 
and they went off at a tremendous 
pace, so much so, that if the hounds 
had not been stopped, half the horses 
must have been beaten to a stand- 
still. The deer went away to Har- 
lington, by Bull's Bridge Field to 
Hayes, across the open country to 
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Harrovr, by West Eqd, wher^ he was 
viewed. The dogs were then stop- 
ped, after one of th^ severest bursts 
ever remembersd. The deer then 
went away to Pinner Church-yard, 
where he was turned ; from thence, 
by a circuitous route, through Har- 
row Church-yard, to Preston^ Kings- 
bury, Neesdon; and Stone Bridge, 
across the country, to Kilburn, where 
he was taken, after one of the sharp- 
est runs of the season, the principal 
part of it being over strong , heavy 
ground, where the knowledge of the 
country and the goodness of the 
horses were both put to the test : and 
certainlv out of a field of nearly three 
hundred horsemen, I must confess I 
never witnessed fewer *' slow tops," 
as your invaluable correspondent has 
so well described them. The turn- 
out was, on the whole, equal, if not 
superior, to an v ever remembered. 

The annual festival of a stag-hunt, 
on Epping Forest, was celebrated on 
£aster Monday, as usual, and was 
not only attended by the Cockneys, 
but also by many of the Essex Nint" 
rods. Mr. Thomas Poole, of Wal- 
tham, who hunts Mr. Tufnell's har- 
riers, was present with ten couple of 
the worthy 'squire*s hounds, which, 
joined by those of the "Forest, became 
the pack of the day. About one 
o^dock, a fine hind, kept up for the 
purpose, and^ which has been hunted 
. for three years, was turned ofifon Fair- 
mead Bottom. The motley group in- 
stantly followed ; somje not quite so 
fast as they could wish, and others 
rather faster, insomuch that they , 
lost their seats, and their snort- 
ing steeds appeared to better advan- 
tage than their riders. The circuit 
taKen by the fleet animal gave to 
manv an advantage which they had . 
on former occasions regretted the 
loss of, the deer taking for the 
King's Oak ; then for Epping 
Tliicks. Here the hounds came to 
fault, but the huntsman, with the 
assbtance of Mr. Samuel Gooch, 
who was also present, soon put them 
rkht, and the deer took a circle by 
High Beech, crossed the Forest to 
Longhton, and back to the* accus-

tomed place of refajfe when pressed. 
Golden Hill Pond, from which tl^e 
animal was taken .alive, after a most 
excellent, chase, which lasted three- 
hours. The hunt then retired to iVIr. 
Rounding* s, where they regided 
themselves with the good ch<^er that ^ 
sporting victualler had provided on 
the occasion. 

Colchester, April 15, 1823.— Sib— 
If the following account of a remark- 
ably severe run can find room in your 
Magazine, it may perhaps be gratify- 
ing to several of your Essex readers :•— 
On Saturday, March 29, Mr. Nunn*8 
hounds met at Stour Wood, on the 
Harwich road, which, together with 
Stone Wood, and several other covers, 
they drew, without finding. They 
then tried Bentley Hall Wood, from 
which , after running one ring in cover, 
a gallant old fox went away. ' H^ . 
made his point for Mistle^ Park (Mr. 
Rigby*s) ^ , and for 45 minutes, with 
a burning. scent, did the houndathold 
to him, without a check, when they 
threw up for a few minutes in a 
small grass close, which gave some 
roarers time to come up. From there 
they ran him to Lawford turnpike, 
where they hunted him within two 
yards of a farm-house door : here 
reynard was viewed, dead beat ;; but 
so game was he, that he faced the 
open country again, and was killed 
in a cow-house, in Wigmell Street, 
close to Manninfftree. This brilliant 
affair is allowed to be the best run, 
and best-managed thing, seeq for 
some years in our country. The 
dash of this beautiful pack, the ar« 
dour of their master who hunts them, 
and the steadiness of his aide de camp, 
the celebrated old James Turr, who 
once hunted the Huntingdonshire 
country, and has whipped in most, of 
the crack packs of this kingdom, 
were this day most powerful^ felt 
during this severe run of an hour and 
forty minutes through a very heavy 
country, with bad fences. But few 
gentlemen saw' the end of this gallant 
old fox-*-«t least of those who stuck 
to the hounds ; although the first 
check, and another short one at Law- 
ford, let in a few skirters. 

G 
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On Mkmdaft tke d4tii MarGb» the 
fox-hwmds or Sabivsok Hakbury, 
Bsq. had a remarkably brflliant ehase. 
Tbe fox was fecmd at Hadham Pftrk, 
Herts, iiMtantIv broke cover, and 
\«eHt airay to Wlck»ghall, crossing 
the BUhop'e Stortford road, leamg 
FbtoBS on the rifltit, and pointed for 
Madans, but could not make it. The- 
homids pressing him hard, he turned 
bftck, and, after running over a great 
extent of couptry, regained Hadham 
Paric, by Eastwood, thence again 
through Hadham Park to Bailey Hills 
and mnham Green, where, for the 
first timcj, there was a ^ort check, 
The huntsman, ho^rev^r, instantly 
made a ettccessful cast, and recovered 
Ilk fox, and^ after a gallant burst, 
ran in to him at Arsybury, neat* 
Manwden. The disttoce was accom- 
plished in 56 minutes. 

Extraordinary Hare Hunt, — A 
short time since,, the hounds , of 
Ghaxlbs Chichester, Esq. of Hall, 
were out for a day's sport, in the 
piurish of Swimbridge, Devon ; when, 
after two or three hard runs in the 
early part of the day, a little after 
two o*clod(, a hare was turned out at 
Horstcott, in the said parish, and, 
after running two or three rings, she 
took off across the country by Hutchi* 
ton and Sandick, to Hole, from thence 
to Deane and Deane Cleaves, where, 
tumitig to the riffht, she crossed the 
cover a little below Stoke Mill, and 
itok wp near Stoke Rivers town, 
when, again turning to the left, she 
came down opposite Chelham Woods 
to Haackaford, and crossed the water 
to Eastacott, and above Northleigh 
Wpod to Northleigh Butts (places all 
well known to the Nortili Devon stag 
hunters), when, turning agpin to the 
left, she secreted herself m a cow- 
hoase,«mong8tthe straw : the hounds 
coming up,stte turned out, ran across 
a field or two, and was killed ia the 
rend loading from Gpodl^g^ to Stoke 
Rivers, about half-past five o'dock, 
alter a chase ^ more than three 
hours, across one of the most difficult 
hunting covntries that a sportsman 
can finl. Out of a ntimerous field, 

only nine were in at the death, among 



wliom was a fine bo^, son of the owner 
of the hounds. Master Arthur Chi- 
chester, only nine years of age, ivhd 
rode up, to the admiration or ail. 

On Thursday, March 27, Mr. 
Standen*8 harriers, of Silver-hill^ 
Sussex^ accompanied by a pack of 
harriers from tne neighoourhpod of 
Battle, went in search of a fox, 
wliidi they soon unkennelled ; and, 
after a run of an hour and a half, they 
killed him. 

On Friday. March 21, Mr. Far- 
QV bauson's hounds found a fox in 
the middle of that strong covert 
cafied Gore Wood, near Princess 
Wood, in the Vale of Black moore. 
He went off well through the Grange 
Woods, for Glanville'ii Wooton, over 
Castle Hill, to Pulham, Cannon 
Court, Charwell Green, leaving Short 
Wood to the left, through Vemwood 
Common to Armswell and Nettle- 
combe Tout : he then faced the 
open downs, over Chesilbome Ewe* 
leazes, to Chebboard, and thev ran 
into him at Dewlish Plantations. 
This wpis a. most satisfactory run, 
over a beautiful country, both vale 
and down. The distance this fox 
traversed Is at least fourteen miles 
straight an end. They were at him 
an hour itpd twepty-tnree minutes, 
and without any check. These 
hounds have had this season at least 
twenty brilliant and satisfactory days* 
sport from the Cattistock country 
alone, in addition to several good 
days* sport in the eastern part of the 
county. 

The run we mentioned in our last 
Number, from the Weymouth coun- 
try, was a most tremendous one : that 
fox was not found on Blagdon, bat 
stole away from the pack wh&t they 
were drawing Buck land Wood, near 
Weymouth, and they got up to him 
on Blagdon HUl by a hollow. 

Uxo last Berkeley dinner took 
place on Monday, March 31, and was 
attended by all the sporting Nobility 
within thirty miles of the place. Up-

PEDESTRIANISM. 

Challenge, — Mr. John Hollis^ aged 
40 vears, standinj^ 5 feet 6 inches 
high, and weighing 9 stone, chad- 
lenges any man in the United King- 
dom, of his own affc, to walk 2U) 
miles : the ground, &c. to be^ here- 
after determined upon. 

The mania of pedestrianism is ra- 
pidly spreading itself in Westmore- 
land. Mr. John HoUis, skinner, of 
Kendal, undertook to imitate Wil- 
liam M 'Mullen's recent exploit of 
walking 1 12 miles in 28 successive 
hours, which task he commenced at 
one o'clock, on Monday, March 31. 
The ground chosen for the occasion 
was a field in Mints Feet, adjoining 
the turnpike road. The early part 
of the day was uncommonly favour- 
able ; but, towards six in the even- 
ing, rain began to fall, which conti- 
nued with unabated violence through- 
out the night, and untilnoon the fol- 
lowing day. Notwithstanding the 
untoward weather, and the darkness 
of the night, Hollis *undauntedly 
4;ontinued his performance^ though 
drenched with rain,^ and many times 
in danger of falling from the slippery 
state of the ground, which greatly 
retarded his progress. The only rest 
he took during the 28 hours, was 25 
minutes ; and, at 10^ minutes before 
five, on Tuesday afternoon, he termi- 
nated his feat, having accomplished 
the whole in 27 hours 49 minutes 
-^.nd 30 seconds, apparently not much 
fatigued, though he performed three 
quarters of amije over and above the 
1 12. He was chaired into the town, 
precf ded by a flag and band of music. 



Bie^s ran extredielv hi^; and so con* 
fident was the pedestnan of hia abi^ 
lity (though he had never attempted 
any thing of the kind before), that 
he actuaUy betted all he was possess- 
ed of. The match was only for 51. . 

Walking' match (f fifiy-two miles 
per day fir twenty succeuive days*"^ 
ijkipper, a pedestrian, well known 
for several pedestrian feats, under- 
took to walk 52 miles, for 22 succes- 
sive days, for a bet of lOOL Skipper 
started this month from the Dua 
Horse, Shoreditch, and walked neair 
Puckeridge, Hertfordshire, and re- 
turned back to the Dun Horse, and 
we understand he completed his 
wager. 

Townshend, who challenges all the 
world, commenced on the 21st last, 
an extraordinary task. He was 
backed for a wager of 1001. to walk 
fifty miles per day, for three suoce?- 
sive days, of 12 hours each (one 
hour allowed for refreshment), half 
the distance to be performed back- 
wards. The ground marked out was 
one quarter of a nfile round the Wel- 
lington Cricket Ground, Sioane- 
street, Chelsea. We shall hereafter 
communicate the result. 

We understand that a match has 
been made at (jeeds, betwixt Halton 
the Yorkshireman, and Ashton the 
Lancashireman, . to run four miles 
over Doncaster Race Course. The 
friends of Halton have staked 3(X)L 
to 2001. and we hear that the race

HORRIBLB CRUBLTT. 

BoW'Stregt, April 9. — ^A man^ or 
rather a monster in the shape of a 
tnan, was brought before the Magis- 
trate, charged with havingtom out 
the tongue of a horse I Tliis mis- 
creant, who bears the name of Tho- 
mas Penton, has been several years 
employed as a carter, in the service 
of a Mr. Bull, a market gardener, in 
Blackland's-lane, Chelsea. His mas- 
ter having occasion to go into Kent, 
ordered him to cart a quantity of 
manure from one spot to another, in 
a distant part of the grounds. At 
one o^dock on that day, he took the 
horse out of the stable, uninjured 
and in perfect health, to go upon this 
service ; and at four in the afternoon 
he . brought the poor animal back 
again, with its tongue literally torn 
np by the roots, and hanging ten or 
twelve inches out of its mouth. He 
had even the barbarity to bring it 
bade in this horrible state, heavily 
laden with manure. How he per- 
formed the cruel deed, or how the 
goor creature had. provoked his dia^ 
olical vengeance, is notl^nown ; for 
they were alone — ^Mr. Elford, are^ 
spectable farrier in that neighbour- 
hood, described the state in whiqh 
he found the horse when he was 
called, in, shortly after the fellow 
brought it back. The tongue, he 
said, was banging out of the mouth. 



and was quite dead : it had been 
fairly pulled out by the roots, into 
the middle of the mouth, to which it 
adhered only by a small portion ol 
flesh. The Iisamorrhage wjaa dread- 
ful, and the throat was completely 
filled with coagulated blood. . In his 
opinion it must have been done by

^The prisoner, a remarkably ill-£>ok- 
ing, cadaverous-faced fellow, with 
overhanging eye-brows, was now 
asked what he had to say for him- 
self. He replied, ** the horse must 
hav« been so when I took it out of 
the jstable. I saw nothing the matter 
with it till I was about to put the 
nose-bag on." — The Magistrate said, 
*' I am sorry to say I can only fine 
you 51. under a recent statute for pre* 
venting cruelty to animals. Hie Ije* 
gislature never conceived that a hu- 
man being could be found basdy 
cruel enough to perpetrate such an 
atrocity as you have done, or doubt- 
less they would have provided a more 
commensurate punishment.**-*-The 
villain hsUl no mean^ of paying the 
jfine, and he was therefore committed 
to three months* hard labour at the 
tread-mill. 

PUfiULISM. 

A fatal pugilistic contest took place 
this month on the Brighton race-hiU« 
in the presepce of a numerous crowd 
of spectators, between aperson named 
Dann, a bricklayer, and one Smith, 
a sawyer. The latter was the heavier 
man. The battle lasted upwards of 
an hour, and was truly of a sangui- 
nary description. The sawyer in the 
end got a quietus from a tremen- 
dous olow placed under the left ear. 
He was borne from the ^ound in a 
state of insensibility, and expired at 
about four o*dock on Sunday morn- 
ing. Dann is in custody. Spring, 
the professional pugilist, who wa^ at 
Brighton for traming purposed, and 
Shdton> as they seemed busy in the 
ring, were apprehended, and ordered 
to find bail to keep the peace ; but 
failing to do so, they were, after be* 
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ffi^ in cnstcMly a week, liberated, otk 
entering mtatkeirewii raempiizanees 
e€ lOm. eack, to be of good behaif ioitf 
loT twelve iB^mhs.

Dick 
coursed and picked up one in great 
style, without a single turn, which 
he left ; and, taking of his own ac- 
cord after the. other, ran a long 
straight mile in view, when he suc- 
^eded in turning and ultimately 
killing her. On the gentlemen tak- 
ing up the first, and proceeding to- 
wards the last scene of action, they 
were met by Dick returning with the 
second hare in his mouth. 

The Hampshire Hunt, on Thurs- 
day, April 27, after a fine run of two 
hours and a half, from Abbotsdon 
Down, pursued a fox to College 
Wood, Bighton, where the hounds 
came to a halt, and the whole field of 
sportsmen experienced a sudden 
check.

VETERINARY COLLEGE-WANT 
; OF A DEMONSTRATOR. 

^ 

To the Editor of the Spotting' Magaswe. 

SIR, 

PERCEIVING that your columns 
are always open to subjects, 
connected with the horse, I send 
the following statement, trusting' 
tbat you will deem it worthy a 
j^ace in your next Magazine. 
I You mtkflt know then, Sir, I am 
a pupil at the Veterinary College, 
having, with the advice' and con- 
corrence of my friends, selected 
the stiidy of that art as being the 
most suitable to my condition and 
fatore prospects. Some months 
hack I proceeded to that school of 
peblic instruction, and have applied 
myself with all possible diligence, 
and availed myself of all the facili- 
ties which the Institution presents 5 
bat seeingthat anatomy is thegrand 
boisis of all medical and chirargical 
knowledge, I am quite at a loss, 
and bewildered for the want of the 
aasistance of a demonstrator. This 
hfts alto been the feeling of every 
pupil pret^ding roe ; and I have 
heard it remarked that the Veteri- 
nary College is the only anatomical 
school in Earope which is without 
a demonstrator. Why this should 
ho, I am at a loss to know 3 ' for I 
am given to understand that, on a 
representation being made, Go- 
▼emment has never refused any 
necessary aid, when the funds of 
the Institution have been found to 
be inadequate. 



Ill a book recently paUished/ 
of great merit in the veterinary art, 
by Veterinary Surgeon Percival, of 
the Royal Artillery, there is an ad- 
vertisement at the end, announdng 
that a publication is in preparation 
for the pres8,where this deficiency, * 
among many other instances of 
mismanagement, will he developed^ 
which I hope may lead to an inves- 
tigation, and ultimately to some 
better regulations. 

A circumstance which occurred 
a few days back, induces roe to be- 
lieve something is in agitation, ei- 
ther to establish the present, or to 
improve the future government of 
the College. The Professor having 
intimated, in one of his lectures, 
that some alteration in ^he regnla- ' 
tion of the examining committee 
had been desired, the Assistant to 
the Professor assembled the pupils, 
to take their sentiments on a pro- 
posed alteration in the committee 
of examination. The assistant* 
stated, that it had been proposed 
to add some practical veterinarians 
to the present number of examiners; 
and a question was put, whether 
they were satisfied with the pre- 
sent examiners, or if they wonld 
prefer an addition from their own 
profession ? when a shew of handy 
decided in favour of the former. 
On maturely considering the nature 
of this, what 1 think, now extraor- 
dinary proceeding, I freely confess 
that I feel myself taken by sur- 
prise, and for one should wish to 
retract my assent to the proposi- 
tion 'y but as I have yet to undei^o 
my examination, were I to declare 
that opinion, it might a£fect me in 
what I am desirous to obtain. I 
perceive. Sir, that if it were pos- 
sible the decision of the pupils on 
that occasion could have any 
weight, they would, by such vote, 
for ever exclude themselves from 
taking any share or distinction in

Deafing in horses is> and alwaya 
has been, the employ of one whose 
ideas are not neoessarily ealigh<- 
tened by soi^itihc information, and 
aro men generally looked upon 'with 
more suspidon by the public than 
any other class of dealers, al- 
thongh I am qaite at a loss to giipe 
any sobstaatial reasons why thuk 
^Mold be the case, onWss it km 
owing to the unlimitod, and too 
often irresmlible, opportunities a^ 
forded them of taking in the an- 
wary ones. 

Now a. veterinary sm^gtoa, to 
parsae his profeasion with credit 
to himself, and satisfacliion to the 
pablic, ought eertataJy to have iv^ 
ceived a liberal, if sob a very cl«a» 
steal edecation ', or how is a man 
who reads by hrat apelling, and csea 
manage to sign his name with dift* 
eolty, to leara the acieaoe of aaa* 
tomyi chemistryi pathology, and 
the practice' of niedicine^ How 
dangerous and vague asost be the 
notions of one who takes bat one 
stride from the counter to the Ve* 
terinary College, and for his twenty 
goiaeas begins hia professional ca« 
rear ! If it were not for the eon- 
solatson of finding others, eqoally 
in the dark with ittmadf,amb«*feed 
in the same pursuit, ;he moM at 
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Ottca W 4uAesrtaiiied #il!h Voeh 
*' cfrad^aw** ad a '' leetnre*' orast 
af^ar Un hka, and tn pnefereafie 
wmild wiUiBgly resume hn old «o- 
cupatioa of measoriog oat a yard 
of stay-tape agaia. 

Maay wiU perhaps mv there, 
can be ao reason why a tnaa should 
not make the most of his own 
knowledge, and a Teteriaary sur* 
geoa ought eertninly to have the 
ascendancy of others in the pnr* 
chase of sound horses ; yet I think 
raont will agree with me, that for a 
veterinary surgeon to carry on the 
business of a dealer in horses, is 
not only lACom^Mttble with his dd*^ 
ties, blit deragatoi^ to his eharac- 
ter» as a profeajsionid mun. 

We must not be surprised at 
fiadiog rat-catchers, butchers, and 
rasor-strop makers, in attempting 
tar assume a new Itae of life, make 
a trialy us a last resource^ at the 
Veterinary College, where aU dif*- 
iieolties afo removed la the Ititro^ 
dactolry lActore, atkd so accept- 
ably to the audieaee, bjr assamiag,-

embarrassed in his circumstanees, 
and retired for a ^ew years iiit» 
Wales, where, by prudence and 
economy, he retrieved his estate, 
and once more returned to the 
pleasures of fashionable life. Lady 
Bamfylde wsis a wdman of rare 
boMity, but from some unhappy 
domestic circumstances had been 
loiM separated from her hasbaad. 

§k Charles was ao sportsman, 
aever, to our knowledge* haviiig 
been master of eitk^r a hound, or 
a race botse; but he wasooasi-i 
dered a (air coachman of tbe old 
school, and was always partifd t6 
roan horses.

Bamfylde, residedfoor several year^ 
and fam a very'crsek pack of har* 
riers. 

SirChhfles was a man of very 
good sense, and a polished genUe* 
man. * He was a great admlier 
of the fairsei^ to irtiich, U is 
Copied, niy in Mat degMe be at< 
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tribiited/the iatal cataatrophe; i that' 
befel him, ^as jealousy' seems (to 
have proiik(Jted^ the • villain to the* 
floarderous act It, Vaa. observed 
by the medical geotlemea who at- 
tended ihim,> that the unfortnoate 
Baronet displayed a fortitude, and 
iresignationlto his fate, far beyond 
what might have been looked for 
from a man who had passed his 
life in the purlieus of > the fashion- 
able world, and who had sailed 
down the stream of time in the un- 
ruffled tide of luxury and pleasure. 
. The . manners of Sir Charles 
Bamfylde were extremely popular, 
and he was supposed to have been 
the. best electioneerer of his day. 
As, far, however, as regarded him- 
self, he was not very successful, 
having been defeated in a contest 
for the county of Devon, though 
he represented the city of Exeter 
in two Parliaments. He is suc- 
ceeded by his son, the present Sir 
George Bamfylde. 

ROUGH WAY OE KEEPING 
HUNTERS.

To the BdUor of the Sporting Magaxine. 
SIR, 

T Am much obliged to your cor- 
respondent Esau for his com- 
munication respecting the old No- 
bleman, who, keeping a large esta- 
blishment of hunters, finds those 
that run in jbl pasture with a shed, 
do their work equally as well as 
those that are subjected to the dis- 
cipline of the stable 5 and I hope 
it will induce other sportsmen who 
have witnessed the effects of this 
system, to give their opinion upon 
it to the public through the medium 
of your Magazine. The advantages 
and disadvantages attendant upon 
the cool mode of keeping horses, 
appear to me to be as follows : — 

ADVANTAOES. 

That horses kept so last much 



longer, being frequently capable ol 
doing their work until they are six*' 
teen or twenty years of age ; that 
they co^e round much sooner after 
a chase, and are consequently able 
to hunt more frequently ; that they 
are not so liable to be distressed 
for want of wind 3 and that they 
are nbt so subject to^diseases. 

DISADVANTAGES. 

That they eat more food, and 
wear out more shoes, ~ although 
these circumstances can scarcely 
be classed under this head, since 
one horse will do the work of two ; 
that they dirt the saddles and sad« 
die-cloths and clothes of the rider 3 
that they are liable to catch cold, 
if at any time put into a warm 
stable. 

With respect to the queries of 
Esau as to how I treat my houses 
after a chase, and how I keep them 
in wind, I beg to inform him first, 
that when my horses return from 
hunting, their saddles and bridles 
are immediately taken off, and they 
are turned into the pasture : when 
they have rolled themselves and 
drank, each horse comes to his 
shed, a gate is closed upon him, 
and he is fed. The next day the 
gates are fastened back, and each 
horse is at liberty to go in and out 
as he pleases, taking care, how- 
ever, that each 'horse is fastened 
into a separate shed when he is 
fed, in order to prevent the acci- 
dents that might happen from two 
or more horses getting into the 
same stall. Secondly, with regard 
to wind, as my horses usually bunt 
three times a week, it will be ad-r 
mitted they require nothing more. 
I must observe, however, that 
horses that have a daily run in an 
open pasture, are not so liable to 
be out of wind as those that are 
kept in a confined stable.— -I am.

The 
defence of cock-fighting I shall 
leave to the able pen of the Ama- 
tbub OF THE Cockpit 5 but I can- 
not refrain from mentioning one 
mode of cock-fighting of which I 
do not approve, and, if I mistake 
not, your correspondent is of the . 
same opinion — I mean what is 
termed a Welsh main. I think 
there is something ungenerous in 
sgain and affain bringing the al- 
ready maimed victor to the contest. 
Although I believe this sport is 
now, and indeed ever was, uncom- 
mon, yet one instance of this sort 
suits the purposes of a canting mo- 
ralist, as well as one hundred, to 
paint cock-fighting b general in its 
blackest colours.

been necessary, had he not, in a 
fioiture part of bis communication, 
stated his approbation of shooting, 
cocking, pugilism, &c. There is 
either some little inconsistency in 
this, or [confess my total ignorance 
of the practices of the old and new 
schools. /' The delightful tor- 
tures of a cat in a bottle,*' was a 
sport I never before heard of, al- 
though I doubt not but that vour 
correspondent knows such a thing 
was once done by some votaries of 
the old school > yet, I believe that, 
as well as the new one, inculcates 
the principle — that a general con- 
clusion should not be drawn from 
an individual instance. Trusting 
alone to the humanity of my coun- 
trymen, I will, without hesitation, 
affirm, that your correspondent's 
representation of a bull-bait is erro- 
neous : let me not be understood 
to mean wilfully so. My opinion 
of the case is this — that Vox Hu- 
MANiTATis received his information 
from some of the puritanical tribe, 
who, as an old friend of mine used 
to say, ** though they won*t swear, 
they will lie and cheat, as well as 
other people." Approving of the 
generality of British sports, it is 
against buU-baiting, and other 
amusements of the lower classes in 
life, that he has thrown out all his 
aspersions. Amongst Englishmen^ 
from the earliest records of the his- 
tory of their country, it has al- 
ways been customary, at certain 
periods of the year, for the lower 
orders of the community to lay 
aside their implements of labour, 
and for a short time enjoy those 
festivities which their inclinations 
may lead them to prefer. The 
meetings of friends, the social 
glass, and the merry dance, are as 
congenial to the peasant as to the 
lord. I have often gone to wakes, 
fairs, and such public assemblies. 
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i purposely to aecertaia how far the 
assertions of certain modern wri- 
ters accord with troth. Instead of 
the so much talked of depravement 
and barbarity, I have invariably 
observed a spirit of liberality, ho- 
nesty, and homanity,flowiiigthrongh 
jthe whole scene ; and althoogh elo- 

. quence of diction and portiines's \)f 
mien may be wanting to gain pre- 
possession, yet, like the brilliant in 
its pristine state, intrinsic good 
qualities may, with a little' atten- 
tion, be observed to shine through 

, the rough covering of nature. I 
saw no excruciating caustics ap- 
plied to the wounds of a Utme and 
karmiess animal. I did not see 
him cut or maimed by infuriated 
brutes in human shape ^ and even 
the ^' militia of hell'* was to me 
invisible. All that / saw, was a 
savage and powerful beast (confi- 
dent in his own strength), opposed 
by dogs (one at a time though) 

, equally savage with himself. The 
combat was fair, and wanton cru- 
elty was studiously avoided. 

Of late years, it has become the 
fashion, in many parts of the king- 
dom, for gentlemen to interfere 
with, and, by magisterial authority, 
endeavour to put a stop to, these 
ancient usages; but. Sir, as Dr. 
Blackstone says, ** So strong is 
.custom with the multitude,*' that 
hitherto they have failed in efTect- 
ing their purpose. There are few 
worse vices than selfishness, and 
few which these gentlemen feign 
to hold in more abhorrence ; but 
allow me to ask any one of them a 
plasn and simple question :— Can 

. you, after having, Bpent most part of 
the year in hunting, shooting, rac- 
ing, fishings &c. (but don*t kt me 
be understood to deprecate any of 
these sports : far from it — I hold 
them in the greatest reverence), 
can you, with justice, prevent the 



poor labourers and mechanics a 
day or two's respite from toil, be- 
cause amongst their rural amuse- 
ments they introduce a bull-bait } 
Cruelty is your only excuse 3 and 
what iield diversions are not, 
in some degree cruel ? What is 
there more revolting to humanity 
in tying a savage animal to a stake, 
and letting a dog run at him, than 
in shooting a partridge, or pulling a 
fish from the water > The former 
is not alwavs killed in an instant : 
the latter often falls back into bis 
own element, leaving a piece of his 
jaw on the barbed hook. 

Let those who censure British 
sports as condudve to barbarity, 
for a moment draw a comparison 
between the barbarous atrocities 
committed by Englishmen, and 
those comnntted by the people of 
other nations, who do not take 
pleasure in the same rough and 
boisterous pastimes. As the most 
appropriate instance I can find, 
I will cite the Turk $ for hia chief 
delight is lying for hours together 
in an half-dormant state, occa- 
sioned by taking an immoderate 
quantity of opium. He ties no 
animal to a stake to be worried 
by dogs — he does not place two 
Inrds together to destroy each 
other — but, rising up from his k- 
thargy, he wilt give a large sum 
of money for the gratification of 
destroying a fellow-creature by the 
most excruciating torments. 

The good intentions of Mn Mar- 
tin I do not doubt — the good ef- 
fects of his Bill I yet hope to see ; 
andjjndeed, I acknowledge I have 
already seen, in several instances 
— such as the wanton abuse of 
horses, &c. by unfeeliiig rascals 
meeting with its just punishment; 
but, at the same time, I must con- 
fess that I am not without my ap- 
prehensions that it (together with 
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other restricting legislative enact- 
ments)^ may become the instrument 
wherewith to attack and annihilate 
the ancient sports, customs^ and 
privileges of Englishmen ; that it 
may serve as a pretext ' for a 
haughty magistrate to mar the 
pleasares^ and cortail the rights, of 
his poorer neighbours. By adding 
restriction upon restriction on all 
the pursuits of the people, they 
would in time become no better 
than slaves ) that natural spirit of 
independence and activity, for 
which the English peasantry have 
ever been conspicuous, would de- 
generate into pusillanimity and in- 
dolence 5 and, should the time ever 
arrive when they may be called 
upon to defend the independence 
of their country, I fear, like the 
fable of the ass and his master, 
they would "inquire what heavier 
burdens or restrictions the enemy 
could impose upon them^-a ques-* 
tion which it would be difficult sa- 
tisfactorily to answer. Front the 
adherence to the manners and cus- 
toms of his fore-fathers, the love 
of independence, of his country, 
of justice, and even of humanity, 
has ever been the national charac- 
teristic of an Englishman 3 and so 
long as we continue to preserve 
inviolate those ancient institutions 
and privileges, and not permit them 
to be broken in upon by sullen and 
bigoted hypocrisy, he will main- 
tain the same enviable character.

How much inferior to them 
is the following account of a fight 
between one Stevenson, a coach- 
man, and the celebratal Brough- 
ton, in the year 1741, as given in 
Capt. Godfrey's ** Treatise on the 
ArtofBoxing!''—" This battle, for 
a considerable sum, was fought 
April 24, 1741 . It continued forty 
minutes, with various success. An 
ter about thirty-five minutes, being 
both against the rails towards the 
pit, and scrambling for a fall, 
Broughton gave such a lock upon 
Stevenson, as no mathematician 
could have devised a better. There 
he held him by this artificial lock, 
depriving him of all power of rising 
or falling, till, resting his head for 
three or four minutes on his back, 
he found himself recovering 5 then 
loosed the hold, and on setting- to 
again, he hit Stevenson as hard a 
blow as any he had given him dur- 
ing the battle, that be could no 
longer stand, and was forced to 
yield." — If Broughton fought no 
better than his biographer wrote, 
little Belasco, the Jew, would have 
soon robbed him of his ill-gotten

EXTRAORDINARY ANECDOTE 
OF A TIGER. 



To the Editor of the Sporting Magazine, 

SIR, 

T^HE following well-authenticated - 

anecdote will shew with whut 
daring intrepidity these terri'ftc ani- 
mals will pursue their prey, when 
instigated by the pressing calls of 
hunger. 

To such of your readers as may 
not have visited, or read much of 
the manners and customs of, east- 
ern countries, it may not be known 
in what way the ordinary stable 
management of horses is conducted 

i2 
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in thoM partt. In India, amongst 
other pecttliarities, each horse has 
two grooms— one called the groat" 
cutter, who, like the jackal to the 
lion, is his provider of food; and 
the other his scyce, or groom. 
Another singalarity attends the 
system, and that is, the stables in 
the country are open at all hours of 
day and night, there being no 
doors to them, on account of the 
heat of the climate. 

It so happened, that, about three 
years ago, the scyce and crass-cut- 
ter belonging to Captain Young, 
who commanded the Goorkah bat- 
talion in the Dhoon valley, in the 
upper provinces, were about to 
^leep in the stable with their horse ; 
and being apprehensive of tigers, 
with which those parts are infested, 
had taken the precaution of making 
a large fire at the entraqoe of the 
stable,- to protect them. In spite 
of the fise, however, a tiger en- 
tered in the night, and, seizing the 
grass-cutter, carried him out of 
the stable to devour him, in the 
presence of his terrified and asto- 
nished companion. The scyce 
escaped by climbing up the beam 
of- the stable, from whence he got 
upon the roof, and, by his cries, 
ijiarmed some soldiers who were 
near^ on the approach of. whom 
the monster fled. To avenge Uie 
poor fellow's deaths and to destroy 
the author of it, the following 
stratagem was adopted :*^ 

The mangled body of the grass- 
cntter was left on the spot, willi 
the hopes of the tiger returning to 
finish his meal, which he did, as 
soon as be thought his motions 
were concealed by the shades of 
night. Being closely watched by 
the soldiers, a volley was fired at 
him, but without effect, from the 
Hvanjt of lu(h^ and he again escaped. 
The thirdnight, a more successful 



scheme was hit upon. The re« 
mains of the poor man were placed 
under a huge stone* which was sus- 
pended in such a manner, that 
(like a bird or mouse-trap in a 
garden), as soon as the tiger touched 
the bait, the stone fell upon him, 
and he was killed. On examining 
him, he was found to have been, by 
nature, of unusually large dimen- 
sions, but in an extremely ema- 
ciated state, having, no doubt, suf- 
fered much from hunger; for, on a 
further inspection of him, it ap- 
peared that both his paws were in 
a sad state of ulceration, owing to 
his having struck at a porcupine, 
some quills of which were still 
rankling in the wounds, and had 
prevented his seizing his prey.

REMARKS ON THE LETTERS OF 
NIJUROD, AND ON THE ART 
OF RIDING. 



To the Editor of the Sporting Magazine, 
SIB, 

A LL your sporting readers must 
be highly pleased with the de* 
ver and origmal papers which have 
appeared in the Sporting Maga^ 
sine, under the signature of Nm- 
BOD. They evince that experience 
and observation of the subject they 
treat which must give them muca 
authority, and are written in a 
style at once forcible and elegant. 
His observations on the condition 
of hunters I highly approve of, in 
almost every particular j and I con- 
sider his observations on ridinff to 
hounds equally correct, although I 
can by no means agree with him 
in wliat he observes of riding in ge- 
neral, and the mode of acquiring 
a knowledge of it. 

Is it not strange that almost 
every ohe, and your correspondent 
NmaoD amongst the rest, should 
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hold that art^ to excel in which all 
own the difficDUy, alone unworthy 
or incapable of being advanced by 
any instmction derived from the 
knowledge and experience of t^ose 
who possess either ; and that, -to 
" witch the world with noble 
horsemanship/* the merest tyro 
has only to monnt^ put spurs to 
his horse^ and leave all fear behind 
him? True^ Nimbod deprecates 
the loose rein^ in which I readily 
agree with him ^ while he allows 
that there is considerable art in 
giving and feeling the horse's 
month 5 that a go^ deal of skill 
may be shewn, and much assist* 
ance afforded by the rider, in the 
field, from a fine hand. Yet he 
seems still to think, that even this 
part of horsemanship, which he 
considers the only part of any dif- 
ficulty, is wholly to be acquired 
by personal experience, and not 
from any instruction. Surely the 
world have grown old, with won- 
derfnl little observation in this art, 
which is as old as time, which all 
have practised who conld afford it, 
and many, if not for pleasure, for 
profit, and yet no rules have all 
this experience been able to leave 
OS. In the nineteenth century, the 
youth monnts with no more ad- 
vantage in the management either 
of himself or his horse, except that 
derived from his saddle lind bridle, 
than did he who, in the first of time, 
adventared on the back of this 
noble animal. ^ 

It has been very common, and 
especially in the sporting world, as 
iBLT back as I can recollect, to re- 
gard all those establishments which 
attempt to irive any Instmction 
in riding witn contempt; and I 
c»nfess that most of them which I 
have seen well deserved it— not 
only becaose the instructions were 
mostly confined to manage riding. 



but from the gross ignorance and 
conceit of the mast^s of all kind 
of riding, but more particularly of 
the manage on which they most 
plumed themselves. This igno- 
rance and conceit have been the 
chief means, I believe, of bringing 
all kinds of schooling in this art 
into disrepute. Another cause 
may perhaps be found in the awk» 
ward stiffness and formality on the 
road, or in the field, of those who, 
possessing some knowledge of the 
manage, have devoted themselves 
to it almost exclusively, and who 
have carried along with them on 
all occasions the " pomp and cir- 
cumstance** of the riding house. 
Still 1 consider the manage the only 
and the true foundation of all good 
riding, though no one is readier to 
laugh at the formality of it when 
not mounted on a dressed horse, or 
exhibited in an improper place. It 
is not the scrupulous attention to 
posture, but the scientific know- 
ledge, the rudiments of this art, I 
would have in every-day practice, 
and ready on emei^ncies. How 
many of our ^'Jirst /ttght** men, 
if their hack stands or turns round 
at a coach or waggon on the road, 
have no idea either how to treat 
him, or how to conduct themselves, 
further than spurring with all 
their force, tugging and pulling at 
his mouth, and/sbould they chance 
to have an oak plant in their hand, 
the unfortunate animal generally 
feels the .weight of it on his head ! 
The consequence of this injudicious 
abuse is to render that which was 
only fear or playfulness, incurable 
vice; and the next opportunity 
that ocenrs, if the horse does not 
succeed, by rearing, kicking, and 
plunging, in **floormg^^ his rider, 
in desperation he most likely runs 
off, to escape the repetition of the 
cruel abuse he formerly expe- 
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rienced^ and both are found in a 
ditch^ or picked up senseless at 
the first turnpike gate. To pre- 
vent such disasters as this, an ac- 
quaintance with the manage is of 
the highest utility. By it yon 
learn how and when to correct your 
horse, and when to caress him. 
Having your remedy ready for all 
emergencies, being perfectly cool, 
collected, and in' full possession 
and conhdence of yourself, you are 
enabled to exert your knowledge 
with the greatest effect. Superfi- 
cial as is the knowledge of most 
cfackrideTS, I consider the educa- 
tion of the horse in general equally 
neglected, although it is of the 
greatest consequence to his after 
usefulness in whatever way he may 
be called upon to exert himself, and 
contributes amazingly to the ease 
and safety of himself and rider. 

One reason, I believe, why this 
education is so much neglected, 
originates in the difficulty of find- 
ing one who is able to conduct Jt, 
and the parsimony or impatience 
of the owner often not allowing 
him to complete it. There are 
numbers who set up as breakers, 
and still more who consider them- 
selves qualified to make a hunter, 
and, so far as the common idea of a 
made hunter goes, I believe many 
of them are quite fit for the task. 
But my idea of a made hunter ex- 
tends to somewhat more than a 
horse being able to gallop, take 
his fences at his stroke, or stand- 
ing. Besides these qualifications, 
I should require a made hunter to 
have his body as well supplied and 
as pliable in every joint as nature 
will admit of, especially in his 
shoulders and houghs 3 so that 
from his most extended pace he 
may be pulled together by the 
slightest feeling of the band and 



leg, without any risk or distress to 
himself, and without loss of time 
or exertion to his rider. I would 
hare bim also ready and steady in 
changing his leading leg in the 
gallop. Of course I include a fine 
and delicate mouth, else he is not 
capable of the ready union and ex- 
tension I require. From the neglect 
of this kind ofbreaking, arises that 
want of quickness in many other* 
' wise good hunters, of which Nim- 
ROD so justly complains, and which 
has been the consequence of maoy 
a severe " roll" In general, it is 
not with nature that the fault lies. 
If NiMROD would, during the suna^ 
mer months, endeavour to give his 
horses this suppleness and pliabi- 
lity, he would, I am convinced^ 
find an astonishing difference in 
their improved qnickness in ttie 
field, and that strains in the 
houghs, spavin, and curbs, would 
be much less frequent : the exer- 
cise would be no more than useful 
for them, and perhaps for himself. 

At a future period, if you wish 
it, t may send you my idea and 
plan ofhapdlingthe colt, and giving 
him that education which will ena- 
ble him to use with advantage all 
those powers and qualities with 
which nature may have gifted him, 
whether these may be called forth 
in the field or on the road. Fur- 
ther, I propose some remarks on 
bits and bridles : afterwards I may 
give some hints on the subject of 
riding.— Yours, p

ON THE GAME LAWS. 



To the Editor of the Sporting Magazine, 

SIR, 

TT being well known that an at- 
tempt in a short time will be 
made to amend the game laws^ I 
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would thank yoa to insert the fol- 
lowing suggestion, which probably 
will meet the approbation of quali- 
fied sportsmen jn general : — " That 
no person be allowed to purchase a 
game certificate or licence, until he 
has first clearly proved his qualifi<» 
cation." In default of which proof, 
according to former Acts of Par- 
liament, the said unqualified sports- 
man would incur the penalty of 251. 
for every head of game killed by 
him. 

Although this statement does not 
strike at the fundamental annihila- 
tion of poaching, and its truly de- 
moralizing effects, vet it is obvious 
to freeholders and proprietors of 
large landed estates, it must greatly 
diminish a numerous class of gen- 
tlemen pot-hunters i^nd day-poach- 
ers, and that the revenue alone 
would suffer J. which also might- 
be remedied by an increased tax 
on game certificates.

SHROPSHIRE HORSE CAUSE. 



.7o the Editor of the Sporting Magazine. 

8IK, 

A 8 I find a portion of your use- 
ful and entertaining journal is 
sometimes appropriated to the in* 
£ertion of horse causes, perhaps 
the following, which took place at 
the Shrewsbury I^ent Assizes, may 
not be entirely unworthy insection: 
if so, it will oblige, M. 

March 29, 1828. 

A FARMKR, of the name of Jones, 
residing in the neighbourhood of 
Oswestry, sold a bay three-year- 
old colt to a Mr. Briscoe, a drug- 
gist, in Wrexham, for, 301. and 
warranted him sound, on ^he 29th 
of November, 1822. On the 4th 
of December the colt was re- 
turned, with a certificate from a 
veterinary surgeon, in Chester, 
stating that he was unsound (no 
reason for the unsoundness being 
Specified). 



On the receipt of the certificate 
and horse, Mr. Jones's son ap- 
plied to Briscoe to ascertain what 
WAS the disease for which the colt 
was returned, as neither he, nor his 
father, had ever seen any thing 
the matter with him, and his father 
had bred him. Bnscoe refused to 
enter into any explanation, but 
said if the money was not returned 
he should proceed to recover it by 
law. The veterinary surgeon who 
had examined the .colt was ap- 
plied to by Jones's friends, but he 
declined disclosing why he consi- 
dered him unsound, and observed 
he would not give the reasons for 
his opinion, without he was obliged 
to do so in a court of justice. 
Jones still offered to leave the 
matter to reference, or take back 
the colt if they would point out 
any satisfactory proof of his un- 
soundness : both these offers were 
refused by Briscoe, and a writ 
served upon Jones for the money, 
who had now no other alternative 
than either to take back the colt 
(he knew not why), or put in an ap- 
pearance. However, . previous to 
doing the latter, he had the colt 
examined by three veterinary sur- 
geons, two of whom declared there 
was nothing at all the matter with 
the colt ; and the third, that the 
only complaint he could discover 
was a trifling thrush in each fore 
foot, but which he did not consider 
as rendering the horse unsound, 
the foot being of a perfectly natu- 
ral form, and no tenderness shewn 
in his action either on the road or 
over stones. 

The first witness for the plaintiiF 
deposed that, he was a farmer and 
veterinary surgeon; that he had 
examined the horse, and that he 
had bad runnings in his frogs, and 
that both hocks were much swol- 
len^ bnt that the n^ar hack was the 
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largest : he ftUo said the horse was 
stiff; and, being pressed by the 
Cooosel^ swore be was lame in the 
hockSi When cross-examined^ he 
said ^ he never saw the horse out 
of the stable, nor even turned 
ipoond in the stable ^ that he judged 
of his- lameness by seeing bim turn 
from side to side in the stall. He 
said he- was brought up with a re* 
lation who used to give lectures, 
and write and publish books : this 
at last turned out, that this relatioa 
used to tell people what was the 
matter with their horses, and kept 
a book, in which he used to write 
his receipts. 

The next witness was the Ches- 
ter Veterinary Surgeon, who swore 
to the horse having thrushes and 
enlargements of the hocks, which 
were produced by diseased fluids; 
and that these swellings would go 
on, especially if the horse was 
worked, and produce curbs^ nodes^ 
spavins^ and I know not how many 
diseases besides,, and of course the 
horse was unsound.' On his cross- 
examination, he daid he had writ- 
ten a book, called F'adeNucombe,-^ 
Counsel: " F'ade Nucombe ! That 
is quite a new word to me : Vade 
Mecum, I suppose you mean T — 
Vet. : "No 5 the name is Fade Nu- 
combe*' — Counsel : "And pray what 
does this new word of yours mean ?*' 
• — Vet. : " Veterinary library." 
—The Veterinary Surgeon swore. 



in this book was & chapter that 
said swelled hocks would produce 
curbs, nodes, &c. :* he said the ojf 
hock was larger than the near one. 
Three other witnesses were call- 
ed, two of. whom, an ostler and a 
gentleman's servant, swore the 
same as the^preceding ones : but 
the third (a blacksmith) ; said he 
shod the horse ; that he had 
thrushes, but did not know that 
he had any thing the matter with 
his hocks ; could not tell whether 
thrushes would make a horse un- 
soMnd or not. 

For the defendant, Jones's son 
swore his father had bred the hbrse^ 
and that he never saw or heard of 
any thing being the matter with 
him since he was foaled : he waited 
on Briscoe to know why the horse ' 
was returned, and said if he would 
assign any satisfactory reason^ his 
father would take back the horse. 
-—Two veterinary surgeons were 
examined, and swore that they had 
carefully inspected the horse^ and 
that there was nothing the matter 
either with the Jibrse's hocks or 
feet^ and that they considered him 
perfectly sound.— The ostler at the 
inn where the horse had been at ' 
livery for three months, said he had 
looked after him the whole time ; 
saw nothing the matter with his 
feet or hocks 3 saw no difference 
between his two hocks, nor* be- 
tween his hocks and those of other

be made to prove that swollen hocks will produce curbs and nodes (by whidi I suppose 
the learned gentleman means bone spavins), I cannot imagine. The disease Spoken of, 
if it did exist, I should consider merely an enlargement of the fluids of the- mucous 
capsules, which, it is well known, will not produce lameness, unless so great in qu|i^ty 
as to interfere with the action of the hock ; and'this rarely happens. Curbs are produced 
by extension of the ligaments of the posterior part of the bock ; and nodes, of course^ 
must be diseases of the periostium, or the bone. It is therefore hardly probable that 
cohuged hurstgy or, acoraing to Vade Nucombe, vfindy would produce these complaints.

So dissatisfied is the neighbour- 
hood with this verdict, and even 
In Wrexham, that a number of very 
respectable peoplie have offered to 
enter into a subscription to indem* 
nify Jones, if he will move for a 
fresh trial. Several very respect- 
able men, much in the habit of 
seeing «onnd and unsound horses, 
have, since the trial, seen the 
horse, and declare that in his bocka 
there is no disease or enlargement 
whatever ; that the thrushes are sd 
triflihg, that sixteen borses out of 
twenty that are sold, and consider- 
ed as. sound horsea, have thrushes 
eiiinall^bad or wowte j am) that the 
K^rse is not the liiast lame.

na, we can merely view the case 
as it stands. In attempting to 
deciders to the justice oi the ver- 
dict, it would ill become us to 
hazard our opinion — particularly 
after having heard that the Jury 
took two hours to form theirs, at 
the conclusion of as&ost impartial 
aomming up by the Judge, who^ 
it clearly appears, left as much as 
bQ couki to their discretion, with 
a gentle insinuatipn that there had 
been (as is usual in most horse 
causes) some stiff swearing on 
both sides. 

It . certainly is evident to U9 that 
Mr. Briscoe considered he had a^ 
qase to go to a Jury, or he would 
not have acted ae be did; for 
few persona are fond enough of 
law to eater into it without soma 
chance of success. We have sel<^ 
dom heard of thrushes laming a 
three-year-old colt; but» if they 
do lame hhn, he is unsound. As 
to the hocks, it is qpite possible 
that a veterinary surgeon, who 
knows his business^ may see dis- 
ease approaclung in* those parts, 
and which is . certain to produce 
lameness when the horse is called 
upon to work, thongh.it may not 
be apparent in a sta^ of rest* 
We nave, however, the evidence 
of one veterinary SQrge<m to prove 
that this colt was lame whea 
** turned from side to side in his 
stall." 

We are far from wishing to damp 
that hcmeurable feeling which 
w'ould induce the raising a sub- 
scription to enable a man to get 
JQStioe in one placje, which had 
been denibd t6 him in another | 
but we can only remind Mr.

ttie social contract. Every sentient 
being is dn object of Che law's pro- 
tection, or human justice is iticom- 
pibte." 

Varions appeals to the Magis* 
tk'acy have confirmed my observa* 
tioQ, and, in truth, apprehension 3 
bot a late case hais been most re^ 
markably in point. A gendeman 
of' humane and meritorious cha« 
r^rter (Thomas Archer, Bsq. of 
Stafibrd-plhce, Ptmlico), passing 
liie slre^t, saw a person throw- 
boiling Water upon a- poor dog 
Ending by his door, to all ap- 
pearance, wantonly and wilfuUy, 
by which the animal obviously 
snffered extreme agouy. The 
bye-standers joined Mr. Archer 
in execration of this' barbarous 
act, and thati getttiemad, ^tii- 
matod by & vrarmth of feeling 
which has done iiim the highest 
bmibirrj and w^h a resolution un* 
naralysed by the tbo general indo- 
fence, summoned the offender be- 
fore the Ma^istnate. The evidence 
havilig been gone thr6ngh, the M]r» 
gistmtes wei^ fnfly satisfied, and 
determined to conrtctj biit on a 



i^ef«rdnce tb tiid lettiiir df Mr. Md^-^ 
tin*8 Biil> it was found that the class' 
of tmimals %t^e^^c0^tle only, ^txt' 
entitled to its prolfedtion : thence 
the charge vtra» dishni^ed. It is' yet 
impossible, howevet we may lameiit 
the esdape of ah ofi^nder, to affit 
any blame ott tte Mietgistracy for 
acting in this cautiods vray : they 
are no dbnbt entitled to our praise 
for their punctilious adhereuce to; 
the letter of the hi^, a breach of 
i^bich might involve' the most ib^ 
portant consid^ratidiis. Neverthe- 
less, there »re various opiiiion$ on 
the subject, and som^ persons of 
legfal knowledge, jutH^ p^riti, hold' 
that, by an^loj^ of' law, or, at any 
rtitfe, by that of coiiimdn sense, thi^r 
Bill in questioii is a pt^tection tb' 
all animals, v^ithout eiteeptioh. 

Btit mercy and substantial justice 
require, that no le^l quibble or tiri-' 
certainty should be sntfbred to ib- 
heif^ in this laW, so truly expedient, 
and so indispensable to the huma- 
nity of the British character ; and' 
I make this publib call on R. Mar- 
tfh, Esq. vt^hose notice the case 
above cited cantiot have escaped, 
expectitig, from his well-proved 
2eal in a cause which is patronized 
by a vast majority iti the country, 
that he will, as sbon as opportunity 
shall admit, use his exertions ia 
Parliament, to have the stated de- 
fect in his Bill amended, so that its 
protection may extend to every 
atilmal vi^hich has life and feeling. 

To view the subject rationally 
aUd iU the sincerity of truth, feeling 
being the same thing in all, how can 
one species of animals be more en- 
titled to mercy and fair dealing 
than another ? Ihdeed, the prin- 
ciple of what law' we had in this^ 
case^ of old, was utterly vicious and 
Contemptible. A cilminal having 
tortvred an animal to death, could 
be no otherwise amenable to the 
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Ifiw> than ps baviog injored some 
one's interest, by rendering useless 
or destroying bis property. Tbu^j 
tbe ''vested interest" aioDe, was 
tbe object of legal protection — na* 
toral and moral justtcej mercy, tbe 
feelings 6f animals, not a feather in 
tbe balance, but a mere non-entity ! 
By an oversight in Mr. Martin's 
Bill,; or probably by an apprehen- 
sion of the danger of going too far, 
it became^ to a certain degree, yi« 
tiated by tbe ancient and revered 
principle of interest, and cattie only 
were protected. Thus, a man or a 
boy, bred np in this moral school^ 
provided be obey tbe law, by in- 
l^ring neither his own or other 
men*s interest in cattle, may with 
impunity indulge to the utmost his 
natural or acquired propeujsity to 
cruel trespasses on the feelings of 
animals, and bum alive a hedgehog, 
torture out the life of a badger, 
monkey, or otter, by gradual re- 
served infiictionSfScald a poor home- 
less deserted dog, or crucify a cat 
by nailing its four legs to a gate-- 
post, which last horrible act of 
amusement, to my own knowledge, 
was performed, in Essex, by a set 
of juvenile miscreants, the leader 
of whom afterwards turned out a 
notorious smuggler.

Ofi the PROPOSED AMENDMENT 
of the GAME LAWS. 

To the Editor of the Sporting Magazine, 
SIR, 

T Have just run my eye over the 
Report on the Game Laws, as 
given in the County Herald of 
May 10, and if you can spare me a 
small portion of your generally 
well-filled pages, it being a subject 
long under my contemplation, I will 
give my sentiments freely thereon. 
I hope, indeed, others of yoar cor- 
respondents will follow the exam- 
ple, since, from the long establish- 
ment and nature of your Magazine, 
its discussions are probable to have 
considerable influence with those 
immediately concerned in the ques- 
tion, and upon the public mind 
generalfy. 

It will be recollected, that but a 
few years have passed, since a si- 
milar attempt was made in Parlia- 
ment, and the Bill thrown out by 
that paramount influence which, I 
have little doubt, will on this occa- 
sion likewise operate the same ef- 
fect. To the opulent and elevated, 
probably well-intentioned, but most 
certainly prejudiced individuals, 
who compose this mighty influence 
— ^to their matnre judgment, to their 
common sense, I address the fol- 
lowing troths :-— Avery considers* 
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ble Domber of their own body^ of 
the high aristocracy, have, daring 
the last tmrenty years, stood forth 
to the public, and declared their 
solemn opinion that the ex^isting 
game laws are not only grossly on- 
equal and nnjnst in themselves, bnt 
utterly unfit for the present state of 
society 5 and, the times considered^ 
pregnant with great danger to the 
peace dud safety of the country. 
TheTir total inefficiency for their 
intended purpose is so obvious, 
that it must of necessity be granted, 
even by their most strenuous sup- 
porters. These gentlemen are 
well aware that other men are 
equally fond of the flavour of game 
as themselves, and that they who 
have money .to purchase it will 
have it. Can that be prevented, 
or ought it to be prevented ? The 
demand has always been supplied 
by poaching, and ever must be, un- 
der our present system of laws. 
But if game could be legally pur- 
chased, as in all justice apd fair- 
ness it ought, the majority of the 
people would donbtless purchase 
of the fair trader, and the motive 
to poaching would be gradually, 
and, in the end, totally done away. 
In the mean time, the upholding 
the game laws, in their present 
state, is the real and palpable 
cause of that dissoluteness, va- 
grancy, and crime which, in these 
times, disgrace such numbers of our 
peasantry in every county. Can 
it be for the honour, the interest, 
the safety of the aristocracy, to 
advocate a system big with such 
perilous consequences ? I have 
stated my suspicion that the medi- 
tated Bill, as before, will be re- 
jected : I will farther subjoin that, 
in my opinion, should it pass, it 
can prove only a temporary expe- 
dient, which will soon be borne 
down by the weight of its own re- 



gulations. The times demand 
fondly a change of principles, ra- 
ther than a farrago of restrictions.

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LAST DAY'S HUNTING WITH 

LORD DERBY'S HOUNDS, 

APRIL 13, 1823. 



To the Editor of the Sporting 'Magazine* 
SIR, ^ 

JLJAYHAP few pens have yet 
been put to paper, to recount 
the pleasures, the toils, the down-* 
fals, and the hair-breadth escapen 
of yesterday. I shall devote an 
hour, and endeavour to recal to 
mind what eyes saw, during one of 
the most brilliant chafes a British 
sportsman ever rode. I allude, I 
need scarcely say to most of your 
readers, to the closing day oTLord 
Derby. 

I reached the . place of appoint* 
ment, Keston, about. half-past ten, 
A.M. the time of meeting, and 
soon clapped eyes on Jcnaihan, ac- 
companied by his whippers and 
well- trained pack, followed by such 
an assembly of sportsmen as ne- 
ver, perhat)s, was seen on Keston*8 
Common before. Five hundred- 
yes, five hundred ! — ^flanked the mot- 
tled pack: the Common was literally 
strewed with |hem— every furze-* 
bush upon it was in motion-^-every 
sapling trembled for safety. Some 
in scarlet, some in green — all the 
regulars togged out in their dean* 
washed whites and scoured tops ; 
the new . customers in decent twig, 
with their tits in prime condition* 
and bellows in good order—- <eom« 
posed this joyful throng I -still far- 
ther graced by the iiltendance of 
some of our fair countrywomen, 
whom the fineness of the mom, the 
expected gaiety of the scene, and 
their bewitching anxiety for our safe- 
ty, had attracted to the covert side. 
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Piom^hhoy^* WM tlie hero of Ibe 
day. And well tie let them kaom it. 
No sooner had te dashed from the 
cart^ th^tn he ran, scared by the 
Qoncoorse of pedestrians pursuing 
him^ in ipraad anfl noble bouj^, tp 
HoUwopd^ leapt the stile, and 
plunged into the cover. The spec- 
tacle, at this moment, to our vi- 
sitors, must have been traly novel 
and delightful'— the horsemen all 
drawn up in bright array, here and 
there intercepted by carriages, 
formed a line on this wild, roman- 
tic spot, weU worthy the admira- 
tion of aU present 5 all filled with 
anxiety to rush oh 5 each revolving 
in his mind what course he shoald 
take 5 while the pawing and neigh- 
ing steeds, no less anxious than 
their masters, all appeared full of 
animation at the scene. 

Jonathan's halloo from behind, 
and the music of his flock, soon 
allayed their doubts and fears, in 
Mgnals for the charge 5 and a tre- 
mendous charge it was. Hundreds 
flew to the gate— scores broke 
down the pales— but the nonpareUs 
went over the sjfcile. " Hark for- 
ward, my boys !— now for it ! — 
make your way through boggy 
Hollwood— steer clear of the trees, 
and pray don^'t ride against one 
another!" But Ploughboy iseffto 
Down ! ■*' Come, come along — 
BOW we have plain sailing ! ** In 
an instant the fields on tibe other 
Mde of the cover swarm with them ; 
and all are riding as if Bethlein had 
furnished the men, and the wilds 
of Arabia the horses. *' Hold 
hard. Gentlemen!-— where the devil 
are yon riding to? — ^let the hounds 
oome, pray!^' The hounds have 
hit it— away they go again— over 
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hedges, fifty at a time— over gates 
and stiles like winking— through 

ps — down lanes — along the 
edge-rows — in short, they are at 
length dispersed — and now one can 
ride nnmcHested. 

From Down to Cudham Lodge 
we fly, and skirt the borders of that 
extensive cover ; then down the hiH 
we haste, and Westerhara seems 
our point — a beautiful spot in that 
much-admired vde, which here se- 
parates the range oi hills. No 
sooner are we seen in the bottom, 
than up acain he leads us on the 
opposite hill, crosses Westerham 
Park, and seeks the dark and 
dreary Charts : but, despising tiie 
haunts of wily Charley, boldly 
again he launches forth upon the 
plain, takes a turn in the sofi, and 
sets out right an end for Ivor 
Castle. 

And now, my boys, he tries 
your metHe — and you, my kittens, • 
are putting ours to the test! Pray 
look! See how they ride ! Anotiier 
day, it is, who will face the gate ; 
to-day, it is, who will take it first I 
Three abreast leap the five-barred 
gate — ^a fourth dears the gate-post 
— and two others are flying toge- 
ther over the stile. — " Yoi over I" 
— '* That's the wav to do it.**— 
♦' Hold up !"— '* What a tremen- 
dous fall ! horse and all, and rider 
undermost !*' Now we top the rails 
—now we clear the ditch.-^Ano- 
ther stile, and I am hurled head- 
foremost into a lane. Up scram- 
bles Kitty,f aqd away we sail again. 
*' Thrice, old girl, this day have 
we bit the dust ; and yet have I not 
forsaken thee once (—twice have^ 
we neariy trampled upon our fallen 
leaders — ^and scores of falls have

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we seen alreadv/* But the €a8- 
tle-yard*s at hand 3 and we are up 
among the chotenfew who came in 
time to greet 6ld *Ploughboy there. 
Scarcely had the hounds approach* 
ed him, than« with a desperate 
bonnd, he tops the gate of the 
yard^ and fearlessly scampers 
through the crowds of horseman, 
now thronging the avenues leading 
to the Castle. Again the plain he 
trips, and dauntlessly still de- 
fies his pursuers — protracting the 
chase, by this short check, to a 
long and fearful duration. Had 
many a good-bottomed horse made 
this the end> ho had not now been 
cold and stiff, or lingering under 
slow and fatal malady. 

What more befel my brother 
sportsmen on this eventful day, I 
cannot relate; though each who 
saw the end can tell how good their 
hoi'ses were that bore them over a 
oonntry heavy in the extreme, in* 
tersected by rivulets, and banks, 
and b<^ — I say, each can tell, 
but he who rode the road, how 
Plonghboy trimmed us in the soft, 
and how happy we were to see 
ourselves weli in at Penshurst.*

better informed. His observations 
may pass Tery well for the muddy 
part of Kent, where I fancy he re- 
sides; and I strongly recommend 
him, when he talks again of East 
Kent and the fox- hounds, to obtain 
better information (which perhaps 
may suspend his pen on that sub- 
ject), and he will be sure to find, if 
he comes himself, or from his cor- 
respondent if he is a sportsman, 
that in East Kent there are fast 
men, fast horses, and fast hounds.

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the best^ was a mere farce. The 
folly I cannot help 3 the illiberality 
of them 1 deny — at least the inten« 
tton 'y and as for the hunting in 
Kent being altogether farcical^ I 
can only say, that that hunting 
onght not to be called such, where 
they can £0 ont^ and find, and kill 
liandsomely. Mr. Hilton, I am 
sure, would not call such as the 
Lodge hunting 'jsed to be, a farce $ 
and I dare say he knew very well 
Sir John Dyke*s hounds, and Mr. 
Evelyn's, and surely he would not, 
have called their bunting ridiculous. 
As there is the same conntrvnowas 
there then was, 1 hope I shall live to 
see in it the same style of hunting 
again : I see no reason why I should 
not, though it will require a little 
perseverance to do it. Pray do not 
let me be misunderstood : I consi- 
der that many thanks are due to 
the present keepers of hounds, y^t 
I trust they will not be offended, 
"because I wish to see fhem excel. 
Kent may be laughed at, but 
I have known some very good 
sportsmen and good riders in it — 
for few counties require more nerve.

To the Editor of the Sporting MagasAne* 

SIR, 

Find I am' called upon to offer a 
remark on the correspondence 
which has lately appeared in the 
Sporting Magazine^ on the subject 
of Kentish fox-hunting ; but know-* 
iog nothing of the country, or the 
geotlemen alluded to, I feel almost 
unequal to the task. I must agree, 
however, with the author of ** Re- 
marks on Letters on Kentish Fox- 
hunting," in your last Number, that 
every thing relating to '' the noble 
science** should be carried on with 
perfect good humour, and that all 
allowance should be made for gen- 
tlemen who are so kind as to keep 
hounds in bad countries ; although 
it appears, on the authority of one 
of your correspondents^, that East 
Kent is by no means a bad 0Qe-«— 
bearing a comparison with mmX 
parts of Northamptonshire, and 
many of Leicestershire. 

Were I inclined to doubt this, it 
is not in my power to contf adict it, 
for reasons which I have before 
Viven. Those parts of Kent which 
I have passed through, do not ex- 
actly accord with my ideaa of a 
good hunting country. Allowing 
it, however, to be all as bad, I see 
no reason why the a,ttempt to hunt 
it should be called '^ farcical $** 
but that word has been rather 
fashionable of late, having been 
applied, on high authority, to'' mat- 
ters of still greater moment than 
fox-hunting, so we must make some 
allowance for the use of it here. 
Neither would this be a reason 
why Kent should not be hunted, 
any more than many other bad 
countries, supposing it to rank as 
one of them i for it has always 
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beeq myopinioo, that jas far as the 
first and most important object is 
considered^ by which I mean sport, 
ail money spent in keeping hounds 
in such countries as Surrey, Es- 
sex, 'Herefordshire, Worcester- 
shire, parts of Hampshire, Glou-f 
cestershire, Staffordshire, . and 
Shropshire^ is in great measure 
thrown away, as disappointment, 
vexation, and fruitless labour, must 
perpetually attend them. Not- 
withstanding this, it is by no means 
to be wished that these countries 
should be without fox-hounds, no- 
thing having been found to contri- 
bute so much to the gaiety and 
good fellowship of a neighbour- 
hood n and it is to be hoped that 
Kent is not going to furnish a soli- 
tary instance to the contrary. 
Where excellence is contended for, 
some little feeling of rivalship may 
be allowed to exist -, and which, 
where hounds are concerned, will 
ouly prove a stimulus to exertions 
in the field and the kennel. Real 
sportsmen are, proverbially, good- 
humoured and liberal, and do not 
generally scrutinize with an eager 
eye to detect the faults and ble- 
mishes, but, looking over defects, 
commend where much has been 
meritoriously attempted, if not ac- 
tually accomplished. 

It was said by a great man, that 
he who hates vice, bates mankind; 
and he who expects perfection in 
hounds iq such countries as Kent, 
will look a long time before he 
finds it. If soi[ne of their packs 
have not had quite so much blood 
as they might have had, let it be 
borne in mind that there is no 
small share of luck, good and bad, 
attending fox-hunting. l4<Bt it also, 
above all things, be remembered, 
that among sportsmen, no ibore 
blood of any sort is now allowed 
to be shed for the next four months 



to come j by tbaexpirationof which, 
every angry feeling the remarks in 
thescr letters may have given birtli 
to, will be buried in oblivion, and^ 
for the honour of the almost sacred 
cause of fox-hunting, it is to be 
hoped no further exposure of de- 
fects, or " odious comparisons," 
will be made. 

I cannot help thinking that Mr. 
Oxenden has good reason to be sa<- 
tished with the blood of old Ta* 
merlane, and his season's sport, 
having killed his twenty-five brace 
' of foxes — a number not to be 
counted on every kennel-door in 
England, such a season as the last. 
Mr. Whittaker, of course, should 
be the best judge of what i^umber 
of hounds his country requires ; 
but, in my humble opinion, he had 
better be too strong than too weak 
in his kenneL Let him never draft 
a good hound for appearance sake, 
as appearance will not kill his 
foxes. As to *' Jack Willes" (I 
beg pardon for being so familiar, 
but I know him by no other name), 
I feel already as if I should like to 
have a chevy with him for half an 
hour, best pace, over the finest part 
of his country ; and I cannot help 
thinking that Mr. Palmer is one of 
tiiose who can ride before as well 
as after dinner ; and, from what I 
have seen of it, a good man in 
X^ent, must be a good man any^ 
where eise, 

Mr. Ladd is said to be in want 
of '* a better huntsman.** Per- 
haps he does not think so ; but if 
such be the case, I can inform him 
that Christopher Atkins (better 
known by the name of KittJ, who 
hunted the. Worcestershire hounds, 
is now out of place, and a better 
servant never went into a kennel. 
He whipped-in several seasons to 
Sir Bellingham Graham, before he 
came to Mr. HornyhoM, and af- 
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forded geiiend aa^MKCttoM. Mf. 
Hornyfaold gives him aa excettent 
character for honestyi^ sobriety^ and 
every reqnistte to a good i>eryaiit ; 
and it is to be hoped he' vnH'soon 
obtain a ^ood sftaatioD, as he is 
well deserting of it His directiofi 
is, Stew-poney, near Stoorbridge, 
Worcestershire, Nimkod.

GAME LAWS, 

T/yB present cor readers with 
some copious extracts from 
the Report of the Sdect Committee 
on the Game Laws, eonsidering it 
to be a point of no small interest 
to our sporting friends 5 and shall 
feel much obliged to any of them 
who will Aivoar us with their re« 
marks on the subject. The pro- 
posed Bill appears similar to that 
suggested by the late Sir Samuel 
Romilly> ibr the purpose of legal-, 
izing the sale of game, and licens- 
ing houses to receive it, but which, 
itjwas then thought, would increase 
the evil it was intended to cure. If 
the experiment now succeeds, no- 
blemen, and gentlemen of fortune, 
in the country, will enter upon a 
new occupation— 4hat of feeding 
J game, as their tenants feed their 
beef, for the London market, which. 
We think, will not be much relished 
by some of them. The bill ofpar- 
cels which accompanies it, will have 
a singular appearance in these days 
of refinement : —

Allowing, hotmrver, that this new 
Bill should pass into^law, we anti- 
cipate little benefit from its opera- 
tion I for, as the game sold law- 
fully, wUl be sold at a mucli higher 
price than that which has been sold 
unlawfully, the same field for spe- 
culation wilt be open to poachers 
and poulterers, and what security 
shall we have that their dd prac- 
tices-^now long confirmed by habit 
— will cease > That most of the 
London poulterers wish for this Bill 
IS not to be wondered at, as, to use 
their own words, they have *' long 
been labouring in hot water," in 
their dealings between the poacher 
and the public. Tl^ere is one clause 
in the Bill, from which it is evident 
that an attempt will be made to 
check the mere certificate-quali- 
fication. 

It has been observed, that in the 
constitution of this country there 
are peculiarities which do not carry 
with them that evidence of therr 
propriety, which recommends other 
parts of the system ^ but, happily 
for Englishmen, no usage, law, or 
authority, is so binding but that k 
must yield to the voice of the peo- 
ple, when it is evident that, how- 
ever beneficial to individuals, it 
cannot be continued without injury 
Ifco the 'community at large;^ Now, 
it has been generally admitted that 
the game laws are not in unison 
with that liberal spirit which is. 
strikingly characteristic of the Bri- 
tish Government : their statutes 
assume the appearance of arbitraiy 
controul, and have been so often 
the vindictive instruments of op- 
pression, hy e^ercmnr « rigymr 
demand the iaw, that the greatest 
lawyers of their day have agreed 
that they stand much in need of 
revision^; and a change, it seems, is 
now about to be effected in them.

whatever may be the risk to the 
poacher, his Worship must hav6 
fats game for his dinner: neith^ 
cna we moch wonder at the little 
trouble he givips himself to inquire 
by wimt means it has been procured, 
since, with perhaps an hundred 
thousand pounds in his pocket, he 
is bot allowed to kill it hitnself* 
Bo long, tfaelrefoee, as there ate 
t«ceive^s> so lasg will there be 
thieves. 

With iiespeet to the «noral Mlf'pi- 
tade of bnying or selling game, tt 
has ever been thought lightly of*^ 
Hie natnnd wild stake of the lini- 
liftls making it somewhat ditihnik 
to attach them to taiy '6ne hnan)s 
exdosive property. Poiteimtg, how- 
ever,* seems now to ha%^ becotee, 
^comparatively speakttig, a respect- 
aUe occnpatuNi. Tbe evideoqe he- 
fore ^e €ommltt«e «peilks'of "^ 
highly-respectable horfse*' in Gom- 
wttli, grocers tod linen drapeits, in 
which "tiiere are three partners, 
who also deal in game. The chief 
flmgisCrate of the towta has been 
one of their best cnstomers, alid 
therefore we see no ' reiuon why 
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Canyon Inforni the 'ComliriUed 
how that Supply is forwarded to 
yon } — It is forwarded^ to os from 
higglers, who send us other goods : 
that is the way in which we receive 
it. We know not from whence 
Aey get it. 

WHl you inform the Committee 
how yon circulate this throughout 
the town? — ^The poulterers from 
'the different parts of the town at- 
tend Leaden hall Market, for the 
supply of poultry, and also for 
whatever else they may want. 
Among other things, of course, 
game is an article they are con- 
stantly in the habit of serving to 
their customers, and they get their 
supply from the salesmen in Lea- 
denhali Market. 

What do yon charge them for 
your profit > — We sell by commis* 
sion. 

What is your commission > — We 
charge two and a half for poultry, 
and five per cent; on game. 

How do yon transmit the money 
for the ponltry brought to yon ? — 
We generally send the account of 
sales and the money by return of 
the same carrier. 

' In the same manner as the money 
.is sent in return for cattle or fish ? 
— ^Pyecisely : we make a daily re- 
turn. 

Have yon a good deal of game 
occasionally left on hand > — Fre- 
quently. 

Does any of it come up injured, 
f^om the state in which it is sent > 
^-There is a great deal which can- 
not be sold at all, being very much 
mangled ; and some is kept so long 
before it is sent np^ it is not sale- 
able, but must ;be thrown away. 

Can you state what has been the 
average price of game^ during the 
last winter > — I should suppose the 
average price of hares may have 
been abont 6s. a brace : for phea- 



sants, I shoaldvuppose abont 7s; 
a brace. 

Does that include commission ? 
-'No, that is the price the poul- 
terers have paid to us ; and par- 
tridges about 3s. a brace. 

If you were to receive a very 
large order for game^ could yon fur- 
nish it at any particular time ? — A 
very short notice would enable me 
to furnish to any extent almost, to ^ 
any of the trade as a salesman : I 
should not supply a stranger. 

Are there apy higglers who bring 
in game exclusively I — ^We have no 
higglers of that description ; but 
there are one or two persons that 
belong to inns in the town, who 
attend the market for the purpose 
of selling game only. 

What description of persons are 
they ?-^Porters who are in the ha- 
bit of frequenting the inns, and 
collecting the game from different 
inns. 

They receive it from the coach- 
men and guards, probably ?—^No 
doubt. 

Do yon not believe that a consi- 
derable quantity of game is sent to 
London by the coaches and sold, 
not through the hands of regular 
salesmen ? — -A very great quantity. 

Do poulterers buy of those por- 
ters, or do they generally buy of 
respectable salesmen } — I believe 
they do both. • 

Are yon aware that the market 
is in any degree supplied at present 
with pheasants brought up alive, 
and killed here ? — I am not aware 
that any are brought up alive to 
be killed : I know there are a vast 
number brought up and sold alive. 

Are you aware that breeding is 
carried on to a great extent in the 
neighbourhood of Berkhampstead, 
in Hertfordshire ?-— No : it does 
not happen to be a neighbonrhood 
with which I am connected. It is 
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"very much to be deplored, there 
is occasioQally a very great quan- 
tity of eggs sent up to the market. 

How are those disposed of; by 
salesmen ? — By salesmen into whose 
hands they come. 

What price did they bear last 
year? — 1 think the partridges* 
eggs sold at from 2s. to 3a. a dozen. 

Do you know what use they are 
made of 1 — ^They "Ure purchased by . 
persons under the idea of setting 
them : they are generally bought 
by the fanciers. 

How much a dozen are the phea- 
sants* eggs sold at ? — About Ss. a 
<lozen ; from 6s. to 8s. 

There are of course many other 
salesmen in Leadenhall Market in 
the same way as yourself } — Many 
others ;> all the salesmen in the 
market : there are some to a much 
greater extent than myself in this 
peculiar line. 

Can you carry on your trade 
without making this supply to 
your customers >— rNot while others 
make the supply. 

Is the demand for game as regular 
as that for poultry ?— Yes, as regular. 

And the market as well sup- 
plied } — We find no want of It 

You are aware there was an Act 
paased two or three years ago, 
which prohibited the / buying of 
game > — I recollect it. 

Did that ^lake any abatement in 
yonr demands >-^Not the smallest, 
that I am aware of. 

la the supply of the market for 
game fully equal to the demand ?— 
JBeyond the demand. 

Are you aware of game coming 
to London from Scotland } — Yes. 

Of what kind?— Of moor game 5 
and likewise occasionally of par- 
tridges. I never knew pheasants 
to come from thence. 

Nor hares? — ^No, nor hares } 
occasionally a hare or two ; but it

is very rare, for this plain reason, 
the carriage would be so high it 
would not answer. 

How is it in regard to Northum- 
berland, and the eounties adjoining 
Scotland; do yon receive eame 
from them ? — I have received Irom 
the neighbourhood of Carlisle. 

What is the most distant point 
with which you have regular con- 
nection in receiving poultry with 
game?— -I have never received any 
poultry with game beyond the 
county of Norfolk, that I recollect. 

What is yonr opinion of the mode 
of killing game, where it was in 
such a state that yon could not 
dispose of it ; was it because it 
was very mqch shot, or what do 
you suppose may have been the 
manner in which the destruction 
of it took place ?— With respect to 
hares, it is from the very mangled 
state from dogs or sticks : it has 
come so very much bruised and 
spoiled, that it has been obliged to 
be thrown away. With regard to 
pheasants, I believe they are rarely 
thrown away: they do not come 
in those immense quantities that 
partridges and hares do. 

Are they generally shot, or 
yrired? — I believe we have as many 
that are shot, as that are not shot. 

Do you think the poachers are 
obliged to keep game by them a 
certain time, to find an opportunity 
of sending it -, or do they send it 
off as fast as they procure it ? — I 
cannot speak from my own know- 
ledge, but I should conceive that 
the poacher has a depot where he 
leaves the game, and where the 
higgler calls for it. . 

If the sale of game was legal- 
ized, and you could procure a sup- 
ply through respectable and l^iti- 
mat^ channels, could the present 
supply of game be got out of the 
market?— I do not oonc^ve we 
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ahonld have a greater qBantity sent 
up than now comes to market. 

Is it the general wish of Hie trade 
4iiat there shonid be some regala- 
tion for the sale of game ?-^ have 
DO donbt that it is the general wish 
at present, certainly, of the trade, 
feeling, as others of the trade feel, 
a kind of reluctance and disinclina- 
tion to trade in the article ; but 
they are all, of course, compelled, 
from their connexions, if they 
cannot get game from one person, 
they can from another. A few 
years back, our trade did come to 
a resolotion not to deal in the arti- 
cle at all : they bonnd themselves 
in some measure not to deal in it. 
It unfortunately happened, that 
some few individuals of the trade 
would not come into it : those who 
'did, professed to prosecute those 
^ho continued to sell, but that 
threw it out of the general channel. 
A parcel of Jews and porters had 
the game trade thrown into their 
hands : they supplied the taverns 
and other places, and fonnd no 
difficulty in getting fully supplied -, 
attd some few individuals of the 
trade, ^hp were averse to coming 
in, derived the benefit of it. 

Were there any prosecutions in- 
etitnted after those resolutions ?— 
Not any. 

Do yoQ think that^he increa^d 
quantity of game which might come 
to town would decrease f he price 
•of poultry?— 'I shonid think not. 

Has there been any increase in 

the price of gartie, within the last 

three or four years? — I think there 

'has been rather a decrease in price. 

Mr. C. D. CPouietrer) cailed in 
and examined, > 

Are you in -^ -habit of supply- 
ing your customers with game ?*^ 
Constantly. 

Have you any difficahy m beiiog 



supplied wilh any qoaiytity of 
game? — Not the least: I wonld 
engage to supply the whole Hooee 
of Commons twice a week for the 
whole season, without tlie least 
difficulty or fear. 

Yon do not get the game from 

the person who takes it originally? 

— ^No, certainly not 5 periiaps there 

' arc two, if not three, between us 

and the person who steals it. 

Is it the common habit of poul- 
terers in London to deal in game? 
—Oh, certainly. 

Do you know of any poulterer 
that refuses to deal in game ? — ^No, 
I never heard of any such Idling in 
my life. 

Are vou aware of a late Act oi 
Parliament making it penal to boy 
game ? — Yes. 

In consequence of that Act^ 
Parliament, did you find any greater 
difficulty in getting rid of the game 
sent to you ?*— Not at all ; London 
is so Well supplied with game, I 
should think one-third that comes 
into London is not consumed. 

Do you know, of your own 
-knowledge, any gentlemen, who 
are proprietors of land, or lords of 
manors, who actually send op 
game to this town to be sold ?— 
Yes, i deal with them. 

Both in England and 19cotland ? 
—Yes. 

You stated that one-third of the , 
'game 'that comes to London is not 
consumed -, what means have yon 
of ascertaining that? — ^Becatfse I 
have seen it remaining when it "has 
become in a state of putrefaction. 
-I once saw> in a salfesman's pos- 
session, 2000 partridfi;es, and they 
•were never consumed. I know, by 
inyown observation, that they were 
never consumed : they werethrown 
into the Thames. 

Y-ou mentioned, that yoo snp- 
posie, bet^veen your raceiviag l£fe 
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iMrd^ aii<) the 1^9011 wbo t9#k it, 
there ere two iatermediate ehab« 
nels ; cen you give, eey idee wliet 
tbese chanoele are? thebiggter, oi 
coarse^ is ooe? There are pet- 
soas who coUeet the gume in Nor- 
folk partioolarly : I knew it from 
my own knowledge, where the 
game is collected by persons resi- 
dent tbere> who take the whole 
safely of the county, and then 
send it to London, to any person 
they enter into a contract or agree- 
ment with. 

What sort of personn are those 
county receivers ?— ^hey are prin» 
dpally pablicans. 

Do yon not suppose that the de- 
mand for game, supposing the sale 
to be- legalised, will be infinitely 
greater than it is at present? — I 
am decidedly of opinion it will be 



What are your feasons for that 
opinion } — Because it would not be 
necessary to supply the market in^ 
1^ mysterious way in which it is 
now: the game would be fairly 
brought to market, and fairly 
exposed, smd no man would buy a 
head of game more than he re- 
qoires, any more than of poultry. 

Why do they do it now ? — Be*- 
taase if yon enter into contract 
widi a man, you are bound to take 
all that he may steal. 

If the market were open, you 
would in that case make no con- 
tract ? — ^No, certainly not. 

What is the usoal mode of con- 
veyance of the game to London?— 
By the coaches : a great part of 
the game sent up to London is 
stolen by the gentlemen's own 
keepers : they drop it by the side 
of the road, and the gi^rds and 
the persons coneerned in the 
coaches, who are in league with 
them, take it up in theif way to 
Loudon, pet tioubrly where a gen^ 



tleeiaWs park runs close to the 
main road. 

You have stated that yon receive 
some portion of your supply of 
game from gentlemen themselves; 
what proportion does that bear to 
your total sapply?— About one- 
third, I think. 

Does the supply of gentlemen*s 
game come up more regularly and 
evenly than the other ? — ^No ; nor 
is it ever sent so well, nor in so, 
perfect a state, as that which is 
stolen : there does not^ appear to 
have been the pains taken with it. 

Do the gentlemen who send you 
up game, send it up by contract? 
— ^Tbey generally take it out in 
poultry : they send up their game 
a certain quantity a year, and it is 
squared by taking out so much 
poultry. 

Has it been somelinies sent to the 
fishmoDgers? — I do not mean to 
say that that is not the case, but I 
never heard of its being done by 
themw 

Supposing the sale to be made 
legal, and that yon were to take 
out a licence, do you think that tl^ 
poacher could undersell the regular 
dealer? — ^No: my feeling is, that 
the poacher w#uld be removed. 

Would it he the interest of the 
regular dealer to put the other 
down? — Certainly it would. 

The poachers losing their marr 
ket with the respectable dealers^ 
would they not be at a difficulty to 
dispose of their game, and would 
they not find agents in London to 
sell their game at a lower price ?— 
That mi^t happen for the first 
year, but the poulterers would take 
care to stop them* 

The poulterers are perfectly well 
aware that they are committing a 
breach of the kw at present $ do 
you suppose that 'those persons, 
respectable as they are, n^o are 
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now committing a breach of the 
law, would not equally commit that 
breach if the law were altered } — 
No, certainly not : it is so con- 
nected with their business altoge- 
ther, that they cannot help it. 

Could yoo carry on your business 
as a poulterer, if you refused to 
supply game ? — By no means ; be- 
cause some of the first people in 
the land require it of me. 

Do you think if the selling of 
game was licensed, that the tarern- 
keepers would continue to purchase 
of the persons of whom they do 
now purchase ? — ^No, I think they 
would not. 

How do you get your wood- 
cocks } — They arc collected by the 
higglers, and sent up to London. 

Mr. E, F, (Peuhtrer) called in 
find esammed. 

Are you in the habit of selliug 
game to your customers? — Cer- 
tainly. 

When yon go to Leadenhall 
Market, do you purchase from the 
salesmen, or from the lower de- 
scription of persons hawking it 
about the Market) — From sales- 
men invariably. 

Do you know how they receive 
that game ? — I think it mostly 
comes by the different coaches : I 
think there are a thousand coaches 
in the course of the day and night 
come into London, and nearly all 
go into the city ; and I believe all 
coachmen and guards, more or 
less; deal in game. 

Do they bring it to the sales* 
men ? — Yes 5 and^all porters and 
men connected with the inns inva- 
riably deal in game. 

Supposing yon were permitted 
to sell game' under licences, and 
were subject to heavy penalties 
for purchasing of persons not qua- 
lified to 9ell it;, do yon think you 



could find any advantage in bnying- 
of persons not permitted by law to 
sell >-^ertainly not 3 a great many^ 

fmtlemen are willing to sell game; 
have had it from gentlemen. 

And you think you could be sup- 
plied further than you are in that 
way> — ^Tenfold beyond what we 
want; 

Yon do not think a person in 
your trade could find any advan- 
tage from buying it illegally, if a 
legal mode of obtaining it was 
found out? — Most certainly not. 

Would any larger profit accrne 
to you from buying it illegally, 
than would accrue from buying it 
legally? — No, not by any means 5 
and I would pledge my existence 
to do the thing honourably: and 
as it is, I have no advantage in 
buying of those men now ; bnt if 
it were allowed to be sold, I am 
positively certain all the respecta- 
ble part of the trade would pledge 
themselves not to buy of any per- 
sons but those authorized to seli 
to ns. 

Conld they be Yindersold in the 
market, by less respectable people? 
•^In regard to that, it is a thing 
that will take some little time ta 
(hid its level. Mankind have cer- 
tain faults : all those faults will 
not be left off at once. Men who 
have been in the habit of poachyig, 
an4 of getting a little douceur by 
bringing game to London, will not 
be checked nntil they have been 
made to feel the effect of the law. 
It is very likely game may find its 
way to London for a certain time, 
but when they find that they can- 
not procure a respectable market, 
and they are under an alarm about 
bringing U to London, I believe 
that the game will rest quietly, 
and that poaching will be doneaway. 

Yon think that the gentlemen 
would nndersell the poachers?— 
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We woDld pledge oorselres to -bay 
only of them; tbey can . undersell 
the poachers if tbey plea^A. 

Was not there a resolution- of 
t|ie poulterers not to sell game? 
-^I was secretary to that com- 
mittee. 

What was the consequence of 
that resolution ?->— A great deal of 
ill blood in the trade : one gentle- 
man who just lef^the room^ did 
not come into my ideas. I never 
had a head of ^ame in my house;, 
all my neighbours sold it; and as 
we had people on the watch, who 
were ready to watch it into the 
houses, it came to this, we were 
prepared to bring our actions 
against certain individuals, after 
sitting, perhaps, from three to four 
months, every week, which we did 
at the Crown and Anchor, in the 
Strand ; but we did not proceed 
with our actions, to prevent ill 
blood in the trade. We regularly 
met, and, as we conceived at the 
time, formed a committee of the 
most respectable of > the trade : I 
was secretary of that committee. 
The game was sold in the City, in 
the vicinity of the Royal Exchange, 
cheaper than ever was known, be- 
caose the people at our end of the 
town were afraid : I, as a point of 
honour, never had it in my house : 
I never had a head x)f game in my 
house that season. What was the 
consequence ? J lost my trade, and 
gave offence to gentlemen. A no- 
bleman's steward, or butler, or cook,

mine." Of this genns was the late 
Walter Stubbs^ Bsq. of Beckbury, 
in the county of Salop, but for 
many years resident at Stratford- 
on-Avon, in Warwickshire, where, 
as a man, he enjoyed the esteem of 
his friends, and^ as a sportsman, 
was much in the confidence of Mr. 
Corbet. 

It has been very justly remarked, 
that whatever we enter into, whe- 
ther it be pleasure or business, we 
should enter into it with spirit; 
and thus it was with Mr. Stubbs : 
for if ever a man could be said to 
be enthnsiastically devoted to fox- 
hunting, it was he. Indeed, it has 
been facetiously hinted, in a poem^ 
1o whidi I have before alluded, 
that hunting six days in the week 
was not sufficient for this insatia- 
ble - Nimrod, but that once in his 
life he cried <' who-hoop* on a 
Sunday. Agreeable to the Italian 
proverb, " 5^ non 4 vero i heri 
irovato" — ^If it is not true, it is a 
very good story, and you shall have 
it aa related to me. 

It appears that Mr. Stubbs, 
when resident at - his house in 
Shropshire, which was ' very near 
4o the church, had a fox in his 
keeping, which he intendied turning 
out before his hounds on a Monday 
morning. On the Sunday preced- 
ing, having lain in his bed, resting 
from the fatigues of the week, till 
the good people had assembled at 
their prayers^ his servant came to 



inform hkn that his fox had escaped* 
*' Has he," by Jove !" said Mn 
Stubbs. '' Saddle the bay horse 
in an kistant, and I will be after 
him.'* So jumping out of bed, and 
forgetting the day of the week, he 
soon unkennelled the pack^ and 
laid them on the scent of the fox. 
Pnggy having lingered about the 
buildipgs which were close to the 
church, the hounds remained giv- 
ing their tongues for some minntes, 
in seeming opposition to the par- 
son in his pulpit ; and it is said 
that each cried " Amen," at the 
end of a twenty minutes* burst- 
Mr. Stubbs having killed his fox, 
as the parson concluded his ser- 
mon. 

It was said of a philosopher 
that he could so abstract his mind, 
as not to know that his dentist was 
extracting a tooth ; and it is just 
as possible that a man m^;ht lie 
awake in his bed, and not hear the 
bells ring for church on a Sunday. 

Innumerable are the ludicrous 
anecdotes in existence of this ve- 
teran sportsman, and truly singular 
character ; one of which, as he wa^ 
used to relate it himself, I shall ven- 
ture to mention here. He had a pe- 
culiar practice of keeping one eye^ 
shut, but which, on any occasion of 
surprise or alarm, as invariably 
opened. Having made a bet in the 
ring at Newmarket, and lost it, he , 
was suddenly accosted by the win- 
ner, and asked for the money, which 
had the usual effect on the optic. 
On the Oreek looking into 1ms face, 
and observing his perfect visioitf, 
he apologized for his mistake, and 
rode away, observing, that *' the 
gentlemen he had betted with was 
a one-eyed one."

ver appeared too long for him; 
for he would always recommeDd 
drawing for a fresh fox, when it 
,was far a3vaoced--freqoently re* 
mihdiDg bis brother-sportsmen that 
there was a moon which woulA 
serve to kill him by. 
^ At the festive board, Mr. Stnbbs 
was little more than a spectator, 
being remarkable for the tempe- 
rance of his habits 3 but his con- 
versation was highly amusing. He 
abounded in anecdote, was a great 
observer of mankind, and his re- 
marks upon the follies and indis- 
cretions of those twenty years 
younger than himself, were irresis- 
tibly divertingi though often point- 
ed and . sarcastic. On bearing it 
remacked one day, that t^ friend of 
his who had no mean opinion of 
himself, dissented from the rest of 
the party on some point in ques- 
tion, he observed, " Mr. — — does 
not think so, does he? Then, 
Sir, an angel from Heaven would 
not convince him, so ifou may save 
yourself the trouble.'* 
' i trust I shall give no ofifence to 
the descendants or relations of this 
worthy man (for he is gone' whither 
we all must go), by the few harm- 
less anecdotes which I have ven- 
tured to relate of him. I never dip 
my pen in gall ; but were I dis- 
posed to violate the good old max- 
im of not speaking evil of the dead, 
I could not do it here, for Mr. 
Stubbs was a very honourable 
man ; and what, in my opinion, en- 
titled him to nOfSmall respect — he 
was a warm fri^H to foJ.ku,Uing, 
and an enemy to no man ! 
• Mr. Corbet had also a very pecu- 
liar way of crossing a country, and, 
as far as related to fences, much re- 
sembled Mr. Stubbs. Although he 
would not leap, he would gallop as 
fast as any body, and shewed no 
sinall' share of nerve^ as well as 



hand, in going the splitting pace he 
did, along stony and sloughy lanca 
—a service of more danger, in my 
opinion, than riding strai^^t over 
the fences 3 and he got several awk^ 
ward falls. He, however, kacw 
every gate, gap, and lane in llie 
country, and it was astonishing 
how well he got to honnds, with- 
out ever going, over a fence 3 hot 
from the numerous angles he some- 
times described, in going *' the 
grand tour,** it required excellent 
horses to carry him, of many of 
which he made terrible examples. 
He disdained having a pad-boy to 
help him ; but from the respect in 
which he was held, every one was 
anxious to afford him assistance. 
He had, indeed, a laughable way 
of helping hmeeifto it (if I may 
be allowed the expression), in the 
following manner : On coming to a 
fence he did not like the look of, 
and seeing any one he knew going 
at it, he would exclaim, " Thank 
ye. Sir, I am very much obliged to 
you; youlljust catch my horse!*' 
This just catching his horse, just lost 
his friend the run, if it were a good 
one 3 ^ttt few could refuse the 
boon, ^hen asked for by him. The 
last thi^ that Mr. Corbet could 
have been accused of, was being 
selfish in the held— for no man- was 
ever more anxious ,tp shew sport 
to his friends, even if he could not 
enjoy it himself 3 and when his 
hounds were well settled to their 
fox, and things looked well, he 
would cry out^ " Now, gentlemen, 
ride, and catch *em if you can:*' > 
Having mentioned two of the 
princi^pal characters in this once 
celebrated hunt that could not ride, 
your readers will think it time I 
should' speak of those who could. 

. Whatever may be the art we at« 
tempt, our merit in exceHing in It 
is proportionate to thedificulties 
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we may have to tQntend wUhy as 
he who might make a good ariith* 
meticiaD^ might out a very bad 
fignre in flttxioDft. In lidiog at a, 
rapid paoe^over a deep and strongly- 
eoclosed codntry^ ioeigkt must be 
allowed. to be tbe greatest obstacle 
that presents itself 3 therefore be 
who outstrips his competitors, with 
such fearful odds against him, is 
most entitled to the pri;se. I shall 
therefore first introduce the name 
of Mr. Robert Canning — a , name 
80 well known in the sportii^ 
world, that no further introduction 
i« necessary. 

It was said of Caligula, that 
he was sent by Heaven to shew 
what mischief the worst man in 
the world, with the greatest means, 
eoald accomplish — an awkward 
experiment, we must allow. It 
was said of the late Duke of 
Bedford, that he wa9 sent by 
Heaven to. exhibit a contrasted 
lesson to mankind, and to prove 
what good could be done by a man 
well disposed, to do it, when for- 
tone had placed the means in his 
hands. Of Mr. Robert Canning 
it may be asserted, that among 
Other excellent qualifications, he 
was sent amongst ua .to shew what 
that fine animal the horse can do. 
When we reflect for a moment on 
the snbjectr-when we think that a 
man, measuring sw feet four inches 
ta height, ana weighing , with his 
saddle, seventeen stone — that such 
a man, for so many years of his 
life, should have performed such 
wonders in the field, we almost 
feel inclined to believe that he 
must haver had the assistance of 
some preternatural power. The 
power, however, which he has 
availed himself of, was derived 
from the rare faculties he pos- 
sesses-— faculties seldom united in 
one man: viz. — a quick eye* a 



dear head, a 6ne hand, extreme* 
coolness, and undaunted resolution < 
That a man of his height and weight 
should have, what is called, a nea^ 
seat on his horse, is not to be ex- 
pected ; . but Mr. Canning looks t^ 
advantage when mounted. The 
evenness of his hand is ibuch in his, 
favour : himself and his horse aK 
ways appear upon the best terms, 
with each other -, although it must^ 
be admitted he has sometimes de- 
manded more than ordinary «sacrir 
fices from them. 

I think I can venture to assert, 
that no man that ever yet .was 
born, could have beaten Mr. Cai|(i 
ning oyer Warwickshire, for a 
whole, season, during the tune he\ 
may,b§;.sa]d to have been in hl(| 
prime. All surmountable obstacles 
he was more than a match for 3 and, 
from his geographical knowledge of 
the country, he always knew how 
to avoid those which were not so. 
He frequently made his appearance 
in Leicestershire, where he was al- 
ways seen in the front rank. 

Were [ to enumerate a tenth part 
of the gallant feats of this celebrate4 
rider, I should far exceed the limits 
of the Sporting Magazine ; but as 
he may be justly called a pheno- 
menon in the sporting world, I can- 
not dismiss him yet ; and to prove 
how his fame, as a rider, had ex- 
tended to distant parts, I must re- 
late the following anecdote :-^An 
honourable and reverend 'gentle- 
man-*-a very old Meltonian, and .a 
very good judge— -came one year 
into Warwickshire, as he was hea^rd 
to declare, for two distinct s pur- 
poses : one to see Mr. Corbet's 
hounds, and the other to see Mr.

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BATTUE FOR; THE CHAKPIONSBIP. 

'pHfi battle betwten Spring and 
• Neatev for two hundred guineas 
a-tide> wbich excited so much in- 
terest throughout the country^ took 
place en Andover fair ground, near 
the Queen Charlotte Inn^ on Tues- 
day. May 20, 1823, in the presence 
of a concourse of nearly twenty 
tiiousand persons, many of whom 
eame from the metropolis, and 
from towns and places still more 
distant. < Until two or three days 
previous to the battle, a report 
was circulated, and generally be- 
lieved, that it would take place 
near Hungerford, where Neate 
vanquished Hickman, in the me- 
morable battle of the 11th of De- 
cember, 1821 5 and thi^ report ob- 
tained the more credence, because 
the magistrates of that district had 
not then interposed their authority 
to prevent the contest. They did 
so ultimately, however, and it was 

ried that the battle should take 
e at IVeyhill. With this in- 
tention. Spring slept at the White 
Hart Inn, in Andover, on Monday 
night, and^Neate moved on the 
same afternoon from Marlborough 
.to the Old Pear Tree Inn, in Ap- 
pleshaw, where he reposed for the 
night. It was intended by the 
managers of this pugilistic drama, 
iu the event of its exhibition being 
prevented at Weyhill, to remove to 
Ludgersball, in the adjoining coun- 
ty of Wilts; but it was understood 
that the magistrates of Hants had 
not only adopted means to prevent 
the battle at Weyhill, but had also 
communicated on the subject with 
the neighbouring magistrates of 
Wilts, in order to prevent its tak- 
ing place in that county. Thus 
oTOtrncted, several gentlemen who 
wtere much interest^ in the battle.

gBrmissioa froin G<^rge Barnes, 
sq. bailiff of Andover, that the 
contest might take ^ place ? in the 
ground above-mentioned, whidi 
was within his official jurisdiction. 
The request was acced^ to. 

A hill at th; back of the field 
formed an amphitheatre, and 
amongst the pe^le were numerous 
well-dressed females. So many 
sweiUwere never before seen round 
the ring, which, und^rthesUperin- 
tBndance of Mr. Jackson, wasexcel- 
lent. At one o*clock, Neate, arm-in- 
ai*m with his backer,' Squire H. and 
Belcher, followed by Harmer, threw 
up his hat in the ring, amidst thun- 
ders of applause. Aboutten minutes 
afterwards. Spring, with his backer, 
Mr. S. and Painter, appeared, 
Cribb waiting for them. Spring 
very coolly walked up to the ropes,/ 
and dropped his beaver within 
them. He then shook bauds with 
Neate, saying, " I hope you are 
well ? " — " I am very well, thank 
you : I hope you are,*' was the 
reply. Spring was rather the fa- 
vourite for choice on the ground,* 
and rather the best in condition. 
The colours, an orange yellow for 
Neate, were tied to the stakes by 
Belcher 3 the blue, for Spring, was 
placed over them by Tom Cribb. 

Every individual had an unin- 
terrupted view of the fight, and not 
the Slightest disorder occurred. 

Round 1 . Every thing being ar« 
ranged, the office was given for 
peeling, and the aspirins ambition 
of Spring to obtain the Champion- 
ship was about to be put to the 
test The hands had also been 
crossed and shaken together, in* 
token that no animosity existed be- 
tween the parties. Spring was as 
fine as a star, and his condition 
could. not have been better. He 
weighed 13st. 3lb. The person 
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of Nente was eqaalty an object of 
admiration. indeed, two finer 
yoong men could not have been 
opposed to each other, or a more 
eqoal match made. Neate had 
alightly the advantage in w^ht. 
Spring, cool, collected, firm, and 
confident, appeared at the scratch 
to meet his formidable opponent/ 
who had obtained so mach noto- 
riety *by his conquest over the late 
terrific Gas-light man. Neate, 
equally confident — ^nay more, if his 
countenance bespoke his mind-r 
shewed at the mark ready to dis- 
miss his adversary by one hit for 
the temerity he bad thus shewn. 
A long pause of two minutes oc- 
curred in looking at each other-— 
dodging . about for two minutes 
. longer. Spring let fly with his left 
•hand, but no mischief was done. 
Neate missed the body of his oppo- 
nent with his right hand. Another 
long pause.. Neate aimed a tremen- 
dous blow< with his right hand, 
which Spring stopped in great style. 
(Applause from all parts of the 
rmg.) A pause. Neate again at- 
tempted his favourite slaughtering 
hit, which Spring parried, smiling 
and nodding at his opponent. 
(L&ud shouts of opprohatMn from 
•the ^lectators.) . Spring put down 
hIs'. hands, bat Neate did not avail 
himself of this chance. Spfing im- 
mediately made himself up ..in fine 
attitudes for administering punish^ 
ment, and endeavoured to plant a 
hit with his right hand, which 
Neate stopped in the most scien- 
tific manner. (The Bristoltans 
shouting in turn, ** Bravo Neate T 
and applause from, all parts of the 
'ling,) Neate missed the body of 
Spring with his left hand. Spring 
now went.t04i;or^ .* some blows were 
exchanged, but Spring's hits were 
so severe on his opponent's nob, 
that he turned round. (*' fFhat 



do ^ou- t^k of that * ere for light 
hitting P'* a Cockney cove observe^- 
to a Bristol man who sat close to 
hini.) They followed each other 
over the ring, when Sprinff,in re- 
treating from some well-tneant 
heavy bldws, got into a corner dose 
against the stake, feeling with his 
heel whereabouts he was situated 
— ('* Noufs the time r says Tom 
Belcher)— -but the defensive posi- 
tion of Spring was so excellent, 
that he was not to be got at with^^ 
out great danger to Neate y which 
the latter perceiving, he did not go 
near enough to do any thing like 
terrific execution. Spring fought 
his way out a la Randall : a close 
ensued, when Neate had nearly got 
Spring off his legs j but in Strugs 
gling for the throw, Spring, with 
the utmost dexterity, turned Neate 
over in his arms, sent him on the 
ground, falling upon him. Between 
nine and ten minuted had elapsed. 
Seven to 4 for Herefordshire.

Neate 
received a severe hit on his head, 
and he fell down on his knees. 
The shoate for joy from the parti- 
sans of Spring, and the roars of 
approbation from the spectators in 
geaerftl, beggared description. 

8th and last. — ^Neate endea- 
voured to plant a heavy blow on 
the body of Spring, but the latter 
jvmped away as Tight as a cork. 
A pause. Spring was satisfied he 
had won t^e battle, and therefore 
determined not to eive his oppo- 
nent the slighest diance towards 
o|[>taining victory. Spring put in 
a hit on Neate*8 face, and when 
the latter returned he again got 
nway.: In an exchange of blows, 
Neate was hit down. When time 
was called, Neate got up and shook 
hands with Spring, and said his 
arm was. broken, and he could not 
fight any more. ^ The battle was at 
aa end in 37 minutes. 

From the little punishment that 
Neate had apparently received, no

idea of hl9 resigning the doniest so 
soon was entertained. No one 
knew how to account for whatfae 
saw^ and a suspicion of bribety 
immediately occurred to the minds 
of his backers. It was soon, how- 
ever, announced by Mr. Jadcson 
that Neate's arm was broken^ and 
it was 4aid that some surgeons had 
declared there was a fractar^. 
This announcement appeased, in 
some measure, the gathering tu- 
mult ; but many hundreds of the 
spectators would give no credit to 
the story^. Thus terminated a 
fight upon which so much expet;- 
tation had been formed. ' . 

Rem ABKS .--The amatenrs, . ga- 
nerally, pronounced the above cok* 
test a bad^ battle. To witness two 
big ones opposed to each other for 
upwards of half an hour, and no 
mischief done, after riding nearly 
seventy miles, was not likely to 
give satisfaction to the admirers of 
downright milling. But the for- 
rent of opinion^ was so strodg in 
favour of Neate, both in Bristol 
anid London, on account of his. 
tremendous hitting, as to carnr - 
away like a flood all kind of cat" 
eulation on the subject. Spring 
w^s to have been emashed, as 
Neate did the* Gas. But he had a 
man of his own size and weight 
opposed to him. He likewise 
found out he had a boxer of snpe^ 
nor talent to himself pitted against 
him ; for his blows were stopped^ 
and all efforts to break through the 
guard of his antagonist were of no 
avail. He was ''out-generalledi? 
and the fine fighting of Spring 
'Maughed to scorn'* aU the talked^* 
of tremendous Ktting of his oppo^- 
nentr In tmfli, Neate could not 
plant a di%le effective. hit. . In 
the fourth rpiind, Neate asserts his 
arm rieeinved aaerious injiiry, antf

fore it ocearred. Spring celled on 
Neate after the battle, whom be 
foond in bed> and bis arm pot to 
riffbts by a sargeon* The latter 
aud, ** 1 am not beaten, bat I lost 
Ibe battle by the accident.** Spring 
▼ery generously made Neate a pre- 
sent of ten pounds. 

After the above contest, a fight 
-iityr a pnrse of ten guineas took 
fdaoe between a noted gamester of 
'North Wilts, named Pope, and a 
iBristol pogiiist named Parsons. 
This was decided in three short 
rounds, in favour of Pope, whose 
-adversary stood so ehaooe with 
-bim. 



The sums betted in London and 
the country, on the battle between 
Spring and Neate, were immense i 
end never perhaps was expectation 
raised to a higher pitch in the 
aportiog world, than on this event. 
The following letter from a corre- 
spondent, describing the fight, will 
not be nninterestiog to our nume- 
rous readers :-—

Great anxiety was displayed, ai 
(he hoar of one approached* and 
which was oaly occasionally inter- 
ffvpted, by Messrs. Scroggias, Josh 
Hadsoa, Carter, and Co. clearinfl;

were rather nacereinoDioasly ap- 
plied to the heads and faces of 
those who nnfortanately stopped 
Ihe way. At length, a barouche 
Sod foar was seen ooming into the 
Md, and, from the waving of the 
yellow handkerchief of an aoiateor 
who was on the box, was well ni^ 
dtrstood to contua one of the he- 
roes of the day. It proved to be 
Neate, accompanied by Tom Bel- 
cher« Harry Harmer ( wiio seconded 
^im), and his badeer. On alighting 
inom the carriage, be Walked up to 
ihe stakes, aad threw bis hat into 
the ring. He then shook hands 
with some gentlemen unknown to 
mt, and walked arm-ia-arm with 
Jiis hacker, ooolly surveying tlie 
iMwd. In about ten minutes af- 
Isr, Spring arrived, and walked 
with a gracaful air to the ring, into 
li^faieh he also threw his hat; He 
wu <lressed in a kA^tk coat and 
WMstceat, aad his appearnnce Hfvaa 
attsgalher prepossessiag. Oaett- 
teriag the rofpee, Ihe man smrvq^ 



aacb other aa th^r passed* bnt i^ 
was not *' the look of love.** Be^ 
Care setting-to, however, as is 
usual, they shopk hands, to proves 
in case of accident, that no malice 
prepense existed between them. 
When . stripped for action, there 
appeared bot little difference i^ 
their condition, bat.it seems to be 
the general opinion, that it was ra^ 
ther in favour of Spring. 

On setting'to, a dead silence 
prevailed/ and not a blow waf 
struck, or attempted, for>tbe space 
of five minutes. The attitudes of 
the men were remarkably finer- 
displaying the human form to the 
highest possible advantage. That . 
of Spring was deserving of being 
handed down to posterity by the 
sculptor ^ and, indeed, at one time, 
anch was the firmness of his poBi« 
tion, he looked more like a statue 
than a man. To use/ a technical 
terin, he is supposed to be partiour 
larly *' good on his feet,** and no 
man in England can throw him. 
To this mast be attributed Ua 
seeming to.court Neate to a dosei, 
by retreating to the ropes, where 
he always got the best in the faU< 

Better judges than myself soon 
saw that Neate was no malich for 
Spring, and out of eight rounds 
^e only once had an advantl^. 
The manly appearance of the lat- 
ter, the unshaken firmness of his 
guard, and thesdenoe hedisplayed. 
were enough to 4aunt and confovmd 
a better man than Neate. Despair 
was evident in Ins oonnteaance af- 
ter the second round, and each aao- 
ceeding one diounished fd^ bopaa 
of his backers. 

It is not ay wish to hort the 
feeUngs of any mta, tberefi>Feahall 
4M(t repeat Abe observations Ihaft 
wtre. made, on the fallen heso. 
That be iined to win, no one can 
•deubt^ from the desperate blows 
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be alinad at " the fi^ind;* whicb 
Spring was fortunate enoagb to 
stop. All that can be said of him 
in this battle is^ that he was no 
match for bis man j and altogether 
it was the tamest fight I ever wit- 
nessed. The Bristolulns were dumb 
from the first, and so well bebayed> 
that it might have been almost 
doubted whether they were there; 
No " roar of roars/* and only once 
was the name of Neate to be heard 
from their lips. The batchers soon 
saw all " the fat was in the fire/* 
and, as it Was not tlaughtmng'doff 
with them In Hampshire, they had 
nothing to do bat to pay their mo* 
liey and return to Bristol. 

I saw Neate as soon as he was 

gnt into a carriage on the ground. 
[e was accompanied by a medical 
gentleman, who declared his arm 
was broken. This, howerer, not 
being satisfactory to his backers, a 
surgeon of their own examined him, 
and immediately confirmed the re* 
port. I had not a shilling on 
the battle, but I confess 1 felt 
sorry for Neate. His countenance 
bespoke the agony he was in, and 
no dmibt he experienced much 
mental as well as bodily pain. As 
a first*rate fighter, however, his 
star has set to rise no more 5 for, 
independent of any other consi- 
deration (and he certainly did not 
realise the hopes of his friends, or 
give satisfaction to the ring), no 
one would back him again, as this 
is the second time his arm has 
given way, having broken it onee 
before in training. The Honour- 
able Berkeley Craven not being 
able to attend, the watch was held 
by Major Hare, whose Waterloo 
lanrels hang thick upon his brow. 
We were aU happy to see that ho- 
nest fellow Tom Cribb on the 
ground, where he was waiting the 
arrival of his favourite hero. He 



looked very well, thoofli ^ita oM 
of fighting shape. In Iim qottos 
jacket, he wanted oothiDe but m 
clean white apron and a kniCe in 
it^ to convert him into a nobleman's 
000k J where, as a friend of min^ 
observed^ he wonld excel in the 
basting part of his profession. 

A minor fight took place for a 
purse of 501. collected on the 
ground, between two as gallant feU 
lows as ever peeled in the ring, 
tbongh quite devoid of science. 
One of them was a Bri4tolian, an4 
the other a Wiltshire blacksmith^ 
named Morris Pope, who had sent ' 
one man to '* kingdom come,*' and 
who was in .a fair way to have sent 
another. There was no sparring 
t>r attitude displayed, but they let 
fly at each other, hke two Ckmkkre 
, piies in a cock-pit, and the son c€ 
Vulcan seemed to convert his right 
hand into a sledge hammer, and his 
opponent's head into an anvil ; for 
at the end of the fifth round he 
l)eat him to a stand-still— -the blood 
gushing out of his left ear-^and, 
as a wag. observed, t^ would be m 
month before he would be Jit to 60 
shaved. The meagre condition of 
these men formed a striking con* 
trast to the blooming appearance 
of the others. 

I did not hear of any sufferers 
by the light-fingered gentry. I was 
asked " what o'clock** it was, by 
one among the crowd, which being 
observed by a friend, he cautioned 
me against shewing my watch, as 
it was a temptation not to be re- 
sisted at a fight ; and it appears 
that on one occasion they actually 
stole the time-keeper out of Mr. 
B^keley Craven's hand. 

Thus ended the sports of this 
long-looked-for day. On my return 
home, some reflections came across 
ray mind on the scenes I had wit« 
nessed, and I asked myself the fol* 
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lowing qo^ttion : Is a speHade ^f 
this nature injorious to the morals 
and the peace of society ; or is it 

rx)dnctive of the contrary effect? 
cannot now give it proper coii- 
sijderation^' but,ivithyonr approba* 
tion; It shall be the subject of ano« 
tber letter. — Yoiirs^ &c. A.

DEATH OF MR. ELLIOT. 

An inquisition was taken this 
mouth, before Mr. Stirling, the Mid* 
dlesex. Coroner,, on the body of Tho* 
mas Elliot, Esq. a gentleman of fofi- 
tune, and a great patron of' the prize- 
ring sports, the turf, &c. at the house 
of the decease;}. No. 39, Hunter- 
Btreet, Brunswick-square. — Thomas 
Spencer, - footman to the deceased^ 
stated, that his master went to bed 
between one and two o^clock on 
Wednesday morning. May J, 1823. 
About eight o*clock the* same 
morning, a person called, asked if 
'Mr. Elliot tvas within, and, sans cere- 
monie, followed up stairs into the 
'genlleman*8 bed-room, and he was 
soon followed by another. These 
were a sheriff's officer and his 
assistant. They soon after retired 
below, and Mr. Elliot gare wit- 
ness directions' to procure a pen and 
ink for them togi? e a discharge to a 
writ of 331. In a short time after 
witness heard the report of a pistol ; 
and he found his master had shot 
himself on the left side of the abdo- 
men with a horse-pistol, which, from 
, fEoefssiye charge, had nearly forced 
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the lock oflP.— - J»hn BtanSi surgeonf^ 
stated, that he was ealled in soon 
after eight o'clock in the morning, 
an4 found the deceased dead, bus 
warm, reclining in a chair, with hit 
shirt on only. There was a c(Miii- 
derable wound and laceration on the 
lower part of the stomach, the effect 
of a discharge of shot. The charge 
passed throu^ the heart and the lungS| 
and must ha?e caused instantaneous 
death. The pistol lay three or four 
yards from the body, and there was 
a shot-belt and powder-flask upon (he 
bed. — Mary Western said, she had 
lived a year and a half in the service 
of the deceased. He was subject to 
pains in the head, and did not seem 
to know what he did or said. He 
used leeches upon his temples, and 
medicines agreeable to his own fancy. 
He had been worse since a recent 
shock at the death of his mother, lif- 
ter which he kept his bed-room, and 
said every thing seemed to be goin^ 
round i He had lately been at Brighr 
ton, but got worse. He drank freely, 
and was irritable ; and witness had 
often put razors and other instru- 
ments of destruction out of his way, 
fearing he would kill himself. His 
skull was fractured when a youth.—- 
The executor to the will or the fa- 
ther of the deceased proved that de- 
ceased was not of sane mind: he had 
been covered formerly by a strut 
waistcoat, and had been twice un* 
der the care of a keeper. — ^The Jury 
expressed themselves satisfied, and 
returned a verdict of — Insanity.

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WARWICKSHIRB.

X LTHOUGH Warwickshire is 
a coantry that does not famish 
QS ^ith so nnmerous a list of first- 
rate performers as some others 
may produce, yet it is one in which 
DO man can live with hounds who 
cannot ride, and the horse he is 
mounted upon must be a hunter. 
Independent of the brooks, thc^ 
land/ being rich, produces a strong 
growth of quickset in the fences, 
and in the grazing part of it there 
W much timber to be jumped. 
Being generally flat, the ditchea 
lire' cflft deep, to get a fall for th6 
water ; and it is altogether a field 
uk which a man has room to dis- 
tinguish himself. 

One of the hardest riders which 
Warwickshire- has had t€i boast of; 
is Mr. Edward Gale Morant, who 
resided for many years at Upton 
House, near Edge Hill, one of the 
seats of the Earf of Jersey, and wher^ 
he kept a clever pack of harriers, to 
amuse himself with on the interme- 
diate days. Mr. Morant is an old 
Meltonian, and one of the heroes 
ot the Biilesden Coplow poem. I 
cannot call him a fine horseman, 
hut as a determined rider over a 
country, he has few equals^ and no 
man in Bb||^and would beat him 
for fifteen ^inutes, when hounds 
rsLnveru%^d, or for fifteen hours, 
if his horses could carry him so 
Ipng, as he ()as strength for any 
exertion^ and nerve for any fence. 
*} tt is,** however, " the pace that 
IciUs/'' and this Mr. Morant has. too 
often proved ; for so briskly does 
he pnt^ tljem alpng^ that he never 
iiad biit one hunter that.coqld carry 
tiim. thrpMgh a .run of an' hour. 
*th\s wa|^ a thioic, little,' tiard-DuII- 
iDg cheshut horsft got 5y I^o rre- 



tender, sbe^rinf » great deal of 
good breeding, and such was his 
stoutness, that it was difficult 
sometimes even for Mr. Morant to 
stop him. In the real sense of the 
words, he was no pretender, for he 
would go long after nature said 
'^ enough.*' Mr. Morant, how- 
ever, is of all others the man to 
ride a horse in distress ^ for to- 
wards the end of a run it always 
appeared a matter of perfect in- 
differenee to him whether bis horse 
cleared his fences or tiot, so 
that, by sonie means or other, he 
could get into the next field. Falls 
seemed but a minor consideration: 
. his object was to put his horse at 
the fence, leaving it to chance, or 
fortutte, whether he got safe ov^r 
it or not. When hounds went their 
very best pace, then Mr. Morant 
was in his element; and I certainly 
think him one of the most deter- 
mined and straight-forward riders 
that ever came under my observa- 
tion. Had he been less severe on 
his horse, he would have seen 
more sport ; but the cream of the 
thing was what he wished to ga- 
ther, and, as long as it lasted, . he 
had it in perfection. Mis pleasure; 
however, wafs generally short lived, 
for 'no horse that ever was foaled 
cbutd sustain his pace long. 

If 1 may be allowed to say so, it 
was sometimes diveiting to see 
Mr. Morant in distress; and on 
one occasion, in particular, he af- 
forded considerable amusement to 
a large portion of the field. It was 
in Mr. Corbet's time, and we had had 
a capital run of an hour and ten mi- 
nutes, and killed him. After wor- 
rying our fox, we proceeded home- 
wards, when, turning the corner of 
a , large quickset hedge, we came, 
suddenly, upon Mr. Morant. He 
was mount^ on his famons cbes* 
nut horse^ which I have before 
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nientibn^^ ^^^ waa a terrible ex.-* 
ample of disas|;i^r and defeat'. He 
had lost his hat, a^d his face wa3 
much scratched and bloody. . Poor 
Splogio*8 tongoe (for that was the 
name of the No Pretender) was 
oat Qf his mouUi, his head hung 
dowD^ and he had none of that 
fiery teifiper with which he had 
{eft tots stable in the morning. A1- 
tbbogh made the subject of n^uch 
merrimeDt^ particularly to Mr. 
Corbet, who was present, Mr. 
Morant immediately exclaimed, 
" IJpon my word, a very pretty 
run. Where did you kill him } I 
wish I conld have been with you, 
but I don't know how it is, my lit- 
tle horse did not -like it to-day : 
perhaps I hurried him too much. 
It was a very pretty thing.** The 
ardonr of the rider was too much 
for the powers of his horse, and he 
verifiedf the old saying — that the 
most haste does not always make 
the most speed. Mr. Morant*s 
idea of a run, was like Lord Chat- 
ham's of a battle — that it should be 
short, sharp, apd decisive ; and I 
will do him the justice to say, that 
no man can beat him in a run of that 
description. 

One of the characteristics of fox- 
hunting is, that it begets a coi^- 
tempt of danger ; and no one ever 
appeared less afraid of breaking his 
neck, than Mr Morant. Without 
this enviable qualification, it is 
useless to think of contending for 
the honours of the field. In one 
instance, Mr. Morant proved hiqa- 
self almost superior to the iniluence 
of fear, or, in more sporting lan- 
guage, a game one. He got a fajl 
Qae day into a road, and alighted 
on his bead, on a heap of stones. 
Though alarmingly hurt, and 
pbliged to quit the fiel4> yet, to the 
j^urprise of every one^ he was at 
the covert side tde tiext day, as if 



nothing; bad happened. On his 
friends asking him how he was, he 
told them that he had some awlt- 
ivard sensations, to'be sure — such 
as dizziness of sight, shivering, ilnd 
a feel as if cold water \vas rpnnti^ 
down his back (all, by the way, 
symptoms of a slififht concussion of 
the brain) — and that they wa,ntM 
to bleed and physic farm, but he 
thought a bottle of claret oy^r 
night, and a good fun with hounds 
in the morning, would do him moi% 
good, so he was come to try jtl}e 
experiment. Now, although this 
may be a bad way of providing 
against the consequences of a ba'd 
fall, yet we cannot' but admire the 
manly spirit that prompts a man fo 
adopt it, as it would lead him, if 
occasion required it, with the sanle 
coolness, to a donble-shptted bat- 
tery. ' 

As I am on the subject of tum- 
bling, it may not be amiss tp ob- 
serve, as a hint to hard riders, that 
I attribute many falls which I 
have seen Mr. Morant get, to his 
not riding l)^ jspurs — hever to my 
recollection having seen him we^r 
them. When horses . coi^e to hie 
'crammed at such places ats hewsja 
in the habit of crammit% tljem at, 
and perhaps blown at the time, tlie 
' assistance of spurs is most use^, 
to keep up the jstimijilus, and pre- 
vent their slackening their pade 
when they Come to th6 fpnce^ 'J)y 
■which much of tiie' imp^ttis thAt 
would have carried them over, is 
lost, and a fall is too often the coti- 
sequence. 

Mr. Morant has left WarwfcK- 
shire, anfl now resides in theNeir 
Forest. It is also ^aid he has d^ 
dined hunting, which all those who 
have not must latiient. By'hfs 
good humour and high spirits, ne 
was ^ gre^t promoter of mfrth in 
the fiela, and a gallant rider over

tho country} but 9i^jfJtif0/oUow 
Jhs-koundt an a good $ceniinf dag. 
Coald he have persnaded himself 
to have gone ^ Mr. Stobbs*8pace/* 
he woold have shewn more sport 
tiian he did with his harriers^ but 
with them he always rode among 
the leading hounds. 

Another celebrated character in 
ovr sporting catalogue is Mr. John 
Hawkes^ who resided many years 
at Snitterfield^ in Warwickshire, 
bat who has lately been living in 
Worcestershire, and only occa- 
sionally appearing in the former 
country. Mr. Hawkes is also a 
very old Meitonian> having been a 
mat deal in Leicestershire, in the 
bte Mr J MeyneU's time, and dis- 
tinguished by the friendship and 
Gonfidenceof that renowned sports- 
man. Mr. Hawkes has not only 
been a brilliant rider oter a coun- 
try, but was, at one time, supposed 
to be one of the best gentlemen- 
jockies of his day. '' He was not 
only,** to use the words of Mr. 
Buckle, '' clever in the saddle, but 
right in the attics,** his judgment 
in a race being particularly good ; 
and had he b^n a jockey by pro- 
fession,^ and three stone lighter 
than he'^ is, he would have ridden 
many a winner of the Derby. Mr. 
Hawkes was bom to ride, nature 
having cast him ill one of her fa- 
vourite mouldsj and I have heard, 
that when in the army, in early 
life, he was considered a model for 
a liffht dragoon* 

If Leicestershire does not spoil 
a man for most other countries, it 
oertainly makes him fastidious ^ 
and Mr. Hawkes woald have been 
better satisfied with Warwickshire, 
if he bad never hunted in the for- 
mer county. It was not every 
day's sport that would please him 
there, tnough, perhaps, he may have 
been heard to find fault with a run 



In Warwickshire, whkb he wovU 
have been very well satisfied with, 
had it been in Leicestershire. Hia 
best day in Ijcicestershire was gone 
,by before I knew him, having never 
hunted in it, as I have before ob- 
served. In Mr. Meyneirs time; 
but by the way in which I have seen 
him nde over Warwickshire, par- < 
ticularly on a horse he had, called 
*' the rrintar,*' I am convinced be 
has been a match for any man. 
Having been upon the turf for 
many years of his life, and a consi- 
derable breeder, he generally r^le 
well-bred horses, and of a good 
stamp for business. He purchased 
ffUliafMOf^s DUto^ for a lai^ 
price, after he won the St. Leger, 
as a stallion; but your sporting 
readers need not be told, he was 
not the sire of many good ones. 

Mr. Hawkes having devoted 
himself to the interests of his fa- 
mily, has long withdrawn himself 
from the sporting world, and, in- 
deed, from society in general, by 
which, it must be admitted, it has 
sustained a loss 3 for he is a man 
of much information, of very cap- 
tivating manners, and in every re- 
spect a very worthy character. He 
has been said to view mankind 
through rather a contracted focns, 
if not with a jaundiced eye, and 
an expression which once dropped 
from him in my presence, rather 
confirms the charge. A person 
asked him how he liked some par<« 
colar horse — '* I like,'* said he, 
" very few horses, very few wro- 
roen, and d — d few men !*' I need 
not observe, his friend did not ask 
his opinion again. 

A very old member of the Strat> 
ibrd Hunt, and one of the most 
respectable personages in the 
county of Warwick, is Sir Grey 
Skipwith, who, though the father 
of fifteen children, still rides to 
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lioniids with the ardoar of his 
yonthful days, and is a sabscriber 
to the pack that now hunts this 
fine country. Sir Grey was never 
what is called a bruising rider — 
that is to say, he is not one of 
those who will go with a fall, T2L' 
ther than not go at all) but he 
may be said to ride, as he lives, 
quite like a gentleman, and is what 
is termed a very pretty rider to 
hounds. Being a light weight, he 
has always ridden the right sort 
of horse— well-bred, near to the 
ground,, and with sufficient sub- 
stance. Sir Grey is a true friend 
to fox-hunting, and just the kind 
of man that should be found in 
every other parish throughout Eng- 
land, as nothing can go wrong in 
a country, where gentlemen of his 
weight and influence reside. 

Mr. Reginald Winniatt is well 
entitled to notice among the hard 
riders of Mr. Corbet's and Lord 
Middleton's days, in Warwickshire. 
He is a very powerful horseman, 
with rare nerve | but, for want of 
the finger, got a great many falls 
in his noviciate, and was some 
time before he completed his edn« 
cation. He had a wonderfiil mare 
on which he often distinguished 
himself, and to which, perhaps, he 
is indebted for his celebrity. She 
was not quite 15 hands high, but 
long and wide, and possessed every 
good quality for a hunter. After 
riding her several seasons, he sold 
her to Mr. Walsh Porter, for 200 
guineas, who also, at the same 
time, gave Sir Grey Skipwith that 
•sum for much snch another animal. 
These two mares were the extent 
of Mr. Porter*s stud) but one or 
other of them was always ready 
for him, and few men in Warwick- 
shire went out oftener, or got bet- 
ter to honnds, than Mr. Porter. 
Mr. Winniatt purchased his old 
mare again after she had done her 



work, and sold two hunters out of 
her, by Fyldener, to Colonel Ber- 
rington, for 500 guineas. 

Although it was before ray time 
that he hunted regularly in War- 
wickshire, yet having seen him out 
in many other countries, I cannot 
pass over Mr. Boycott. This gen- 
tleman resides in Shropshire, and 
is too well known in most other 
countries, to require any further ac^ 
count of him from me. It has 
been said .of him, that as a coach- 
man he can drive, and as a horse- 
man he can ride, anything, and I 
believe it is truly said) and had 
he been c^st in the lot of those 
who are obliged to work for their 
bread, he would have made the 
best rough-rider in England. As 
there are some who never have 
a goose on their pond, so Mr. Boy- 
cott never had a bad horse in his 
stable ) but I will do him the jus- 
tice to say, that he can do more 
with a bad horse, than half the 
world can with a good one ) and a 
lesson or two from him will com- 
plete the education of a hunter. 
He is also a first-rate judge of the 
animal, and was at one time in the 
habit of selling his horses for large 
prices. 

As a coachman, Mr. Boycott is 
well knpwn on the rotid, and when 
punishment is wanting, he can ad- 
minister it with effe|t. If he takes 
hold of them they must gO) and he 
has been heard to say that three 
legs are sufficient for a coach horse. 
At one time of his life he would 
buy those which no one else could 
drive, and generally got the better 
of them at last. 

In early life, Mr. Boycott was a 
soldier-shaving had a troop in Sir 
Watkin Wynn*s Fencible cavalry, 
which saw so much service in the 
last Irish Rebellion. Here he was 
shot in the body, and the ball was 
never extracted.

On observing, by her 
track in the grass, the way she had 
come, I retraced her steps^ and 
found* the cock bird, with a brood 
of ten ,young oqes — the poor l^en 
haviog, no doubt, fallen a ^acriflc^ 
to her parental affection. The 
cock, at present, supplies her place ^ 
bat this shews the necessity of 
keeping all dogs up in the batjp)^- 
ing season.

Every afterdoon during 
tiie months of May and Jane, the 
falconers are in attendance ^^ith 
the hawks, in that spot wtiich, from 
*ttie position of the wind, is jadged 
to be' most favoorable to the sporty 
where they are met by a ve^y large 
party of the ladies ;^nd gentlemen 
of the neighbod^hood, <eh6, With 
their friends from distant codnties 
who visit them to enjoy the dtyer* 
mn, have freqatntiy be^ 8«ep lo 
exceed the nuwbep of one hundred 
and fifty pei:«onSr 

The seailoa' of \S22 was very 
favourable to 1^ sport, one hun- 
dred and seventy^thred herohs ha%- 
ing been taken. This season the 
falconers have not ' beeft so fortu- 
nate, :1a crons^Qen^ of (he ttev^ 
rity of the winter, wbfcft is su(^ 
posed' td hsH^e d^royM ifiany of 
the herons ; bi!if th^ length of the 
flights, and the superior excellence 
and good training of the ha^kd, 
have much surpassed any preceding 
year. 

A desmptioA of a f)tght| whi^ 
took place in Mundbrd Field, a 
few days back, will give a faint 
idett of the eHrtbusiasm v^if h whkk 
this sport is pursued. A hefoti, 
on its way #odi fht hetonry to the 
fens, was seen, at tL considerabie 
distance, going down wind. He 
was so far off that the faksonerv he- 
sitated whether they c6n1d venture 
to nnhood their hawks ; but one of 
them having luckily upon hii wrilBt 
a famous hawk, fii which ^e had 
great confidence, cist him off atone. 



He made tustantly at ttie jfieron^ 
who mounted higher into the air^ 
though still advancing rapidly in 
his course, l^he whole field wki 
instantly in motion, and those only 
^ho have hunted with some of our 
crack packs of fox-hounds can form 
an idea of the ardour with which 
each person, including the ladies, 
strove to be foremost. The hawk 
made numberless stoops at the he-: 
ron, whidi his activity and stout- 
ness enabled him to avoid ; jtnd it 
was not till some time after the 
birds had ceased to be visible to 
ihe chief part of the field, that the 
tiawk was enabled, after repeatedly 
striking his quarry, to bring him 
t& ttie gronnd. The flight Was so 
rapid, that of the numerous party 
who started with the hawk, not 
more thap four or five persons were, 
up at this interesting moment. }t 
pasted twenty-six min»tes, and Hie 
distance from point to point %ii-> 
ceeds six miles. iThe height to 
which the birds rose was so great, 
that^ to use an exprei^ion of the 
falconers, *' they were six steeples 
111 the air— ^no bigger than humble 
bees/*-^We sincerely hope that 
this noble diversion will continue 
to be supported, as there now re- 
m-ain Wo few heronries in England,. 
»Bd' the country is in general so 
much enclosed, that it is nearly 
.impossible to revive the sport 
elsewhere.

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ON CRUELTY TO ANIMALS. 



T9ihe Editor of the Sporting Magazine, 

T'HERE can \>e no one worthy 
the name of an Englishman, 
who does not hold in the highest 
eateem the man, whojike Mr. Mar- 
tin, steps forward in behalf of ani- 
mals, that they may be treated by 
those to whose care they are ^^n- 
tmsted, with proper feeling and* 
humanity. There can be no one so 
bad as not to respect him for his 
intentions, even though he may be- 
lieve those intentions not practica- 
ble. We know, from the best au- 
thority, man was created, and 
beasts were created for his use) 
and when we consider the noble 
uses to which many of thepa are 
pat, and consider in how great a de- 
gree they contribute to the comfort, 
I may say the necessaries, of life, 
and some of them to- the greatest 
pleasures of our live^, who could be 
tlie wretch that would lode calmly 
on, and see a noble and useful crea- 
ture, to which we are so much in- 
debted, wantonly abused } But the 
world is full of cruelty, and as the 
philanthrc^ist, the man of peculiar 
aensibility, will see a something 
every hoar of his life which wifi 
make him lament the miseries of 
ovr wretched race, so it will be 
with him who looks too closely into 
tlie sufferings of animals^-I say too 
dosdy, bemuse I know the treat- 
■eot; even of those which contri- 
bute to oor pleasures, will not bear 
tao strict an examination. There 
IB one, and a very particular rear 
SOB it is, why the letters of Nim- 
Bon shoold be read by all sporta- 
aea, on aoooont of the evils aris- 
ing Irom bad condition in horses : 
lor most of the crudUes, as they 
are called by people when they ^r- 
gae upon the comparative cruelty

between fox and stag-hunting, and 
bull-baiting, arise from this cause. 
When you read of horses dying after 
a severe run, it will generally be 
found that their death has been oq- 
casipned through bad xsonditlon. 
Every man, therefore, who is a 
hard rider, and does not wish to 
make a bad finish to a good run, by 
killing bis horse, shoold carefully' 
read these letters. I call Nimrod 
a man of great humanity^ It is a 
matter of discontent amongst many 
sportsmen, that some pastimes,sucn 
as cock-fighting, bull- beating, bear^ 
baiting, and others^ have much de- 
creased with these last fifty years ; 
their decrease must in the same dcr 
gree be a source of great satisfac- 
tion to him, who is so much their , 
enemy, that he would have a law 
in force to prevent such amuse- 
ments. I think it wrong to treat 
that which is well meant with ri- 
dicule; but every one must admit;, 
that there was a great deal of truth 
in what Mr. Wyndham said some 
years back, in opposition to a Bill 
whidi was brought forward to pre- 
vent savage and cruel pastimes— « 
that in many instances there was, 
though perhaps unthinkingly, as 
much cruelty to animals practised 
by the higher, as the lower classes; 
and that if a Bill was brought in to 
prevent bull-baiting and other 
amusements of the lower orders, it 
should be extended at the same time 
to the pleasures of the higher sorl;, 
to prevent, for instance, those glo- 
rious chases, in which so many 
horses died in the field and stable, 
frqm being over-ridden; that is, 
from the cruelty, or too litde 
thought, of the riders. 

But the sufferings of animals are 
in some instances totally disregard- 
ed. I have seen men who have 
sickened at the thoi^ht of what the 
poor creatures most have suffered 

R 
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at a cock-fight or boll*bait^ but who 
have Very coolly inquired of the 
r keeper, what dogs or foxes have 
been trapped or speared in the night? 
whose eyek have appeared to me 
to sparkle with much pleasure In 
viewing the carcase of the poor 
beast, which had been caught^ not 
killed, mind ye, but which had lain 
in the trap some hours before he 
was found, and killed by the keeper 
in the morning^ or in looking at the 
foot or leg of a dog or fox, left, per- 
chance^ behind him in the trap—* 
and yet this man speaks, just be- 
fore this, the sentiments of a man 
of the finest feeling, and shudders 
at the bare mention of suffering. 

Many will mention the cruelty of 
hunting 5 but what is it that keeps 
up a particular breed of horses, in 
which speed, strength, and good 
blood must be united, but thechase? 
Why are our horses superior to all 
others in speed and bottom } Why, 
the race course 5 thedesire andemow 
lation amongst sportsmen to have 
the best. And yet much may be 
Been at races to disarrange the 
feelings of the humane man. The 
kind of cruelty I would have pu- 
nished, and most severely punished, 
is, where a man, from the desire of 
money, acts as Frampton did of 
old 5 where a person, to gain his 
wager, or from a brutal irritability 
of disposition, tries to force an 
animal beyond its powers : for tb^ 
greatest cruelty must be used in 
doing tbat^ where the poor beast 
is flogged and cut to pieces, not for 
its stubbornness or badness of na- 
ture, but for its inability. As for 
the cruelty of many of our sports, 
we have game cocks, and there 
are bull-dogs and mastiffs, and it is 
the natural disposition of the first 
to fight, let them meet where they 
will; and it is the natnre of theother 
to run at the nose of the bull; and 



the last, I believe, will face any 
thing. So far I know : I will leave 
the cruelty to abler heads. I must 
own, for my own part, I look with 
much pleasure at a horse and 
hound : I like very much to sec a 
handsome, well-bred, game cock^ 
and though it is become a sight by 
no means common, I have no dis- 
like to an old-fashioned bulUdog) 
and yet I consider myself to have 
as little cruelty in my disposition 
as any man. 

I should be pleased to see this 
subject well treated by some one 
of your correspondents, that much 
of the misunderstanding which now 
exists among those who are not 
fortunate enough to be sportsmen, 
concerning the cruelty to animals, 
in most kinds of sport, may be re- 
moved.

Beyond a doobt, horses constaDtly 
ronniog abroad, with the option of 
a loose stable or shed, in bad wea- 
ther, and by night, will maintain 
themselves in the best state of 
health, and preserve their limbs in 
a state of healthy tension and^cti- 
vity, and exercise their whole 
bodily functions, with a vigour and 
energy not always enjoyed by those 
which are. confined to the' stable 
thronghout the hunting season. 
But granting the full force to this 
wholesale argument, there are 
drawbacks in the case, which the 
most prejudiced must admit, and 
compromises which due reflection 
will force upon us. 

Without intending to compare 
trifles, or mere matters of taste, 
with those of real importance and 
utility, I may venture to lay some 
stress on the desire of an amateur, 
or one attached to the sport, to a|>- 
pear in the field among his com- 
peers in a seemly style, with re- 
spect to the condition of his horse, 
and eke of his own togging, which 
is extremely apt to be sullied and 
rendered uneomfortable, bv the 
frothy and foggy latheriag of an 
out* aoor and untrained bun ter, from 
which moreover the discharges from 
his stem chase are sometimes un- 
pleasant, especially in an open 
season, when there is plenty of 
grass, and on those occasions when 
the wind may chance to set strong 
abaft the rider. It is agreed, with- 
out scruple, that horses thus ma- 
naged, will continue in health and 
vigour, and hunt, or work in any 
other mode, to the latest date ; but 
it must be also allowed, that horses 
summered abroad, and wintered in 
the stable, will do the like ; at any 
rate, to that age, beyond which they 



, _ I 

ought not fairly, and cannot with 
safety, be put to violent or youthful 
exertions. It has always been a 
boast that these self-trained horses 
never want wind, and, in the opi- 
nion of a late correspondent of 
yours, they are not so liable 
to be out of wind, as those that are 
kept in a confined stable. Now I 
must own, I have ever been seep- - 
tical on that point, and should 
rather suppose that the moderate 
exercise, galloping and walking, of 
the trained and stable hunter, is 
far more likely to improve his 
wind than his own walks upon the 
winter's grass, the slippery and un- 
sound nature of ijirhich must con- 
tribute to make him foggy and 
loose, rather than to improve either 
bis wind or his carcase. The house' 
is, indubitably, the proper and the 
best place for all labouring animals 
during the winter, in a climate like 
ours — ^an argument which is not 
weakly confirmed by the necessity 
of a shed or stable for those also 
which are suffered to run abroad. 
Certainly, trained hunters must be 
more liable to the effects of the at- 
mospheric stroke than the rough ; 
but suppose one of the latter de- 
scription, after a severe burst of a 
dozen miles, at a check, in a pro- 
fuse state of perspiration, exposed 
to a cold and damp current of air 
from the N. £. there can be no 
question that he also would get a 
cold, perhaps a very severe one ; 
and should he be turned abroad to 
run it off, there would be no little 
risk of his presenting, in due time, 
his proprietor with a specimen of 
oldMarkham's ^'high running glan- 
ders." I have, as long as I can 
remember, known instances of 
particular gentlemen riding rough 
hunters : indeed, I was informed

Of all other comforts, this 
la the most necessary and useful to 
hittij Jtnd the most eficacious in 
healing wounds and bruises in hia 
limbs* eooliag. and dispersing pb- 
etra«lions, bracing his sinews, and 
rehiinv^goratiBg hia whole system. 
1% is a^itfd lo expect, because li« 
teraily impossible to obtain, ad* 
vantages and improvements like 
theee ia the stable. What woold 
heeome of those horses that hant 
the iinty hilk and downs of Snr* 
rey and Kent, without the benefit 
ef an annual mn at grass > or how 
otherwise woold their cut and 
hmised shanka and pasterns be 
Iwaled and strengthened for the 
woLt season's work? We know 
iwry well that, over a different and 
ksa rongh and shaking oonntrr, 
and especially x>yer a iivonrable 
one, hontera will make a shift and 
perform to satisfiiction, without a 
spring mn and withont gmsa ; hnt 
^ is not so widh ail ; and the prao- 



tiee is baiardotts* and neitfaerfibe- 
ral nor generous. But the weiffbtier 
argument remains-«it is utterly u n- 
necessarv, and comparatively of 
very limited use, and very, litUe 
sanctioned by custom. Unneces- 
sary, because we know that hun* 
ters which have a run at grass, and 
are afterwards properly exercised, 
run equally as well and as truly to 
the end, even in Leicestershire, aa 
those which pass their whole lives 
in the atmosphere of the stable. I 
am well aware that the racer, win- 
tered abroad, loses, perhaps tempo- 
rarily, but too long to be afforded 
by that business, the wire edge of 
his speed ; and I recollect an ex^ 
perimeot or two in point, commu- 
nicated to me, at Newmarket, by 
the late Mr. Roger Rush, when he 
was clerk of the course there, and 
in the service of Sir Charles Bon- 
bury. But a bit of speed, and the

Having known, penonalfy and 
intimately, a considerable nnmlter 
of horses of days long past* I am 
sometimes asked my opinion of 
their merits, compared with their 
successors of the present day— a 
dai^rous question to an old man, 
who must generally, perhape natn- 
rally, feel inclined to enlarge the 
size and flavour of the apples of 
Adam's days. But how easy to 
determine this qnestioa to a nicety ! 
Let the custom be established, at 
Newmarket, DoncMter, York, Ep- 
som, and aU the capital coarsest 
of timing' occasionally, the best 
horses, from one mile to fou r— the 
bostness to bo done by properly 
qualified and regularly appomtna 
persona.

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OPINIONS ON THE BR££D6 OF 
HORSES. ' 
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HE following are the sentiments 
on this subject, of a lapded 
gentleman of the shire, of Forfkr. 
— N. B. A curious commnnication 
from< whom will be fonnd in the 
Number for January last, on the 
stride of the greyhound and hare :— 

" Considerable oibservation has 
shewn me arid one or two friends 
who interest themselves on the 
sul^tott that pure Arab blood gives 
a/ofAiofi and air to the produce, 
which the tnglish thorough blood 
seldom does, fiy fashion and sir, 
I mean a shewy carriage, a smart 
step, and a certain grace in shape, 
which' I can directly detect in the 
progeny J Now this grace and air 
are things ten times more market* 
aUe, than the more solid proper- 
tiesof )the descendant of the Eng- 
lish thorough breed. Our best ve-^ 
terinary surgeon in Scotland, has 
made the very name conclusion. 
But although I have no idea of any 
superior Arab blood being by 
chanoe imported, I have no doubt 
of many Arabs being equal, at this 
day,.iotbeGodolphim Why none 
have appeared, is obvious* A good 
and true-shaped horse is prized alt 
the world over. If merchants, 
and consuls, and travellers^ choose 
to buy Arabs, and have net oom-» 
mon knowledge of the true shape 
and form of parts of a swift horse, 
is it wonderful that- the good and 
true shapes, are kept ^ck, and 
inferior horses thrust upon the pur- 
chasers ? Our East India gentle- 
men, it is true, go to Buiborah 
and the Red Sea, to purchase, and 
have some knowledge^ but the 
true country appears to me to b^ the 
plains of Damascut^i and towardi 
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the upper part of the Euph^at6s : 
«od of Barbs^ the interior be- 
hind Tripoli^ in the plains at the 
feet of the range of mountains 
through which the White Nile 
rolls — I conjecture, about 200 to 
250 miles south and south-east 
of Tripoli. I have seen two Don- 
gola horses in the neighbourhood 
of Edinburgh, but certainly not of 
the breed mentioned by Bruce, the 
Abyssinian traveller, nor a good 
breed, at any rate : height about 
fifteen hands, head long, Roman 
nosed, narrow towards the nostrils; 
the neck, at the junction with the 
heat), uncommonly well set on, 
chaffs open, shoulder rather up- 
right, withers thin, chest uncom- 
monly narrow, a singular sharp 
ridge on each shoulder point, rib- 
bed rather flat, thigh long-flat, 
very drooping in the dock, but the 
couseqnence, a long lever to the 
stiffle joint, so as to throw in the 
hind legs far under the belly; well 
let down in the hocks, and stands 
greyhound-like; not long on the 
pasterns, but lesgy, gaunt, and 
built too sharp in the chest aiid 
ribs and buttocks, as a sailor 
would express it: upon the whole, 
ill-shaped, I thibk: fit to carry^ 
about eleven or twelve stone. 
Bruce's horses would carry twenty- 
five to thirty stone. Colour, black 
and black brown, and both horses 
with four white legs. 

" We have been seeking in Ame- 
rica for fast trotters. Itisnotknowttj 
perhaps, that in Holland, fast trot<» 
ting horses had been (at least 
down to the French Revolution) 
quite a sporting object for a cen- 
tury. Hardravery, I think it is 
called. Annual trotting matches 
were exhibited at Rotterdiain, on 
the sekie, or drive, outside the 
Wall. In Sweden, too, a race of 
trotters has long been" preserved. 



Some of our trotting jockies iiiay 
easily skim over to Rotterdam, 
per steamy and make inquiry. The 
fastest posting in Europe is on the 
road between Gotten burgh and 
Stockholm, done by trotters of 
fourteen hands high. 

** It is strange that our jockies 
will not look to the Continent, for 
some qualities in horses which 
blood cannot give. 1 remarked 
that the bulk of thfs post-horsey in 
Picardy, are stallion galloWays, not 
above fourteen bands, often un- 
der, of exquisite shape for cobs or 
summer pads, fine shoulders, lofty 
forehahds, capital lei^s, and black 
tough hoofs, full of spirit, and great 
trotting qualities : their country 
is Alsace, the Vosges, and Lorratn^. 
We have no jBUch breed itf Britam. 
For road hacks, 1 think them ex- 
cellent. Blood gives none of tbesfe 
qualities, but endurance in longs.**

from ? VVhat possible analogy be- 
tween the ingenious and hellish 
tortures inflicted npon the baited 
bnll, bear, or badger^ the sufier- 
Ings of which are continued for 
months, even years, and the tem- 
porary inflictions resulting f^om 
the fair sports of the field > What 
similitude of efiect on the minds of 
each of the classes of sportsmen? 
It is not either in actual proof, or 
moral probability, that the fair ex- 
ercise of jheld sports has the effect 
of brutalizing or rendering the.

cruel. But can so much be said 
in favour of the barbaroos sports > 
On the contrary, their very essence 
and means are tnjpstice, unfairness, 
and crueltv; and their effect, to 
nourish ana promote the growth of 
those vices,' and to render the ha- 
man heart callous to every gene- 
rous or noble impression — \n fact, 
to brutalize the mind of a populace, 
and to render it prompt and fitted 
to conceive, and lead to the exe- 
cution of, the most horrible enormi- 
ties.

Sir, you will, on rcflec-, 
ttou', allow that there exists no' 
holy and inseparable alliance be- 
tween sporting and baiting, and 
that a thinking inan may love the 
one and abhor tlie other. As little 
reason is there in the proposition, 
which connects the legal prohibi- 
tion of baiting with a restraint on 
the diversions of the lower classes, . 
and a monopoly of them in favour of 
the superior. There are black- 
guards of all ranks and degrees, 
and that prince, or noble, was 
one of no ordinary, ca/iire, who, 
in days of yore, established a bull- 
running at Tutbury. The whole 
life of the hero of Culloden was 
filled with proofs of his claim to a 
similar distinction. We have also, 
at the present day, too many of 
the upper and middle^ranks am- 
bitious of the same character (the 
claims of beasts on Our justice and 
mercy, forming no part of our sys- 
tem of education), and a law to 
put down baiting would controul 
their amusements equally with those 
of the multitude beneath them. Nor 
could such a law, by any fair de- 
duction, be deemed an advantage to 
the former, at the expence of the 
latter. The game laws have no 
right of intrusion into this ques- 
tion : they are waiting their merited 
fate, from the justice, or rather 
common sense, of the country and 
the legislature. 

I am not aware that more was 
intended by the proposed Bill^ 
than the suppression of baiting: 
and unless the most flagrant, abo- 
minable, and wicked acts may be 
numbered among lawful human

Since tlie invention of can-pow- 
der^ physical strength, andpersoilai 
exertion, have not been thooght so 
macb of, as^men are now more on 
an eqnaltty in fighting ; but if we 
are to believe Thocydides, they 
were at one time in snch high esti- 
mation that even robbery was ho- 
noured, if done with gallantry. We 
are certain, however, that bodily 
strength met with the highest ho- 
noors. The first kings in the 
world obtained their dominion by 
being saperior to all others in 
strength and courage j and large 
stature, and fine shape, were quali- 
ficatbns for a theme. Indeed, we 
learn from the Bible, that though 
Saul was chosen King of Israel, by 
the supreme appointment of the 
Almighty, yet it seems to have been 
a circnmstance of no small consi- 



deration m tbe eyes of Mi peo^, 
that he wito= *' aehoice young misn, 
and, from his shoulders and' dpi) 
wards, higher than any of his peo- 
ple.** In Dvrid^s lameatklioar 
over his death, he says, he wait 
"* swifter than an eagie,and stroogei^ 
than illten!'* 

Whatever may have bees the 
effhct of the gladiatorial ealiibi- 
tiotts of the ancients, we are all 
acquainted with their political por- 
poses. In thei first place, it wuH 
contended that human blood was 
propitious to the eouls of the il- 
lostrious dead; It wae found- to 
be a more popular, if not more 
convenient way than the one re* 
sorted' to at Jajfkt, of getting rid 
of prisoners taken in war, or re- 
fraotory slaves,- who, when sklUed 
in the use of the sword or the 
coestus, were not the best sabjects 
in a state^^ It wias also thoujght, 
that when youth were accastomed 
to look at blood and slaughter as 
a matter of divereion, they would 
learn to despise death, wluch was- 
so familiar to them. But theie 
WHS a stiU more powerful incen- 
tive. Such was the absur^tyof 
the Pagan religion, tlmt it eeold 
not be kept ap, without the at- 
traction of such- popular and Been- 
tipuft festivals I and' tb^ grieatest 
part of the Roman pomp was takett- 
up in these gymnastie sbowsj 
ThaSi what commenced in snper* 
stiiioD, ended in policy ; but the 
frequent allusion to them in all 
their best authorS) confirms the 
vast importance attached to them.

All their historians^ however, 
seem to agree in the good effect 
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of thdse exfaibitiODS with the peo- 
p\e. The magistrates encouraged 
them, and priests* sanctioned 
them 5 and so congenial were they 
to the feelings ot the Romans, that 
Cicero passed a law to prevent 
any more exhibiting gladiators, 
within two years before be became 
candidate for an office. So nu- 
merous were they at one time, 
that, brealcing out from a show at 
Verona, they had the temerity tp 
declare war against the Koman 
state ; and during the period of 
the Catilinarian conspiracy it was 
thought proper to disperse then!, 
lest they should join the disafr 
tected party. 

Many circumstances have been 
adduced in favour of gladiatorial 
exhibition^. Cicero, it is said, apo- 
logized for them in his Tusculan 
questions. The Emperor Titus^ 
whose virtues are recorded by 
Chrisjian writers, exhibited them 
for loo days in succession; and 



and prevailed most when that 
country (Greece) may be said to 
have been the most polished na- 
tion of antiquity. . 

It remained for Christianity to 
put a sjlop to gladiatorial exhibit 
tions. Malleus Aureli us attempted 
It by allowing only blunted swords 
to be used, saying, that with them 
skill might be displayed without 
shedding blood ^ but they were only 
finally prohibited by the Emperor 
Constantino, who forbade them 
throughout the whole empire, in 
the year 325, ordering criminals to 
work in mines instead of fighting 
In the arena. Thus an end was 
put to such unwarrantable prac- 
tices, which, however dignified by 
the specious show of pleasure, or 
the more monstrous, idea that the 
dead should require such a tribute 
from the living, were a disgrace to 
human nature. A more rational 
method was soon found out of 
performing their funeral rites |

The effect of practice, or custom, 
in producing strength, is almost 
beyond calculation. It has been 
OMseried, that were a man to lift a 
calf every day, from the time it 
was dropped, he could continue to 
do so when it became a hull or a 
cow. When Cribb enlisted him- 
self under Captain Barclay's ban- 
iier^, previous to his last battle 
with Molyneux, he almost substan- 
tiated this hypothesis. I had it 
from Captain B.*s own lips, that 
when he arrived at Urie, bis seat 
in the Highlands, he could not walk 
six miles with him, without fotigue, 
but before he had been there a 
motith^ he used, to walk twenty 
miles before breakfast 5 and he ap- 
peared in the ring a fine specimen 
of the triumph of art over nature. 
The art of boxing may now be 
called peculiarly our own, being 
entirely neglected in all other 
countries.

DI&BCTIONS Ho POBT^BB. 

Whenever a parcel b sent to 
your office, and yon are requested 
to ddiver it as soon as conv6nient» 
always keep it a day or two, fof 
their arrogance in dictating to yoa 
whenit ^oald be delivered, Game» 
fish, and poultry, in hot weather^ 
should always Remain a day or two 
in the office, at least until you have 
enough parcels to fill the cart» 
When the proprietors or book- 
keepers omit to overcharge a par<» 
eel, there is no reason you should ' 
not be benefited, on delivery, , by 
their negligence: therefore, aU 
ways keep some printed tickets by 
yon, and after you have quitted the 
office, make put fresh ones for all 
those parcels that will bear tt^aium 
without detection. *If you hai^e be» 
fore been detected In anotec€hargo 
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at any bom^that you are going to 
kave a parcel at that you have ad- 
ded a shilling to, get some idle fel- 
low to take the parcel for yon, and 
yon can wait for him at the cor* 
ner of the street, or at the ale- 
house. Should yoQ have any stale 
game by you that has been sent 
you by poachers, take the fresh 
game out of the baskets delivered 
to yonr care, observing to replace 
the same quantity of stale. 

QN THE PACES OF THE HORSE. 



To the Editor ofikt Sporting JMagazine, 
SIR 

/ALTHOUGH the paces of the 
horse must be familiar to the 
eye of every observer, yet there 
are very few who understand the 
principles of the locomotion of the 
animal correctly. That a proper 
knowledge upon this subject is of 
the greatest importance, will be 
readily admitted by every person 
who rides on horseback either upon 
business or pleasure; for on the 
good or bad action of the horse a 
great deal of the comfort of the 
rider must naturally depend. The 
natural paces of the horse are, the 
walk, the amble, the trot, the canter, 
and the gallop. There^ are some 
dther paces that are taught in the 
riding house, ifuch as the croupe 
and head to the wall, the piaffe, the 
curvet, and the terre a terre, but 
these are all artificial, and are, with 
the exception of the head and croupe 
to the wall, of no utility, except for 
the purposes of parade. 

I shall therefore begin by de- 
scribing the walk; which is the most 
gentle of all the paces, and, how- 
ever easy it may appear, it is ne- 
vertheless the most difficult, and is 
very rarely well performed. This 
may be ascribed to various causes, 
but it chieflv arises from the bad 



conformation of the animal. Id 
order that a horse should walk 
well, it is necessary that he natu- 
rally stand well upon his legs, with 
the weight of his body equally sup- 
ported by all four, for without this 
he cannot preserve a proper equi- 
librium. The head and neck pro- 
jecting beyond the shoulder and 
fore legs, consequently occasion a 
ffreater weight mechanically than 
if they were placed immediately 
over them, and this weight will be 
either increased or diminished, ac- 
cording to the forward or backward 
position of the fore legs. In the 
nrst place, therefore, if^ the shoul- 
ders be upright, the fore legs ge- 
nerally stand far under the body; 
hence the point of support is far- 
ther removed from the head and 
neck, and which mustTconsequently 
increase the weight of those parts. 
Therefore, if the fore legs do not 
stand perpendicular, and well ad- 
vanced before the shoulder blades, 
it is almost impossible that the 
animal should move them lightly 
and with sufficient freedom. 1 here 
is, however, another point neces- 
sary to -constitute a good walker, 
namely, the shape of the hindquar- 
ters ; for the position of the hind 
legs should accord with that of the 
fore legs, to produce a proper har- 
mony in their action. Much also 
will depend on' the back and the 
muscular power of the haunches 
and thighs. A long-backed horse 
is generally easier to the rider, but 
he is seldom so strong, nor so col- 
lected, or, as the French properly 
term it, " r€^emdU,** in the motion 
of .bis limbs, as a €hort-backed 
horse : besides, a long-backed horse 
has a sort of vermicular motion of 
his body during [Progression. 

When a horse walks firm and 
well, the- hind foot oversteps the 
mark of the. fore feet by aom« 
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inches: in this case, the imimttl 
shews that he is able to move his hind 
qoarters with freedom, and to ad- 
vance his hind legs well under his 
body, by which the fore legs are 
greatly relieved, becanse the hind 
legs in this way take more of the 
weight of the body than they would 
do when dragged after the animal. 
The bind legs, therefore, should 
stand perpendicular under the 
round bone or hip joint, which 
connects them with the body. 
When they are so placed, their 
flexion and extension will be even 
and uniform, and the animal will 
move with much less labour than 
he would do under a different con- 
formation. 

In the walk, the horse moves his 
legs separately — that is to say, one 
after the other. Thus, if he begins 
with the right* he first raises the 
right or off hind leg, and advances 
it under the body ^ but, before the 
foot reaches the ground, the right, 
or near fore leg, is raised and ad- 
vanced, to make room for the hind 
foot, which (with middling and 
slow walkers) alights upon the 
mark oft he fore foot — but, with good 
and fast walkers, oversteps it con- 
siderably, as has been just observed. 
When the near fore foot alights 
on the ground, the off, or left hind 
foot, is raised ; the left, or off 
lore foot, then rises, to make room 
for the near hind foot, in the same 
way as on the other side. 

Thus, the walk consists of a se- 
parate and successive action of all 
the four legs, beginning in reality 
with the hind leg; for if the hind 
leg were not first advanced before 
the fore leg com menaced its action, 
there would be no support for the 
body daring the suspension of the 
fore leg in the air, nor coald the 
bodv be moved forwards until the 
hind 1^ had quitted its station, in

order to take a tew point of sup- 
port, or centre of gravity. Daring 
the walk, the fore leg, which is 
raised in the air, should for a mo*- 
ment be stationary before it reaches 
the ground. But this is never done 
except the body of the horse is pro- 
perly poised, and steadily and firmly 
supported by the other fore leg, in 
which case the horse has a greater 
command of the leg which is in the 
air, and which he catn throw for- 
ward to either a greater or lest 
distance, as the nature and surface 
of the road may require. 

It is likewise a great proof of 
soundness in the feetj for a tender- 
footed, groggy horse, is unable to 
stand long enough upon one leg 
without pain, and hence arises that 
short, stiff, and contracted motion 
which invariably takes place with 
horses of that description. This ha* 
bit of suspending the fore leg in the 
air, in the walk, is more common 
with foreign horses, especially the 
Spanish, but it is usually accompa- 
nied with a throwing of the foot out- 
wards, which, though it adds to the 
parade and pomp of the action, still 
reduces the speed, because this floa- 
rish retards the leg, and brings 
it down nearly in the same pkoe 
from whence it was raised. 

The advantage of ffood walking 
is particularly manifest in hilly 
countries, especially in descending 
a hill, for there the motion of a 
loose^made and weak horse is very 
ntipleasant to the rider, who feels 
the constant danger of his horse 
stumbling. Horses of this descrip- 
tion are seldom able to preserve s 
straight line of direction; they there- 
fore go down hill somewhat side- 
ways, in order to take off as moch 
of the weight from the fore legs at 
possible. 

On the other hand„ a strongs 
loined and shjM^baeked korse, Dt 

U 
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bnngtag h|ft hind legs brtber under 
bim, has the power of relieving hit 
fore legs, and consequently to step 
with greater ease and security. I risn 
horses, which are generally high in 
their fore quarters, short in their 
baeks> and low in their croupes, 
with their hind legs standing far 
under their bodies, are almost inva- 
riably good walkers, and are ge- 
nerally good hacknies in all other 
respects. . Good walking, however, 
will, after all, depend in some de^ 
free on the rider, for the natural 
impatience of young horsemen is 
bat ill adapted to teach a horse a 
pace requiring steadidess and uni« 
ibrmity. Old men, therefore, wbo 
cannot bear the fatigue of riding 
fcst, are the best qoalified to teach 
a horse to walk well, a circumstance 
of no small comfort in hot weather. 
A horse that walks will generally 
accomplish five miles within the 
hour, and there have been some, 
instances of their performing six { 
but beyond the rate of five miles, 
it generally becomes a shuffling 
pace, between a walk and a trot, 
in which the animal walks with his 
fore legs, and trots with his hind 
legSw Some horses who use this 
shuffling pace are apt to drag the 
toe of the hind fool on the ground 
—a very .unpleasant habit when 
ihci roads are dusty. 

The pace next to the walk is 
the amble, but it is by no means 
so general as the trot> as there are 
few horses that adopt it naturally. 
In America it is a very favourite 
pift^e) and it is said that the Ca- 
nadian- homes will amble seven 
milea an hour. It differs from the 
walk, i a consequence of the animal 
iftoving two legs on the same side 
al onc^ I whereas in the walk, he 
moves them all separately, and in 
Micoeesion. It h a. pace •ta^e 



oommon with quadrupeds of thtf 
cat kind, as the lion, tiger, &e. : 
dogs also amble when they move 
slowly: hence it appears to be 
more peculiar to animals with long 
and, flexible spines. In a horse» 
therefore, it may generally be pre- 
sumed to be a sign of weakness, 
when he takes to it of his own 
accord. It is undoubtedly a more 
unsafe pace than the walk ; be- 
cause, when both legs on the same 
side are off the ground at once, 
the horse is obliged to support him- 
self on a single line with the other 
two, on which account he has not 
so broad a ba^is as when he stands 
on a fore leg and hind leg of oppo- 
site sides, in which case both sides 
of the body are equally supported, 
whereas, in the amble, the sup- 
port is confined to one only. 

Wl^en a horse walks lightly, and 
well at his ease, his head moves 
up and down, in conformity with 
the action of his fore legs. Thus> 
when the (ore leg is raised, the 
head sinks, and rises again when 
the leg alights on the ground 5 and 
so on alternately. 

This nodding of the head re- 
lieves the muscles of the neck, and 
takes off that uneasiness which 
arises from a long continuance of 
one position— an uneasiness pecu« 
liariy felt by carriage horses when 
they are reined up tightly with a 
gag reiui in which case they are 
constantly throwing up their head^ 
in order to get relief. The motion 
of the fore legs and shoulders oaa 
never be free and extended, if the 
horse's bead is too much confined 
by the hand of the rider : a tight 
rein should therefore always be 
avoided. A horse that walks well, 
generally excels in all other paces >j 
tor though he may not possess m« 
tcaordtoary epeea, still what h« 
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thmk the^- were crossed by a white ^

ASCOT RAC£S. 



To the JSditor of the Sportittg Mogaskte, 

SIR, 
f Have been in the habit of 

seeing most, if not all, of the 
.principal races in the kingdom, 
but confess none of them afford me 
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«o much pleasnre as the Ascot 
•Meetiog. Exdasive of ibe beabty 
of the scenery, sod the'etcelleiice 
of the coorse, there is a soperionty 
MtendiDg the whole, which is evi- 
dent at first sight. The distance 
from London, and its ?icinity to 
the Gonrt^ are of no small advan- 
tage. The former is sufiicieDtly 
great to keep away that crowd of 
Cocknies which destroys all com- 
fort at Epsom ; and tbe latter, in 
addition t6 the numerous families 
which reside in the neighbourhood 
of Windsor, produces a blaze of 
fashion rarely to be met with on 
any other race course. The pre- 
sence of Royalty gives a finish to 
the thing ; and the best horses of 
the day, with the best jockies to 
ride them, are to be seen at Ascot. 

There is one other circunistance 
which renders this meeting pecu- 
liarly gay and agreeable, an(| almost 
unique in its way. Ladies of the 
very first fashion promenade within 
the cords between the races, and 
retire to their carriages, or to the 
stand, when the bell rings for 
starting. Very handsome tents, 
arranged on one side of the ground, 
well stocked with the choicest 
viands, are open for the public 3 
and there are temporary stables on 
the course, for the accommodation 
of gentlemen's horses. 

The last meeting was, npon the 
whole, a good one, the company 
being of the best class. On the 
Monday preceding it was observed 
by the innkeepers on the road, that 
tiore families had gone down, to be 
in readiness, than had been seen 
for many years before. The sport 
was not generally good, only a 
few races being well contested. 
That for the Outlands was a very 
fine one, between Mr. Ramsbot- 
tom*s Bay Barton and Mr. West's 
Angelica, beating seven others.

The WinkAeld 
Stakes, for three-year-olds, was ^a 
heavy betting race, 10 to 1 the 
field against the winner (Bertram), 
and Cinder first favourite.

Lord Darlington's Whisker, with 
Sam Chiffney on his back, could 66 
nothing with Emilius for the 200gs. 

Mr. Udny has brought a 
good horse to the post, and it ii 
well that he has fallen into such 
good hands ; for, in his possession; 
and with Buckle for his jockey, 
the public may be assured he will 
win if he can. 

On the third day a^lispute arose 
which delayed the sport for a con- 
siderable time— ^a charge of crossing 
having been made againat the 
rider of Netherfield, who came in 
first for the Gold Cup. There was 
much conflict of opinion, and no 
small confusion of tongues — some 
of the jockies deposing that they 
saw nothing like a cross 3 but 
Wheatley, who rode Marcellus, 
being positive in his charge, the 
Cnp was given to Lord Darling- 
ton. When the horses came to tbe 
turn opposite tbe new course, half 
a mile from home, the rider of Ne- 
therfield was pulling at his horse, 
and evidently beating all the others.

VETERINARY COJiLEGE. 



To ike Editor cf the Sporting Magazint, 
SIR, 

TT has long been a source of de- 
graded feelings and regret, among 
Respectable veterinary surgeons, to 
meet with so many instances, which 
are daily increasing, of illiterate and 
inqualified men becoming mem*- 
hers of the profession^— men who 
have no other pretensions to a me- 
dicaleducation, thad havingmerely 
attended, anrd perhaps but a short 
period onty, the lectures of the 
veterinary examiners, with those of 
the professor, and the practice of 
the professor's assistant. Many 
there are whose occupations, pre- 
vious to entering' the Institution,, 
had been so totally different from 
say thing like scientific pursuit, 
and at such an advanced period of 
life, as to render questionable their 
capability of attaining the informa- 
tion, necessary to pursae qredit^ 
ably t» Ihemsehres, a profession. 



which has indnbitfiUy ibe same 
basis requisite for its practice aa 
that of human medicine and sur- 
gery. Yet do we find ijanumerabla 
instances of this class of persons 
having obtained a diploma from 
the Veterinary College, entitlii^ 
them to all the advantages of a 
w/slUeducated member, who finds^ 
too Islte, that he has chosen a pro- 
fession, whose respectability must 
be continually questioned, when, 
men of such description are ad- 
mitted to the same privileges in 
it as himself. 

How revolting must it be to a 
scientific man to be obliged to 
hear the vulgar notions of an ig- 
noramus balanced against his own"— • 
for instance, vide the Shrewsbury 
horse cause, related in the las% 
number of your Magazine, the aa'* 
thor of '' Vade Nucombe^** I allude 
to, whose discourse upon swollen 
hocks proceeding from an exten- 
sion, of joint water, wind) &C4 
needs no comment to convince the 
public, bow capable such a quack 
may be of treating scientifically the 
diseases of animals to which he« 
unfortundtely for the poor crea- 
tureS) may be called ! But can wtr 
expect the profession to become 
the study of well-informed men,aftev 
the professor's public avowal,. Ihat^* 
** for successful veterinarians, we 
must look to the sons of groonwi» 
told farriers?** 

It would be needless to attempt 
enumerating the many instaaoes^ 
which have come under my owa 
observation, of unqualified persons 
bec6ming pupils of the Institution f 
for, agreeably to the professor'e 
ideas, grooms and farrieFs com-' 
pose the greater part, and th0 head* 
groom of the Institution is at the 
same time an admitted pupil. Thie 
will serve to give some idea as to 
the class of persons whe fgreseat 
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ihenlBelves ^to bo made meinbers 
of the College^ and to shew that 
no discrtmination whatever is made 
as to selecting eligible stndents for 
the acquirement of the profession. 
And we must not be surprised that 
neo of liberal education are de- 

- terred from entering a profession 
which is undeservedly sinkiug again 
ittto the hands of men little infe- 
rior to the farriers of former days. 
' But although the professor has 
recommended us to look to such 
class of men for clever veterinary 
surgeons, I will ask, are these 
men likely to increase our profes- 
leioual knowledge, either by their 
theory or practice ? are they likely 
to combat with the superstitious

I think it but just to state, that for 
these many years I have had in my 
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kennel from ten to fifteen brace of 
pointers or spaniels, and generally 
had them fed on oatmeal, old sea 
stores, &c. until the season of 1821, 
when, hearing that biscoits were 
made in the neighbourhood, I was 
indnced to have them tried, and 
have continued constantly using 
them from that time. They have 
kept ray dogs in excellent condi- 
tion, and, from the nature of the 
food, free from disease. I consider 
them much cheaper than oatmeal, 
as a less quantity will Jceep them 
in good condition, and better wind. 
I generally have in half a ton at a 
time, and find them keep well. — I 
am.

PROSECUTION FOR GAMING.

The KiDg v. Bogier and HumphTeys. 
T^HE defendants in this case were 
indicted and found guilt v at 
the Sittings after last Michaelmas 
Term, in the King*s Bench, for 
keeping a common G:aming-house, 
late No. 40, Pall Mall. In Hilary 
Term last, they were brought up 
for judgment, when Rogier was 
sentenced to one year's imprison- 
ment in Cold Bath Fields, to pay a 
fine of 50001. and to give security 
for his future good behaviour for 
five years, himself in a bond of 
20001. and two sureties in 10001. 
each. Humphreys was sentenced 
to two years* imprisonment, to pay 
a fine of 2001. and to give similar 
security for the same period.* • 

A* writ' of error was obtained by 
Vol. XII. N.S.'^^o. 69. 



the defendants to set aside the 
judgment of the Court of King's 
Bench. 

Mr. Curwood was now beard at 
the bar of the House in 6uppo|*tof 
the wVit. He submitted that nei- 
ther gaming nor keeping .a gaming- 
house was an offence at comrodn 
law, per se 5 and that to support 
an indictment at common law, the 
offence must exist at common law^ 
and not be merely created by sta- 
tute. Secondly, if a house could 
be indicted as a nuisance, from the 
mode in' which it was carried on, 
as a play-house might be, which 
although lawful in itself, yet it 
might be so conducted as to' be- 
come a public nuisance, then those 
circumstances which rendered it a 
public nuisance, ought to be shewn 
on the face 6( the indictment, that 
the Court might judge whether 
they amounted in law to nuisances 
or not. In support of this, the 
Learned Counsel referred to 1 
Hawkins, ch. 75, sec. 7. Thirdly, 
he contended, if playing for exces- . 
sive sums made the house a nui- 
sance, the sums played for ought to 
have been shewn on the face of the 
indictment, inasmuch as what were 
excessive sums was matter of 
law, being regulated by statute. 
Losing lOl. at any one sitting, or 
201. within twenty^-fonr hours, was 
illegal ; but in the present case no 
sum had been set forth. A Court 
of Error ought to see, on the face 
of the record, that the sums lost 
were excessive, and that the Jury 
ought not to be left to draw the 
inference of law. Fourthly, if 
playing an unlawful game made the 
house a nuisance, it was clear the 
Jury had drawn a wrong conda- 
sion in law : for they fonnd that 
" Rouge et Noir** was an unlawful 
game ; whereas it, in fact, was not 
an unlawful game, not being prohi- 
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bited by stateta In t&e lut Act 
of Parliaipent passed to prevaat 
gaming, this was not enumerated 
am<Hig the varbus games prohi- 
bited. The list presented was^ 
" FarQ, Ace of Hearts, Rolypoly, 
Roulette, Hazard, and all other 
games of chance." 

The Lord Chancellor.-*-Pray, 
Mr. Curwood, what is " Rouge et 
Noir?" 

Mr. Gurwood. — My Lord, I do 
not know exactly what it is. — ^Tlie 
Learned Counsel said, if the game 
was not prohibited by statute, as 
it was clear it was not, it was not 
prohibited at all. 

Mc. F. Pollock, in support of 
the prosecution, said he would 
firsat call their Lordships* attention 
to the consideration which had been 
given to the subject in very early 
times, before he noticed the argu- 
ments offered on behalf of the de- 
fendants. Thcv earliest statute 
i^pon gaming was made in the 1 2th 
y^ar of Richard IL c. 6. By this 
statute, all Sheriffs, Mayors, &c. 
ii^ere empowered " to arrest any 
serv^t Of artificer who should use 
.buckler, sword, or dagger, or play 
at foot-ball, quoits, casting of the 
atone, or other games." This sta* 
tote was made to prevent people 
from, leaving useful arts. Another 
wa3 made in the 1 1th Henry iV. 
which recited those ^ames, and 
*^ dice> tennis, and such like 
^kmes,** were introdpced in addi- 
tion to them ; but '^ a person 
might ose his bow, because the 
defence of this land depended upon 
archery.'* In the 1 1th Hea. VII. 
c iL for the first time " cards** 
ivereprolubited. It was either in 
lhe.r.eign of Henry VI. or Edward 
IVf, Idrnt cards weire first introduced 
iitto England. This statute said 
that persons should ^^ ne play at 
ttfOMs. diee, ear4s» how}^ nor a^r 
unlawful game.*' This stotute wis 



repeated ia the 19tb Henry VIL | 
and in the 33d of the same King, 
ch. 9. sect. 18, it was stated, that 
" any new game that shall liero- 
after be invented by cards shall 
be unlawful.**^ The Learned Coun- 
sel then alluded to the case of 
the *' King ». Betterton,*' where 
the defendant had a prx>hibitory 
writ issued against him, bav- 
ing an unlicensed play-house in 
Lincoln's Inn Fields. But this 
case, he said, was by no. means 
similar to the one before their 
Lordships. It was the opinion of 
the Lord Chief Justice Holt, that 
the erection of a stage for a rope 
dance wais a nuisance. By the 
33d Hen. VIII. the keeping open 
a gaibing-house was an offence at 
common law, indictable as a com- 
mon nuisance, and might be sap- 
pressed and fined at the discretion 
of the Coprt. When this present 
case was tried, the Court had aH 
the facts before it, and was able 
to judge of all the circumstances 
connected with those facts. It 
had been asserted that not leas 
than a million of money could be 
obtained for the support of the 
party. It was not a heavy fine 
that had begn imposed, supposing 
such an assertion to be true. The 
Learned Counsel concluded with 
trusting their Lordships, woilild af- 
firm the ju()gment given by the 
Court of King's Bench. 

Mr. Curwopd replied in an able 
and iagenioDS speech. 

The Lord ChiTncellor said he had 
no doubt in his own mind resfpect* 
ing the judgment given ; but if 
their Lordships wished he would 
take the ' sense of the Hooas 
upon it. 

After a short pans^, the Lor;d 
Chancellor proceeded to the wool-

THE JOCKET CLUB. 

The Jockey Club, at a meeting, 
held at the Clarendon Hotel, Bond- 
street, May 24, 1823, came to the 
following resolutions : — ' 

"Resolved, that, to. prevent dis- 
putes^ the following rules must be 
adhered to, in all nominations for 
stakes made after the 1st of July, 
of colts or fillies, which have not 
started before the time of naming : — 

"1st. The sire, dam, and grandara, 
of the colt or filly ta be named, must 
he mentioned, if known, unless the 
dam has a name which is to be found 
either in the stud-book or racing 
calendar, in which case the name of 
the sire and dam will be sufiicient. 

" 2nd. If the colt or filly to be 
named be own brother or sister to 
any horse or mare having a name in 
the stud-book or racing calendar, it 
will be sufficient to name it as such. 
^ " 3d. If the dam or grandam be 
sister, or dam or grandam, of any 
horse or mare having a name in the 
stud-book or. racing calendar, it will 
be sufficient to mention her as such. 

" 4th. In case the dam or grandam 
should not be kuawn, the sire of 
the colt or filly must be mentioned, 
together with such other particulars 
as will be sufficient to identify the 
animal. 

" 5th. In case of the dam having 
been covered by more than one stal- 
lion, the names of all the stallions by 
which she was covered must b$ men- 
tioned. — ^By order of the stewards, 
" J. Weatherby.'*

The fancy were in 
raptures at the execution and style 
exhibited by Stockman, and the 
fhck shewn bv Barrow, who was 
carried out of the ring, and conveyed 
to the May Pole Inn. 



After the races at Epsom, on Fri- 
day, May 30, a boxing match, for a 
suDscription purse of 101. took place, 
between Harris, well known to the 
prize ring, and Youua, no stranger 
to the amateurs. After fighting 
seventeen rounds, which lasted 
thirty-three minutes, Harris was de- 
dared the^ victor. It was a hard- 
contested battle. 

Oxford; June 12.— Between the 
conclusion of the commemoration 
and the commencement of the con- 
cert, a boxing match took place on 
Bulling Green, between two weU- 
known Oxford men^ called the Pot- 
man and the Boatman. Carter, the 
pu^list, and Harry Bell, the noted 
dog.fancier, seconded the first ; the 
other waa seconded by George Keats, 
and Stephens^ the sweep. A great 
number of gownsmen were present. 
It was a good stand-up fi^ht of 
twelve rounds in sixteen minutes, 
and was well contested until the last 
two rounds, when the Boatman, 
Halk, was beat to shatters. The 
men displayed a good deal of sci- 
ence, and particnlariy the Potman, 
who is a good twelve-stone man : his' 
opponent about eleven stone fiv^. 



There was a good deal of money 
sported on the field. 

A manly and a mangling battle 
was fought on Friday, June 20, on 
Godstone Common, near Doriring» 
between Joe Qox, a Gosport caulker, 
and Harry Ford, a man of scieneej 
but a stone lighter than his antago- 
nist, who weigns 12st.

Mlishments.of this Number^ was 

.;^at^d by Marshall, for a noble- 

ani, and engraved by Fry. The 
^ness and display of graphical 
ait must speak for themselves j 
jUid no one belonging to the sport- 
lag world was ever perhaps so ani- 
yersally known as this very extra- 
ordinary man. 

He was boriLabont seventy years 
ago,' at the pleasant and romantic 
village of Great Easton, on the 
borders of Leicestershire and 
Northamptonshire, with the fine old 
easde and park of Rockingham in 
its fronty surrounded by a rich gra- 



zing, sporting coantry, witb the 
river Welland gracefiilly winding 
through its meadows, well known 
to fox-hunters as being something 
between leapable and fordable, 
but very often both in attempting 
one. It is backed by Easton nrk, 
the strongest wood cov^r in tha 
Langton country, or perhaps in 
Leicestershire, and requires to be 
frequently and well hunted to makf 
the foxes fly. This not being the 
case, few of the Meltonians at* 
tend — ^not choosing to wait the un<^ 
certainty of getting a fox aWay, 
To wait, in. this quick and fashion^ 
able country, is out of the question : 
a fox must be found in. five minutes, 
killed or lost in from (ifteen to fifty, 
a;id another found within the honr«

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or tfce day h over. Nobody ihiaks 
of waiting here, except a few old- 
fashioned landlords for. their rents, 
and modern tradesmen for their 
bills.

i^, if this timid dd^rly person be 
Mtarfraid^ a little jdftlfiig; shdald 
*lot ha^ii to be In a hurry j ttik 
to have he£(rd df such terms as ease,

Uhfdrthniitely for Tot, ivheh 
his ttttiid eldeHy friends were all 
dead, aiid all thefse Ibingsi became 
known tb every body btit him- 
selfv this branch of his tr^de (^ 
tm^Mk*. ifot 4ttite IN> tfiiliidlry 



in banters. It seems, he bought st 
one time Of his life great numbers, 
and at enormous prices, of tbat 
dear old sort, " the Old English 
Hunter.'* Oh! that a pen eoold 
describe that solemn shake of the 
head, the woeful countenance, the 
heavy sigh and bitter wailings, he 
uttered for tbelossof *' that sortf — 
a sort so well calculated for going 
out at four o*ck>ck hi a morning, 
cutting a figore inia mo of ftfteen 
miles in fourteen hours, to bear a 
cool reception when be gets home, 
to submit patiently to being brushed 
over with a birch broom, tameil 
into a straw yard, and fed on Swe- 
dish turnips 1 To the inexptes- 
sit)Ie grief of poor Tot, and the 
onlv two survivors, admirers of 
such treatment, and such horses — 
the last seen were drawing the 
Old Leeds Coach, whe& neither 
the horses, the coachtnan, n6r even 
the coach, went on springs — the 
Norwich Expedition, ^' carrying 
eight insides,'* at the rate (if the 
r<Mtds were good) of about four 
miles an hour — and one in the 
possession of Tot, which he could 
never sell. So that, through the 
obstinacy of the age, and a want 
of taste for antiquities, this branch 
of his trade was, to him, lost for 
ever. 

In regard to his taste for blood 
horses, of which he bought ihany> 
they were what Mr. Jacob War- 
del calls slashers — a large coarse 
sort, and better calculated for 
any purpose than the one in- 
tended. Some of theise he trained, 
and ran at Newmarket, and other 
p}tic^s ; hot, like Charles Fox's, 
th^jr were ''not kst enough to 
tire themselves,*' nor stotiteaoiigh 
to witi 3 and as such w^ire ftdt 
ready sale, nor vei'y dfaelij) keeping. 
Hdtvcfver spirited it ifiigh«4 i^p^^esr 
in a hofnb ikaler, ftk Sol^ht it d 
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prodfotplfA-rtdlfmiciedlliey se^w 
haw it would eqd. Jo pursobg 
tbis course^ the greatest es^ertioot 
of oar hero were broaght forth in 
eDdegvouriBg tQ set the world tQ 
rights^ and !o persuadiag men 
(even yoiiag> ones) th$tt new fa- 
ahioos— 'new systems — new sorts of 
hoaods— r^ew sorts of horses- 
new coantries — new modes of hnnt- 
ing them-f-^nd even new people — 
were all wroag. This opinion being 
pereeFered in to the very last- 
added to his unalterable notions 
about baekSf huntej*s, and racers, 
with the people every day more 
fcod more pb$iinafe — he was obliged 
(though reluctantly) to exchange a 
vfsry pv^ttY freekoid landed estate 
in his native village, for one in 
{jondon, six feet long by three feet 
Wide, as tenant at will — ^having 
died suddenly, in Pall Mall (of mo- 
ment to yonng country horse deal- 
erj$), a natural death, and without 
a ahilling.

the print he was no dandy. Da.y 
and Martin do not owe their popu- 
larity to him, neither was heindebted 
to them £or their printed instruc- 
tions for cleaning boots. He al- 
ways cleaned his own (when they 
were cleaned), and began by putting 
them on : then, with a pail of wa- 
ter and water-brash, or a piece of 
hay4»Ad dipped in the horse- 
though, he touched Ihem over 
nicely— -for he was not without his 
sfjark of pride, though bis face did 
not seem to partake of these in- 
dulgences 5 neither did his hat or 



coat often get bmabed, as in them 
no improvement cenld be. made. 
Many thought him rich, because he 
yf9A eccentric' 5 others honest, be* 
canse he spoke blundy and sin- 
cere, never fawning, but always 
observing the same manners, aM 
using the same language to the 
prince, the peer, and the ploughman. 
Tot had evidently read some* 
where of ** wine that maketh glad 
the heart of man,'* and never neg- 
lected an opportunity of under* 
standing and thoroughly proving it

tenance,* he either used spar* 
ingly, or it had no effect, if one 
might judge from cohtem plating 
his features.

race. Nothing gives me more plea- 
sure than to see the uninterrupted 
■access of that accomplished jockey i 
and ncfthing can be more adverse 
ton^y intention, or feelings, than to 
attempt to detract from bis merits 
or reputation. I only wish he 
could live for ever, and if his body 
^ere as incorruptible as his mind, 
doubtless he wonld. 

However, to return to my sub- 
j^. Mr. West has, at last, turned 
np the trump which I anticipated, 
and it is his own fault that oe did 
not turn it up sooner, for he had 
It in his hand.. A carpenter is of 
no use without his tools ^ neither 
ift. it of any nse to bring a horse to 
the post, whether trained by Mr. 
Grouch, or anv one else, unless be 
has got a good jockey to ride him. 
Now really there is no excuse for 
Mr. West not having cine of the 
best jockies in England, as well as 
the best horses ror him to ride. 
He has got every convenience to 
breed and train them ; and he has 
got— -what every man has not got 
,— and that is, besides his large 
country estates, a map at his law- 
fiev^s (for I have seen it), as big as the 
Vicar of Wakefield's family picture, 
on which he has nothing to do, but to 
put his finger on a irpo/*, and say— 



'^ Let this ipot be sold, for* I 
want to give a thousand guineas for 
a race-horse !" Such a man should 
have the best of every thing, and 
nothing second-best about him. If 
good wishes will make him a win- 
ner, he has mine ; for he is a good 
preserver of foxes, a great friend to 
fox-huntiBg, land the right sort of 
English country gentleman. 

By the way, Mr. West had a 
four-year-old colt that ran for the 
Gold Cop, at Ascot, by the name of 
Opodeldoc, which he told me was 
for sale. He is got by Orville, out 
of Arquebusade, by Sancho ; her 
dam by Pot8o*8, out of Editha, by 
Herod : and though no race-horse 
with Netherfield and Marcellus, is 
very likely to make a valuable hun- 
ter, having very hunter-like action, 
with large legs and feet, and of fine 
temper. From his size and blood, 
he would also make a good stal- 
lion. Mr. West at the same time 
told me that Barbara, own Sister 
to Angelica, was for sale, and likely 
to carry a light weight to hounds ; 
but, perhaps, he may now think it 
probable she may do something 
else, as she has profed herself to 
be of a good family, which is no 
bad recommendation to her. 

When on the subject of jockey- 
ship, and racing, I was very much 
amused with the account of the 
grand match that has been lately 
run at New York, between the 
American Eclipse,and Henry, who, 
it seems, was brought thither from 
a distant part of the country for the 
purpose ; by which it appears, that 
unless a transatlantic mile is shorter 
than an English one, they have got 
some good horses in that country; 
as, in one heat, the four miles were

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run in aeveii miootes and thirty- 
nine seconds, being almost equal 
to any thing upon record— parti- 
cnlarly as the heat befori; it, had 
been ran within a second, of the 
same tyne — biit, anfortanately,tliey 
have not given us the weights. — 
The horses starting by the " tap 
of the drum,'* is quite a novel idea, 
and, perhaps, might not exactly 
suit some of our young ones, who 
are rather queer at getting off; 
but the ebullition of feeling exhi- 
bited by the people at New York, 
shews that under all climes, the 
sports of the field are congenial to 
human nature. To be sure, it is 
diverting to picture to oneself Sam 
Chiffney, on the shoulders of a 
Yankee, borne off in triumph after 
having won his race, to the tune of 
" See the conquering hero comes !" 
and, it appears, Mr.. Purdy felt 
more at home on the back of his 
favourite Eclipse. I wish the edi- 
tor of the New York paper had 
gone a little more into detail, and 
given OS the reasons why Taylor 
did not ride Henry the two nrst 
heats, and why Purdy was not put 
on Eclipse at hrst, as we are led to 
believe they are the Buckle and 
Chiffney of that country. Per- 
haps, had Taylor ridden Henry the 
two first heats, and not made all 
the running, as he did, it might 
have altered matters' considerably, 
for it will be observed that he 
waited on Eclipse the last heat, 
and was only beat by a head. On 
the other hand, had Purdy been on 
Eclipse the first heat, he might 
have saved him running the last at 
all. They wanted your Newmarket 
correspondent, Observatoe, Mr. 
Editor, to have given us the age, 
" names, weights, and colfurs of 
/ the riders," in technical lingo -, and 
how amusing would it be, if some 
good artist were to go around the 



world, and give as sketches of the 
different costumes of the riders, and 
the forms of their horses, in all 
different countries ; as well as some 
account of their method of training/ 
trials, &c. ! I have often thought 
how it must have surprised my 
Lord Charles Somerset, when he 
landed at the Cape of Good Hope, 
during the races, to see the black 
jockies riding without shoes or stock- 
ings, a ludicrous account of whicfar 
I saw in a letter from the late Lady 
Charles, to one of her ^sisters. 
What a contrast to Tom Goodison 
upon Sanbieam ! 

Indeed, we have only to cross 
the water to Ireland, to see a little 
difference in these things. Some 
years since I had a horse in train- 
ing at the Cucrah of Kildare, and 
making a match with the celebrated 
Colonel Wardle over the bottle, to 
be run the neat day, I went off in 
the night, seventeen Irish miles, to 
have my horse set for the race. 
When I arrived at tl)0 stables, 
about one o*clock in the morning, 
I saw, by the light of the moon, 
that the key was in the door. 
Accompanied by a friend, I entered. 
There were seven 'horses in the 
stable, and one of them the best of 
.bis year ! After walking two or 
throe times op and down it, a young 
voice exclaimed — " Ah ! what are 
you after here > '* " What am I 
after!" said I«— *' what is your mas- 
ter after, that he leaves his horses 
in this wayV* " Sure, did*nt 
master lock me in here to take care 
of them," said a ragged nrchin in a 
hay bin. However, it is an old 
story, and I will not tell the sequel. 
I set my horse myself, and lost the 
race. 

To return to New York. I can 
easily conceive this to have been a 
most interesting race, not o^nly as 
relates to the stakes^— 20,000 dol-

Sthe veterinary pupils who atteud 
em : twenty guineas, therefore, 
for Mr. Coleman's lectures only, 
will very well bear the charge for a 
demonstrator. 

In early times, the Professor, 
besides his lectures in the theatre, 
gave a clinical lecture in going 
through the stables, and prescribed 
for the patients at the same time. 
Although this duty may be per- 
formed equally well by another, I 
am informed its performance bae 
nearly ceased on the part of the 
Professor. For the mere lectures 
in the theatre, unaccompanied by 
demonstratiods or elucidations of 
any kind, does the Professor of the 
Veterinary College receive a fee of 
twenty guineas from each pupil, 

I shall be happy to devote an 
hour's consideration to Vindex, 
whenever he may be pleased, and 
you may be pleased, to favour the' 
public with his lucubrations — for 
bis letter now under consideration 
has very much the character of an 
after-dinner production — and re- 
main.

and gave hjm hid quietus, by two 
rattling facers and a good body 
blow, and Jack went off in triumph. 
ThiSj it must be allowed, was an 
unfair advantage, and can only be 
justified by the peculiar circnm- 
stauces attending it^ but it is to 
be hoped that boxing on fair terms 
will never be done away with in 
this country, for who can read the 
following extract from the battle 
between Hudson and Stelton, 
which took place on Harpenden 
Common, near St. Alban's, on the 
10th December, 1822, without 
feeling proud that he is an Eng- 
lishman ? 

Round 5th. The fighting now 
was truly terrific on both sides, and 
Sheltoo weir timed his opponent, 
and bent him staggering away by 
three repeated facers, without any 
return.^ Yet the goodness of Hud- 
son was so high, that he finished 
the round in great style, and had 
Shelton down again. 

Round 6th. Hudson's face was 
BOW cot to pieces, and Shelton*s in 
a bad plight; both piping. The 
latter turned around from the aeve- 
rity of the hitting, but again re* 
sumed fighting like a game cock, 
till both were down. 

Round 7th. Both terribly dis- 
tressed, but Shelton down. 

Round 6th. This was a short 
round, but terrific, from the execu- 
tion done. Shelton nobbed Hud- 
son at every turn, and mitted him 
down. 

Round 9th. Hudson, like a game 
cock, disputed every inch of ground 
till he went down, distressed be- 
yond representation*. Still his 
friends considered him winning, and 
offered 2 to 1 . 

Round 10th. In this round it 
might be termed '^ any body's bat- 



tle;'* but the courage on the one 
side, and the manliness on the 
other, exceeded all praise. Both 
down. Five to Ion Hudson. 

Round 1 1 th. Hudson commenced 
fighting; but his terrific points 
were gone, and he began to hit 
round. Shelton planted three or 
four tremendous facers, the claret 
following every hit. Still Hudson 
was dangerous. Shelton going 
down quite exhausted, had the 
worstof the round. 

Round 1 4th and last. The fine 
fighting of Shelton rather gave hini 
the lead, and as Hudson wa& going 
down in a distressed state, so as to 
make it doubtful whether he might 
come again to the scratch, Sheltbtf 
put in a tremendous blow under 
his ear, that rendered him insensi- 
ble to the call of time. It was very 
doubtful if Shelton could have 
fought two more rounds. On being 
placed on his second's knee, he feu 
down on the ground. Both men 
were led off the ground-*-Hudsoii 
as blind as a bat. All this was 
done in lesa than^ fifteen minutes ! ! 

Let us picture to ourselves a 74- 
gun ship, manned with Josh. Hud- 
sons (for that was his profession), 
and a regiment of soldiers composed 
of such men as Shelton. 

Tl^e training of pugilists is now 
brought to great perfection, and 
the effect of condition (without the 
help of mashed potatoes and Swe- 
dish turnips) ascertained to a very^ 
nice point. The discipline, how-^ 
ever, is very severe; but, continu- 
ing the comparison of present and 
former times, not so much so as 
that practised by the ancients ; for . 
we find, that to prepare them for 
running, they actually submitted to 
the operation of having the spleen 
destroyed by fire. Their boxers 
were made fat, but by what 
process, 1 know not. Thus Te- 
A a2

giles." . They aiUo rabbed tbeir 
joints with some particular sort of 
oilj to prevtat strains. Despite g( 
all their aMtrams,! shodd conceive 
the last iioaX of th^ Lancashire iian» 
who went four hundred jnilea ia 
five days aad twelve boors, beiog 
Boarly eighty aiks a day in 9uc-> 
^fniao^ stands about first of ail 
human effuU.' 

There is one part of the British 
pu^late which I cannot pass over^ 
ana that is*-the appropriate and 
teohiucal laAguage in which the 
history of each battle is written, so 
BMich to the amuseflfteat ^f the •pub- 
He. The cif'Cohitioa 'of these histo- 
ries thro4|gh evwf aIe4iouse in 
Eitgland, cannot be without 4ts 
effect The mostcelebrated poets el 
antiquity have had recourfie to the 
rif^tfof «ome Af their most divert- 
kig Incidents } and the battle be- 
tween PoIIbk and Amj^'oas, in the 
30th Idyllium «f Theocritus, is su|>- 
posed to he one of tihat (real poet's 
Bnaateitpieaes. 

Whether, then, our .present eys- 
teta of >pite %htkig>be beneficial to 
society, or whether it should yield 
to what is called '' a beitler taste,*^ 
lis becomes •questiOQn of <iiational iia* 
portance; and, like all those which 
are •iatere^li^g to the feelings of 
humanityi, is one difficult to deter- 
mine. There arc^ no doubt, rea- 
sons against it. la the first place, 
it is illegal — every public prize 
fight being a -breach ^of the rpeace ; 
aiid it is idso illegal^ -inasoinch as it . 
is A kind of ^[ambling on ^fe. With 
respect to the former of these ob- 
jections, it 'may be 'said 4o be, in 
part^ dome away with, 'by some of 
onr moat respectable Magistrates 
having allowed ipriae fights withia 
their jtirisdidtion ; and aa to the 
laltfep, it wUi !be iound that very 
few lives have been lost ia the fici- 
tish ring. - 



There are. many people who 
tlttttk they see a change going on ia 
the character of the £itish people, 
and thatexotie manners and amose^' 
meats are gaining ground amongst 
them.

A NEW CODE OF GAME LAWS. 



To ^ Editor of the Sporting Maganint^ 

sik, 

A S this is oiow a time of mnch in^- 

terest to the landed proprietors 

of England, with regard to their 

game, from the introduction of a 

new Billf into Parliament for the 



amelioration of the ptresent game 

laws^ especially as to the sale of gree, of the law of ;nanorlal rights 

game, if you think the following in the case of game (these laws 



hints and remarks on tiiat subject 
in general, worthy of a place in

West Lothian, June 20, 1823. 

EvjsRY one must allow ithat there 
is, and has been, a want of e£^ 
ciency, and a certain degree of op- 
pression, in the game laws, since 
time immemorial ; but never have 
they been «more feeble in their 
operations, than sinee the two new 
Bills were .passed some years ago, 
nor with any futnre chai^ can 
they be. more so ; and any :altera* 
tion whatsoeverisrto be anticipated 
with pleasure, .as having some 
chanoe oEcontributii^g towards their 
amelioration. The Bill at present 



being unknown in Scotland) ,; but;, 
as far as I understand of their for«- 
mation, they appear to be at jure- 
sent, and to remain for ever, a great 
bar to the suppression ofjpoachia^ 
the proprietors of estates within 
the manor ha>vsln^ no interest in the 
preservation of the game> which is 
to them like a perpetual heir loom^^ 
and this prohibition is far more irkr 
some and uigust to people in their 
rank of life, than the veto of the 
landlord is to the tenant, who takes 
his farm under the conditions c^ 
preserving the ^ame for the land- 
lord's nse-^yet he still complains of 
an agreement he entered into^ 
.with bis eyes open, and receives 
more ^popular commiseration tha^ 
the person who is not .lord bnt, pro- 
prietor of bis estate.

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Perhaps Bomc one of yotir cofrc^ 
spondents, versed in the sportiDg 
laws, will take the trooble of ex- 
plaining the nature and power of 
the manorittl rights, with l*egard to 
the Game Laws. It is to be- un- 
derstood, that throughout these re- 
marks that follow, I am not taking 
the case of lord of a manor into 
view, along with the other subjects. 

Outlines of a new Code of Laws relai" 
ing to Cramey ftnd intended, as far 
as they have power to reach, as a 
great prevention, if not an entire era» 
dicatton, of Poshing. 

Pii;3t — Let Majesty renounce all 
rightoverthe game of GreatBritain, 
and let it be the real property of a 
proprietor, as long as it remains 
upon his estate. When it removes 
of its own accord, or is driven to 
the grounds of another person, then 
^he former proprietor loses all right 
to it. The law of punishment 
against qualified persons destroying 
game, without the proprietor's per- 
mission, I leave to the opinion of 
the legislature ; for an accidental 
trespass, it should be as lenient as 
possible 3 that against unqualified 
persons, though protected by a 
certificate, should be more severe 5 
but this I treat of again, in men- 
tioning the tax to be imposed in 
lieu of a certificate. The law against 
a poacher should be the same as 
that which protects the cattle or 
hen roost of any ope. 

Second-^That the revenue may 
BOt be diminished by this change of 
property in game, let a tax (for 
the discharge of which a certificate 
must be given) be imposed on all 
proprietors who shoot or course, 
at least equal to the present. Let 
all unqualified persons pay a higher 
tax than the proprietors of land. 
Unqualified persons above the mid- 
dle rank of society to receive a 
certificate, upon giving in their 



names at the office : those below 
the middle! rank should be obliged 
to shew a written permission to 
sport, from a qualified person, espe- 
cially those whose character is 
doubtful, before they can receive a 
certificate, which should be of a 
different form from that of the 
higher rank. These persons should 
also be punished most severely 
when found trespassing. All these 
three gradations should be dis- 
tinctly specified in the books at 
the office of issue, open to any 
one's perusal, and also be published 
in the newspapers, as at present. 
Let gamekeepers (the killing sort) 
be taxed higher than they now are. 
Keepers (solely so used) should be 
entirely exempted from tax, except, 
perhaps, paying a small sum for a 
regular commission from Govern- 
ment, authorising them to act as 
constables for the interest of their 
master, as far as regards the ap- 
prehension of trespassers, poachers, 
and destroyers of game, on his 
estates. 

Third — Let the qualification of 
all persons to sport, be the same as 
at present, except that all persons 
who possess any quantity of land, 
over which the manorial rights of 
another do not extend, should be 
considered as qualified persons. 
This would be the great succeda- 
tienm for the prevention of poach- 
ing 5 for as the law stands at pre- 
sent, the proprietors of land over 
which there is no lordship, if it 
is below a fixed extent, are prohi- 
bited from killing their, game : 
wherefore it is not to be wondered 
at, if this class do all in their power 
to extirpate a race of animals in 
which they have no interest, and 
also encourage the poacher as far 
a^* lies in their power. But the re- 
striction, if taken oflf, would en- 
tirely alter the case) the gariie on 
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thek stBuU properties .would in- 
crease^ and the market (if opened) 
would be in a great, measure sup-, 
plied from this channel. 

Fourth — Let the sale of all kinds 
of game be allowed^ under the pro* 
per restriction of a licence, only to 
be given to persons of known cha- 
racter, who will take their oath not 
to buy game^ except from a pro- 
prietor of land in his ovi^n right, 
or a person deputed by him. Per- 
haps also those who might breed 
game, in the same manner as poul- 
try, should be allowed to sell it to 
licensed or qualified persons. Let 
there be a heavy fine laid upon all 
who sell gamq, unless qualified or 
licensed persons ; also upon li- 
censed persons who might deal 
with those unqnalified. Thus, ra- 
ther a disagreeabla clause of the 
proposed Bill might be given up, 
which is, that of proprietors put- 
ting their names on the parcels of 
game sent to the licensed poul- 
terers, &c which might be dis- 
pensed with, they being obliged to 
shew a line from the proprietor 
who sent it, placed within the 
package, and being also obliged to 
give an account from their books 
of all game sold and received. All 
parcels of game sent to any one but a 
licensed dealer, must have the name 
of the donor upon the exterior. 

In all the other clauses of the 
present Bill I cordially agree, 
and wish it every success. It will 
be perceived that the changes pro- 
posed cannot lessen, but are likely 
to materially benefit, the revenue, 
and may yet be the means of re- 
moving some taxes which press 
heavily on the poorer orders of the 
community, but which would never 
be felt by those who prosecute the 
luxurious sports of the chase, or 
ihose pampered sons of Epicurus^ 



who . feast on the spoils procured 
by the exertions of their robust 
and more hardy equals in society. 

ON THE DISTEMPER OF DOGS. 

To the Editot of the Sporting MagazinCm 
SIR, 

U OW many valuable dogs have 
sportsmen the mortification of 
seeing destroyed by this deadly ma- 
lady, and yet how inadequate has. 
been any cure hitherto attempted 
to stop its progress ! If at any 
time one may have recovered a 
dog labouring under the severest 
stages of the distemper, how seldom 
will it be found to take effect a se- 
cond time, under the same circum- 
stances ! The researches of Blaine 
and o^Taplin have proved equally 
ineffectual. Both may have erred 
in their idea of the true nature 
and seat of the disease ; or, it may 
be, it!s variety and malignity elude 
or defy the power of mediciiie. 
Be that, however, as it may, one 
thing is clear, that their supposed 
panaceas have met with ample re- 
futation, long ere now, in the dis- 
appointment of sportsmen, and all 
taking an interest in this sagacious 
and useful animal. 

That no cure which could stand 
the test of experience, even though 
at times unsuccessful, has yet been 
discovered, must, I thinks in a great 
measure, be owing to the indif- 
ference of those who, having the 
ability to search still more into 
its origin, content themselves with 
the mode of treatment at the time 
most in use, without either in- 
quiring into its o|>eration or its 
aptitude. This, certainly, is to be 
regretted ; but there cannot be a 
doubt that, by a careful and re- 
peated disse(;tion in every stage of 
the disease, its root might be dis- 
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mrages be applied, it » not 8uf« 
ficient tSmt orb dtssecUon sfaoutd> 
however nuurked tbe appearatieey 
determiDe itseeatj for tbe TirnleDee 
of the disease, if the dissection^ as 
k geawally is, has been made on 
the death of the animal, may 
hfiiTO reached lo another qnarter^ 
aad even appear more distinct 
thefe than in the part where it 
origiaated-'^'ef if th«j dissection be 
liiade at a very ear^y stage, the 
diseased part may remain aitoge- 
l^e^ aanoth^d, or so slightly per- 
ceptible, as to leave great donbt as 
^ its cause, ot vrhat is likely to 
be Hs effect. If, howeref , every 
stage were traced, from its very 
ftrstgermto Its cams, I hesitate 
not to astiert, that, from the trne 
knowledge tfaas obtained, a receipt 
fhift woM in most cases be effec- 
fnal, might easily be discovered. 
Until, however, snch attention shall 
have beeiq paid, any cure which 
hras practice, even though little, to 
aan^e^ioB it, most be acceptable to 
thdse who take an interest in the 
dog. I ffaerefoi^ tratismit to yon 
tbe foHowing means of core, which, 
iiittty-hi^ cases ont of sixty, I 
have foond effecttia!, even in the 
t<fi»*ywe*st •stages. 

That-evefy dog is subject to the 
4kftemper, and that it is conta- 
^kms, 'Stre pifoposittotis which, from 
my own experience, [ can say 
ttte ntn groiHtded on fact. I have 
aeea many a dog attain an old age, 
Withotit even shewing the slightest 
aymptoms of it ; and I have also 
s«en dogs ke(]lt in the same kemid, 
fed ^om the same trough, and 
dHlrkitig the same Water, with tho^e 
Hiboar^ under it, who have never 
suffered the least change in their 
. health or spirits. This has occur- 
red so often under myown obser- 
vation, that I can no longer doubt 



the IrMth of tbe a^rttott I have 
now made > and considering it, as 
I do, an epkkmieai disease, I eaa 
as easily account for it, when ouce 
entering a kennel, attacking the 
whole of its iniUtttes, as by suppose 
ing that ft h contagions; while, 
with such an idea of it, the prae* 
tice of iaoculating healthy dogs 
trom the matter of those distem- 
pered, must be Whotly abrogated. 
This, which is often practised on 
puppies, w^th a View to snliject. 
them to the risk of the disease, I 
have always found ineffectiial, aid 
though a running at the nose and 
eyes, more or less, may always be 
occasioned, it arises merely from 
the viralence of the mucus applied 
to so tender a part, without its ea- 
tering into the constitution, or com* 
municattng the disease. When the 
dog recovers from the effects of this 
inoculation, which are not nnfre* 
^uently very severe, and regains 
his original health, he is, { have 
found, as liable as ever to the dis* 
temper, besides, as aWnost always 
happens, hnving his nose com- 
pletely spoHt. Such are the effects 
I have uniformly found m3^elf, and 
on which I have had my own expe- 
rience confirmed by the observa- 
tion of others. 

Although in these two points— 
the contagiousness of the disease, 
and the liability of every dog to 
take it at some time or other— I 
disagree with mo^t who have 
treated this subject, still, if any 
means can be procured-which either 
mitigate the disease when caught, 
or render it less likely to be taken, 
there can t>e no cause why these 
irhould not be adopted. Vaccina^ 
tion for this purpose has been in 
common use for some years back, 
and, as far as I can yet say, has 
been attended with considerable 
success. I have invariably found 
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Hmt those dogs mocaUtefltrith'tb^ 
tow "pox, tWe Hits diseate mudh 
teore deldoin, ^nd get dver it niac^ 
tkiore essily, tbtiti tbose tfa^t tir^ 
wot 3 Mid us tife op(sration i^ ib6 
simple, -abd to mdikely to do ftiiy 
itijdrjr to the dogj it «eeita8 Co "he d 
preventive which "every dog, wheA 
^OUnis;, sbootd be snbjected to. 

After the 4of^, hoil^eVer, has de- 
cidedly tJakefa ttie dtstemptsr, the 
first tnedicioe wfaieh shoold be 
used, is k vomit A coople^ of 
table spooafols of eothmoa satt; 
and as niaefa swedt oil liiixed np 
with it, is fts good as any thing fOr 
this parpote. VbttaitiDg, in the 
first stages of the distemper, has 
long been in vogne, and is a highly- 
proper treatment. If the dog is 
of a fbll corptilebt habit, he shooM 
also be bled, though not copiotisly, 
as, when bled too much, it served 
only to weaken htih without being 
attended with any mohe hbntfhciM 
restrlt. After giving the vbralt, it 
has been usual to admibi^tel' pO#- 
erfoleaMiarttcs: theiie serve only to 
render the dog less able to bear the 
diiiease, witlioirt in the least Kas- 
teblng its removal. Mild latAtives, 
Ifistead of those, should be admi- 
nistered, such as jalap and cah>mel, 
ift Small quantities, so as t6 allow 
the latter to accumulate in the sys- 
tem — for the disease I am inclined 
to regard as at ^rst Connected with 
the liver, and ending in the Idngs. 
Mercury, if it could possibly be 
«»de to take effect by rubbing in 
on the sideSi would, I ain con- 
ttnced, be of great utility? this, 
however, whett the disehse is rapid 
and in veterate, the weakness of the 
dog precludes, and the risk of cold 
to which it exposes him is so 
^reat j as to render preferable i^mall 
aoses of calomel, keeping up his 
strength ttntil it may hav6 so aocii- 
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mulated i6 hii ^jMa, mU act in 
the fonctioniiry parts ^of the liver« 
by means 'of some active t6Xnt, \h 
the usual remedies, this tdnic ia 
completely neglected. In the fifti- 
nine cases which nave been brought 
undc^ my obsiervatioh during the 
epring and summer, aii'd in which 
I have elTeclfed 4 cure, though some 
of them of the very worst nature. 
1 have made use of the sulphate of 
iron, which I am no^ aware has 
heen before nsed in this disease, 
I have gene'rallv ^iveii it, from ten 
to twenty, grains,, or even inbre^ 
according to the strength of the 
dog, together ^ith live or six ot 
camphor : these are made up into 
a pilly and given once or twice a 
day, as the case demands. I have 
oever, except in one case, /ound it to 
fail, and even then the dog, & vei*y 
fine fox-hound^ though ne had 
been in fits for several days, so far 
recovered, after a few doses of this 
medicine, as to be able to (hake use 
ofhisTimbs: he had, however, to be 
killed, as there was little appear- 
ance of his ever fairly recovering. 
In all ttie other cases, some of 
them almost equally virnlehi;, this 
was the only cure I iised, and I 
found it efficacious, beyonct hjiy 
most sanguine expectations. 

I if any ot your readers, who takis 
an interest in the health of so iis6- 
ful an animid, as the doRi adopt 
this treatment, they wUl, t am 
confident, find the distemper less 
mortal, and its conseqjiiehces less 
lasting and persiieiovB. 

May I not express a hop6 that 
some of tof^i^ correspondents, pdb- 
se^ag tfa6 abtfity, will seriously 
turn their attention to this disease, 
and atteiiapt, by carefill disseetioti, 
to east Sokne light oh its origin ahd 
progress >-Yoors, ^^^^^^.

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VETERINARY CASE. 



T$ the; Editor of the Sporting Magazine, 
SIR, 

II^HE following extraordinary fact 
in veterinary medicine may per« 
baps be thought worthy of a place 
In your Magazine. 

A fine cart mare, the property of 
a gentleman near this city^ after 
having been rode to market, was 
about three o*cloclc in the day taken 
suddenly ill. The proprietor treated 
the case as one oi common gripes, 
and administered the usual reme- 
dies, notwithstanding which the 
mare continuing to set worse, about 
sev^n in the evening Mr. Lewes, 
of this place, veterinary surgeon, 
was sent for, and he immediately 
pronounced her case not to be com- 
mon gripes, but some obstruction 
in the intestine. He treated the 
mare accordingly, and in the course 
of a few hours she voided a stone 
weighing one pound seven ounces 
and a half, and twelve inches and 
a half in drcumference. Upon 
being broken, the nucleus was found 
to be a nail about an inch and a 
half long. 

The mare is now doing well, 
having since had a foal 3 and cer- 
tainly owes her life to the quick 
perception and skill of the sur- 
geon.

ON NICKING OF HORSES. 



To the Editor of the Sporting Magazine* 
SIR, 

'T^HE readiness with which you 
at all . times devote a page of 
your interesting Magazine to ve- 
terinary subjects, induces roe to 
offer you the following remarks on 
nicking. 

This operation is performed 
merely to imprpve the appearance 



of the horse, or to please the faacy 
of the owner,, ana most therefore 
be considered as a piece of crueltf 
practised on that animal, for mere 
show. That his appearance is 
improved, in many tnstances, by 
the operation, none will deny i but 
that it is frequently injured, must 
also be admitted : this we see 
daily, in the nnsightlv tum«up 
commonly given to Irish, horses — 
the loss of hair, the awkward 
twist, or fatal conseqnences, as 
lock-jaw, &c. sometimes produced 
by it. From these circainstances 
it would appear that the operation 
has been, within these few years, 
in a great measure, laid aside, and 
cocktails have been thought un- 
fashionable. Fashion clianges, 
however, and people will some- 
times have their nags to carry their 
tails in a position to please their 
fancy $ but if this must be done, 
humanity dictates that it, should 
be with the least possible pain to 
the animal. With that- view, al- 
iow me to make the following 
remarks. . 

. The operation of nicking con- 
sists in making several transverse 
incisipus 'in the under surface of 
the tail, dividing the muscles that 
depress it : the tail is then sus- 
pended, by means of a weight and 
pullies, for two or three weeks, to 
prevent the muscles uniting again 
as the wound heals up : by this 
means the depressor muscles lose 
their power,, and it is suppo^d 
their antagonists, which elevate the 
tail, not being counteracted by the 
depressors, draw the tail into an 
upright position. If' ^this were 
correcty^ we should find the tail 
erected to its full extent imme- 
diately after the operation: this, 
however, is not the case ; for al- 
) though we find that the elevators 
raise the tail, coastdcfablyi after 
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tlie operatidB^ it is nothing when 
compared to the extent it is raised, 
after being for some time in the 
pallies. From this it wonid ap- 
pear, that the keeping of the parts 
ID one position for some time, has 
a considerable influence in making 
the horse carry his tail erect ; and 
this is iilnstrated by the difficulty 
a person has in extending his arm, 
after keeping it for some time in a 
sling. The difficnlty . with which 
an old carriag'e horse grazes, from 
having had his head reined op for 
a length of time, and by the pre- 
ternatural' contraction of the flexor ^ 
muscles, tendons, and ligaments of 
the leg, in those cases of strains, 
where the -leg becomes knuckled— 
from these cases we may infer, 
that if the moscles of neck, arm, or 
leg, become so contracted by habit ' 
(or by being kept in one position 
for a length of timie), so that they 
will not allow the natural exten- 
sion of the part, tjiat the muscles 
of the tail may also be acted upon 
by the same means, and that the 
same result will be produced. 

There are in animal bodies two 
sets of agents^— the arteries and ab- 
sorbents 5 ' the former building up 
or nourishing the system i the lat- 
ter pulling down, or removing, 
those particles of matter that are 
unfit any longer to perform their 
fanctions, ot that are no longer 
wanted. Now if the tail is ele- 
vated, and kept in that position for 
some time, by artificial means, the 
muscles that elevate the tail wiH 
be coniioed, and unable to act, in 
consequence of their length 5 and 
a part of them being thus useless, 
will be immediately removed by 
the absorbents, while the depres- 
sors, being kept on the stretch, 
will become exhausted, and will be 
lengthened by the addition of new 
matter. The ligaments will also 



undergo the same change, and as 
they possess little or no elastt^ty; 
the tail, when -takei^ out of tne 
puUies, will be kept in the given 
position, and a habit once acquired 
will not be easily removed. 

Thn» we see the wished-for ef- 
fect may be produced, without /rab- 
jecting the animal to the ^in, 
danger, or inconvenience of nick- 
ing, and that too by merely keep- 
ing the tail erect for the same 
length of fime as in nicking — viz. 
two or three weeks. This maybe 
done by pullies, applied in the same 
manner as in nicking, with a small 
addition of weight, or by means of 
three lines passing from a bandage 
on the tail and fixed to the roller 
(one in the centre and one on each 
side), which ma[y be kept forward 
by a breast doth, or by the pad 
that Bartlet recommends, in iiis 
chapter on nicking, and of which 
he gives a plate. I may further 
state, that I have tried the experi- 
ment, and have found it to answer 
air my expectations. 

By inserting this in your first 
Number, you will, perhaps, sai^e; 
many an animal from a severe opera- 
tion, and at the same time oblige.

It is now eighteen months since 
1 first attempted to amuse your 
readers by a monthly contribution to 
the Sporting Magazine, and can- 
not but feel flattered by thefavoura- . 
ble reception my letters have met 
with. They have, as y^t, been 
most indulgently treated, and have 
given rise to very few objections $ 
out, as by collision of opinion, the 
troth is elicited, it is to be hoped, 
that where error is detected, or 
false principles advanced, they will 
be immediately noticed, that they 
may be either rectified or acknow- 
ledged. . 

The first notf^ taken of these 
.etters was in September last, by a 
correspondent who signs himself 
A Bit OF A- Jockey, and who is, 
I believe, an old contributor to the 
Sporting Magazine, As he gives 
ns to understand he has been a 
sportsman in his time, bis name 
carries some authority in your co- 
lumns ; and as he has renewed the 
subject in your last Number, ques- 
tioning much of what I have assert- 
ed, I ^el called upon to offer some 
remarks in my turn. Let not the 
Bit of a Jockey imagine I wish 
to prove him wrong ; my object is, 
to prove that I am right it is not, 
as I before observed, my wish to 
obtrude my opinions despotically 
on others, but I do not yield my 
ground to him, without better rea- 
sons than those which he has 
brought fotward for wresting it 
from me. Natiire teaches by ex- 



ample, and not by precept ^ and if, 
when writing on subjects like these, 
we prefer experiment to argument, 
we shall be less liable to go wrong. 
One of Des Carte's four maxims 
should ever be t)efore ns— " to ad- 
mit nothing for truth but what we 
have proved to be truej** for the 
best guide to knowledffe is through 
the medium of experiment. . The 
indulgence of theories, and suppo^ 
eilione, impede the progress of all 
. practical science, and only serve to 
confound and dishearten. One or 
two of your other correspondents 
also demand my notice, and unless ' 
I can answer them satisfactorily, 
the reputation of Nimrod's letters 
is at an end. 

As the Bit of a Jockey, as 
it were, analyses my letters, I

mighty crash : he scorns to do things 
by halves.

got by Croft*s Brilliant, a remarka- 
ble ii^kg'oer. She came down^once 
for all, in a sf^etidy trot, at which 
ihe was capital, laid open her knees 
Rlerally^to the bone, and bruised 
her rider in the face and head most 
Ipainfully." " Perhaps,** adds he 
(page 302), *' all high goers, with

Now, so far from the Bit op a

I odce h<^ a remarkable instance 
of that kind, yet there was no 
lameness, nor. appearance of start- 
ing of the tendons — in the stable 
phrase, the back screws." All that 
I can say to this is, to give the 
text, but your readers must iind 
the commentary. 

The Bit OF a Jockey, still a little 
ID the spirit of opposition — which, 
after all, is the way to get at the 
truthr— now stands up as the cham- 
pion of trot ting hacks, having been, 
as he tells us, an old trotting 
jockey in his time. He confesses, 
however, that " the canter is a 
charming, pleasant, and, if you 
will^ gentlemanly pace, and that 
a horse never looks to so great an 
advantage as in a graceful canter^ *' 
yet to shew off his trotting, with 
the present King of France for 
his jockey, he tells us, on the au- 
thority of a stable keeper, that his 
Majesty had a horse which could 
trot sixteen miles in the hour with 
him, but at the end of it, '^ H was 
even betting which fumed, fretted, 
and sweated most, the King or his 
Wse." Now I cannot help thinking 
hut your readers will agree with me, 
that had his Majesty been mounted 
on one of those smoothly-cantering 
hacks which I ventured to describe 
as the only horse fit to carry.a gen- 
tleman, much less a King^ on the 
road, bis Majesty would have rid- 
^len much more pleasantly than on 
this high- trotting Norfolk brute. 1 
liave also no hesitation in saying, 
that a high trotter, with a long 
stride, is the most dangerous horse

that can be ridden^ for when he 
does come down, which the BiiT or 
A JocKSY clearly proves he is 
likely to do, from touching the 
ground first with his toe, " h^ 
does not,'* as he observes, " ioi 
things by halves.^' 

I have now done with the Bit 
OF A Jockey's first " remark on 
NiMROD*s letters 5** and which, in- 
deed, I should not have noticed at 
all, had it not been for another 
epistle from him in your last Num* 
ber, in which he scrutinizes, nar- 
rowly, my system of getting hun- 
ters into condition, by " stable i 
management,*' as he calls it, and 
contrasts it with that of birch 
besoms, steamed potatoes, Swedish 
turnips, and cold quarters, as re- 
corded by the Old Sportsman, 
in another Number of your work^ 
and after a Jong, attentive, and 
practical (Qjiere, has he tried them 
both in this short time?) conside- 
ration of the subject, thinks both 
extremes *' unprofitable and ab- 
surd j" but, says he, *' were I comr 
pelled to adopt either the one or 
the other, my own feelings chiefly 
consulted, I would certainly prefer 
hunting in a gentlemanlike style ~ 

with NiMROD. 

Now, I fear,I must again convict 
the Bit of a Jockey of a little in- 
consistency here, in a few words. 
" Beyond a doubt,*' says he, 
''l>orses constantly running abroad^ 
with the option of a loose stable 
or shed, in bad weather, and by 
night, will maintain themselves ia 
the best state of health, and 
preserve their limbs in a state 
of healthy tension and activity, 
and exercise their whole bo* 
dily functions, with a vigour and 
energy not always enjoyed by those 
which are confined to the stable 
throughout the hunting^ season/* 

■C c • 
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To ibis lie adds, in langiiage not 
qnite HketbatofCtcero—" Without 
InteDdiog to compare trifles, or 
mere matters of taste^ with those 
of real importance and utility, I 
inay venture to lay some stress on 
the desire of an amateur, or one 
attached to the sport, to appear in 
the field among his compeers in a 
seemly style, with respect to the 
condition of his horse, and eke of 
his own togging, iVhich is extremely 
apt to be soHied and rendered un- 
comfortable, by the frothy and 
foggy lathering of an out-door and 
ijhtraioed hunter, from which, 
inoreover, the disoharges from his 
item chase are sometimes nnplea- 
leant, especially in an open season, 
when there is plenty of grass, and 
on those occasions when the wind 
may chance to set strong abaft the 
rider." Again, " it has been a boast 
that these self-trained horses never 
want wind, and, in the opinion of a 
late correspondent of yours (the 
Old Sportsman), they are not so 
Hable to be out of wind as those 
that are kept in a confined stable.'* 
*' Ndw, I must own," adds he, " I 
have ever been rather sceptical on 
that point, and should rather Mip^ 
pQ8e that the moderate estercise, 
galloping and walking, of the 
Itained and stable hunter, is for 
more lik'^ely to improve his wind 
than his own walks upon the win- 
ter's grass, the slippery and un- 
sound state of which must contri- 
bute to make him foggy and loose, 
rather than to improve his wind or 
his carcase.*' 

Now would it tiot have been 
lOiore candid and consistent in the 
Bit of ▲ JocKbt, either to have 
passed this over, , or at once to 
lave admitted that the stable was 
the proper place for a hunter during 
the winter season > Instead of 



this, he fl[oe6 on ^ dat^i, and 
brings up his great nnde, and his 
great uncle's fether (he might as 
well have brought old Adam at 
once) to prove, that hunters lying 
out, " performed well in the field ia 
the year 1 688.** Now as I have rea- 
son to believe that a blue coat is 
much more Vikeablackeoat, than the 
system of hunting, ^nd the manner 
of riding to hounds, were, in those 
days, like the system of hunting, 
and the manner of riding to hounds, 
in these — and a still -greater differ- 
ence in the management of horses 
— I see nothing like proof in the 
remark. One of the earliest im- 
pressions my recollection conveys 
to me, is that of a sportsndan of 
the old scliool, and I have him now 
tn my " mind's eye.** I think I see 
him in his brown bob wig, and 
threadbare hunting cap, dirty lea- 
ther breeches, as thick as a bol- 
lock's hide, with boots to match. 
His coat was cut to cover all, a 
belt around his waist, and a whip 
that would have knocked a bullock 
down. He rode a large cropped 
brown horse, which no master of a 
fast coach would look at ia these 
fast times ; and he took his leaps 
in that cool manner, yclept " stand- 
inff,** that would have enabled his 
rider to have offered up a prayer 
for his safety, whilst the hounds, 
if there were a scent, would be 
getting two fields before him. This 
gentleman had gained much cele- 
brity from having jumped over a 
sawpit without knowing it was 
there ; and was the only man in 
the parish he lived in, who would 
leap a five-barred gate ; but from 
what I can recollect of him, and 
from all that I have heard of him, 
as I believe in salvation, I believe 
that a good Meitonim wonld go 
tit idites oV^r a touUVrj in less 
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tinM tliiiit he WM need u$ go two.* 
Going one bi^idred years $till for- 
tber back^ it k really absurd to 
thiok that the treatment of a hal- 
ter m the year of the Revolqtion 
can bear any conparison with the 
treatment of him at the tpresent 
dayj when a)l tfaipga relating to 
the character of hannds, horsea^ 
and their riders^ have ondergone 
Itt great a revoliition in their way^ 
aad ** the sublime code of fox- 
hantiDg jorisprndence** has been so 
corrected' and amended. 

" Were my hunting days not 
past/ says the Bit of a Jockey,

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As to tb« nec^sity of torning 
horses oat to grass " to . heal the 
wounds and forqises in their 
littibs> and their bruised shanks 
and pasterns/' these evils> and 
the remedy, must exist only in 
the imagination of the writer. 
I hiave never seen horses* legs in 
any country— and I have hunted 
among flints— K;ut and bruised in 
this unqualified manner. All that 
I have to observe here, is> that 
should any injury be done to the 
fleshy parts of a horse's leg, a dose 
or two of physic, a poultice, and 
a loose box, with rest to the limb, 
and security from the irritating 
effect of flies, will prote a speedy 
cure. 

The Bit op a Jockry, however; 
says-*-" the weightier argument 
against not giving a hunter a sum-^ 
mer*s run at grass still remains — 
namely, that it is utterly unneces* 
sary, and very little sanctioned by 
ctistom. Now I know not where 
the Bit of a Jockey resides j but 
I- can assure him that so far from 
the practice of keeping hunters in 
hard meat in the summer, being 
Very Kttlie sanctioned by custom, 
it is practised by nearly all the 
iistrd-Hding men of the present day, 
and has been so for many years ; 
and as to what those do with their 
horses, who do not ride them hard, 
it is of little consequence, as the 
same necessity does not exist ; and 
It is to be observed, the practice 
appears an expensive one, at first 
sight, but cheaper in the end, for 
reasons which 1 have already given, 
and which I do not think it neces- 
sary to repeat. 

I now take my leave of the Bit 
OP A Jockey, not without assur- 
ing him, that as he tells me he is 
An oM man, he is entitled to my 
raspect, and may be allowed to 
pram the apples of Adam's days» 



as Neistor did! before him. tf, how^ 
ever, the apples of our time are 
no better than they were in his; 
the world has existed for nothing; 
and it may as well return to chaqs 
again. It is difficult to divest 
the mind of Hs experience ^ and 
allowance most be made for the 
tyranny of cnstota.' Neverthei 
less, let the Bit ot a Jockey re- 
collect, that in spite of ancient and 
venerable names, much is now ex- 
ploded of that which was thought 
to be good, because that which is 
proved to be better is substituted 
in its plac^e ; and little value caii 
be placed on judgments formed 
through the falsifying medium of 
prejudice. '' It is looked upon as 
an insult," says Mr. Locke, "for a 
man to adhere to his opinion 
against the current stream t>f anti- 
quity ; but it is neither arrogant, 
nor presumptuous," adds he, '* to 
depart from it when he finds it t0 
be wrong.^* We are not obliged to 
believe all that we tead in any book 
btit one; and if a practice be 
founded in error, it cannot be too 
soon exploded -, hut tV should be 
first convicted of error. Let the 
Bit op a Jockey also remember 
that sportsmen are not antiqua- 
rians, and would rather be inform- 
ed of what is useful and familiar 
to them now, than what was good 
in their grandfather's time. There 
is a Certain courtesy also dne from a 
writer to his readers, which should 
never, for a moment, be lost sight 
of; and if we cannot instruct, we 
should endeavour to amuse. Old 
Socrates said his mother was an 
excellent midwife^ but she could 
not deliver a woman who was not 
with child y neither can a man write 
on subjects which he does not tho- 
roughly understand. To doubt 
nothing, and to understand nothing, 
are synonymous terms, and some- 
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tinttg must .bf!i ttUowed to the; muf*. 
gisatioD, when writing mi SDch> 
sabjects as these. Practice and 
theory^ however, are often. at issoe, 
ajid before we intrude oar doutits 
on the pai)Hc, we should give good 
reasons for thinking that such 
doubts can' exist. As the Bit of 
A JocKB¥ is a frequent contributor 
to your pages, would it not be bet« 
ter if, instead of following me^ 
and snapping at my heels as £ pro-* 
ceed, he were to take fresh ground^ 
and try for fresh game ? Your co- 
lumns are open to all subjects 3 and 
he cannot. fail finding some which 
would be agreeable to the " maa 
of pleasure, enterprise, and spirit.*' 
Taking leave, then, of the Bit 
OF A JoGKET — though not without 
assuring him that what I. have 
said has only been in answer ' to 
his o'bservations on my past com* 
munications, and' not with the 
slightest intention of entering into 
any controversial correspondence 
with him— I have next to observe, 
in reply to one of the late contri- 
butors to your Magazine, who ad- 
dresses himself to me, on the 
" art of riding," that men who 
ride ' to hounds, Qr over a race- 
course, hold all instructions from 
riding masters, and riding schools^ 
excessively cheap. The seat ne^ 
cessary for holding horses toge- 
ther in a race, or. assisting them 
over a country, is not to be ao» 
quired by riding a lady*s pad upon 
sawdust, in a riding school. 
Though the gallant '^ young Harry 
with his beaver on/' as your cor- 
respondent observes, might " witch 
the world with noble horseman- 
ship," yet we must be aware^ that 
the horsemanship of his day was 
little like that of the present. In 
the first place, the rider, and his 
horse, were so encumbered with 
trappings, that they could not 



exerts their natural .power»'. viA* 
effect/ and all their graceful ma-' 
msn vres were performed on a horse i 
highly caparisoned; in a gentlef 
canter. . In the sports of the fielder 
parade was the. prindpal. object;.^ 
and riding after' hounds, aswe do» 
now, was. unknown in that' or much 
later ages. They slipped theit 
greyhounds, or ' flew, their bawkk 
on foot; and the ' highly-menag€d

Amongst us, no man who is ar 
judge, rides horses which do uotf 
pull together, - and- are ' not well on; 
their haunches ; but this Jmust be 
the result of well-formed hmd* 
legs, and pliant sihoulders, and noC 
of the forced discipline of a'rid^ 
ing school, which is top injurious 
to speed, to be had recourse to foe 
the field. Nature will not allow 
such liberties to be. taken with her 
work, with impunity. Thus mudi

YESTERDAY the match race 
' between Eclipse,and a southern 
horse called Henry, was run, over 
the Union Course. It will be re- 
collected that the gentlemen from 
New York, while in attendance on 
the match race last fall, at Washing- 
ton City, between Eclipse and Sir 
Charles, offered to fun the former, 
this spring, on the Long Island 
Course, for 20,000 dollars, against 
any horse that eould be produced 



in the United States or elsewhere 
and gave the southern gentlemen 
from that time (November, 1822), 
to the time of starting, to look 
round and name their horse. The 
challenge was readilyaccepted, and 
3000 dollars fixed on as the snm to 
be forfeited in case either party de- 
clined running the race. A number 
of hori^es were put in training for 
the occasion, but only two— ^viz. 
Henry and Betsy Richards — were 
brought on from the south,which,it 
was judged, could contend with 
Eclipse, and which of these two 
was to run the race remained a 
secret until the signal was given 
from the judge's box to bring np 
the horses, when Henry made his 
appearance, and ficlipsesoon after. 
The doubts which had before been 
entertained f and they were many) 
that the southern sportsmen would 
pay the forfeit and there would be 
no race, vanittbed at once, and all 
was anxiety for the result of the 
contest. The hour of starting soon 
arnved; but such was the immense 
crowd upon the course in solid co- 
lumn for nearly a quarter of a mile 
both right and left of the judge's 
box, that some minutes were taken 
up by the officers in clearing it ; 
nor was it effected without much 
difficulty. About ten minutes after 
one P. M. both horses sat off at the 
tap of the drum : Henry taking the 
lead and keeping it the whole four 
miles, came in about half a length 
a head. Although several efforts 
were made by the rider of Eclipse 
to pass his antagonist, still he could 
not accomplish it. The result of 
this heat was so different from what 
the northern sportsmen had calcu- 
lated upon, that the mercury fell 
instantly below the freezing point.

Mr. Lawrence tells us, ^* that which 
constitutes what is called a roarer, 
is a defect in the windpipe, it be- 
ing of irregular form, or insufficient 
dimensions to admit a free passage 
fbr the air." I am, however, of 
opinion, that the evil is left behind 
after an animal has had a vigorous 
attack of the distemper, and which is 
produced from snppu ration. When- 
ever I have had a horse seriouslv 
afflicted in the above manner, I 
have applied a blister, and have ne- 
ver had a roarer in my stud. 
. As this is a subject of great im- 
portance to gentlemen who breed 
horses, I hope some individual who 
is acquainted with it will have the 
kindness to impart his sentiments 
through your Magazine.

TROTTING ON THE TURF.

To the Editor of the Snorting Magazine, 

N former days, Mr. Editor, I 
have heard the old /ograms say, 
that " it is sometimes necessfiry 
for a man to become his own trum- 
peter.*' I am about to avail my- 
self of that sage admonition. All 
sportsmen have long known that I 
was the first man who, on actual 
experiment, advised the use of 
light or raciuff weights in the trot- 
ting match, r^ow, as it is not so 
generally known that I was also 
the first who recommended trotting 
on the iurf, of late frequently prac- 
tised, ana as I do not wish to lose 
the credit of that recommendation/ 
since I took the necessary pains of 
practical experiment, in both cases, 
mm no interested. view, but fixmi 
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ft nataraT, fnbred affection for the 
horse, and tbrbaghan nnfashipn-* 
able prejiidice in ^voor of common 
sense ; by way of some kind of 
reward, my jnst.dne, I embrace an 
opportunity wbicb yonr page.s have 
afforded, of pnffing myself by tbese 
fSresents. The opportunity to 
wbich I advert, arose from the ac» 
connt in your last Nomber of, I 
believe, two trotting matches over 
the turf, in my own county, Essex. 
I bad -often ruminated on this 
plan many years ago, my favour- 
ite trotting hack, Betty Bloss, the 
portrait of which you hate in' one 
of your early Numbers, having ex- 
tFcmely tender feet, and having 
been horribly battered, indeed 
nearly broken down, before she 
came into my possession ; but so 
great was the general prcjudtee 
against such an idea, that I scarcely 
dared to broach it, for I had aU 
ready failed in the endeavour to 
dissuade the niaking galloping 
matches on the road, the then 
<x>romon practice of a set of gal- 
lows blackguards, who, I am happy 
to say, are not so numerous in the 
present days of superior improve- 
ment. I well remember reasoning 
on the subject with one of them, 
about to match his hackney to run 
twenty miles in one hour, over the 
road, stating ^o him the damage his 
horse must necessarily receive in 
his feet and joints, by the shaking 
of the hard . road, and how little 
comparative injury he would pro- 
bably fitustain, from running the 
same distance over the turf. The 
man laughed at me, as an igriera* 
mufi, and inaisied^itwas the rebound 
of the hard road which would ena- 
ble his horse to perform the task, 
and whicb^ he ^thought, the horse 
coald not really perform on the 
turf. Soon after making trottii^ 
trials with various weights^ from 



five stone and half, to ten stone (bar 
pounds (my own weighty Saddle 
mcluded), I stated the result to a 
trotting jockey, at TattersaU*8, who 
shook his head with much gravHy, 
replying that, however it might be 
with race horses on the turf, ^* a 
trotter must have weight to Madf 
him.'* I had no better suceesa 
with Marsden and Johnson, as I 
have before stated in the Magazine. 
When, in 1796, 1 published my 
two volumes, I was afraid, on ac- 
count of the general prejudice, to 
go beyond training the trotter, on 
the turf, according to the following 
quotation : — " No hack is fit to 
trot any considerable distance nn^ 
til rising six years old ; but It is 
remarkable that trotters, unlike 
gallopers, do not lose their speed 
from old age 5 many having been 
known to trot as fast at twenty 
and even nearly thirty years of age 
(witness GartwHghfs old chesniit 
gelding), as they did in their prime t 
a solid recompence, surdy, for the 
extraordinary care which these 
horses demand. As it is obvious 
that the damage which these horses 
receive, in their feet, joints, and 
sinews, arises from their violent 
and incessant thumping the hard 
road, common sense will naturally 
preseribe moderate and sparing 
e:k^reise, and soft waysj and when- 
ever you see a fellow wantonly rat- 
Uing his trotter over a pavement, 
you may very fairly presume a na- 
tural affinity between the scull of 
the jockey, and the materials with 
which his course is strewed 3 and 
even if yon go so far as to wish a 
happy contact between them, ho* 
manity herself shall forgive yoa* 
J would even recommend trahUng 
a trotter on the turf^ wherever that 
advantage can be obtained. Far 
from rendering a hack unsteady io 
his trot, he will trot mor« steadily

' If, on the other hand, the chest 
be too broad, the horse will be apt 
to trot with a rolling motion from 
side to aide, which is not only very 
nnpleasaat to tbe rider, but als^ 
redocea tbe speed very eonsider- 
ably. ' There is a certain degree of 
flexion io tbe kmee aeeeewsry to 
safe aad gpod action I and where a 
borse tuets weU, tbe knee may be 
seen by tbe ridec advanced beyond 
tiie pojnt of the shoulder, every 
tUne the leg is in tbe air. Stilly 
when tbe keee is bent too maeb, 
and raised too high, there mu^ be 
a great deal of unnecessary action, 
and therefore a less of speed. On 
the other hand, when the leg is 
thrown ont too straight, with tbe 
toe pointed, the leg remains sta- 
tionary for a short period, and oon* 
sequsiitly there will be a coa«> 
siikmibie loss of time. The most 
eosiplete action, therefore, is when 
the leg ia moderately raised, aad 
the shoulder thrown forward, 'But 
thechief sonroe of speed in trotting, 
as well as ia all other paces, is ia 
tbe hind qaartem.

sidered fair trotting when the ani^ 
mal can go twelve miles witfain the 
boar, but there are many homes ca*- 
pable of accomplisbtog sixteca aad 
even eighteen miles within tbe 
hoiv. At this latter rate, bowi 
ever, tbe motion can hardly be 
called a trot» for it becomes deci«> 
dedly a run, as may be perceived 
by the legs moviim; separat^y one 
after the other, whereas, in the trot, 
two are moved at once, nanoiely^ a 
fore leg and hind leg, on opposita 
sides. / 

Horses with upright sbonldera, 
when pressed in the trot beyond 
ttmr speed, arc apt to strike the 
shoe of the fove foot wkb the toe of 
the bind loot, making a disagicea^ 
ble clacking noise, which is caBed 
foi^ng, and rendering the pace nn* 
safe, by the danger of tbe hind foot 
getting locked with the heel of tbe 
shoe of tbe fore foot, in which caa^ 
if the shoe be not torn off, tbe 
borse must inevitably iisll, and witb 
great vbleoce. This arises frott 
the horse being, on aoconnt of 4he 
defect in his fore quarters, finidde 
to advance his fore leg witb sulflk- 
dent quickness, so as to get it oat 
of the way of the bind leg which ia 
brought under the body; uid thougb 
it may, in some degree, be pre^ 
vented by a good rider who raieea 
bis horse's head, aad quickens tbe 
aotloa of his fore quarters, yet it is 
never thorongblv got rid Af espe* 
eially when tired by hard laboar. . 

Some horses, when pressed in the 
tral, are apt to get into a shuffling 
paoe between a trot aad a gallops 
that is, hooither gallops witb h» 
b^id legs aad trots witb bb' fore 
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kgt, or otce vend. It is a verymi* 
pmsant and nngraoefal action, and 
greatly reduces the speed. Horses 
that trot mach apon hard roads 
soon b^n to fail in their legs and 
feet, and at seven or eight years old 
generally shew strong signs of be- 
ing the worse for wear. The con- 
CQSSton is so great in frosty wea- 
ther, as sometimes to occasion vio- 
lent inflammation in j;he feet, termi- 
nating in what is called ybtmcbr, or 
a sinking of the coffin bones, and 
even to occasion the sepaj'ation of 
the hoof altogether. En^ish horses 
are more frequently injured in this 
waytban foreign horses, because 
thev go more upon their shoulders 
ana with their haunches more be- 
hind them, thns throwing most of 
the weight on the fore legs. Fo- 
reign horses also are generally 
longer in their pasterns, which in-, 
creases the elasticity and lessens 
the concussion. 

Horses that are short in their 
backs generally trot wide with 
their hind legs, .especially those 
that are termed cat-hamtned — that 
is to say, with their hocks standing 
dose to each other. By going wide 
they avoid striking or over-reaching 
their fore feet, the hind feet alight- 
ing on the ground on the outside of 
the fore feet. They have also ano- 
ther method of escaping over-reach- 
ing, which is done by trotting a lit- 
tle sideways like a dog, by which 
means one hind foot comes be- 
tween the two fore feet, and the 
other hind jfoot on the outside. 
This method of going, however, 
is unpleasant to the rider, because, 
if he sits in a straight direction, he 
cannot so well adapt the motion of 
his own body to that of the horse, 
which is consequently carried in an 
oblique direction. 

Thoroogh-bred horses seldom 
make fast trotters ; and this, per- 



haps, arises in some measure from 
their being so seldom selected for 
that purpose* But when a blood 
horse happens to be able to trot 
fast, he generally performs it ranch 
more handsomely and with much 
less bustle than a common-bred 
one, for he steals over the ground 
at a much faster rate than the spec* 
tator imagines. 

The canter is a very pleasant 
pace to the rider, if it be well per* 
formed, because it occasions less 
disturbance to the seat than anv 
other pace except the walk, ft 
gives, however, no additional speed 
to the animal, as it seldom exceeds 
six or seven miles an hour, whidi 
is not faster than a common trot. 
In order that this pace should be 
executed with ease and freedom, it 
is necessary that the horse should 
be rather high in His withers, and 
short in his hind quarters, with his 
hind legs standing rather nnder his 
body-^or it is a very laborious and 
very unsafe pace to a horse that is 
low before, with his hind less 
standing far behind him. In the 
canter, the concussion is not so 
great as in the trot, because the 
action is divided into three motions. 
Thus, if the horse leads with thi^ 
right or off fore leg, the feet will 
come to the ground in the follow- 
ing order of succession — ^namely, 
first the near hind leg, next the off 
hind leg and the near fore leg to> 
getfaer, and lastly, the off fofe leg : 
but during this alternation, there is 
a period when three feet are on the 
ground at the same time— for ia* 
stance, two hind feet and the near 
fore foot will b§ on the ground jost 
prior to the moment when the off 
fore foot alights, which having 
taken place, the near hind foot 
rises from the ground, leaving thfe 
other three (namely, two fore feet 
and the off hind &ot) stationary. 
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When the horse cantersyhe car- 
fies his body somevhat obliquely, 
by advanciDg one shoulder more 
than the other. In conformity with 
the leading leg. 

Thus, if he leads with the right 
hte leg, the right hind leg must 
fellow, and consequently be ad- 
vanced more under the body than 
the left hind leg. By this posi- 
tion, the feet describe a rhomboidal 
qoadrangle, which gives a greater 
stalnlity to th^ body dnriog pro- 
gression, than if the horse moved 
with an equilateral projection of 
his limbs. If the animal leads with 
the right fore leg, and follows with 
the left hind leg, he canters false. 
This will be easily perceived by 
the rider, as the motion becomes 
twisted and .unpleasant ^ and when- 
ever it occurs, the horse should be 
stopped instantly, as he runs great 
risk of falling. 

When the horse leads with the 
off or right fore leg, it is generally 
easier to the rider than when he 
leads with the near or left fore leg, 
.because the rider, holding tbe reins 
in the left hand, generally inclines 
his body a little to the same side, 
by which he adapts himself to the 
oblique position of the horse's 
body. But a horse should be 
taught to lead with' the near leg 
as well as the off leg, because, by 
always leading with the same leg, 
he becomes stiff and unhandy with 
tbe opposite leg, and consequently 
less able to change his leg in turn- 
ing a corner, which he must do or 
else incur ffreat danger of falling. 
\Vhen the horse is required to lead 
with his off fore leg, the rider 
should shorten the left-hand rein, 
and at the same time press the 
horse*s side with the left 1^, or 
tpply the spar, if necessary. When 
the left-hand rein is thus shortened, 
the horse's head and neck will be 



inclined to the left or near side, 
wluch will eonfine the action of 
his left or near shoulder/ and 
oblige him to advance the off shouU 
der, while at the same time the 
pressure of the rider's left Iq^ 
throws the croupe to the off or 
right side, and brings the hind 
quarters into the same line of di-» 
rection as the fore quarters* If 
the horse is required to lead with ' 
the left or near fore leg, the right 
hand and heel must be employed 
for that purpose. 

The foregoing rules are seldom 
understood by the majority of 
horsemen, and even by many who 
fancy themselves adepts in tne art, 
and it is a very common thing to 
see a man using opposite hands 
and heels, and constraining the 
poor animal, and preventing him' 
from doing that which he would 
very frequently better accomplish 
if left to himself. 

The gallop is^ properly speak- 
ing, the canter accelerated to the 
utmost of the horse's speed. The 
order of succession in which the 
feet alight on the ground being 
precisely the same, the only di£ 
ference ei^ists in the quickness of 
the repetition, and the greater ex- 
tension of the limbs. By follow- 
ing a horse thatis galloping upon 
turf, the impressions of the dif- 
ferent feet will shew the line of 
progression very distinctly. Thus 
it will be perceived that the fore 
legs do not alight parallel to each 
other, as is generally supposed, 
but that the leading leg comes td 
the ground a considerable distance 
before the other, and the same 
takes place with the hind legs. 
The impressions, therefove, of the 
feet will be seen as follow— -namely^

J. H. Green, of Ladlow, with 
a fee simile of t* the Whip/' taken 
while it was in the possession 
of Mr. Cfaftrlton, we considered 
that our readers would be pleased 
at its forming one of the embellish- 
ments of this work. 

Regarding the history of " the 
Wtip," we have nothing very dis- 
tinct or authentic. The following 
account appeared in our last Vo- 
lufne^ at p. 164:—- 

** The Whip is of very antique 
appearance, and by no means * a 
splendid trophy.* The handle, 
which is very heavy, is oT silver, 
with a ring at the end of it for a 
wristband, which is made of the 
mane of Eclipse. The upper part 
is like all other whips, except the 
la^y which is made of the tail of 
Eclipse. It is reported now to be 
tbeidentical whip which Charles II. 
(not George II.) was in the habit 
of riding with* and which he pre- 
sented to some Nobleman, whose 
arms it bears, as' being the owner 
of the best horse in England. This 
gave rise to the chalknge, whidi 
for many years promoted admirable 
sport on the turf, till his present Ma- 
jesty won it with Auriel, in the year 
17S7, in whose possession it conti- 
nued till Mr. Charlton challenged 
for it, with his celebrated horse 
Master Henry." 

We should be happy to give 
place to a more satisfactory de- 
scription, if favoured with it by 
any correspondent, who may tnake 
researches on the subject. Lord 
Foley having challenged for the 
Whip with his horse Sultan^ which 
Mr. Charlton declined, his Lord- 
ship now retains the prize.

Of the. eight that 
ran. with s^him, not one had the 
least chance. 

The July Stakes of 50gs. each, 
the great attraction of this Meet- 
ing, consisted of twenty-seventwo- 
' y fear-old .colts and hllies, and is 
particularly deserving the atten- 
tion of those concerned in turf af- 
fairs, as from the winner, or those 
forward in this race, the best 
horses for the ne&t year may be 
generally expected $ and many of 
the horses of the greatest reputa^ 
tion have been the winners of this 
Stakes. So much for the opinion 
of those who fancy horses are 
trained too young! G. Wilson, 
Esq, of Yorkshire, a firm old sap- 
porter of Newmarket, at which 
l^ace his colt had been wholly 
trained, though bred in the north, 
was the easy winner. He was for a 
long time first favourite, but in 
consequence of a false trial, it is 
said (and believed), it became 
twenty to one against him, which 
so far alarmed his owner, that he 
was afraid to back him. Great 
laughter with those whoqe books it 
suited, at seeing so much knowledge 
and experience set at naught. Mr. 
Udny, too, who sits in the very 
judgment seat in these matters, 
brought^ his colt into favour by 
beating the above in a private 
trial ; and with so muefa ease, that 
in the ring he backed the wpong 
horse.-— (More laughter, though 
many a biack leg looked whUe, 
saying, " No, no, Ais cannot be !")

WfiDMKSDAT, five races : no- 
thing very severe, yet so nicely ar- 
ranged, that most of those who hMt 
their money the first day, did^ or 
had, an opportunity of getting 
most of it back again. 

This large and fashionable as- 
semblage then dispersed to the 
four winds, most of them with 
merry faces, and your hnmble ser^ 
vant to Norfolk.

24 sec. The American horses 
thus seem to approximate, pretty 
nearly, to ours in the race, both in 
galloping and trotting. ' H. says, 
there was capital sport at the Meet- 
iuff. He descnbes this American 
Eclipse in the following terms : — ^A 
powerful muscular horse, not hand- 
some, but right in all the cardinal 
points, colour chesnut, with a star 
on his forehead, and his near hind 
foot white, about 15 hands 3 in. in 
height, very deep in the girth, long 
in the waist, wide loined, with short 
legs ^ shoulder not fine, but deep ; a 
good head of sufficient length, with 
a somewhat defective neck; has 
seven indies and three-quarters of 
bone in the smallest part below the 
knee. I expect some New York pa- 
pers, whence I may obtain further 
intelligence.*'

This 
$f, Mr. Editor, is well applied, for 
It is not within my capacity to un- 
dertake the Herculean task of this 
modem Eurystheus. As an ad- 
mirer of cricket, he should have 
been present last week at the grand 

Satch in Sir John Cope's Park, at 
raroshill, between the Mary-le- 
vbone Club ' (or all England) and 
.Hampshire, where he would have 
'seen the best play England can pro- 
duce, and, had the weather been 
.more favourable, he would have 
-bee» much gratified in other ways, 
hy the beauty of the scenery, and 
the vast assemblage of people-— >it 
being reported that, on the Friday, 
' upwards of three thousand persons 
were present. As, of course, a 
full account of this grand match, 
which was won by Hampshire, will 
■beffiven in the public papers, I 
shall say no more about it here, 
than that the bowling of Mr. Budd, 
and the batting of Lord Frederick 
J^Qderck, Were the admiration pf 
every 4>ne; and the activity of body 
.dispiayed by the latter, shews, in a 



striking poi&t of .vle#, hoif the 
powers of a man, as well as of a 
norse, are increased and preserved, 
by being constantlv kept in play, 
as is the case with his Lordship, 
who is arrived at that period of life 
when, with ninety-nine out of an 
hundred, the muscles become rigid, 
and all display of such wonderful 
activity is gone by. 

The county of Hants stands pre- 
eminent in this their favourite pas- 
time ', and it astonishes s^RRgers, 
who travel through it, to see all 
classes quitting their several occu- 
pations -to be present at a cricket 
match— oftentimes to the no small 
inconvenience to themselves, as 
well as loss to their employers. 
Since the last contest, the Hamp- 
shire men will claim the champion- 
ship, for which they are, in some 
measure, indebted to Sir John 
Cope, who has a public day in his 
Park, every Thursday throughout 
the summer. Sir John is a great 
admirer of the game, but having 
had the misfortune to break his 
thigh a few years sinee, he is dis- 
abled from playing. 

On the subject of fencing, I 
have little to say ; but I can re- 
commend to " Amator*' a very 
scientific treatise, lately published, 
called, " The Modem Art of 
Fencing," translated by J. S, For- 
syth, from the French of Le Sieur 
Gu8manRol(mdo^nnte6 for Leigh, 
in the Strand. This little work is 
embellished with a sreat many en- 
gravings, in which' l£e human foim 
is displayed in all those elegant at- 
titudes into which the gracefol 
swordsman places it, as weu as the 
complex motions and positions of 
the body exhibited, with their 
united power and action, in attack 
and defence. As an exercise, 
fencing has been highly extolled, 
not onTyi as Lord Gheiitarfield ob- 
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verves, as necessary to gi^e a man 
a graceful carriage^ to plant him 
well OQ his legs» and to render his 
motions easy and flexible^ but was 
formerly considered^ " a striking 
mark of distinction in a gentle* 
man." To this we may add, that 
when swords were worn, fendng 
was almost a necessary qualifica- 
tioUy as it too often happened that, 
when warm with the Tuscan grape, 
one gentleman would draw upon 
another; with very little ceremony. 
Their weapons being at hand, was, 
no donbt, an incentive to the use of 
them 3 but were two men now to 
quarrel, in the country, and agree 
to fight with swords, some time 
might be lo^t before a brace of 
good rapiers could be procured, 
unless a company of players were 
in the neighbourhood. 

I never saw si^ords drawn in a 
room but once ; and that was at a 
dinner given by a volunteer corps 
on his Majesty's birth-day — a day 
which ought to have been more 
especially devoted to mirth, good 
humour, and peace. A misnnder- 
standing, however, very late in the 
evening y took place between one of 
the Volunteer Officers, and an Irish 
Captain of Light Infiantry, who 
was recruiting in the town, and, of 
course, invitea to the , mess ; and 
on the Colonel, an old guardsman, 
seeing them inclined to scratch 
each other, he called out (proh 
pndor!), " Gentlemen, - recollect 
you have got swords by your sides !** 
Pat whipped out his in an instant, 
which^on the Voluuteer perceiving 
was a sabre, he said was no 
match for his. '^ Put your sword 
on the ti^le," said Pat, when he 
laid his by the side of it. " Now, 
Sir, take your choice.** The Vo- 
lunteer, however, n declined having 
anything to do with either of them, 
on which the Colonel got up, and 



addressed them in the following 
words: — ''Captain -i— •, return 
your sword : it belongs to an ho- 
nourable man. As to you. Sir," 
addressing himself to his own 
officer, '* quit my regiment to- 
morrow.*' 

I heard a still better anecdote 
than this related by. the late Col.- 
Sheldon, M. P. for Wilton, of a 
circumstance that took place when ' 
he was a young man, and on his 
travels on the continent. He was 
staying at Tours, then much fre- 
quented by young gentlemen, who, 
like himself, went abroad for a 
finish. Amongst the rest was a 
Captain Fitzpatrick, a young Hi- 
bernian, of good fortune and high 
animal spirits, and much esteemed' 
in the society in which he moved. 
Having a dispute one night, in a 
ball-room, with a Frenchman, Mon- 
sieur gave him a pat on his cheek, 
telling him he, no doubt, under- 
stood what he meant. The Captain 
assured him he did, s^nd imipediate- 
ly left the room. The next day, no

AS old Frank Moore, of almdnaok 
notoriety^ used to say to onr 
grandsires-^'' mnntum rerwm metv«t 
M<tfC^o*'-^all things change* It ia 
jost so> with regard to onv. taste iai 
horses and aases. In days of yore^ 
the Western and Welsh poniea 
were all the rage 5 in the present^ 
we ride and drive €ob9. and .mv^s^ 
as in doty bound, to prevailing 
fisshion. 

The demand for New Forest po* 
nies having been much cipconi-» 
scribed of late years,' the breed has 
consequently not been so extensive; 
though it most not be deemed neg^ 
lectedj since, we apprehend, it ne-i 
ver engaged much solicitude, or 
was Qondnctedon any very knowing 
plan, chance medley being the 
style. And if it appear degenerate 
in ft)rm, the cause protwbly is the 
great distance of time since Marsk^i 
the famous tacing stailioQ, was op 
the forest. Before the worth olp 
that horse was known, by the pro-* 
dnQe of Eclipse, he covered heath 
croppers aad poney mares at half-a^ 
guinea ; and the forest stock, for a 
c<Misiderable period, bore evident 
marks of their high^^bred progenitor^ 
both in form and qualification. Pro* 
creating subsequently among them* 
selves, they have degenerated in 
form and si see, but still retain 
moch of thetr pristine spirit, and a 
good share of their speed, in aU 
paces. A friend of the present 
writer, two or three years sinoe^ 
purchased half a doeen yearlingn 
from the New Forest, at aboot 
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thcee poQttdteach* The catching 
them aflbrded a eeraplete hunt, the 
Uttle nags croMing and dodging 
tiieir pnrtaeri, sometimea rDnning 
between the legs of those on foot^ 
until they were at length pent in a 
corner, and snared with halters. A 
selection might yet be made of 
very valuable ponies, from this 
breed. The Welsh ponies have de* 
generated far more than the New 
Foresters, as their improvement is 
more distant. Old Merlin, through 
iHiich, as a racer, the notorious 
Frampton suffered such heavy dis- 
grace and loss, performed the same 
service in Wales, as Marsk did af- 
terwards in the New Forest; 
whence, for a long time, indeed 
within memory, a good-shaped 
Welsh nag or poney was styled a 
true motmtom merlin. 

The ASS, if not at present in 
sndi general use as during the war, 
is by no means confined to an asso- 
ciation with the lower, but has still 
the honour to be retained in the 
service of the upper and n\iddle 
dassea. No watering place is 
without the needful quota of asses. 
Several accounts have been lately 
published of the longevity of these 
animals ; and, with fair usage, no 
doubt, their services might be pro- 
tracted to a very late period. The 
author of the Sp&rtsman'i Repoti' 
iorp styles the ass " a problem not 
eaaily solved ;** since, although the 
fertile soil of Britain improves and 
enlarges the size of all other ani- 
mals of the equine species, it fails 
to do so with the ass, under th^ 
best keep. The animal being a 
native of the Desert, acquires su- 
perior size and form in warm and 
dry climates. The author above 
quoted has given a curious chapter 
on asses, and most particularly on 
their qualifications, which, com- 
jiaredwith our common experience.

wonderniL He observes, "the 
domesticated ass shews akind of sa- 
vage fierceness and resolution in de- 
fence of her foal. Fora certain attri- 
bute of the male ass, a chapter of 
Ezekiel may be consulted.*' " His 
sagacity is eminent, and his affec- 
tions and gratitude warm and livdlv,' 
when adequately excited.'* *■ To 
conclude on his uses, a whole ass, 
in abstract or metaphysic, sub- 
serves various purposes of litera- 
ture, logical, metaphorical, and 
metonymical : in parts, his skin, 
for example, hanl and elastic, 
serves to give sound to drums, 
profit and chicanery to lawyers, 
and a stamp to corrupt govern- 
ments, through the medlnm of 
parchment; and, being well tanned, 
makes shoes and boots equal in 
durability to those weil'toaledones, 
with which that most skilful of ope- 
rators.

FISHING. 

TT may not be generally known to 
the lovers of natural history,' 
that the trout species will prey on 
the lizard. An instance of this was 
discovered in a trout, caught by a 
gentleman, on Friday last, in the 
lake of Buttermere. The fish 
weighed a pound and a half, and, 
when opened, was found to con- 
tain a full-grown lizard. They who 
are fond of the rural diversion of 
angling, may profit from the hint, 
by trying the experiment of baiting 
for trout with animals of the lizard 
species. — fFhitehaven Gazette, 
May, 1823. 

We certainly consider the above 
a solitary instance of a trout taking 
a lizard \ and what renders it more 
extraordinary, is the small size of 
the troot. A large trout is a very 
voracioas fish 5 and as he will gorge 
a misnow of the largest size, we 
aee no reason why he should refuse 
the lizard, when it comes in his 
way. A very small trout will take 
the large dragon, as also the stone- 
fly, the last of which is an inch 
long in the body, and of considera- 
ble thickness. It is hard to say, 
dierefore, what animal, in the shape 
of a reptile, would escape the jaws 
pf lome of the latest sort of troots, 
which we find are met with in the

To the SiUor of the Sportktg Magaxine, 
SIR, 

EW of your readeni have re- 
ceived a higher gratification 
than myselfy in the perusal of Nim- 
iu>D*8 entertaiDiog and instractive 
letters. Thence, for his own sake, 

I regret that he ever published 
that which is my present theme. 
It does not at all curricieize with 
his previous specimens and matches. 

I I is a dictionary of qnotations/lead- x 
ing to no result, but leaving every 
controverted topic in a quiescent 
iiuius quo ante — an attempt at the 
Socratic method of reasoning, in 
''Cic^romW' language. Well, there 
is no harm in all this ; at least, as 
far as F am concerned— Atfmaftvm 
e9t errare and irasgi. 

NiMBOD, in his letter, studiously 
abounds in professions of a real 
and philosophical impartiality. — 
They form his exordium, and are 
encountered in almost every co- 
lumn. Yet (page 201) he says, 
somewhat angrily, '' would it not 
be better, if, instead ot following 
me, and snapping at my heels as^J 
proceed, he were to take fresh 
ground and try for fresh game >** 
My reply is, that I apprehend I 
could 'not have done better than 
submit to the judgment of the 
sporting reader, an opinion on any 
important point, within my cogni- 
sance, whenever such ijdight occur. 
This could, in no sort, impede my 
course to'' freshgrouod,**orthe'Hriai 
for fresh game.** I have not neglected 
novelty, so Car m it has presented, 
and I trust my general aim has 
been, utility and improvement. But

I, by no means hastily, tooik tii6 
very road now prescribed by him* 
self, and subjected; his. favourite 
plan to a practical exiamination. 
This I conceive to be the profiler 
coarse for those who contribute to 
a periodical publication, as well as 
infinitely to its advantage. As to 
the following and snapping, above 
quoted, I have not the slightest 
conscience of such tactics, and of 
which; I believe, ail who know, 
will acquit me, and acknowledge 
that no man is more ready to speak 
out. Far from this, I have had 
frequent objections to make, on mi- 
iTor points, in NiMaoo's letters, 
bat their general excellence ar- 
rested my pen, which, I trust, is 
neither inclined nor trained to 
petty carping. And, wt are per- 
fectly agreed on oife particular, as 
on so many other points-—'' I have 
not the slightest intention of enter- 
ing into any controversial corre- 
spondence with him-H>nly to an«- 
swer his observations.!* 

On the grand point, my opinion 
remains unmoved. Summer 8ta-> 
bliog. the hunter is neither fair play 
to the horse, nor advantageous 
to the animal or his .proprietor, 
whether or not he may have gone to 
the price of five hundred guineas. 
The air-bath, ^he benign atmosphe- 
ric influence, and the natural, cleans- 
ing, and nourishing green herbage, 
form the true panacea for the bunt- 
ing horse, exposed, throughout the 
winter, to the severest and most 
racking labour, and constantly con- 
fined, when not in work, to the 
dense and morbid air of a stable-r^ 
generally, even tied up to the man- 
ger, an old-fashioned and benumb- 
ing practice, which ought to give 
way oniversally, with hunters in 
particnlar, to the loose stable or 
box. But Nimhod had, assuredly, 
no warrant for bringing me in, as 

H H 
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an DpfMNieat^ to " keepuig haotera 
at hard meat in the soriimer/' a 
ptan to whidh i never objected, 
and which I sho«)d f>refer, in parti* 
oi»iar, with delicate or weakened 
horses. It has been the cnston 
with many lo allow their horses, 
whilst at grass in t^e summer sea- 
son, two feeds of corn per day. If 
a spring ran at grass be qot the 
hignesC possible gratification to the 
horse, and he intuitiveiy knows bis 
own good, those wijbh which NiA-' 
noD and I have been acquainted, 
mast be of difrerent apt^cies, and 
diametrically opposite character. 
The horse's desire to avoid the fiiea 
is equally natural, and that, derived 
from stfch circomfstance, is a %- 
a#ay argument truly. But my last 
eompionfcatioQ,and th^ many times, 
in the course of ^ears, which I have 
agitated this snbjeot, leave ne uei- 
tber the necessity nor the title to 
expatiate here. It is a controversy 
somewhat venerable for its anti- 
quity, in ivhich I long since made 
np my mind, 6n real and experi- 
metotal grounds. As to the pre- 
sent state of the case, from the 
best idqaides in my power to 
mftke, the af&ir stands much as it 
did half a centnry past. The ma*- 
jority give their hvnters a spring 
ran at grass > the minority, whom 
oae of my Meteooian informants 
styles the " Martiaets of tbe 
, chase/* keep theirs in the stable, 
and, like their turf brethren, have 
d strong propension to over^train- 
ng. And truly, the latter, com^ 
par^d wiUi the former.

and especially when carrying high, 
weights, is e:cposed, beyond all 
other horses ^ and which, if not to 
be remedied or palMated abroad, 
will assuredly never find cure or 
paHiatioo in tbe stable.

I freely acknowledge, 
iM^weWr^ moeh to my am(»$ement, 
titfd I doubt not also, tb^t of other 
readers of the Magazine. 

If NtutoOD be equally well in- 
fohned on the old sydtem of hnnt- 
lagy as he iti practical andexpe- 
tieneed On the new, I can only say 
th&t he has not hitherto deihon- 
^trated 80 mach. That the costume 
^lonld vary, and improveitaents be 
9AHde^ tn the course of so many 
yeitrs, h»is nothing adminable about 
It! it may be admired, however, 
ahd that admiration will reflect ho- 
nour on the capacity of the old 
iVainers, both for the turf and held, 
that We moderns, with all our 
boasted superiority, haTe added lit- 
tle of nothing, in principles or es- 
siSntials, to the original systetki. 1 
hate b^ifore and ret)eatedly she wt),on 
1/he Mthority of the Writers of those 
dMys, that thoi-bagh-bred huntei's 
Wefe in use tWo ceatdHes ago-, foi: 
the utttite horse ttas then adapted 
tftther to the plough, the cart, and 
the troop, ^nd a good raiKcd breed 
h«d Aot been established. Thoiie 
early hrailters, too,* had thtil- " bell 
ebttfr^^s** fttud steepte chhsfes, and 
#eri; JQSt. an mad for converting the 
field into a race course, as the most 
iH^-^blooded Meltoniao of thepre- 
8ent dtty. A refinquii^hmetit of the 
dkf sdperfldoos mode of dieting the 
Itbr^e^ some abatement in the seve- 
rity of tralini ng, add the admission 
of afr idto the stables, are our 
chief modern improrements. These 
#ere in ose forty years ago, when 
^re Was as good training prac- 
tised, as at the present moment. 
The fev^ practical men who hate 
t^iected otL tht svl^ect, agree nfi- 



reservedly, that ah abfekteliiebt tn 
thesererity of training the raoftr, is 
yet a desideratnm. On this head, 
I Tontured to pnl>lish my opinionl^, 
specihcally, long since 5 and hiki 
the satisrfiiction, ddbs^qnently, la 
one striking case of a horse, now 
in repute as a stallion, to save his 
proprietor ftve hundred, probably a 
thousand gnineas, to his entire coii- 
viction. 

On pugilism, the ancient 80t>ir 
pace or our stage-ooachhbrses, and 
the so be-praised and lamented'old 
English- hunter, NiMR0i>, to use 
his own phrase, is ** foUo^^ifig at 
my heels," for I descanted on those 
topics, on which indeed we agree, 
in all probability, t)efore he was on 
horseback. I have travelled vi^th . 
the setsof plug^tailed blacks, at the 
rate of hve miles per hour, and lis- 
tened to the " jee-whoo-it with lo- 
per, loper !" sufficiently often. Itis 
not the object of my critic, it ap- 
pears (p:l94|, "to prove me wrotig, 
but to prove that he is right/' This 
i^ the very ^dinteMence, trebly re- 
fined, of dialectics. To ai9Sociate 
^nd ciaSs birds of k feather, I here 
introduce the notable sentiment (p. 
184, in another letter), that " crhel 
sports do dot make crdel people'*-— 
a solecism of no inferior character, 
add perfectly adapted to thestat^ of 
idtellect and feeling of those who 
broached it. Bipeds, then, etda- 
sively, have a claim to compassiod. 
There are three qnestiotis, in which 
the intellect of a majority Of the 
most enlightened men, has ever 
been and still remains in a- ^an^ 
darp, and this is one. Oh 1 com- 
passsion to dumb animals— aye, 
aye, aye, and Scripture quoted upon 
it ! But, this compassion must ne- 
ver trench upon onr dearer interests, 
our usages, or pur . gratifications, 
however irrational add indefensi- 
ble. It mwst not interfere wiih 

Hh2 
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^aiikfftof the delight and improve- 
tatnt of the lower classes^ with 
fpeed in oonveyance over the 
roadf, or with excess and heart- 
hreakii^ •in the field. The pro* 
gress ofa sprigof royalty, or or the 
messenger of sood news> would 
mis* its due and accustomed por- 
tion of eciaif unless half a doaen 
pofit horses were left heart-broken 
and dead upon the road. As a cli- 
max, philosophers of this accom- 
modating stamp, will be found to 
counsel (I have retained the sense, 
if not the very words) thus — "Let 
us not trouble ourselves with the 
attempt to effect impracticable re- 
forms/' 

Having already quoted from ano- 
ther letter of Nimrod, I here re- 
geat it, for the sake of Joiniuff in 
is commendation of our excellent 
turf-friend, Observator. I have 
been a reader of the Sporting Ma- 
gauneirom its commencement,and 
an occasional correspondent(merely 
such) during tbirty^one years, in 
all which period, I have never yet 
met in these pages, communica- 
tions, in their line, more agreeable 
or more satisfactory than those of 
Obsbrvator. Why, with his apt, 
correct, and amusing descriptions) 
he franks me to Newmarket every 
Meeting — no slight advantage, 
hedge, I should say, let me tell 
you. Sir, to an old fellow, a»- 
fium temts, up to his ears con- 
stantly, in one muddle or other, 
and debarred, too often against hia 
will, of the benefit of .locomotion. 
Obsbrvato|i*s note of a false trial, 
reminded me of what I had lately 
heard from Sir Charles Bunbury, 
and other gentlemen trainers, that 
they had entirely given up the prac- 
tice, having been so often deceived 
by trials. 

As to a hack going near the 
ground and yet goii^ safe, I cer- 



tainly did not suppose the know- 
ledge of such a ifact coDfined to 
NiMROD and mvself; but I bare, 
through life, noticed a general sna- 
V picion, among horsemen, of the 
safety of such goers. I dwdt on 
this point more particularly, as 
NiMROD did not appear to have 
noticed the disadvantage these 
horses lie under, by night, from 
their low action. The reason why 
" I produced on old mare of mine,'^ 
on the present, and have so done 
on various occasions, in preference 
to others which I could have ad- 
duced, is, because on this, she was 
the moat apt illustration within 
my view ^ and on others, because 
she stood in a similar light, as a 
trial mare for trotters, and as hav- 
ing had her lost sight restored by 
successful remedies. After all, it 
is no superfluous or sickly caution, 
for a man to be aware of a hackney 
which goes near to the ground, and 
more especially by night, and on 
rough roads. I have had plenty of 
examples. I certainly never doobt- 
ed the power of the rider to> sup- 
port his horse, in case of a £slse 
step, having actually and palpably 
so done in -sech numberless in- 
stances $ but had NufBOD been 
going in Bakewell's day, he would 
have found little success ia ridi- 
culing that extraordinary cbanw^ 
ter. He must be well aware of the 
currency given by authority, to' the 
most extravagant and absurd spe- 
culations 5 aqd it is a fact, that 
numbers adopted BakewelFs idea, 
and we often heard of the reins be- 
ing thrown upon the horse*s neck, 
on all sorts of roads, in order to 
keep him upon his legs. As to 
driving gig-mares, the rising and 
setting of which fashion I watch- 
ed, it would have been very un- 
civil in them to kick against fa- 
shion, atid equally unpolite in their 
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dmers, lobe MDnible of H. Pride 
and c ostom feel oo paiu. 

NiMROD says, that " I insist a 
horse cast io my moold, mast be a 
good back." Such a statement is 
not liberal. I said no soch thing. 
1 defftribed the nsefal points of a 
hack or hunter^ intending, cer- 
tainly, to warrant their general 
ntjiity. f f NiMAOD mistook a fine 
horse for a good one» and gave a 
high price, all 1 can say is, he is 
not the first who has made that mis* 
take, nor will he be the last. The 
Noble Lord plainly beat him for 
the run-in : did his Lordship be- 
long to the Jockey Club? The ex- 
pressions of contempt bestowed on 
the onfortnnate nag, on account of 
his bodily infirmities, are worse 
than soperfluons^ since, according 
to the senseless practice of the 
world, they are the harbingers of 
onmerited cruel usage. Respecting 
the position of the fore feet, no 
candid man will construe me in the 
extreme. 

That Lady Bnnbnry*s favourite 
mare^ Eleanor, should be ridden 
hackney, need excite no wonder, 
since she had trained off, indeed 
lost all her running, and moreover 
had missed the horse. That she 
stood no higher than in the third 
dass as a racer, is an opinion 1 
shall not retract. A racer is not 
to be judged finally, by comparison 
with those of l|is day be may chance 
to have beaten, and which may not 
rank high in general qualification : 
he must be compared with prede- 
cessors which have beep so classed. 
Few of our old jockies, I appre- 
hend, would be induced to believe 
that Eleanor could have run a mile» 
or]| gone over the course with Ha^ 
miltonian or Fergqs; that either of 
those could have run the B. C. sue- ' 
cessfuUy against Goldfinder or 
Mlhflyer> or that these ja#t.(poaJl4 



have done the same with Edipse» 
By the by, we may lug in' Gold- 
finder here, and neither maiapro» 
pos nor nnnsefuily. It was deter- 
mined he should meet that far- 
famed kill-devil Eclipse. He had 
not run for a very considerable 
time, having won a number of 
prizes, either by forfeit^ or walking 
otver the course, and previouslv o& 
ten winning with ease, and in a 
high form. Thus, be ought to have 
been in the best condition. But the 
idea of his starting against Eclipse, 
in all probability, insured him a 
double dose of training, under 
which he was run to a standrStill, 
and actually broke down the day 
before the race. Thus, however, 
he may have avoided the disgrace 
of being distanced— beaten he must 
have been. I saw him a few years 
afterwards, and piously wished his 
trainer at the devil, for having de- 
prived us of so fine an experiment. 
Hereabouts, too, permit me to cor- 
rect a trifling error in Pick's ''Turf 
Register.'* Sir John Lade*s grey 
horse Medley, was not got by 
Goldfinder, but by Gimcrack. I 
have some reason to remember 
him ; for, standing imprudently be- 
hind him, whilst rubbing down on 
the course, he threw out his hinder 
legs, and missed me, otherwise he 
would surely " have dashed my 
brains, if any, out." I revive this old- 
womanism as cautionary, since the 
stable-boys of that day took an ab- 
surd delight in teaching the racers 
to throw out. The year before, I 
had a similar chance at Brentwood, 
with Shnte*s King Priam, whilst 
walking without suspicion along the 
stable.

Tales of old timeS mdy as- 
sume the garb bf novelty, and wfe 
may profit by the " auld lang sine.** 
In the comparison of Hamfito- 
nian with Flying Cbilders!, several 
items of no small import seem to 
bevwitbotit the view of NiMtioD. 
In the first place, /the speed, e*- 
cltisively, of Cbilders, has been the 
general sporting theme, tborigh n6 
man oould question the stontness of 
a horse, whtcb^ at ten stone, beiH 
the pre?iocrs(y best racer of the 
day-, in a six-mile nmteh.

T Reswne my rcgnafke on tfae^ .com-

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Prom the experience of graziers 
and botchers, as well as by the re- 
ports of the meatmarketSy we find, 
that the present sammer— -if '^^sam- 
mer'* it can be termed— has bten 
particalarly unfavourable to the 
beasts of the field, and, conse- 
quently, to those banters which have 
been managed under the old, and 
perhaps, too common, system, of 
a three months* ran at grass ; and, 
as I before observed, as there is 
nothing like proofs when writing 
on sach subjects, I satisfied myself 
of the truth of what I have asserted 
in the following manner : — Know- 
ing that a neighbour ' of mine had 
his hunters out, as- usual, I rode 
to his house to see them ; and wish- 
ing to put "matters to the test, pre- 
vious to sitting down to writ^, 
and not wishing to amuse your 
readers with suppositions and 
doubts, I took a horse of my own 
with me that had been summered-— 
if I may use such a word—- nearly, 
though not exactly, according to 
the method I have recommended, 
and 1 will state the result, in detail. 
My horse had had . two doses of 
physic since the last season, was 
not turned out till the first week 
in June, and then only at night, oh 
a third year's lea, which had been 
closely fed down in the spring. 
During the bad weather, he layin 
at night, and was turned out at 
four in the morning; — taken np at 
ten A. M. and out again at five in 
the evening till nine, when he was 
housed fox the night. When only 
out at night, he had a small por- 
tion of hay in the middle of the 
day, and two feeds of oats, to which 
were added,^ as the weather was 
cold, daring the rest of the time 
he was out, a double handful of 
beaofS, not split, in each feed. 
When in the stable, by day, he was 
exposed f-o great circulation of air. 



as the casements were taken out 
& the windows, and the door open. 
My neighbour's horses— seven in 
number— had been turned out aa 
soon as hunting was over, into t 
field of eight acres of tolerably 
good land, always used for the 
purpose, with plenty of shade and 
water, and had had no physic since 
the commencement of the last sea- 
son. Himself and his groom en- 
tered the field with roe^ and I was 
much struck with the sad appear- 
ance of the horses. The *^ qui 
color albus erat^ nunc est contra- 
rhis aibo,** might have been aptly 
applied here. There were two 
grey horses in the field, but there 
was very little white about them. 
The black horse was any thing but 
black ; the chesnut, a kind of dun ; 
and the bay horses presented a 
kind of sickly compound of red 
and yellow, which it is not in my 
power to define. There was no 
reflection of the solar rays on their 
skins, and they had altogether a 
miserable appearance. Three out 
of the seven had coughs, their 
crests were low, their bellies large, 
and their action feeble. 

On my remarking to the owner 
of these horses, how ill they looked, 
he observed, that they did very 
well in that field last year, and 
that they came up, in what he 
called " very good condition.** — 
" That is very possible/* said I, 
^ because last summer was one of 
an hundred. The grass was roast- 
ed till it resembled hay, but now 
your horses are starved/*—'* How 
can that be,** replied my friend, 
" when there is so much grass ?** 
—"That there is grass," replied 
I, ** I admit — that is to say, in 
places, under the shade of trees 
and in wet spdts, Vhich they will 
eat, as you or I would eat a dog or 
a cat, when starving j but they 
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woaVd a» soon eat the fungus that 
grows amongst it, as toucb^ it now, 
and where the feed is sweet, you 
perceive they have gnawed it, un- 
til there is no bite left to support 
so large an animal as a horse, and 
particularly one, whose appetite 
was, a short time since, satiated 
with high keep." I now remarked 
to him the difference between my 
horse, and any one of his seven. 
The coat of my horse was of its 
original colour, and lay close to his 
back : he was full of vigour and 
strength, rather fattej" than I wished 
to see him ; but dirty as he was — ; 
having been Only taken up the day 
before (the 10th of July) — we could 
see a gloss down his quarters and 
shoulders, and his ilesh was as 
firm as if he had been in work. 
He had no cough, but appeared in 
perfect health ; and, by way of ex- 
periment, I rode him rather fast for 
abont a mile and a half, on my road 
home, to see whether he would 
perspire quickly, which he did not, 
though full of glee, and eager to 
get home, and, as it happened on 
that day, nnder a hot mid-day sun.- 

Now let us contrast, if they can 
be contrasted, the advantages and 
disadvantages of these two plans, 
and balance the account between 
them. It is true that my neigh- 
bour's horses will have cost no- 
thing but the value of about an acre 
of ground to each horse, from the 
period of their being turned out, 
until they are taken into the stable 
again 5 and mine, supposing him to 
have consumed his acre of grass, 
and to have had his two feeds of 
corn a-day, sinCe the time the others 
were deprived of it, will have cost, 
in addition, 144 quarterns, or 
nine bushels of oats, and abont 
one and a half of beans, the ex- 
pence of which does not amount to 
more than two pounds. Now we 
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will suppose, for the sake of argu- 
ment, that necessity required pat 
either one of my friend's horses, or 
my own, were to have been exposed 
for sale in a week from the time the 
comparison was made. What, may 
I ask, would have been the result ? 
Why, I will venture to assert, with- 
out fear of contradiction, that as 
two gentle sweats and. some good 
wisping would have made my horse 
look nearly as well as when in 
work, he would have produced an 
addition of twenty-five per cent, on 
his value, beyond that of my neigh- 
bour's^ and therefore, supposing 
them to be^ach worth 1001. when 
in condition, he would have paid 
251. for having eaten a twelfth part 
of that value in corn. 

We may look at it in another 
light. If the condition of my horse, 
by the superior firmness of his flesh, 
and his increased vigour^ be so 
much better in the month of July 
or August, how much better still 
must it be in the month of Novem- 
ber, when he will be called upon to 
follow hounds — particularly so, 
when in the interval he has to go 
through that wonderful process 
of nature, the change of his na- 
tural covering, or coat, which so '' 
visibly affects him ! Were a man 
told that he must write a book, or 
build a house, in three months, 
would he do either so well as if he 
had a longer period allowed him to 
arrange and consider the subject 
for the one, or to select and season 
the materials ifor the other ? This 
applies still more powerfully to the 
horse, inasmuch as all operations 
of nature require a stated titne., 

As I was returning home from 
inspecting my neighbour's hunters, 
I was amused, as >vell as instruct- 
ed, by the foUot/i^ing conversatios, 
which took place between one of 
his tenants (a farmer), and my- 

1 1 
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«elf : — '* Mr. \ horses/* said 

I, " look badly.'V '• Why, yes,*' 
said the former, " I told the 
'^Squire so some time back ; but I 
don*t hold with the way in which 
some of you gentlemen keep your 
hunters, Yon keep them in a warm 
stable, full of good corn, for eight 
months in the year, and then turn 
them out to shift for themselves, 
the other four. Now," added he, 
''this is not the way I like tok^ep 
my cart horses, i like to keep 
them pretty well alt the year 
around, for if they are kept up and 
down (verbatim), there is sure to 
be something the matter wfth them 
—grease, or some humours." These 
were precisely his words, and I re- 
gistered them, carefully, in my re- 
collection ; for nothing can be more 
true, than that the greatest evils 
arise to horses from subjecting 
them to extremes of food, as also 
of heat and cold. Philosophers 
tell us, tliat if this globe were to 
experience, in the space of one 
year, the heat of the torrid, and 
the cold of the frigid zones— which 
}t, nndonbtedly, would do, were 
the elliptic to make an angle of 
twenty degrees more than it does 
with the equinoctial line — three 
parts of it would be uninhabitable, 
as neither plant nor animal could 
sustain the two ejetremes ! With 
reference, then, to the unnatural 
con'dition of horses, and the unna- 
tural purposes to which we apply 
them, the more consideration I give 
to the subject, and the more my 
experience teaches me, the more 
I aiti convinced, that with few ex- 
' ceptions, the stable is the place for 
hunters, and that subjecting them 
to sudden changes of diet, and to 
the vicissitudes of this uncertain 
climate, is productive of, or, at least, 
the predisposing cause of, nine- 
tentlis of the diseases and evils (to 



say nothing of accidents) whicfr 
happen to them -, and were I to he 
told that I were to receive a good 
annuity, subject to the life of a 
horse, I would keep him in the sta- 
ble all the year, as the ipost likely 
means, wfth proper exercise and 
grooming, of preserving him to a 
good old age. I have been more 
confirmed in this opinion by con- 
versation I have had, at different 
times, with officers of dragoon re- 
-giments, on the numerous diseases 
— glanders in particular — to which 
troop horses are liable, and I have 
generally found them to proceed 
from the following causes— namely, 
bad grooming, want of physic, to 
tJieir only being what may be 
termed '^ half in condition,** and 
under all these unfavaurable cir- 
cumstances, to their being exposed 
to the vicissitudes of weather, and 
sudden transitions from heat to 
cold, and from cold to heat. In 
perusing a treatise on glanders, 
written, very ably, by a Mr. Smith, 
late Veterinary Surgeon to the 2nd 
Dragoon Guards, I was forcibly 
struck with the propriety and truth 
of the following remark : — " How 
the animal economy,** says he, ** is 
affected by such alterations of tem- 
perature and constitution of the 
atmosphere will readily appear, if 
we consider that all animals have a 
standard of heat, which is neces- 
sary to be maintained for the pre- 
servation of health : of coarse, all 
deviations from this standard must 
affect the system, according" to 
the degree or duration of it* 
application; and as they have a 
power of resisting every thing that 
has a tendency either to augment 
or impair this common standard, 
when the animal is placed in a de- 
gree of heat above it, the power of 
generating cold will be excited to 
preserve the natural temperaturo 
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^ the body ; and when exposed to 
a^egree of cold below the natival 
standard, the pow^ of generating 
Jieat will be excited to maintain 
the natoral temperalure of heat. 
Therefore, when the animal is 
placed under &nch circomstances, 
the constitution has two powers to 
contend with, which, thoagh salu- 
tary and refreshing, when duly 
proportioned, yet, when carried to 
excess, threaten its dissolntion. 
Although it may be more fatiguing 
to the constitution to oppose heat 
than cold, yet, when exhausted by 
its vnfiueince, it is more susceptible 
to the impressions of cold ; and 
when enfeebled by any cause, as 
disease, labour, &c. is more liable 
to be injured by the alternate in- 
fluence of either. ' Ther^efore," he 
adds, "when horses stand exposed 
to the influence of the sun through- 
out the day, the action of the 
lieart and arteries is increased, and 
the blood forced tb th& extremities 
with great velocity, the minute tcs- 
sels are distended, and their power 
ao much exhausted^ that when the 
air becomes cold and dense in the 
evening, their functions are either 
suspended or destroyed." "Hence/* 
says Mr. Smith., " arises the first 
stage of glanders, which disease, 
for once that it is produced by in- 
fection, is," he thinks, " ninety-nine 
times to be attributed to sudden 
transitions from heat to cold." 

Now, although, fortunately for 
those who turn out their hunters, 
they are generally taken up again 
•before the most trying period to the 
constitution arrives — namely, Au- 
gust or September, when hot days 
are succeeded by chilling fogs at 



night— ^yet I think we may venture 
to assume, that those horses, as' I 
before observed, must be foaled for 
the purpose, and made of more 
than common materials, which, after 
three or four runs with the Old 
Sportsman*^ harriers—'* every one 
of which would make the tail shake 
of anv hunter taken ont of the stable 
of Meltbn Mowbray**—- could sub- 
mit, with impnnjty, to having their 
saddles and bridles taken off 09 soon 
as theif come home, and turned out 
into a field to roll themselves, as 
he tells us, in the dirt, and fill 
their empty and debilitated (sto- 
machs with cold spring water ! As 
the Old Sportsman*s horses go 
through this ceremony three times 
a week, the sporting world would 
feel obliged to him if he would in- 
form them what stallions he breeds 
from, or whence he gets such good 
constitutioned horses.^ 

One of your correspondents asks 
me, why I would send hunters 
naked into the field to meet hounds, 
yet send them clothed to exercise } 
My answer is, that the object of 
exercise is to open the pores of the 
body, and often to cause consider- 
able perspiration 1 if, then, by put- 
ting clothes upon a horse it can be 
attained, with less expence to his 
legs than if he were naked, a great 
point is gained ; for, generally 
speaking, most horses' constitu- 
tions would wear out two sets of 
legs. When mere walking exer- 
cise is desirable, and particularly 
after severe work the day before, 
when the powers of the animal 
are exhausted by fatigue, I have 
given better authority than my 
own why he should not be exposed 



* *^ One great source of disease in horses is the improper treatment of them, after they 
hsTe been heated by exercbe and hard labour. Forthoug^h they ceme in oo?ered with 
sweat, the^ are often exposed to the cold air uncovered, wime their leg^s and thighs are 
washed with cold water, and not unfrequently ^ey are allowed to dnnk fredy of cold 
water.* fienoe arise inflammation of the lungs, bowels, or other internal parts, .colds.

to a sudden traDsition from his 
warm stable to the cold air with- 
out such a precaution. In one of 
my former letters on this subject, 
I gave a reason why horses do not 
catch cold when ridden out naked 
with hounds. 

Although "among a multitude of 
proofs, one does the bnsiuess," and 
one vvould satisfy me as well as an 
hundred, yet, having others to con- 
vince, 1 thought I Would submit 
the propriety of turniug hunters out 
to grass for the summer to one more 
test ; so, the morning after I. had 
seen my neighbour's horsed, I got 
upon my hack, and rode to a park 
some miles distant, where I knew 
some hunters were turned out, and 
where they were charged five shil- 
lings a week for their keep, from tlie 
superior character of the pasture. 
Had I entertained any .doubts, 
however trifling, on the disadvan- 
tages of a summer's run, my visit 
to this park would have dissi- 
pated them all : but I had, here, 
a particularly favourable opportu- 
nity of selecting one subject, out 
of several that I n^et with, either 
of which would have been sufficient, 
with which to illustrate the soli- 
dity of my argument; and this was, 
a chesaut mare, the property of a 
gentleman, who had sent her twenty 
miles to run in this park. Now it 
so happened, that, as I was riding 
along the turnpike road, the se- 
cond week in May, I met this mare 
on her road to this park. Having 
ridden in the same race with her, 
for some hunter's stakes,* about 
three weeks before, I had observed 
tliat she was looking remarkably 
blooming and wdl, and when I met 
her in the road, she was but little 
altered in her condition. Her 
crest was up, her muscles hard, her 
legs quite in place, her eye was 
lively, and her skin was beautiful. 



When I saw the same mare in the 
park, only nine weeks after I had 
seen her on her road thither, I knew 
her, undoubtedly, belcause I ex- 
pected to find ber, but had £ met 
her anywhere else, I Certainly 
should not have taken her for the 
same animal. Her crest was gone, 
her carcase was swollen, her eye 
was dull, her action was languid, 
and her colour, from having been 
an excellent chesnut, was become 
(for I can compare it to nothing 
else) like that of half-baked ginger- 
bread, without the smallest gloss 
on her coat, which lay hollow on 
her back, and, to sum up all, she 
looked as if she were rotten. 

Now it is by no means my inten- 
tion to imply that this mare is rot- 
ten, but I only wish to enforce the 
striking contrast between her for- 
mer and present appearance ; but of 
this, however, I will not only pledge 
my existence, but, what would be 
worse than the loss of life,I will con- 
sent to be, condemned to live upon 
horse-flesh the rest of my days, if this 
mare, by any skill of her groom, by 
any art, save that of magic, can be 
reinstated in the condition in which 
she was when I met her in the road, 
until hunting is over the ensuing 
season. I should here observe, that 
the rest of the horses in this park 
looked equally as bad as the mare 
I have been speaking of. 

In my rides about the country,' 
in the month of May this year, I 
met two other hunters on their 
road to grass, for the summer. 
I asked the servant who was' lead- 
ing them, whither he was taking 
them ? He answered, to a tenant 
of his master's, who always sum- 
mered them for him in his mea- 
dows. " Is it not a pity,*' said I, 
" to turn them out now they are in 
Sdch fine condition, and their legs 
appear so good?'* " Oh, no,'J saki 
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the man, " it will do them a deal 
of good.** " Are ifou quite well in 
health >" said I. Not knowing the 
drift of my question, John smiled, 
bat made no reply. *' Have you 
any bodily complaint V* " None, 
Sir,** was his reply. " Would you 
wish to be better than you are V* 
He said he should not. " Then,** 
replied I, *' you should have per- 
suaded your master to have kept 
his horses at home, which would 
have saved you and him a great 
deal of trouble, between this and 
Christmas.**' 

In corroboration of the hard- 
meat systofti, I was particularly 
struck with an observation of the 
Earl of Darlington, respecting 
the horses of some officers of 
a light dragoon regiment, who 
hunted with his hounds in the Raby 
country. " I know not how it is,** 
said his Lordship, " but no expence 
or trouble is spared with my hun- 
ters, and my stables are excellent 5 
but none of them look like these 
officers' horses.** Now, as far as mv 
experience has led me, I have never 
had reason to think that officers* 
horses in general were well groom- 
ed. On the contrary, their being 
called up6n at ^11 hours, and .the 
almost constant access to barrack 
stables, must, be much against themj 
but these minor evils are light in 
the scale against a long continu- 
ance of good hard meat, and pretty 
regular exercise. 

If we convince a man against 
his will, we are told that we do 
nothing, for he immediately re- 
lapses to his former opinions. 'This 
reminds me of a passage in Cicero, 
when writing on the immortality 
of the soul : — '^ I know not how it 
is,'* says he, " but when I read 
I assent ; but when I put away the 
book^ and begin to think on the 
subject, all that assent vanishes.*' 



So mach for the effect of prejudice 
in a mind so highly cultivated as 
his ! How, then, can we wonder 
at its taking still stronger hold on 
many of us less favoured mortals \, 
Cicero, however^ could not satisfy 
himself by experiment ; but we 
can ) and let me conclude this part 
of my subject with the exhortation 
to every sportsman who rides bard, 
and wishes to be carried well over 
a country, never to let his horses., 
get out of, what is called, '^ good, 
hard meat** — the only groundwork 
of condition. It may be asked^. 
would I work them in the summer }. 
Certainly not 3 but of the two ex- 
tremes, I have no hesitation in say- 
ing, that gentle work, with corn, 
is better for a hunter than no work 
without corn, for reasons which I 
have before shewn. 

Having mentioned in a former 
letter on this subject, that I should 
have something more to say on 
physic, I conceive the present to 
be the most proper time for com- 
municating it, as its operation is 
generally resorted to at this periojd 
of the year. It is true, that in 
strengthening and augmenting the 
capacities of the body, beyond their 
ordinary powers, whether in a 
man, or a horse, the evacuating 
process is always had recourse toj 
but, before we apply our theory, 
we should be acquainted with the 
constitution of the subject to be 
operated upon — neither must we 
lose sight of local .circumstances 
and exceptions. 

I was once flogged at school for 
making a rule absolute when it was 
not so, and I have never forgotten 
the lesson. Notwithstanding thls« 
I am one of those who, for some 
years of my life, submitted to the 
practice of my groom to give my 
horses three doses of physic, in 
succession, at the commencement 
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of their being, what is called, 
*' got into condition for work 5" 
and, I am almost ashamed to add, 
that without taking/ the trouble to 
give it a moment's consideration, I 
was led to join with him in his 
•creed that less would not do, for 
ike two first stirred up the humours, 
and the last carried them off! 
My better judgment at length con- 
vinced me that this practice was 
.an erroneous one; often productive 
of serious mischief, and by no 
means to be made general. Com- 
mon sense might, at first, dictate 
to us in these words — " If your 
liorse be well, why physic him at 
all?'* Experience, however, has 
proved to us, that to guard against 
the preternatural excitement pro- 
duced by high keep and strong 
work, a so^t of periodical evacua- 
tion of the system, by the bowels, 
is necessary, to preserve the health, 
if not the life, of a horse^ as re- 
pletion would be, almost invariably, 
the consequence ; but why these 
N three doses are to be hurried, in- 
discriminately, through every horse 
that is to be prepared for hunting, 
in the month of Jinly, or August, 
I have yet to learn 5 and what led 
me to a serious and rational con- 
sideration of this subject, so as to 
doubt the propriety of the prac- 
tice was, first, the reason my 
groom generally gave me for it ; 
and, secondly, its effect upon my 
horses. 

As for my groom's reasons for 
these three doses in a fortnight, 
the only effect they had upon me, 
when I took the trouble to consider 
them, was to make me smile at their 
absurdity, and to banish them from 
my mind with the contempt they 
merited. The effect, however, of 
these three doses of strong physic, 
afforded a salutary hint, which I 
did not so soon lose sight of. At 



the expiration of the third dose, I 
always found a urine ball, or, per- 
haps, two, were to be given, toget rid 
of a fulness of the legs, which was 
said to be always produced by phy- 
sic. *' Indeed, then," said I, *' are 
the means to which we resort to 
sti'engthen the nervous system, and 
I to prepare it for severe exertion, 
productive of a contrary effect! 
Are we bringing on debility, of 
which swelling of tlie legs is the 
most infallible proof, by means in- 
tended to produce the opposite 
effect! Something must be wrong 
here, and we must endeavour to 
alter it." 

The effect of medicine on horses 
is only very lately thoroughly un- 
derstood ; and when we look back 
into old writers on farriery, we are 
as much astonished that more 
horses were not killed by some of 
their cathartic drenches, as that 
any of them were cared by some of 
their absurd nostrums. There is 
an admirable hit at these ignora- 
musses in Bncklaw's recipe for a 
strain, inthe^TalesofmyLandlord." 
" Take," says he, " a fat sucking 
mastiff,^ay and bowel him,stuff him 
full of black and grey snails, roast a 
reasonable time, and baste with oil 
of spikenard, saffron, cinnamon,and 
iioney, anoint with the dripping, 
working it in." After all, there is 
no great exaggeration in this. A 
relation of mine — a clergyman, edu- 
cated at Eton andOxford — stood by 
and saw a country farrier give three ' 
pounds of shot and two ounces of 
gunpowder in a pint of milk, to a 
mare of his labonring under violent ' 
inflammation of thelungs, With great 
difficulty of breathing. About five 
minutes after she had taken it, she 
staggered a few paces, and fell 
dead on the spot. My friend being 
a prudent man, I remonstrated with 
him on the impropriety of wasting 
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so much powder and shot, as the 
twentieth part of the dose, in a 
more compressed form, would have 
produced mor^ speedy relief. To 
return to my subject. At the period 
to which I allude, when I first di^ 
rected my attention to the operation 
and effect of physic, I had a horse, 
to which I have before alluded, and 
which, as never having been what 
could be called, a perfectly sound 
horse, but having stood fifteen years 
in my stable, with the exception of 
one winter's run, a model of condi- 
tion, has been a sort of landmark 
to me in directing the operations 
of my stable. This horse was in 
the habit of taking ten drachms of 
Barbadoes aloes, and one drachm of 
calomel, in his three doses, in suc- 
cession, and which appeared barely 
sufficient to produce the desired 
effect. Now I have good reason to be- 
lieve that this horse had been in the 
habit of taking his ten drachms of 
aloes, and his one drachm of calomel, 
from the time he came out of train- 
ing at hve years old, and therefore 
less would not do 3 but, for some 
years before he died, he rcr 
ceived all the benefit that could 
be derived from physic, by what I 
conceive to be not more than half 
the dose — namely, seven drachms 
of Barbadoes aloes, and no calo- 
mel. This alteration was effected 
by a better method of administer- 
ing it. His bowels were relaxed 
the two preceding days by, at least, 
half a dozen loose bran mashes : 
he was kept very short of hay dur- 
ing this time, and set upon the 
muzzle at night; and he had a con- 
siderable portion of exercise on the 
day on which he took the ball, 
with as much tepid water as he 
would drink, before he felt nausea 
froni the ball. Thus was the same 
(effect produced from a much less 
powerral^ and«^as must be the 



case where drastic medicines are 
concerned — also from a much less 
dangerous cause, and the consti- 
tution relieved from the powerful 
impression of mercury. The prac- 
tice of physicking horses in this 
mild and rational manner, is now 
so well understood, that it is nearly , 
disarmed of all apprehension of 
danger, which formerly attended 
it. Amongst the improvements, 
boiling the aloes is a material one^^ 
much of the irritating nature of 
the drug being got rid of by that 
means. This, we must allow, is a . 
great point gained, and no small 
consolation to those who have va- 
luable studs of hunters, and race 
horses, who so frequently have to 
go through this unnatural process. 

When necessary, I am a great 
advocate for mercurial physic ; but 
considerable caution is necessary 
during its operation, from the sutv* 
tie nature of the drug. Though I 
have administered it very fre- ' 
qnently, I never found any bad 
consequences to ensue, with proper 
care and attention; but I have 
known several instances of horses 
being lost from its effects, through 
careless and unskilful management. 
It is the property of mercury to 
stimulate the whole secreting sys- 
tem more equably than any other 
medicine that we know of; and it 
is the only remedy to be depended 
upon to thoroughly cleanse and 
change a foul habit of body to a 
healthy one, by exciting action ia 
the glands, and giving increased 
energy to the absorbents ; but, if 
given in too large quantities, it 
weakens and exhausts by its too 
powerful impression. In the hands 
of a groom, it is not always to be 
trusted ; but in all cases of chro- 
nic cough, great disposition to foul- 
ness, farcy-humours or ulcers, and 
worms, itisi when judiciously ap* 
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plied, a safe, and the only effectoal 
medicine. I confess I was once 
rather surprised to see some tho- 
rough-bred colts, belonging to a 
friend of mine, exposed to fieavy 
rain, with a dose of mercurial phy- 
sic, then in operation ; but it was 
under the direction of a very emi- 
nent veterinary surgeon, who or- 
dered it,' and who said he would 
bear them harmless. The only 
way of guarding against cold, is to 
be superior to its influence, which 
I conclude was the case with these 
colts, running in a state of nature. 

One of the advantages of the 
hard-meat system in the summer is 
the forward state in which we find 
a horse on the first day of August 5 
and I name that day, because on or 
about that time, hunters which have 
been altogether. out for the sum- 
mer, are generally taken up. In- 
stead of being that dropsical-look- 
ing animal, out of all form and 
shape, that a horse from grass is, 
he wants nothing but a sweat or 
two to put him, to all appearance, 
in place. His flesh, in which I in- 
clude bis muscles, is firm and elas- 
tic, and he has not that superfluous 
load of it, with a redundancy of 
blood, that good pastures create, 
and is therefore not so liable to 
those inflammatory complaints 
which so frequently attend a sud- 
den change of diet. To a horse in 
this state,, I would never give more 
than two doses of physic before 
hunting commences, and those as 
mild as his constitution will ad- 
mit. Circumstances must direct 
as when to administer another, 
which I shall allude to hereafter, 
when writing on the duties and 
qualifications of a groom. Gene- 
rally speaking, a hunter thus pre- 
pared will go on in his work until 
the first interruption from frost. 



when a third dose mav be most 
beneficially administered. 

One of the principal auxiliaries 
to the condition of hunters, is long- 
continued exercise, or whatgrooma 
call, " keeping them out.'* A 
helper — the lighter the better — 
should ride one horse, and lead two, 
one on each side of him. I have 
never been fond of too much walk- 
ing ; for in this pace, as may be 
seen by the track of his footsteps, 
there is a great exertion of the hind 
leg of a borse^ by which curbs and 
spavins are often occasioned. la 
the "jog trot," as it is termed, the 
hind leg falls short, and is, compa- 
ratively, in a state of ease. I have, 
therefore, always directed my 
groom, when travelling horses on the 
road, to trot them gently the greater 
part of the journey ; and I recom- 
mend that pace to hunters at exer- 
cise, where the ground is not too 
hard, or uneven. In the months of 
September and October, they should 
go out early in the morning, on ac-^ 
count of the bracing effects of the 
air, but alwavs in clothes, and 
hooded, and be kept out for three 
hours at a time. During these 
months the brush should be very 
sparingly used, it being the moult- 
ing season with them, and a damp 
hay-wisp is better, for obvious 
reasons. A few years since I saw 
a stud of hunters at Christmas, 
whose owner had not suffered a 
brush to be used to them up to that 
period, and their skins were parti- 
cularly glossy and fine. It is dif- 
ficult, however, to restrain grooms 
from the use of them, unless they 
are under lock and key, which was 
the case in this instance. When 
speaking of exercise, I should have 
observed, that high ground should 
be chosen for this purpose, if 
within easy reach, as woi^derfal 
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b«aeit U derived from geotle work 
agaiDst a hill, and a great relief to 
legs. Add to %hU, the brea^btng 
a porer air is of no small advantage, 
when the lungs are excited by ac- 
tion. I shall now cogqlude for the 
present; bnt in my next shall treat 
on the dnties of a groom, the dis- 
eases of feet, and other important 
matters. ^r

C here prese^nt to onr readers 
the portrait of one who was 
eminent in his station, however 
subordinate, and whose goodness 
as a huntsman]^ eccentricity, and 
valaable qaalities, will long pre- 
serve bis memory from oblivion 
amongst sportsmen in that part of 
the kingdom wherein he resided. 

Samuel Rogers, though better 
known in the West of England by 
the name of *' The Doctor" was 
bom at* Montacute, in Somerset- 
shire. When a lad, he was in- 
structed in shoe-making, but early 
evincing a fondness for horses and 
bounds, Mr. Phelips, the grandfa- 
ther of the present owner of Mon- 
tacote House, took him from the 
c6Uer'8 stall, and placed him as 
ander-strapper in the stables — ^a 
state much more congenial to the 
Doctor's taste ; and he remained in 
the service of the family (as ser- 
vants there generally do) the re- 
mainder of his life-— viz. somewhere 
tibont sixty-two years. At one pe- 
riod he was groom, after that pos- 
tilion, and then he became . whip- 
per-in, and, on the death of a then 
old hontsman, Amos, he was pro- 
moted to the rank of huntsman. 
One of his sons, named Jack, and 
who was a very good sportsman

and rider, was appointed whipper- 
in, and the other feeder. Jack 
died a few years since, having lived 
all his life in the Phelips's family. 
We, a few years since, presented 
onr readers with an epitaph writ- 
ten on the Doctor, which we now 
re-insert, together with this short 
history of the old man, and tba 
following anecdotes of him, which 
are currently related by those who 
knew him. 

The Doctor*, when drawing 
Princess Wood, one day, on some 
of the hounds challenging, was 
asked, why he did not cheer them } 
*' Because," says the Doctor, " we 
have a good many young hounds 
•dot, and I am afraid it be nothing 
htt some smail varment" The 
Poctor, for some minutes more, 
satin anxious expectation of hear- 
ing from some of his old friends, 
'^faeii presently two or three of 
ftfaem began to sing out ; on which 
:tJift:Doctor began to open his pipes, 
(iitid exclaimed, ''Hark to oobl 
Bowler, Vengeance, and Warhoop ! 
rNow Uke right bell have a tolled f 
The hounds having in a fog, and 
.on a very high-scenting day, ran 
•,away from the whole field, it was 
not until. an hour after that the 
Doctor got up to them, when ho 
fonnd them returning by them« 
selves ) on which the Doctor ob- 
served, that he verily believed they 
bad killed their fox. Mr. Pbelipt, 
who was present, smd, "Doctor, 
yon had better get off and smdl 
their breath ; yon will soon find if 
they have killed their fox or not." 
The Doctor, imagining at the mo* 
ment that bis master was not really 
in earnest, and meant it as a joke,, 
tamed short roond, and with ona 
of bis arch looks, replied, ** No, 
Be, measter, that will never do«-4i 
pretty story would be carred op* 
along into the New Portal aait 
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April th«l tk4 Doctordid wok hwm 
wneo IhI hounda 4iiid. killed tbeir 
fo9t» witbout gectiBg off to «meU to 
the breaUis o*e«)." 

One of the geoUemeii oi Mr. 
Philips B haul overlook the Doctor 
with his pack oae norDing, on bis 
rodd to Mdbury, where they were 
to throw offy and remarkiBg that 
the bog chase the day bek>re had 
rather tired him, the Doctor, io his 
blunt manner, qaaintly replied, 
*' 14 yoo be tired with a two hours' 
ding yesterday, what most / be 
then, for this be thejseven-and*vor- 
tieth day roliyiog, that iVe haliied 
to a bovnd, save and except S«n« 
days." 

A gentlemao,- who kept a noble 
patk of iot hounds, being once on 
• visit to his friend, Mr. Phelips, 
of Mootaoate, for the purpose of 
seeing his (Mr. P.'s) hounds, on his 
leaving Montacote^ he invited the 
Doctor to go op and see his hounds 
•nd taste the strong beer. As soon 
«a hay*makiag was ovw, at which 
the Doctor played a very pretty 
pHehfork, he started to pay his 
pcomieed visit, and on being shewn 
the, hoonds, the gentleman said, 
*' Well,I>oclx>r, how do you like my

One 
Gay, after running a fox hard, and 
they had got him into a small cop- 
pice where the hounds Vere scor- 
ing at him, and he, to escape 
them, began running short, and 
every |aoment slipping behind 
them — the Doctor, addressing him- 
self to a Mr. B. said, " Mr. B. ifi 
pretty well up with him— don'^l ye 
hear how angry ould Shark, the 
bandy-legged terrier, be with him >"

SIB, 

UOW wonderful is the efiect 
which the practice of any 
particular bodily exercise has on: 
the humap frame! When direqt-, 
ed with skill,, and persev«ringly. 
followed, it gives to the body new 
energies and powers which imagi- 
nation could not have conceived ; 
and perseverance alone has been 
the means of discovering to man 
the vast bodily power atid activity, 
which he possesses. So is it -with 
the horse, but with this remarkable 
addition-— that as his body is im- 
proved by his breaker, in vigour and 
pliability, so does what we call in- 
stinct assume Something the reisem* 
blanceof the boasted reason of man^ 
as the sagacity apd docility of those 
animals kept for public exhibition: 
sufficiently ' exemplify. If snc^^ 
effects are produced merely for th» 
purpose of gratifying idle curiosity,, 
it is a pity that some one should- 
pot apply bis knowledse* and the 
horse's apparent and htent qpali-. 
i\^, to more useful purposes. 

What follows, I-profess merely to. 
be a few bints on the subject;^ - 
whioh have occurred to me during, 
my private practice, much refleo* .

The first observation I will make 
is, to find fault with the very first 
lesson which' the breaker gives 
the colt when placed with him. 
He puts a snaffle in his mouth, 
straps that to a surcingle or roller, 
pulling in his nose nearly to his 
Dreast, a cavesson on his head, 
and^ under these excellent sopori* 
fics, requires him to set off gently 
in a small circle or longe, to ac- 
commodate his lacerated and galled 
mouth to the bit in the best way 
he can, with his body tied and tor- 
tured in an unnatural position, and 
nearly the most difficult that is 
ever to be required of him. Therie 
is surely something egregiously ab- 
surd, not to say crnel, in this man- 
ner of proceeding. The conse- 
quences are, the immense numbers 
of horses that are destroyed in 
breaking, or, throujrhout, curbs, 
splints, spavins, windgaUs; &c. and 
the number of accidents that Imp- 
pen to the breakers themselves. 
in fact, it appears to me difficult to 
invent any method more effectual 
to render a horse viscous than this 
first lesson : a colt will rarely be 
found that is able to deal his legs 
clear of each other when first put 
into the longe in this unprepared 
manner, and by knocking the one 
against the other, splints are pro- 
duced. Such being so frequently 
the consequences of this injudicious 
treatment, is it not surprising that 
it still continues to be so persever- 



ingly followed, even by those w1m> 
are considered m flash breakers, 

^< In spite of all that do hetide 
The phM» wherein they teach to ride?**

In the system which I have fol- 
lowed, with invariable success, with 
my own horses, I make the colt's 
mouth nearly perfect, and considera- 
bly supple his neck, shoulders, and 
under jaw, before placing him in 
the longe, or almost taking him out 
of the stable, except for exercise, and 
then I allow him to go nearly as he 
likes best at first. When this pro- 
gress is made, with what ease and 
security to himself and breaker may 
he then belonged or mounted! And, 
Sir, I am proud to say, that this 
method is so simple, that any one 
possessed of temper, and a reasona- 
ble share of understanding, may 
put it in practice. Without the first, 
a man is unfit to come near young 
horses 3 aud you will agree with 
me, that he cannot have too mueh 
of the latter.. But toproceed: if the 
proprietor of a young horse has a 
servant of this trusty description, 
let him be ordered often to go up 
to the colt, lift his legs, rub them, 
then lead him about in a collar, 
teach him to take in the field, put 
his finger in his mouth and press 
the bars, and, in short, render him 
tame and familiar with man, bv 
every gentle means he can think of. 
When the colt Is three off, if yon 
please, you may then break him, 
though it is not what I follow my- 
self. I consider it so much need- 
less trouble, both to man and horse; 
for if he is the summer following 
turned to grass, the breaking is 
nearly wholly forgot — at all events, 
his mouth is to make again. -I do 
not think that there is the least risk 
in breaking a colt of three, two,-or 
even one year old, if the directions 
which follow are attended to J but 
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ter ilie^MilK^ ^'isiiviti^ UDiieeefesarf 
IrcHiMe, I wottid delay it till four or 
five off. Na home shouki see'^ 
bounds till five, or, even better, at 
ftik ; bat 1 woald wish his breaks 
ing to be commenced sixteen or 
eighteen nionths before be is to 
ap|>eiir in th« field, and not torned 
out ' during the interval, which 
will be found sfhort enough to make 
hitn Gompletely, and have him in 
bis t>est condition. 
/ When 1 resolve to break my 
cc/H, I pot a thick snaffle in hia 
mouth, baring a ring in the centre, 
which shortens the sides of it, and 
renders it easier for him, taking 
care that it is at least three-quar- 
ters of an inch in diameter. The 
common ones nsed by breakers 
are very good, when thick enough; 
This bNeing put on the colt, let 
him be led about in it, holding 
himself in any position he pleases.- 
Here i may notice the great ad- 
vantage it is to have a riding-house 
lor breaking horses in : it prevents 
their attention being abstracted to 
different objects or noise, and you 
bave the use of it in all weathers ; 
and no better exercise can be 
given to a horse of any age than 
that which may be had in a good 
riding-bouse. I am astonished 
that gentlemen of fortune, who 
are fond of horses and riding, are 
not oftener possessed of them: 
thirty-five or forty feet wide, by 
from sixty to one hundred long, is 
sufficient for private use. In fine 
weather, an enclosed square (not a 
circle, for reasons I will afterwards 
state) of forty f ee t,fenced either wit h 
a wall pr paling, six feet and a half 
^'igb, will answer the purpose. If 
you have the advantage of either of 
these, let the horse be led into it, in 
preference to open air 3 and when 
^M^gbt into the stable, turn . him 
^uad in the stall, his croup to the

To the £4iiar. of the Sporting Magazine, 
SIB, 

ERSONS interested in the pre- 
servation of game, should in- 
struct their keepers to kill every 
species of snalge, as I have no 
doubt they frequently not only de- 
stroy partridge^ eggs, bnt young 
birds. I once, when walking in 
a lane, observed a hedge-spar- 
row in seeming distress, lookinff 
inta the bank of the hedge. 1 
observed its nest, in which were 
five eggs, bnt two had been sucked, 
and I observed either a snake or 
adder, I was not certain which> 
crawling, away from the spot. At 
eleven o*clock the next day, I went 
again to the* nest, and found the 
Other three eggs had been recently 
sucked, and again saw the reptile 
making away from the nest. A few 
yards higher up I found a robin* s 
nest, with young ones about three 
or four days old : the nest was in 
an old moot in the side of the bank. 
The next day I went to visit it, 
about the same hour, and saw the 
reptile pass along the side of the 
bank with one of the young robins

F yon think these observations 

(which 1 write at the request 
and for the benefit of your corre- 
spondent, ScoTii Bbitannicus) 
worthy of a pUtoe in your excellent 
Magaaine, you will greatly oblige 
me by inserting them. 

ScoTii Bbitannicus, although 
he owns he does not. know the law 
of manorial rights, asserts (as if he 
did know them) " that proprietors 
of landed estates within the. manor 
have no interest in the preservation 
of game,'* which is a very mistaken 
opinion. Now, in the hrst place, 
I will prove to yon that (as I tell 
every body who talks to me on the 
subject) possessing the manor is 
only a manner of talking, for in en- 
closed manors the landlord has only 
one advantage (with respect to 
game) over the other landed pro- 
prietors ..within the manor, which 
is, that of deputing a gamekeeper 
(or niord generally killer), which 
keeper or killer, it must be remem^ 
bered, cannot shoot over any other 
part of the manor bnt that which 
belongs to his master, as, if he did, 
he would be liable to an action for 
trespass, as of course would his 
master likewise. But, .secondly, 
over wastes, such as the grouse 
hills in the north (from which, no 
doubt, ScoTii Bbitannicus has 
taken his idea), the landlord has by 
far more power ^ for there the game 
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Is his sole right — for a lord of the 
manor can there mamtain an action 
for trespass against a landed pro- 
prietor (who, perhaps, has more 
property in the moor than himself ), 
if he can prove that he was tiiere 
for the purpose of killing game, 
although he has, of coarse, a right 
to be there for the purpose of agri- 
culture, &c. ', and for a second of- 
fence, would most likely obtain ex- 
cessive damages. Thirdly, with 
respect to open (ields, with the 
land allotted, or rather belonging 
to different private individuals, I 
consider the case there to be the 
same as if it was enclosed, although 
some contend that at certain times 
in the year, when the field is 
thrown open for cattle, it becomes 
of the nature of moors, &c. and 
that the lords of manors have then 
the same right thev have- over 
them (the moors). But I am of a 
different opinion, and do not consi- 
der the case to be at all altered, by 
the field being thrown open.* 

With respect to the other right 
of lords of manors, I believe them 
to be simply these : — In enclosed 
parishes they have a right to all 
the waste land and trees, &c. there- 
on, by the sides of roads, or else- 
where. He has likewise another 
great right, which is that of £sh, 
as a lord of the matior not having a 
' bit of land by the river or brook 
side (supposing there to be one or 
the other in the parish), and having 
notice from all the proprietors of 
snch* land to keep off if, might 
eome up. or down the river, or 
brook, with his servants, in boats; 
or otherwise, with nets, and take 
every fish out 5 and, on the other 
hand, he can enter the house of any 
person living within his manor, and 
take or destroy all nets or other 



engines for the destmetion df 
fish that he finds thereia (pn^« 
Tided such person has no private 
fish-pond wherein- he might use). 
On moors he has the same right of 
fish as in the other place, exo^ 
that there, of coarse, nobody caft 
give him notice to keep off the 
land, as it belongs to no particular 
person. He has likewise another 
great right there, which is, that of 
ail minerals, as. iron, coal, &c. 
-which solely belong to him»

— Saturday se'n- 
night, Messrs. Upperton, of Rack- 
ham, having heard that a buck had 
been seen m the neighbourhood of 
Leominster, they proceeded to the 
spot, accompanied by two other gen- 
tlemen, and Wm. Page, an old sports- 
man of celebrity, and many vears 
huntsman of the Parham hounds, in 
order to give him chase. Their pack 
consisted of but two dogs — Mr. Page's 
Piper, and Mr. Upperton's Counsel- 
lor. They soon found their game, and 
compelled him to break cover, wlien 
he immediately bounded towards the 
sea, and bade again. He then led off 
at a fine pace in the direction for 
Michelgrove: from thence, in a nor- 
therly direction down the hill, into 
the western part of Storrinfton. He 
then took to the east, until he reach- 
ed Roundabouts, when he rested, but 
the dogs were presently upon him, and 
forced him on at full speed back to 
Huston Warren, and thence to Thake-^ 
ham, onwards to Steyning, and ulti- 
mately to Rock, near Wiston, where 
he was taken and killed, after one of 
the most ardent and gallant chases 
ever recorded, over a country of hill 
and dale of upwards of forty miles, 
in three hours and sixteen minutes, 
with only about five minutes' fault 
during the whole time.

THE TURF. 

At a sale of part of the stud of C. 
L. Fox, Esq. at York, on Wednes- 
day, a chesnut colt, by Comus, sold 
for 250 guineas ; and a two-year-old 
filly, by Interpreter, for 50 guineas. 
There was also a sale of greyhounds : 
several one-year-olds brought from 
two to five guineas ; and a two-year- 
old (Fortune, by Blinker) brought 
twelve guineas. 

Mr. John Walker sold his horse 
Langtonian, winner of the Hamp- 
shire Stake and Gold Cup at Win- 
chester, with his engagements, for 
100 guineas, three weeks before start- 
ing, when he was sent to be trained 
at Mr. Day*s, near Stock bridge. 
Four hundred guineas were after- 
wards refused for him on the course.

Before the Lord Chief Baron, 
M'BVOY V, KELLY. 

Mr. Darcy stated the case. Wil- 
Uam H.Magan, Esq. had, three years 
ago,given acup to the county of West- 
meath, to be run for under certain ar- 
ticles, to become the property of the 
winner of it three successive years, or 
until challenged. Mr. Kelly, the de- 
fendant, had won it twice. It was run 
for again last March, when the plain- 



tiff ran two horses, the defendant' 
two, and Mr. Dennis one. Both the 
defendant's horses came in fiirst, bat 
ran to the left instead of the right of 
a certain post, and, in consequence, 
Mr. M'Evoy claimed the cup on the 
ground. The Stewards, who were 
made by the articles final judges of 
all disputes, examined into the aflbir 
on' the epot, and signed an award as- 
signing the cup to the plaintiff. 
Notwithstanding this award, the de- 
fendant kept possession of the cup, 
and drove the plaintiff to the ne- 
cessity of this action. Mr. Darcy 
then submitted, that the award being 
final, entitled him, without going into 
the case, to a verdict, but that he was 
ready to go into evidence, and prove 
the whole case. 

Mr. Farrel, for the defendant, ob- 
jected that the plaintiff had not such 
a possessory rignt as to muntaiq. an 
action of trover: however, if the- 
Court was not with him, he had no ' 
objection to enter into the merits.' 
His client had offered to run the race 
again, or to leave the matter to the' 
Turf Club. The award, even if good, 
was not conclusive. He referreoto 15 
East, to shew that where there was a 
good award, which the Learned Gen- 
tleman contended this was not, it did 
not conclude the defendant. 

The Chief Baron said, it was the 
practice to send all these disputes 
from country races to the Turf Club, 

Mr. Darcy said, that the Turf Club 
never exaramed evidence as to facts, 
but if both parties agreed in a case, 
an opinion was given. Here the par- 
ties did not agree. 

The Chief Baron said, the rule of 
the Club shewed its good sense y and 
as they had now started, he did not 
choose to disappoint the parties of a 
race. 

Mr. Wilton was the first witness 
examined. He proved the printed 
copy of the original articles, that he 
was the proper person with whom 
horses should be entered. — Q. Were 
the horses for the last race entered 
according to the articles i — ^A. Not 
one of them.— Q. Howso?^>A. There 
was not one entered three clear days 
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befora tbo nuM^. Hi* wit&«M acMefff* 
thftt Mr. Magan bad overruled. Uie ob- 
jectibB m%\»g from this inlbmiallty.

Mr. Darcy.*^My tiord, Mr, M»*

ties, consented that the races should 
be run, though no horses were en* 
tared in time. 

Chief Baron,— That won*t do« 
The cup, after having been once 
given by Mr. Magan, was not his 
property, and he had no controul 
over it. It was the property of 
the county. The owners of the

Qis Mfgesty has been graciously 
Ipleased to grant his Royaf Plate of 
lOOgs. to be run for at Manchester 
races every year. 

The King has been pleased to alter 
the articles of his Purse of lOOfl^s. 
given at Lincoln races, it being his 
M<yesty's wish to encourage a good 
breed of horses. The articles are 
for four and five-year-old mares^ to 
carry 8st. 41b. and 98t. The old ar* 
tieles made an allowance for beaten 
horses, which his Majesty objects to, 
as holding out an mducement for 
horses of ptn inferior description be* 
lag kept on the torf. 



The Ouke of Dorset, in reply tomi 
application 6yLord Somers, to ch* 
tain a King's rlate for the Heveford 
races, says, in his letter, ^hat " there 
are twenty places only which have 
King's PlateSi the money for provid- 
ing which is paid to his Majesty 
from public money by the Trea- 
sury. In case, as has happened, 
though vcFy rarely, of any place so 
favoured giving up its races, his 
Majesty has conferred the vacant 
plate on some^other place $ but other- 
wise the King cannot do so, except 
by pacing the requisite sum out of 
his privy purse, which is verv un« 
usual, if ever done, and obviously 
would constitute a personal burden 
on his Msgesty.*' 

Weymouth races went off with 
much spiriti and the running on both 
days was excellent. The course was 
filled with dashing e(|uipages. 

Chelmsford meeting was never 
better or more fashionably attended 
than this year.

SIR, 

T ITTLE notice having, of late 
years, been taken, in sporting 
literature, of the South Downs of 
Sussex, the following brief sporting 
and topographical description of 
them may not be \yholly unaccept- 
able to the readers of your highly- 
cultivated publication. 

The South Downs of Sussex, 
which are abundantly stocked with 
partridges, hiares, and foxes, ex- 
tend from Beachy Head, near East- 
bourn, to nearly the west of Sus- 
sex — a distance of about fifty miles 
— bearing an average wirdth of 
five, and embracing some of the' 
finest flock- pastgre and arable land 
in the kingdom. On these'Downs, 
thirty years ago, foxes were almost 
strangers — so much so, that not a 
single farmer upon them had suf- 
fered, by their depredations, for 
some years. At length, however, 
a family of the subtle fraternity 
took up its abode in Wilmington 
Wood, situatedabout six miles from 
Eastbourn, and two from the 
northern extremity of that part of 



the Downs that fronts it, whence 
the head of the family found his 
way to Birlin Farm, in the parish 
of 'East Dean, where he levied his 
contributions with uninterrupted 
success, till, having worn out the 
farmer's patience, the following 
stratagem for his destruction was 
had recourse to : — ^The shepherd of 
the fartn observing his master to be 
perplexed through the depreda- 
tions of the fox, and his being at a 
loss to contrive which way to coun- 
teract them, said to him, '' Mas- 
ter, I think Tve hit upon a plan to 
get rid of the old foxV—" Odt 
gran it, shepherd,** quoth the old 
farmer, "if you can do so, I'll give 
you a good fat hog.'' '* TU set 
about it, then, master," was the 
shepherd's reply. " But, how 
are you going to act ?" rejoined the 
farmer. " Why, saving your pre- 
sence, master,'* said the shepherd, 
"my old bitch. Smut, wants a 
sweetheart; so you see, I intend, 
to-night, to tie her up to the sheep- 
fold, hide myself away in the 
furze, and, if the old dog-fox comes 
a courting, which, I am told, he 
will, to knock him at head." " Ods 
gran it, shepherd," exclaimed the 
master, " the plan's a good one, yet 
I am afraid it won*t succeed." But, 
notwithstanding the farmer's fears, 
it did. Reynard went to woo, and 
the cruel shepherd beat out the 
poor fellow's brains with his 
sheep-crook, while he was most 
amorously paying his illicit court to 
his newly-selected chere amie. Nor 
did the sc^ne of blood end here. 
Poor reynard's wife being at a loss 
to account for the absence of her 
spouse, and going the next night to 
the fatal spot in search of him> was 
driven by a mixed cry of hounds; 
greyhounds, sheep-dogs, &c. back 
to hpr family residence, whence, 
with her infant offspring, she was 
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forthwith dug out and mafssacred ! 
Hence, it appears, that if the ohf 
fox had DOt^ like many other old 
foxes, gone astray in pursuit of 
lawless fraition, the catastrophe 
would not have happened. 

The South Downs of Sussex af- 
ford the finest hare-hunting and 
conrsing.that can be imagined, the 
country being open, salubrious, and 
not overdone with cover ^ but being 
hilly, they require good horses, ri- 
ders, and dogs, to hunt on them. 
Horses that are very high bred do 
not at all answer the purpose : the 
horse calculated to hunt here must 
have four good short-joinled leg* 
and feet, a fine neck and chest, a 
good free and well-fashioned shoul- 
der, a pair of well-spread hips, a 
short back, and a strong loin, all 
under 15-2. These hills, too, re- 
quire good horsemanship. There are 
none who ride them in better sfylfe 
than the sons of the South Down 
farmers, though I knew a lady of the 
name of Careless, that fifteen years 
ago was wont to accompany to the 
^eld Mr. T. H. Harben, of Cossica 
Hall, Seaford, who was equal to 
the best of them. Good God, 
what a tre&t it was to see her ! 
What, Mr. Editor, is so enchant- 
ingly, so heavenly divine, as to 
behold an elegant well-mounted 
woman, clever at the manege, in 
the chase ! She is. Sir, the life — 
the soul — the vigour of men, dogs, 
horses, and everything that com- 
poses the field. 

The best mode of galloping the 
Sussex hills is, in descending, to 
go right down them, with the horse 
loose in hand : in ascending, to 
take them obliquely, with a tight 
rein : in descending obliquely, 
horses, in very dry or wet weather, 
are liable to slip up. The grey- 
hounds th^t are bred upon the 
South Downs are matchless, to ran 



ih their native districts, although 
there are many bred in the inland 
districts that will beat them upon 
level ground. The hares, too, are 
very strong, and consequently they 
afford good running. 

It is but since the present Lord 
Gage came to his estates, that the 
breeding of foxes has been encou- 
raged in the east of Sussex. His 
Lordship being fond of this noble, 
healthy, and recreative exercise, 
has not only encouraged the foxei^ 
on his estates, but, with a few 
other wealthy individuals, set up a ' 
staunch pack of fox-hounds. Co- 
lonel Wyndham is also at the 
head of a fox-pack, in the west of 
Sussex, and these two p^cks, 
denominated the East and ff^es^t 
Sussea? fox-hounds, are all the 
county affords. The fox-hunting^ 
in Sussex, generally takes place 
more in the Weald than on the 
Downs, as, although tnauy of thb 
foxes take up thefir residence on 
the northern extremity of the lat- 
ter, they mostly endeavour, on ac- 
count of its cover, to choose' the 
Weald for their field of action.— I 
am.

sooner bad this nimble gOd

No sooner arrived on the raee^ 
course, than Mercury mixed among 
hisiraternity.

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behind the cortaio, ai^d dive 
into the minds of men. He Icnew 
the groom that had physicked his 
horse as weU as the master who 
had ordered him to do^so» and the 
joclcey who was not to win^ if he 
coold. He knew also^ to a six- 
pence, how they were all to be paid 
for their trouble. He saw men of 
rank confederate with gamblers, 
and men of character making bets 
which they conld not lose. In the 
evening he saw] the person who 
was to win the match at billiards, 
the party at piqaet, or the rubber 
at whist. Here, however, he 
thought the English people bun- 
glers in their operations, compared 
with the delicacy and address of 
the' French and Italian gamblers, 
who will plunder a flat of every 
stiver in his pocket, with such ex- 
treme politeness, that the loser 
could never be angry with them — 
they do it so much like gentlemen. 
This, said Mercury, is owing to 
their education. They are bred 
up in the houses ef people of qua- 
lity, first as pages, and then as 
pimp»| and some, with souls more 
daring than the rest, assuming the 
titles of Counts or Barons, come 
over to your country, and mix in 
society, by their effrontery.

excuse he could make to her, to 
absent himself from her society, for 
a time. 

Mercury now stumbled upon one 
of ike fraternity i who had met 
with his match the night before, 
and was fleeced of his last sove- 
reign. He was considering how 
he should raise money to go to 
the haxard-tabie at night, but he 
soon hit on the following scheme:—- 
*' I will make,** said he, *' a bet of 
one hundred pounds, though I have ^ 
aot so many shilling's. If I lose 
it, it is but a kicking, and what is 
a kicking? I am a gambler al- 
ready, and therefore all the kick- 
ittgs in the world cannot injure my 
reputation." 

It was now time to' repair to the 
cocking, and Mercury entered the 
door just as the first pair of cocks 
were produced. The sudden up- 
roar which always bursts forth 
from the company on the untying of 
the cock-bags, so much surprised 
him, that he stepped one foot back, 
and declared, that although he was 
used to convey souls across the ri- 
ver Styx, and was therefore fami- 
liar with 'infernal noises, yet the 
discordant clamour of a cock-pit 
was more horrid than the tripple 
howb oC Cerberus— the shrieks of 
Ixi9Qr-&0 groans pf Sysiphas— 
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the sighs of TantaliM^ or all the 
yells that echo along the banks of 
Tartarus, 

The veriter of thU is very fond 
of the sport of cocking^ and has 
been often concerned in a main ; 
but having been ill-used by those 
who walked his cocks, and after- 
wards sold by his feeder (no un- 
common case),. he flew the pit, in 
disgust. Indeed, Mercury himself 
was scarcely awake to ali the tricks 
of * * * races^ and swore, that 
although he may be called a thief 
in heaven, he was an honest man 
on eelrth.

DISPUTED POINT IN CAIGK- 
ETING. 



To the Editor of the Sporting Magazine. 
SIR, 

TN answer to your query in p. 15 
of the Sporting Magazine for 
June, you may rely on the correct- 
ness of the followmg remarks : — 
It is of no consequence what 
the bowler said to the striker about 
" There's enough of it!" — the um- 
pires are the judges of the game, 
and must determine when it. is won 
or lost, provided their judgment is 
sufficiently sound to determine. 
The striker, although he ^* delibC'r 
rately knocked the ball off,** and 
wanted one run to win the game, 
was of no consequence ; for, so 
long as a striker is m his ground, 
he cannot be out (I mean, lose his 
bat), except he hits down his own 
wicket in striking. For instance : 
suppose the batsman, at the con- 
trary end from whence the bowler 
howls his ball, strikes it to the 
bowler's end which it came from, 
and knocks down that striker's 
wicket, if that batsman was in his 
ground, it is not out ; but if he was 
not, he is, A striker may knock 
down his wicket at any time with 



impunity, if the game is not mHioe ; 
or, if it is alive,' if he knocks it 
down in running in, it is of no 
consequence, provided he is in his 
ground. 

This will, therefore, I hope, sa-' 
tisfy the players who are of opinion 
that the man was out, that he is 
still IN, and the game subject to 
be renewed by the two strikers re- 
suming their bats.

HAWKING. 

To the Editor of the Sporting Magazine. 
SIR, 

TT is a long time since any thing 
has been said in your enter- 
taining work on the once royal 
pastime of hawking. It may be 
s^id of this sport, that the art has 
never been quite forgotten, but 
that, like many other inventions, it 
was at first much admired, and af- 
terwards neglected, so that it re- 
mained a long time without im- 
provement, though it is certain that 
at one period it was brought to the 
utmost degree of perfection in this 
country. Whether it was known 
to the ancient Greeks, has t)een a 
matter of speculation among the 
learned, though the question has 
been generally determined in the 
negative. Perhaps it was consi- 
dered an amusement too trifling 
for the martial spirit of those times. 
Aristotle says, men go out to catch 
birds with hawks in Thrace. Tht^e 
is nothing, however, said of the 
hood, or the rest of the parapher- 
nalia of falconry. 

Among the Romans, hawking 
seems to have been well nnder- 
stood, for Martial, who calls a 
hawk a fowler's servant, speaks of 
it as a sport generally known; and 
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Plinjr mentions the practice of 
fowling with different birds of 
prey. . It had, therefore, been a 
matter of surprise, why Virgil did 
not make ^neas and Dido carry 
some hawks with them when they 
went a hunting, whereas he only 
speaks of horses and hounds. 

Among the modern Greeks, fal- 
conry was much practised. A 
writer, in the time of Constantine 
the Great, published his Astrono- 
micon« in which he teaches the art 
of casting nativities, and attempts 
to prove that those who are born 
under certain signs, will become 
renowned sportsmen, and keep 
hounds and falcons. It has been 
asserted, that sea-cah'es, and sea- 
wolves, have been instructed to 
catch fish for their keepers, and 
which assertions are supported by 
several authorities. 

The art of falconry seems to 
have been carried to the greatest 
perfection, and to have been most 
in fashion at the principal courts 
of Europe, in the twelfth century. 
The Emperors Frederick the First 
cfii'd Second, were great admirers of 
hawking. It is said that the for- 
mer, called Barbarossa, amused 
himself with this sporl at the time 
he was besieging Rome. Indeed, 
in all sports of the field, we are 
told by his historian, this Prince 
was " second to no one.'* Fre- 
derick the Second wrote a book on 
the subject, intitled, De arte ve- 
nandi oum avibus, which was 
printed at Augsburg, in the year 
1596, from a manuscript belong- 
ing to a physician of Nurembergh. 
This work is extreraelv scarce : 
bat in the second book of it, there 
is the following interesting account 
of the use and manner of making 
the hoods, called capelia, which 
appear to have been invented by 
the Arabs :— 



" The hood," says this royal 
writer, ** had its origin among the 
Oriental nations ; for the eastern 
Arabs used it more than any other 
people with whom we are ac- 
quainted, in taming falcons, and 
birds of the same species. When 
I crossed the sea, I had an oppor- 
tunity of observing that the Arabs 
used hoods in this art. Some of 
the Kings of Arabia sent to m^the 
most expert falconers, with various 
kinds of falcons 5 and I did not fail, 
after I had resolved to collect into 
a book every thing respecting fal- 
conry, to invite from Arabia, and 
every other country, such as were 
most skilful in it -, and I received 
from them the best information 
they were able to give. Because 
the use of the hood was one of the 
most effectual methods they knew 
for taming hawks, and, as I ^aw 
the great benefit of it, I employed 
a hood in training these birds 5 and 
it has been so much approved in 
Europe, that it is proper it should 
be handed down to posterity.** 

Some other works on this subject 
were printed about this time, which 
treat on the breeding and diseases 
of hawks; and among the remedies, 
aloes, to the size of a bean, are or- 
dered as a purge, and mercury is 
prescribed for itching and erap- 
tions of the skin. An instance is 
also mentioned of a hawk which 
was very wild and untractable^ 
being tamed by being kept hooded 
in a blacksmith* sishop, by the con- 
tinual noise of the forge-hammer* 
One of th6se authors. (Demetrius, 
who wrote in the twelfth century) 
recommends, with great simpli- 
city, that every man should say 
his prayers before he goes to the 
field with his hawks. 

Indian savages still hunt hares 
and foxes with birds of prey. 
They make use of eagles, hawks. 
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ftnd kites, which they catch when 
voang, and train for that purpose, 
m the following way: — ^They let 
loose a tame hare, with a piece of 
flesh fastened to its back, and suf- 
fer these birds to fly after it, in or- 
der to seize the flesh, which, on 
their return, they receive as their 
reward. When thus instructed to 
pursue their prey, they are sent 
after wild foxes and hares in the 
npoiintains. These they follow, 
in hopes of obtaining their usual 
foodj and soon catch them, and 
bring them back to their masters. 
They then give them the entrails, 
as we blood our hounds. The 
Persians, to this day, take the 
antelope bv means of flying a hawk 
at him, who fastens on his nose, 
and, with his wings, so. impedes 
his flight, that he falls an easy 
prey to the dogs that are pursuing 
Lim. 

In none of the sports of the field 
did the fair sex partake so much 
as in falconry. Ladies of distinc- 
tion had their hawks, which, to 
gain their favour, they fondled as 
much as they now caress lap- 
dogs.

. In the Upper Province* of Bengal,

WHO WAS THERE, AK^ HAS LATELY 
ESTURKED TO EKOLAKD. 



nPHB fortress of Hissar is sitoated 
:*' a^ont 1 00 miles west of Dbelhi^ 
on the border of the great sandy 
desert^ which extends &om theoce 
totherivier Indus and the Gulf 
of Cutch^ and was formerly the 
bvonrite seat of one of the Mo- 
guls, bnt^ with the fall of that Mo- 
narchy, has gone into great deqiy, 
and its population much decreased, 
chiefly on account of the extreme 
difficulty of getting water, for which 
purpose they are often obliged to 
dig 450 feet deep. Still it offers 
the phenomenon of being the finest 
grass country, and it may be said 
tbf* Wy good grass, country, in In- 
dia : it was on this account pointed 
ont by the late £(revet Major Lums^ 
daine, of the Commissariat Depart- 
ment, as a proper place to establish 
9n auxiliary stud for the improve- 
ment of the breed of horses and 
Qxen, which ha9 answered the most 
sanguine expectations of that ju- 
dicious officer, and bids fair to ri-. 
val, the long-established one at 
Porsah. 

The gentleman who favours us 
with this account, hearing that 
there was to be a great show of 
horses by the native dealers, to 
be passed into the public service, 
went there, and says not less than 
1000 horses were shewn. They 
i^ere all above 14 hands and a half 
in height, high crested, and shewy 
looking horses, fat and sleek to a 
degree, each having its own groom. 
The great defect seemed a want Of 
bone below the knee,, which, is in-r 
deed general to all the native horsey 
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tbrouffbout India; and also so great 
a tendency to fulness in the hocks; 
that in England it would be thought 
half of them had blood spavins; 
though, generally speaking, that 
disease is not more common, at 
least fewer horses are lame from 
it, than in Europe. 

The method of shewing off a 
horse is described as singular, nolf 
by the owner, but by professional 
jockeys, who attend and receive a 
small donation, if the horsie is sold* 
They ride incomparably well> and 
fearlessly leap on the most vicions 
horse, often never hacked before, 
and seldom fail to make him go 
through. his paces. Our informant 
was here. shewn several cases of 
that singular disorder that prevails 
in that country, of a live white 
worm, about the length and thick- 
ness of a common needle, which is 
seen floating ii^ the eye with the 
continual motion of an eel, and ne-^ 
ver fails eventually to blind the. 
horse : the natives pretend, that 
(^y puncturing the eye they can 
lei; it out, but scarce an instance 
is known of the success of such an 
operation. The whole of the 
horses shewn were entire, and it 
required the utmost exertion of tho- 
syces, or. grooms, to prevent their 
fighting. Indeed, it several times 
happened they .were overpowered^ 
and several horses were loose at 
the same time, when a curious, 
scene presented itselif-— horseS: 
rearing, open-mouthed, kicking^ 
neighing, and biting, in one massjr 
with their syces tryipg to separate 
them, whilst the standers-by wero 
belabouring the infuriated animals 
with their heavy whips* Aniong 
other superstitions, the native 
dealers attach much faith to hay-i 
inga string of coloured, beads hung 
round the horse's neck, withoa^ 
which, and a particular rider,

This, 
Sir, k a]l very well fer Meltoniane, 
as liecafo 'em) but, the more'a ttv^ 
pity, you have no correspondent 
that tips us with a&y sndh reeipea 
for the management of race horses 
-«4iirf-ites, if so be yon please to 
call 'em so. 

No one, 8if, who has a good 
head on his i^oulders, but what 
most see the folly of training race 
horses in the way ther are now 
trained. A two-year-old is often, 
but a three-year-old ev^r, oM^^ 
to go through the same work as a 
four or five-year-old, and, genemBy 
dpeiriciiig, is obliged to awaHow the 
teffie phyiBKG. Oqx nmit esteemed 

oo2 
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trainers know no other law than thut 
of their forefathers. Reasoning in?a- 
riably receives a knock-down bk>w 
by a prescription handed down from 
time immemorial, and the most nn- 
acconntable methods are idolhied 
by the traditionary practice of a 
trainer of yore. And so, Sir> this 
will go on, if some worthy or other, 
like NiMROD, will not enter the 
lists with these absurd antiquarians^ 
and eradicate, by an acute and im- 
partial inquiry, the .nostrums which 
are cherished only by ignorant 
trainers, to the prejudice of the 
power of the horse, and the interest 
of his owner. 

But while, Sir, this practice of 
training remains as it was formerly, 
the practice of racing has assumed 
a very different shape. And it is 
to this. Sir, I would call your atten- 
tion, because I am wholly incompe-* 
teat to expose, though I am no 
atranger to the quackeries of the 
elect. A trainer. Sir, of " olden 
time," would shew, '* cap in hand,** 
the horses to his employer, listen to 
his commands,- and obey them. Not 
so the trainer of the present day : 
with his hat on his head, he shews 
you your horses, and, in reply to an 
order you make to go here Or therie, 
he tells you, that is- impossible, for 
he has a horse going there of his 
own, which is sure to win. 

No. longer. Sir, is the trainer like 
a servant. And why? Because he 
has horses of his own, and there- 
fore is on a level with his master. 
But how is this } Because gentle- 
men,- subscribers to stakes, encou- 
rage them, by giving their nomina- 
tions to such persons, not of their 
own accord, but through the clerk 
of the course, who usually receives 
a, .guinea -for the nomination. 
This has brought, more than any 
thing else,. ruiA to the country rac^. 
Ax^^ how« yop will ask^ is it to be 



prevented } Why, Sir, by gentle- 
men standing by gentlemen, and 
never giving their nominations to 
persons whose interference has been 
so prejudicial to the sport. This, 
'amongst .many other things, may 
check this novel, but disreputable 
mode of proceeding : but nothing 
would check it so much as a deter- 
mination amongst gentlemen never 
to train: their horses in any stabAe 
where the owner has horses of his 
own ; for is it likely, in conclusion 
of this part of the argument, that a 
trainer will prefer his master's in- 
terest to his own } 

Cum multis aim, there is ano- 
ther thing, though I am bold to say 
it is far from the subscribers' 
thoughts, which id liable to injure 
gentlemen racers, and that is, the 
fashionable mode of the present 
stakes. It will be admitted on all 
bands, 1 guess, that in the pursuit 
of any object, no advantage ought 
to be given to the unfair candidate, 
in preference to the fair one ; and 
yet this is the case, in these handi- 
cap stakes in the country, which 
are now so much the rag^. The 
Gloucester Stakes opened the ball 
7— and it has since been followed 
by the Hampshire, the Somerset- 
shire, and Lord knows what be* 
sides. To the promotion of these 
stakes every nerve is strained: 
they are handicap, every one is 
aware — that is, weighted according 
to. their pnbliq running. Ahorse, 
in public, if he is (the property of 
an honest man, mnshis best ^ if be 
is not the property, of an honest 
man, there^is no saying how he will 
run. If he gains an advantage by 
running ill, the probability is, be 
will do so, and therefore such great 
stakes,j( thev: make np for the loss 
of many smaller ones, as no doubt 
they do, with interest, are in favour 
of a jrpgue; unless^ ijudeed, handi-i 
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cappers'^ d0^ as once thiey did at 
Newmarket, lump the suspieious 
prodigioaslfr What k done, can- 
not be undanf! GeatlemeD will, 
however, I hope, in future, look 
about *em— particularly the handi* 
cappers.

ON NIMROD'S ASSERTIONS RB- 
SPECTING HUNTERS AT GRASS. 



To the Editor ofihe Sporting Magazine, 

T Have been in several oonuties, 
and have hunted with several 
packs of bounds of note, and have 
therefore made my . observations; 
According to Nimrod, the quality 
of the soil in that part of tbie coun- 
try where he resides must be des- 
perately bad, indeed, if the horses 
to < which he alludes are brought 
into such a shocking state, in con- 
sequence of a run at grass, that 
you cannot even distinguish their 
colour, which I may be allowed to 
ioferfroiii his description of them. 
As their crests, according to his 
account, were so low, and their 
condition so pitiable, one would be 
led to suppose that they had been 
turned into a marsh up to their 
bellies in mud, without a blade- of 
grass to eat. ^ Nimrod is now rid* 
ingr^her tpo wide of hounds, B.nd I 
beg leave to remind him of one 
circumstance — viz. that there are 
others in the sporting world, who, 
like the Bit of ▲ Jockey, under- 
stand the trick equally as well as he 
does. • For my own part, my hun- 
ters always have their three months' 
run at grass, with -a comfortable 
shed, and free access to water.; 
and 'having takeu' them into my 
stable^. I have found them to be not 



crest-fallen^ nor in that deplorablij 
condition which Nimrod describes^ 
but with their legs, feet, and coa<9 
stitutions refreshed and invigorateidy 
from my having restored them for 
.twelve weeks to that state of nature 
which the animals require after 
months of labour and straining, 
attended with . the bangs and 
bruises which must ensue, if they 
are ridden well up to hounds over a 
country. I am not aware that tne 
pastures in Kent are superior- to 
those in other counties :: I believe^' 
however, they are inferior. Be 
that as it may, my horses are -up 
from grass, and their appearance is 
as I describe, and in my opinion a 
groom, if he is a groom, has plenty 
of time allotted him, if he begins^ 
at the latter end of July, to get his 
horses into that condition which 
will enable thein to do their' work 
properly when they are wanted* 
Such is the manner in which I 
treat my horses, not absolutely 
from my own opinion, but from that 
of many of my friends who are 
older than myself, and are conse^ 
quently more experienced. I have 
had opportunities, of seeing horses 
that have been summered in the 
stable, and likewise those that have 
been at grass ; but no horses, that 
I have seen, come into t^^e field in 
November, better fit to go, than 
those which carry the huntsman 
and whippers-in to a cdebrated 
pack of fox-hounds that hunt 'in 
Oxfordshire, and they, to myknow- 
ledge, have their run at grass in 
the park regularly every summen 
-Yoors, TalltHo. 

N. B. NiMROD*s position regard- 
ing early exercise in the morning is 
right, and I have always adopted 
that plan. His remarks likewise 
on the Old Sportsman's ridicu- 
laus notions a;re inimitably good.—-

To Hhew that it is not extraordi*' 
nary for a fish of a pound and a half 
to take a minnow, I may metltio» 
that I have repeatedly takes, in the 
river Loddon, chub and perdb with 
that bait, which have not weight 
more; than from four to five oonees.

see what he might take. On bit 
drawing out the net, t observed he 
had got a jack about a foot in 
length, upon looking at which I per- 
ceived the tail of another fish pro- 
jecting several inches from his 
month: this t immediately took 
hold of, and drew forth another 
Jack, three juartets of a foot in 
lengths I certainly was surprised 
at It; and whether it is a common

GIANT-AN EXTRAORDINARY 
HUNTER.

To the Editor of the Sjporting Magazine. 
SIR, 

AVING read, in one of PJim- 
R0D*s letters on hunting,. an 
account of a very heavy gentleman 
wbopnerally beat the light weights 
in Warwickshire, I thought I would 
give, you a few particulars pf a si- 
milar circumstance, that used to 
occur with Mr, John Powers's fox- 
bounds in the county of Kilkenny, 
and with those of Beecher Wrixon, 



Esq. in tbe coQoty of Cork^ a few 
years back. 

A gentleman, by tbe name of 
Bailey, residing on bis estate^ at 
Norelands, in tbe former county, 
but formerly an officer in tbe fifth 
dragoon guards, purchased an ex-^ 
ceedingly cross-made, raw-boned 
Scotch horse, upwards of seven- 
teen hands high, from a Colonel 
Maxwell, a Scotch gentleman, who 
was quartered in Dublin, with his 
regiment, and, from his size, chris- 
tened him Giant, He, was at this 
time much out of condition, and 
had not grown into form, on which 
account he got him for 100. guineas, 
and a short time before he had 
been sold for 70. Mr, Bailey's 
weight was between 1 7st. and. 1 8^t.; 
but so well, was Giant up to it^ tbat 
be frequently beat every. man in 
the fields being (what is very un- 
common for a horse of his size) re«. 
markably good against a hill, and. 
also in dirt. Two or three Irish 
gentlemen, who were in the habit 
of hunting in Leicestershire, gave 
It as their opinion, that this horse 
would have distinguished himself 
in that country j[ and as a proof 
that they had good pretension^ for 
saying so, Mr. Bailey was offered 
J 000 guineas for him in Ireland, 
which he refused* Mr. Bailey, as 
I before observed, was betweep 
17st. and 18st. ^ but he rode his 
horse with great judgment and in- 
trepidity, and had an excellent 
hand upon him, always sittHi^f 
quietly down in bis saddle. 

The end of Giant was a very 
unfortunate one. Mr. Bailey was 
at Holyhead, on bis return to Ire^ 
land, and impatient to get this ex<* 
cellent borse into the packet, bad 
him swum alongside, with the inn 
tention of hoisting him pn boards J 
when^ by unskilful management, b^ 
was. drpwnejd.

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HARE-HUNTING VINDICATED. 



To the Editor of the Sporting Magazine. 

]i/f Y letter of the 25th of May 
last endeavoured to prove that 
iome degree of condition was ne- 
cessary to the horse doomed to fol- 
low even a '' pack of psalm-singing 
harriers;*' and I now proceed, io 
compliance with a promise made in 
that letter, to illastrate still farther 
the aforesaid point in issue, by 
giving the particulars of another 
run I witnessed with the celebrated 

Vale harriers Xb^^OQ^^^ ^^ Mr. 
Yeatman, of Stock House, I)or- 
set) alluded to in that letter — from 
which statement Nimrod, and 
OTHERS Who hold hare-hunting 
cheap, because they have never 9een 
it in perfection, shall decide whe- 
ther, " to follow a regular pack of 
psalm-singing harriers," it is ne- 
cessary to have a horse in condi- 
tion ; and whether, " as puss is 
pretty sure to comie home to die,, 
and so at all eyents there is no fear 
of her going out of the parish, 
his rider can airways have a pull 
at him]'* 

I beg, however, to premise, that 
considerable time having elapsed 
since I addressed you on this sub- 
ject, very considerable advantages 
' have resulted from the delay. One 
is, that I have seen the ground 
over which the Vale harriers ran, 
on the 31st of January, 1822, on 
which day they had their run from 
the banks of the Stour to Pointing- 
ton, in Somersetshire; and I can 
pronounce that it was more than ten 
miles, as the crow flies, which they 
covered within the hour and twenty 
minutes, to say nothing of the ne- 
cessary windings and doubling of 
the ground by the pack, generally 
reckoned at one-third of the dis- 
tmnce; Another advantage arising 



from the delay above alluded to in, 
that I have seen Nimrod*s letter 
in reply to mine^ and if any proof 
were wanting to shew that Nim- 
rod is as perfect in his capacity of 
gentleman and scholar^ as he is in 
that of the genuine sportsman, I 
beg to say that his le^er of July 
last sufficiently and abundantly 
confirms it : and I beg to offer him, 
without further preface, my most 
grateful thanks for his courteous 
notice of my plain and unvarnished 
narrative of facts, in opposition to, 
perhaps, an hasty opinion of his ^ 
as well as to assure him that, " car- 
rying anger as the flint does fire," 
I differ from him in degree more 
than in kind: and that, convinced, 
as I am, by bitter experience of, 
near twenty years' standing, that 
nothing but very high condition will 
do for the quick work of modern 
fox-hunting, I also am decidedly 
of opinion, on the other^hand, that 
sound good condition is necessary 
to horses which have to live with 
modern harriers, so fast and well 
bred as those I am speaking . of, 
running over the deepest vales and 
finest champaign country in the 
world, taking into account their 
constant teasing, of many hours* 
duration, frona the quantity of game 
preserved for their popular pro- 
prietor — of which condition, and 
its necessary amount, I will leave 
gentlemen to judge, from the fol- 
lowing fact, well recorded in the 
West of England. 

Without mentioning the particu- 
lars of many superior runs which 
these hounds had last season, some 
of which I did, and some of which 
I did not see, I will hasten to the 
description of one which took place 
on the 4th of March last, one of the 
most boisterons days of the whole 
y«ar, and which was as follows:— 

Ok Tuesday, the 4th of the above 
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months seventeen couple of these 
hounds were walked to Charmin* 
ster Down, near Dorch^ster^ from 
their Down kennelabont five miles. 
It blew a perfect hurricane, and few 
gentlemen were out. They ran, 
however, for near two hours, with 
a breast-high scent, changing hares 
every moment nearly, till- one of 
the most violent hail-storms ever 
. seen drove them literally under 
the horses* bellies for shelter 3 and, 
as the wind increased, Mr. Y. or- 
dered his huntsman to walk them 
towards home, and they were wjjlk- 
ed accordingly, eight miles north of 
the Downs, towards their native 
vale, which lies about 1000 feet 
below the level of these exposed 
regions 3 and 'where they were in- 
troduced, in a somewhat milder 
climate, to another hare, at three, 
P.M. After running different scents 
for one hour and half, threading 
several small coppices, a particu- 
larly small hare was seen and laid 
on to J which, after trying the 
. small covers under the chalk pit, 
at Buckland Newton, and finding 
the pack in earnest, went over by 
Dewlish Common across the en- 
closures to the brook at Canning 
Court, over the same to the parish 
ofPulham, and over for Shortwood, 
a cover of forty acres, which was 
skirted 3 the pack going for the pa- 
rish of Mappowder, through tV, with- 
out a tarn, and along the finest tract 
of grazing land imaginable, forStoke 
Common; over it, for the parish of 
Woolland, and through it by Wool- 
land Wood for the parish of Ibber- 
ton, swimming the brook there and 
skirting Kidford Coppice for the 
parish of Belcbalwal, across the en- ' 
closures towards the parish of Oke- 
ford Fitzpaiqe. Before, however, 
the pack had got out of Belcbal- 
wal, they got from scent to view^ 
and killed in beautiful style, on open 



ground, having ran eleven miles at 
least, through sta? parishes, \vL one 
hour and thirty minutes, with a bad 
flighty scent at this time of the 
day, hunting every yard of it ! 

Having thus related a plain mat- 
ter of fact, and one good run out 
of twenty, during the last season, 
and finding that I have not room for 
my account of the Dartmoor style of 
hare-hunting in this letter, I have 
only to subscribe myself, your' s, 
obediently, Venator Vagus. 

P. S. The hare weighed four 
pounds and half.

Those 
degenerate Britons, whp are using 
all their powerful influence to dis- 
courage, and finally to put dpwQ» 
pugilism, are the elite pf that re- 
spectable and oblivions ^rl of 
people wl)om I have jusf now eba* 
racterised. Thev appear insensible 
of the immense benefit their coun* 
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try has derived from the moral 
lesson inculcated and firmly rooted 
in the vulgar mind, of using their 
natural weapons^ the fists, instead 
of the knife and the stiletto, when 
urged by circumstances, casual or 
otherwise, to assuage their vindic- 
tive passions. The old boxing 
system produced this inestimable 
benefit 5 but had not that system, 
a liberal improvement of the SLVk' 
cient gymnasia, been encouraged/ 
and rendered national, it could not 
have been permanent, or productive 
of those salutary effects which have 
been experienced from it. There 
was scarcely a country in Europe 
formerly, and so it unhappily 
is with some at the present hour, 
in which a man who was so un- 
fortunate as to get into a broil, 
was not in danger of the dag- 
ger, the snick-a-snee, or the sti- 
letto 3 whilst in England, at any 
rate formerly, neither native nor 
foreigner, in similar circumstances, 
ran the risk of any farther mishap 
than a sound douse on the fnum- 
pers, a handsome party-coloured 
blackening of the ogles, or a neat, 
dexterous, and electrifying cross 
buttock. France, which, during her 
grand Revolution, organized a 
wholesale system of assassination, 
at length grew sickened of blood, 
and of the retail or individual prac- 
tice; and that country, next to 
England, is one of the most free 
from private murders: neverthe- 
less, the French cannot be con- 
tented without implements of mor- 
tal wound in their squabbles; and 
we had an instance, during the war, 
of two French prisoners deciding 
a difference, with scissars fastened 
to sticks ! And a French priest 
assured the present writer, at the 
time, that, in his opinion, the con. 
duct of these men was more satis- 



factory, than if they had used their 
fists. Such is the force of custom ; 
and our pugilistic missionary, who, 
about that period, crossed the chan- 
nel in order to convert the Pari- 
sians to the true faith, had no more 
success, than certain missionaries 
of aqother description have since 
had, in India, excepting with the 
rice or belly christians. I would 
willingly hope the best of other 
nations^ and that among the nume- 
rous modern improvements, sound 
morality will, at length, come in 
for its share; and, that the vulgar 
high and low of all countries, will 
learn to give vent to their passions, 
in an open and manly way, and 
that a universal stigma will attach 
to alL secret murderous deeds. 
Modern Italy has always been in- 
famous for numerous, or rather 
customary assassinations, which, if 
they still prevail as heretofore, it 
is the duty of Austria, with her 
protecting' arm, to endeavour to 
suppress. How the case stood for- 
merly, may be judged of, by the 
following quotation from Mr. Law- 
rence's chapter on the '* Philoso- 
phy of Sports:" — " At Naples, Dr. 
Owen informs us, five thousand 
PERSONS PERISHED, iu ouc year, 
by the bloody hand of assassina- 
tion.'* " A conference is said to 
have been lately held with his Nea- 
politan Majesty, upon the subject, 
and the necessity of punishing the 
assassin with death, strongly con- 
tended for. His Majesty begged 
leave to differ from his learned ad- 
visers on the propriety of this 
step ; for at present, said the Mo- 
narch, I lose five thousand of my 
subjects by assassination ; if, there- 
fore, I were to put to death every 
assassin, I should lose double the 
number.**

SIR, 

''OLFR correspondent, Mr. John 
Lawrence, has fallen into the 
same error as many of the advo- 
cates of Mr. Martin*8 system have 
done : he has suffered his mind to 
be led astray^ and his judgment 
blinded, by the indignation he has 
felt at descriptions of particular 
acts of cruelty to animals, exer- 
cised by unprincipled wretches 
scarcely deserving the name' of 
human beings, or by exaggerated 
accounts, published' by those on 
whose statements there is no de- 
pendence to be placed, and not 
from his own actual observations. 
I have taken much pains and care 
to arrive at the truth and real state 
of the case, when I have heard of 
cruelty to animals; and I never 
could find an instance in which the 
real acts of cruelty bore any com- 
parison. to the description of them. 
Mr. Lawrence would fain have 
us believe that the cruelty which 
requires legislative interference, is 
exercised exclusively by the lower 
orders of society; that the ra- 
tionale of sporting is legitimised to 
the higher orders only; that there 
18 a necessity for hunting the hare, 
for fishing with the hook, for rac- 
ing, shooting, &c. &c. ; but that 
for bull-baiting, cock-fighting, &6. 
there exists no necessity. Does 
Mr. Lawrence think that animal 
suffering is to be judged of by 
bulk — that the bull feels pain and 
torture, in comparison to the poor 
fish or mangled partridge, in pro- 
portion to his size, or Compared 
with them > If so, he has adopted 
a new school with a vengeance. I 



confess I am one of the many who 
think that had Mr. Martin's late 
Bill passed into a law, we should 
not in time have had it in our 
power to destroy a fox, or burn a 
wasp*s nest with impunity; and, 
perhaps, if naturalists cpnld have 
proved that the vegetable king- 
dom was endowed, as the eloquent 
Darwin would have us believe, 
with feelings and sensation, wo 
should, in process of time, have 
been restrained from lopping an 
exuberant branch 'from our trees, 
lest we might give them unneces- 
sary pain and torture. 

1 repeat, that I am a sportsman 
of the old school — not the old 
school of torture or suffering, but 
of that which teaches me that a 
contest between a dog and a bull, 
or between two game cocks, is far 
from being more cruel than hunting, 
shooting, or fishing. I have never 
taken the least interest, or found 
any amusement, in bull-baiting; 
but from what I have ever heard or 
seen of it, I think it has been very 
much misrepresented. I might defy 
your correspondent to produce a 
single instance of th^ cutting and 
causticing which he has so patheti- 
cally described, or of throwing the 
bull over the bridge. On the con- 
trary, the bull is, I believe, baited 
or worried by one dog only at a 
time, and is generally so wary and 
cautious, that the dog is almost al- 
ways the greatest sufferer. 

In the middle of the town in the 
neighbourhood of which I live, 
there is a large iron ring fixed to 
the ground, called " the bull ring," 
and there was formerly a penalty 
attached to any butcher who should 
exhibit the flesh of a bull in the

SIR, 
f N most kennels I have seen, there 

is the same fault: the sleep- 
ing rooms are too low. The higher 
the room, the more healthy are the 
hounds; and each room should have 
a small chimney through the roof. 
A thatched roof is preferable, be- 
cause it is the coolest in the sum- 
mer, and the warmest in the win- 
ter. The windows should be so 
constructed as to adoait more or 
less air, according to the season 
o^ the year. At no period 
should hounds be suffered to lie 
without straw, as the straw 
serves to keep them clean in tlieir 
coats, as well as adding t(^ their 
comfort in taking their rest ; and 
the oftener it is changed, the bet- 
ter, and the cleaner and healthier 
will the hounds be. In the summer 
a small quantity of straw is suffi- 
cient ; but in the winter they can- 
not have too good a bed. Kennels 
should hate a grass covert, and if 
a large tree or two stands in the 
centre, so much the better. Cold 
food is dlso preferable, but it 
shotild never, after being mixed, 
be kept over the day, or it will 
ferment, lind make the hounds 
sick. In the summer months, 
hounds should have vegetables 
mixed with their food : before miit- 
ing the vegetables, the wiiter in 
which the vegetables are boiled 
should be straiiied otf. — I am, Sir,

9FUha Portrait of that celebrated Horse. 

QIMCRACK, foaled in 1760, 
. waft got by Cripple, sod of the 
GodolphiQ Arabian, oat of Blos- 
som, a grey mare, by Old Crab 5 
her grandam by the Devonshire 
Childers, out of Miss Bel voire. 
Gimcrack*s dam was by Griesw4)od*s 
Partner, «on of Old Partner j his 
grandam by Old Partner; 'great 
grandam by Bloody Buttocks (a 
Dorse of unknown ' pedigree, but 
always distinguished as " the 
speedy stallion^'), a danghter of 
Old Greyhound, oat of Brocklesby 
Betty. 'Betty was got by the Cur« 
wen Bay Barb; her dam, the 
Hobby Mare, by the Lister Turk, 
and though not trained until after 
she had been a brood mare, she 
beat air England, a ad her name 
stands as one of the most distin- 
gnished of onr racers. This of 
Gimcrack is one of the higbest- 
bred pedigrees, partaking iairgely 
of the blood of the Godolphitt and 
Parley Arabians, and of the Byerly 
Turk and Lister Turk. 

It is a pleasing task to us, to 
place on the records of the Maga- 
zine, a memoir of Gimcrack, an old 
acquaintance, whom we used to 
visit and caress, almost weekly, 
during the five or six months he 
was at Tattersairs, kept there, it 
was then said, by his proprietor^ 
for the inspection of the public, in 
about his twentieth year, after 
having been withdrawn from the 
business of the stud. He was. in 
colour a dark grey, mixed with pure 
white, nearly of the present fashion- 
able hues for coach horses; and 
fourteen hands one quarter of an 
inch in height, apparently master 
of twelve or thirteen stone ; was 
bred by Gideon Elliott, Esq. of 
Mnrrell Green, Hants, and sacces- 
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sively the property of Mr. Wild* 
man, the sheep salesman at Smith-^ 
field, a celebrated sportsman. Lord 
Bolingbroke, Count Lanragvais, 
Sir Charles Bunbnry, and Lord 
Grosvenor;. but whether h% died 
the property of Lord Grosvenor, 
and in what year he died, we have 
not been informed. 

Pick's account (vol. i. p. 347, 
Turf Register) of the sale of Gim- 
crack, at five years old, to Mr. Wild- 
man, cannot be reconciled with the 
following anecdote^ unless, ii^-( 
deed, Wildman had sold and re- 
purchased him } as it is quite at 
- variance with that given to us by 
an old training groom at Epsom, 
who, living in the vicinity of Mic- 
kleham, had the best opportunities 
of knowing the fact ; which was 
afterwards, in 1790, as we recoU • 
lect; (Confirmed to us, by a colt- 
breaker in Hants, living at or near 
Murreli Green. The story is as 
follows :-«^The breeder of Gim-* 
crack dying, and having enter- 
tained a hiffh opinion of the Cripple 
coh, left him, by will, a legacy to 
Mr. Wildman. This genUeman; 
then fall of racing stock, appealed 
to entertain a very different opidion 
of the. legacy, then certainly nbtat 
all prepossessing from his size (the 
general object), received the colt 
with reluctance, as in all probabi- 
lity, a dear gift,"and would not be 
at the expence of training hiih ; 
but as that was the condition of the 
bequest, he endeavoured to throw 
the.onttt on bis stud-groom, and 
sent the colt as a gift to the groom's. 
house. The man was absent from 
home^ but the wife (and '' the grey . 
mare, it seems, was the better 

horse")> ^^^j'^fif ^ strong suspicion 
tha^ Mr. Wildman knew better 
than to give away a racer of any 
probable worth, abs<^ittely refused 
to give stable room to the grey colt.

which, in consequence, became an 
article returned. 'W^, was now 
saddled with bis supposed worth- 
less burden ; but in order to con- 
vert him to some use, the colt was 
ridden hackney by the stable boya 
at Mickleham, for their various 
'purposes of carrying the sweaters 
to the Downs, and otherwise at- 
tending on the horses in training. 
In the course of this business, it 
happened that one of the boys took 
it into his head, to ride the Cripple 
coit up the gallop with the racers, 
found he could hold way with them, 

. and, insisted that the colt coald 
outfoot the speediest of them. The 
good news being reported to Mr. 
Wildman, the legacy colt was in- 
stantly purged, and put into gal- 
lops, and the sequjel , we have here 
to report. The authenticity, or 
4^therwise, of this account, may be 
lodged of, by reference to the Ca- 
lendars^ from 1764 to 17 66^ not at 
this moment before us; and^ in- 
deed, ascertained, by the present 

. Mr. Wildman, and, no doubt, many ^ 
other persons now living, to whom 
we appeal. 

'Gimcrack started for the first 
time at Epsom, in May, 1764, for 
the four-year-old plate of 501. which 
be won, distancing three of the 
horses. He r^n seven times in that 
year, winning every time. In 1765, 
he ran five time^, four of which he 
won, two of them for one thousand 
guineas each, and received forfeit 
.two hundred and fifty : the horses 
he beat were of the first rate. But 
be was beaten for the first time, by 
Bay Malton, giving him (Malton) 
^seven pounds ; which famous racer 
was beaten by him, in turp (in 1 769), 
at even weights. In I76(i, Gim- 
4^ack, then the property of Count 
Laurti^uais.and ridden by JohnOak- 
ley»ran amatch twenty- two miles and 
half in one hour, in France, winning

a large sum. He was withdrawn 
from the course in 1771> having 
ran eight seasons, and beaten many^ 
or most in their turn, of the capi<^ 
tal horses of his time — Rocket, Ast 
cham, Nabob, Pilgrim, Bellario, 
Chalfont, Tantrum, Morwick Ball, 
AUfoprs, and others. In 1770, he 
carried the whip, at Newmarket, 
from Pilgrim, at ten stone each. 
He was beaten ten times — in seve- 
ral instances, by horses which he 
in turn beat. In 1769 Lord Gros- 
venor purchased him for twelve 
hundred guineas, immediately re- 
fusing a premium of five hundred 
on his bargain. 

He covered in Lord Grosvenor's 
stud, near Newmarket, until 1779, 
at from thirty guineas to ten, in 
bis last season, but failed as a stal- 
lion, the few he got being ordinary 
racers. This is a case of too fre- 
quent occurrence in the stud, where 
the old adage does not alwaya 
hold, that ** like produces like 3" 
the finest forms and highest quali- 
fications, even probably of bolli 
horse and mare, failing to stamp 
their like. The old philosophers 
of the turf were unable to solve 
this difficulty, any otherwise than 
by the sage conclusion, that in such 
failures ''the blood did not nick,** 
However, fortune, on a certain oc- 
casion, being in good humour, con- 
descended to nick, instead of the 
blood, in favour of Grey Bobin, a 
son of Gimcrack, and a racer which 
had little to boast either of speed or 
goodness. This horse, in April, 
1 777, to our great surprise,and some 
small lightening of our pocket, won 
the great Stakes, at Newmarket, 
B.C.one hundred guineas each, from 
Dictator, Tremamondo, Potatoes, 
Prince, and twelve or fourteen 
others. Robin was ridden by 
George Herring; and the capital 
horses waiting for each other, and 
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little regarding Robin, as an infe- 
rior horse. Herring, having his wits 
about him, seized the advantage, 
and went away' at such a rate, 
that the others, with all their su- 
periority, were unable to overtake 
him. This tactic has been sutcess- 
fully practised, we believe, on two 
occasions of consequence since. 
The uncertainty of success with 
racing stallions, in general, may be 
joined with the curi'ous fact, that 
scarcely any modern eastern horses 
of late or present days, get racers^ 
although imported from the same 
parts of Asia or Africa, whence 
those stallions camein former times, 
the immediate produce of which 
v^ere racers of the highest form. 
With respect to the first dilemma^ 
' fortune might perhaps be favonra^i. 
ble to a judicious choice of the 
mares, in a mode not always within 
the comprehension of the breeder.

EDUCATION OF THE HORSE.

SIR, 
TF yon think the following ex- 
tracts from the work of the late 
Mr. John Adams, on horsemanship, 
will be acceptable to the readers of 
your amusing publication, you will 
oblige me by inserting them in your 
next Number :— 
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Mr. Adams, \u treating the sob^ 
ject of bending and suppling rave 
horses, says, " Another method 
I have seen, which was, the assist- 
ance of two pieces of wood, made 
in the form of a St. Andrew*8 Cross, 
the two lower arms of which were 
shaped to fix on the saddle, and 
fastened by a girth : the elevated 
arms had buckles, or loops, to fasten 
the reins tp. Thus the reins ope- 
rated in as high a situation as the 
bands of the rider. I am extremely 
obliged to the inventor, whoever 
he was, for the idea ; and with the 
alterations I here recommend, I 
think it will fully answer the pur- 
pose intended, aiid make a neces- 
sary utensil in the riding house. 
The alterations I propose are, that 
instead of the upper arms of the 
cross, there rise a spindle from the 
centre, and on that spindle should 
be fixed two moveable arms, one 
long, the other short, which may be 
raised or lowered, and turned to 
that situation which you would de- 
sire the reins should operate from, 
aqd there made fast by a screw. 
Those who have attentively read 
the precepts I have given for rid- 
ing, will observe that the situation 
of the hands is conformable to the 
position of the horse, and conse- 
quently when the horse is bent, the 
outer hand is carried forward in 
proportion to that bend, to prevent 
the rein from pressing the neck, , 
which would direct the horse within 
his gronnd. This shews the pro- 
priety of having the arms to niove ; 
and 1 think with the plate I have 
given, it may be thoroughly com- 
prehended. Ti would be a further 
improvemefU, if to the end of each 
arm were fixed a spring : none 
would be better than a worm spring, 
similar to the pocket spring steel- 
yard, which may be made to yield 
one inch, and cannot be strained 



beyond it. nis would soften the 
operation of the reins, and give 
anj^ect like unto the fingers,^ 

Tiius far Mr. Adams, whose bo6k 
was published in 1805. It would 
appear he only, made use of the 
cross in bending the horse while in 
the longe : he does not seem to have 
been aware of its utility when ap- 
pFied to a colt in the stable ; hot 
as far as I know, he was the first 
who started the idea of using 
springs with the cross. It is as- 
tonishing how little the education 
oC the horse is attended to, in ge- 
neral : bis docility, and conse- 
quently his value and usefulness, 
might be amazingly increased, by 
a proper attention to this subject.

The mltiation nas', in fact, just been 
witnessed. Yesterday was the day^ 
when a great number of persons 
from all pa^ts of the principality 
flocked hitherward to behold the 
beautiful and very intcrestii)g s|^ecr 
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Uifile. UpvisNb of four hundred 
e^ttiptKesy tome of them ▼enr ele* 
gtnt, were on the froond. it wm 
ejqpected thel we should hare been 
koaoored with the eogust presenoe 
d the King of Prussia^ but his Ma^ 
ietiy has not yet rliited the Baths. 
£very pkce of reception was crowded , 
to excess ; and though oorers were 
lidd for 600 persons in the great 
dining-room w the Dul&e*s hotel, 
besides every possible arrangement 
being made oy the minor lestaura^ 
teurs» yet» notwitlistanding every ex* 
ertion* so great was the number of 

Sests, that they were with extreme 
ficulty accommodated. There 
were six different races. Thmr Royal 
Highnesses the Hereditanr Grand 
DttkeSf and the Princes William and 
Charles of Prussia, obligingly con- 
descended to talie upon them the 
office of stewards.

The sixth and final race 
was rode by farmers on half-bred 
horses t one Juers was the winner, 
beating five others. One of the 
countrymen, in too rapidly alighting 
fh>m his horse, had the misfortune 
to break his leg : he, however, not 
only received the general sympathy 
in Kind words, but an immediate 
subscription was set on foot, and the 
sum of 300 dollars (about 601. ster- 
ling) raised, which he received upon 
the spot.

Flowers and Barney Harria 
fouffht for 20 sovereigns and a purse, 
at the Maize Green, on Epping Fo- 
rest, September 1 1 . These men had 
distinguished themselves as rare ghil' 
ionists in divers pitched battles, and 
CACh was prodigal of his qualifica- 
tions, aspiring to the science of a 
Randall or a Holt. The men set-to 
with great guety, and kept it up for 
nine rounds, occupying twenty-four 
minutes, when Harris received » 
finishiufl^ hit. Flowers, as a^ ^vinner, 
received quantum suffidt, and his 
strength won it.

PIGftON FLYING. 

Several persons residing at Liege 
have lately been engaged in the esta- 
blishment of pigeon station^. A few* 
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'<rtays since twenty-two pigeons re- 
turned from Paris to Liege, having 
travelled 76 leagues, as the bird flies, 
in four hours, which gives 18 leagues 
an hour. Another experiment has 
b^en made between Frankfort arid 
Liege. A third was made at Cob- 
lentz. The object was to send off 
for Liege a great number of pigeons. 
Two among them arrived at Liege in 
2| hours. The distance is only 30 
leagues, about 12 leagues an hour. 
Making observations upon the diffe- 
rent results^ and following the roads 
upon the map, we are led to con- 
clude, that the winding of rivers is 
an assistance to pigeons finding their 
way back, whilst woods and heights 
impede their flight, or, at least, oc- 
casion uncertainty in the direction 
they must take. It ought to be known 
' that the famous pigeons which travel 
between Aleppo and Alexandria are 
of a particular class — the Columha ta- 
beUaruu — Paris paper, 

AQUATIC SPORTING. 

A sailing match for a silver cup 
took place this month on the Norwicn 
river, at Carrow.

PEDESTRIANISM. 

A correspondent from Wynyard's 
Gap remarks, that the most extraor- 
dinary pedestrian going, and consi*. 
dering too he is more than JO yeaifs 
old, is Jacob Cornick, one of tjie 
Cattistock Hunt earth-stoppers. 

At Leith, on Thursday, Aug. 2g, 
M'Milian, a pedestrian from Eng- 
land, undertook to walk 40 miles 
in eight successive hours. A q^iarter 
of a mile was measured off on the 
high road bounding Leith Links, op. 
which McMillan started, 16 minutes 
past twelve o'clock, and finished 41 
minutes past seven, having completed 
his arduous undertaking in seven 
hours 25 minutes. M'Millan is a 
young man of a slender and active 
make : he has a shuffling shambling 
walk, but gets rapidly over the 
ground. On finishing, he appeared 
comparatively fresh, and, it is said, 
was merely trying his powers for a 
match shortly to be decided. Dur- 
ing the performance, the whole^Twy 
world of Leith appeared to be on the 
qui vive, 

A wager was made by Lieutenant 
Parker, R.N. of 1000 to 300 gui- 
neas, to walk seven miles in one 
hour! On Tuesday, Sept. 9, this 
gentleman started on a piece of 
ground abput a mile and a half from 
Buxton. The first two miles he per- 
formed in 15 minutes, and completed 
the seven miles with ease in oS mi- 
nutes! Betting on the preceding 
evening was against the performance 
12 to f. 

On the 8th September, Mr. W, 
West, the pedestrian, failed to per- 
form a match which, perhaps, ex- 
ceeded the powers of any man. His • 
task was to go on foot from London 
to the 80 mile-stone, close upon Up- 
haven, in the Wevhill road, to Bath, 
and return, in 47 hours. The match 
was for 200 sovereigns, and half of 

S s 
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thq roail U hilly, so that the odds 
were s\^ and seven to four on time. 
The pedestrian started at three 
o'clock on Saturday afternoon, and 
reached Staines in three hours, where 
he made a temporary halt, and went 
on to Blackwater, where he took re- 
freshment at half-past eight o'clock 
(30 miles). He went to Overton 
(53 miles) and dined, and had his 
table ,cleared - before a quarter past 
three. He walked to Weyhill, the 
next 14 miles, in three hours, and 
touched on the 80th mile-stone, after 
three hours* refreshment, at twelve 
at night, and returned bafck to within 
a mile of Andover, soon after three, 
leaving himself 64 miles to do in 20 
hours. He did his 20 miles in the 
next four hours, when he fell lame, 
but he continued on to Golden Far- 
mer Hill, when he was put into his 
rehicle, unable to go on. The match 
-was lost by 27 miles, to perform which 
he had eight hours left. A tendon 
sprang from the pedestrian's right 
leg in going the 1 20th, which kept 
getting Worse. 

August 30, Skipper made hjinaie 
of the arduous undertaking, of walk- 
ing 1,500 miles^ at the rate of 50 
miles per day, in 30 successive days. 
His daily course was from the JVfouth 
-of the ' Nile public-house, Copenha- 
gen-street, Worcester, to the Lamb, 
Cheltenham, and back to the spot 
he started from. On the day of ac- 
complishing his task, he set off 
about four in the morning, and re- 
turned about half-past ei^ht in the 
evening. The last two miles of his 
career his path was lined with spec- 
tators, and he was joined by a band 
of music and flags, to escort him 
into the city with due eclat His 
step was firm and elastic, aud his 
pace so rapid, that those who would 
Keep up with him, were compelled to 
amj^/^—- almost trot; and, scarcely 
exhibiting the least symptom of fa- 
tigue, b« brought his toil to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. We don6t un- 
derstand that raudi monty was 
pending upon the issue. Skipper is 
a nativ&of Norwich, is about 34 years 
of age, and stands five feet ten inches 
high. 



At the close of Ooiicaster racM, 

Philly (yummens, a groom, was 
backed by a gentleman of the name 
of .Matelock, to go on foot to Lon- 
don in 53 hours, for a bet of 100 so- 
vereigns, the pedestrian to accom« 
plish 160 miles. He won the match 
on the Sunday by'^half an hour. 

Match to York, — A few days since, 
Mr. Irvine undertook ' to go from 
London to York, and back, 394 miles, 
in five days and eight hours, being 
five, hours less than Powell required 
to perform that task in 1792. He 
did his work regularly at the rate of 
three miles an hour, and won the 
match with nearly half an hour to 
spare. The task is ^ree miles and 
25 poles each hour, without stoppages. 

Captain Fairburn started at twelve 
oVlocK at night, August 31, to go on 
foot to the 38 mile-stone hear Read- 
ing, Berks, and return (7^ mites), in . 
ten hours. The match was for 200 
sovereigns. He reached half the dis- 
tance at half-past eight, and arrived 
at the Park-gate 10 minutes within 
time, winning cleverly. The pe- 
destrian's friend, Mr. Nash, accom- 
panied the umpire in a chaisif with 
provisions.

It is the opinion of many good 
judges, that Sherwood woulH have 
won the St. Leger, had he b^en kept 
back a" little in the race. Having 
got an excellent start, his jockey was, 
perhaps, too anxious to keep it, parti- 
cularly as his horse had been in- 
dulged, from bis having been amiss— 
bis subsequent ranning proving that 
he was all the better for his work. 
This may be attributed to the large 
sum Scott, his rider, stood on his 
winning. Had he been able to have 
kept the lead, vast sums of money 
would have been left behind in the 
north, as among the spinners he was 
backed most heavily. Perhaps it is 
all very well as it is, for money in 
that country is more easily manufac- 
tured than in the south.
